Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND 
TOWN MANAGER 


Two thousand and eleven was an extremely busy year for the 
Board of Selectmen and Town Manager’s Office. One of the most 
visible issues the Town has been attempting to address for a number 
of years is the significant coastal erosion along Town Neck Beach. 
In 2011 the Board of Selectmen arranged a meeting with key elected 
and appointed state officials to help refocus attention at the state 
level to our serious concerns. As part of that effort, Special Town 
Meeting subsequently appropriated $150,000.00 to finalize the 
Town’s Beach Management Plan and to hire professional services to 
help secure the required local and state permits for a future beach re- 
nourishment. We appreciate Town Meeting’s support, which will 
greatly help us to continue to make progress on this critically impor- 
tant issue for the Town. 


In late 2010, the Governor signed a special act establishing 
the Sandwich Economic Initiative Corporation (SEIC), followed by 
corrective language enacted into law in 2011 necessary to better es- 
tablish the corporation in accordance with Town Meeting’s vote. In 
early 2011 the Board of Selectmen signed a Memorandum of Un- 
derstanding with the SEIC regarding the commercial development 
for the South Sandwich Village Center. This was then followed by a 
subsequent Town Meeting vote to appropriate $50,000.00 at the 
November 7, 2011 Special Town Meeting for future SEIC economic 
development efforts. The Board of Selectmen looks forward to ex- 
ecuting a grant agreement on the use of these funds with the SEIC, 
and to making significant progress with respect to economic devel- 
opment in 2012. 


In the spring of 2011 the Town executed a contract with a 
nationally recognized engineering firm to assist the Town in devel- 
oping a Comprehensive Water Resources Management Plan 
(CWRMP). Since this project will take approximately three years to 
complete, the Town also retained this firm to provide additional con- 
sultant services to help with an “interim plan” to make shorter-term 
wastewater planning decisions affecting the South Sandwich Vil- 
lage Center and the Sandwich Industrial Park, two strategic plan- 
ning zones located in sensitive watersheds and water supply protec- 
tion areas of the Sandwich Water District. Significant progress has 
been made in 2011, including calculating wastewater flows/needs, 
outlining regulatory requirements, identifying options, and bringing 
together all of the largest relevant stakeholders. Ultimately, the 
groundwork begun in 2011 will yield significant economic benefits 
for the Town for years to come. 


At a Special Town Meeting in late 2010, Town Meeting ap- 
proved a $5.365 million debt exclusion for repairs to various Gen- 
eral Government and School Department buildings. However, this 
initiative subsequently failed at the November 2, 2010 ballot. As a 
result, the Board of Selectmen later approved placing the most sig- 
nificant items from the failed debt exclusion — replacing the roofs 
and windows at the Forestdale and Oakridge elementary schools, 


and replacing the HVAC system at the Public Library — separately 
on a Town Meeting Warrant and subsequent ballot. These items 
passed at the May 2, 2011 Annual Town Meeting. At the following 
Annual Town Election on May 5, 2011, the ballot questions for the 
school roofs and windows passed, while the authorization to borrow 
funds to replace the failed HVAC system at the Public Library nar- 
rowly failed. The Board of Selectmen, working with the Capital Im- 
provement Planning Committee, later recommended incorporating 
a new $125,000 addition to the annual capital budget, and an in- 
crease of $25,000 to the annual Facilities Department operating bud- 
get beginning with the FY12 budget. Both of these amounts were 
fully supported at the May 2, 2011 Annual Town Meeting as a method 
of making incremental progress at building maintenance needs with- 
out relying on large, periodic debt exclusions. These additional ap- 
propriations, however, were not enough to fund the required replace- 
ment of the HVAC system at the Public Library. Planning for that 
project continues, and we anticipate that the Capital Improvement 
Planning Committee will ask the Board to place another question 
for borrowing authorization (a one-year “capital exclusion”) at an 
upcoming local election in the near future. 


The Board of Selectmen also updated the Long Range Plan 
(LRP) in 2011. This was a significant update in that the structure of 
the LRP was substantially changed from prior editions. Rather than 
updating the previous lengthy narrative and financial reports, the 
Board decided to streamline the document to be much more con- 
cise. The 2011 update included a revised projection of needs, issues, 
and projects, and a specific action plan for moving forward in both 
the near term and long term. A highlight of the accomplishments 
thus far include implementing the Pay-As-You-Throw program at 
the DPW Transfer Station, appointing a Charter Review Commit- 
tee, securing state funding for the Forestdale and Oakridge School 
roof projects, hiring an architect to develop schematic design plans 
for a new joint public safety building with cost estimates, beginning 
the work on the CWRMP, revising the zoning bylaws, and renewing 
action on our beach erosion efforts. The Board published the LRP in 
the Annual Town Meeting Warrant, which was met with significant 
support from Town Meeting attendees. 


In the summer of 2011 the Board formally appointed mem- 
bers of the Substance Abuse Prevention Task Force. The Selectmen 
recognized that substance abuse is a significant issue, and after some 
initial exploration decided that a formal group could assist in under- 
standing the current climate in Town as well as enhancing future 
prevention and outreach efforts. As part of this initiative, the Task 
Force worked with the School Department to conduct a confidential 
survey of students to determine attitudes of school age children from 
6" to 12" grade, which was funded from the School Safety appro- 
priation in the Town Manager/Board of Selectmen budget. Later in 
the year, the group began applying for a substantial federal grant to 
help improve our prevention efforts, which could fund a staff person 
and several programs dedicated for this purpose in the future. 


At the Special Town Meeting in November 2011, zoning by- 
law amendments were adopted to facilitate mixed use cluster devel- 
opments, amend parking requirements, and enable the Town to en- 
ter into development agreements with the Cape Cod Commission 


and future developers in the South Sandwich Village Center. In ad- 
dition, Special Town Meeting granted authority to the Selectmen to 
negotiate a roadway easement on Town land in the South Sandwich 
Village Center. The Board, working in cooperation with the SEIC, 
worked throughout 2011 on developing a strategy for developing 
the South Sandwich Village Center in general, and for future dispo- 
sition of the Town’s land assets in that area in particular. The Board 
and SEIC will shortly be issuing a Request for Expressions of Inter- 
est for the Town’s property. All of these actions, including the previ- 
ously mentioned efforts at wastewater planning, will significantly 
help facilitate additional needed economic development in the fu- 
ture. 


The November Special Town Meeting also passed several 
Community Preservation Act articles, including the beach erosion 
consultant funding mentioned above, preserving historic town 
records, and authorizing the Board to purchase a critical parcel in 
the middle of Town-owned conservation land. 


One of the most significant policy changes to occur in 2011 
was the Board of Selectmen’s decision to implement a “‘Pay-As- 
You-Throw” (PAYT) system at the DPW Transfer Station. The con- 
cept behind this policy was to implement a system that is fairer to all 
residents by better aligning individual Transfer Station usage with 
actual costs. In the new PAYT system, the more a resident chooses 
to recycle, the less he/she will pay. The more trash a resident gener- 
ates for disposal at the Transfer Station, the more he/she will pay. 
While there were some initial concerns from residents about how 
the system would work, it has been a resounding success. Imple- 
mentation began on July 1, 2011 and, based on preliminary six month 
data, the amount of recycling has significantly increased, and the 
amount of regular household trash has significantly decreased, re- 
sulting in substantial cost avoidance for the Town. Beginning July 1, 
2012, the Town will implement an “Enterprise Fund” accounting 
system for the Transfer Station, so that all revenues received from 
this department, e.g., Transfer Station stickers, bag fees, recycling 
revenue, etc., will be able to stay in this account and be used to offset 
the expenses to run the Transfer Station operation. In early 2012 it is 
expected that the Board will make policy decisions about when they 
would like the Transfer Station Enterprise Fund to transition to be- 
come totally self-sufficient and not rely on any General Fund tax 
revenues to fund the operation. We would like to express our sincere 
appreciation for all the hard work our Department of Public Works 
staff has done to implement this new system. We would also like to 
thank all of the private businesses in Town that have agreed to sell 
our new PAYT trash bags to residents at-cost. We could not have 
implemented this program as effectively without their participation. 


In 2011 the Board of Selectmen entered into a new contract 
for food and beverage services at Sandwich Hollows Golf Club. The 
Town issued a Request for Proposals (RFP) for a different type of 
restaurant compared to prior RFPs, in order to implement one of the 
recommendations from the business plan drafted by the National 
Golf Foundation, which the Town previously hired as our business 
consultant. To date, the new restaurant has been very successful in 
getting off the ground, and we look forward to their continued suc- 
cess as they build their business. In addition, Town Meeting previ- 


ously authorized the Board to petition the state legislature to pass a 
special act to allow expanded recreational uses at the golf course. In 
2011, the Legislature and Governor enacted this special act into law. 
As a result, the Board has issued a new RFP seeking private devel- 
opers to construct new indoor/outdoor recreational facilities at the 
golf course. When combined with the golf club, the new restaurant, 
and additional efforts to encourage Sandwich’s youth sports boards 
to construct new athletic fields on-site, the Board is cautiously opti- 
mistic that Sandwich Hollows could become a very strong recre- 
ation destination for the entire Upper Cape and South Shore region. 


Late in 2011 the state legislature and Governor enacted the 
Health Care Reform Act. This long overdue legislation finally granted 
municipalities the much needed authority to responsibly implement 
health care savings measures in the health plan benefit offered to 
municipal employees. The Town adopted the relevant sections of 
state law, and with the strong guidance of the Human Resources 
Director and the cooperation of our unions, the Town has imple- 
mented our “plan design changes.” As a result, our preliminary FY 13 
budget includes significantly lower health insurance costs for the 
Town than would otherwise have been the case, which has dramati- 
cally improved our overall projected budget balance. 


After literally years of work, the Board executed a renewal 
license with Comcast cable television for the continued rights to 
offer and maintain a cable television system in Town. Sandwich par- 
ticipated in an eight-town consortium for this purpose, and negoti- 
ated as a group to reduce our negotiating expense and maximize our 
bargaining position with Comcast. Ultimately, the final contract was 
very favorable for the Town, preserving the requirement that Comcast 
maintain a local customer service office in Sandwich, and increas- 
ing the amount of funding Comcast will provide to the Town and our 
local cable access studio, Sandwich Community Television (SCT). 
Shortly, the Board will be updating our Management Agreement 
with SCT regarding the allocation and use of these additional funds. 
The Town greatly appreciates the efforts of SCT to televise, and post 
on the Internet, our local government meetings in order to make 
them accessible to the entire community. 


Throughout 2011 the Town’s Recreation Department contin- 
ued to expand and offer new programs, many out of their new home 
at Oak Crest Cove on Quaker Meetinghouse Road. We are very proud 
of how effectively and efficiently this modestly staffed department 
has expanded services for our entire community, and made many 
different portions of this property even more beneficial for our resi- 
dents. In addition to the fact that the Recreation Department is offer- 
ing many successful programs on site, we are also very pleased to 
report that the beach and boat ramp continue to remain open to the 
public and are well maintained with the assistance of our seasonal 
Department of Natural Resources staff; the large field on Quaker 
Meetinghouse Road is frequently used by regular farmers’ markets, 
bazaars, and large scale events; and the Town is currently designing 
a new joint public safety building headquarters on the portion of the 
property at the corner of Quaker Meetinghouse Road and Cotuit 
Road. We are truly grateful that Town residents had the foresight to 
overwhelmingly support the purchase of this very strategic property 
for the Town. 


Lastly, there are currently two significant roadway projects 
underway in Town. The state Department of Transportation is up- 
grading the Route 6 - Exit 2 intersection to greatly improve traffic 
safety. The Town is also using state Highway Safety Improvement 
Program funding to improve the intersection at Cotuit Road and South 
Sandwich/Harlow Road, one of the most dangerous intersections in 
Town, by installing a new round-a-bout. We look forward to the 
completion of these two projects, and will soon have tackle the dif- 
ficult question of when to ask Sandwich voters for a new road bond 
to maintain the high standard of roads throughout Town that our 
residents deserve. 


Throughout calendar year 2011 the Board has moved forward 
simultaneously on many fronts identified in the Long Range Plan. 
Responsible planning and concrete short term actions will continue 


to position Sandwich for the future. We are pleased with the accom- 
plishments we have made to date, and look forward to the very dif- 
ficult challenges we face ahead.

Report of the 
HUMAN RESOURCES DEPARTMENT 


2011 saw a few personnel changes. The Sandwich Marina 
staff welcomed Tricia Wojnar in July as the new Administrative As- 
sistant. This already existing position had been vacant for a while so 
we are very happy to welcome Tricia. After the retirement of Assis- 
tant Town Clerk Julia Hendy, Susan Lundquist, formerly the Ad- 
ministrative Assistant in that department was promoted to Assistant 
Town Clerk. Nicole King was hired to take Sue’s place as Adminis- 
trative Assistant. In the Natural Resources Department, Heidi 
Hawkins was hired to fill a vacant part-time Administrative Assis- 
tant position and Jill McArdle was hired as a part-time Golf Opera- 
tions Assistant at Sandwich Hollows. As 2011 draws to a close, a 
search is being conducted for a new Town Planner. Applications have 
been received and the interview process is to begin in February of 
2012. 


Worker’s compensation/Line of Injury claims have slightly 
decreased from last year, however their complexities have been mark- 
edly more challenging. We are hopeful that with additional safety 
training we will see a further decrease in claims. HR handles all 
WC/LOI claims for the both School and Town employees. 


The Safety Committee continues to meet with MIIA Loss 
Control Manager Jeff Siena. The following departments, Fire, Po- 
lice, DPW, Marina, Engineering, Golf, Recreation, Building, School 
Business Office and School Maintenance and Public Facilities can 
always be relied on to attend these meetings. Different training op- 
portunities are discussed including driver training, back safety, etc. 
This all helps with keeping our safety standards up and injuries down. 
As always, we participated in the “MIIA Rewards” program. This 
year we received a credit of $22,147 from MIIA for our efforts. This 
amount was credited towards our FY ’12 premium for worker’s com- 
pensation/auto liability/professional liability and property and casu- 
alty insurance. 


The HR Department worked closely with the Personnel Board 
and Town Manager in updating all non-union position descriptions. 


In July 2011 the Governor signed Health Care Reform Legis- 
lation which will enable the Town to make plan design changes to it 
health plans in a more streamlined manner. The cost-avoidance at- 
tributed to making these changes is significant. Town Management 
will continue to work with School and Town employees regarding 
these proposed changes that will be in effect on July 1, 2012. The 
Town continues to purchase health insurance through the Cape Cod 
Municipal Health Group (CCMHG), a Joint Purchase Group com- 
prised of 53 public employers on Cape Cod and Martha’s Vineyard. 


We once again received a $600 grant from the CCMHG to 
support wellness programs. We used a portion of the funds to pro- 
vide incentives to employees to attend our health screenings. We 
held a drawing and the winners received gift cards to a location of 
their choice. We will provide similar incentives moving forward. We 
also used a portion of the funds to help our Recreation Department 
fund a Yoga Class for employees. Several other wellness programs 
are Offered through the Group which helps in keeping the health 
insurance rates as low as possible. 


The HR office continues to work closely with any department 
needing assistance. Since everything we do is collaboration we want 
to thank all departments for their continued assistance to us as well. 
We continue to be committed to serving all Town of Sandwich em- 
ployees both Town and School in the most efficient and effective 
way possible. We are proud to serve the residents of the Town of 
Sandwich.

ORMATION TECHNOLOGY 
DEPARTMENT 


The Information Technology Department provides computer 
ardware, software, network, and end user support for 25 municipal 
epartments and its staff members. 


For the Calendar Year of 2011, the I.T. Department assisted in 
implementing several major software upgrades with its proprietary 
software vendors. 


With the addition of the new Clubhouse restaurant contract at 
the Sandwich Hollows Golf Club, we added a Point Of Sale soft- 
ware module specifically tailored and customized towards golf course 
restaurant and function hall operations. This integrated seamlessly 
with the Club’s existing Pro Shop software application. Additional 
POS hardware was also added as needed. This software module helps 
streamline the day-to-day operations of the new restaurant, as it does 
for the Pro Shop operations. 


Strategic planning for network power redundancy began after 
the start of the July 1“ fiscal budget cycle. The Town’s servers are 
being relocated to another Town site, where a generator will allow 


the Town’s network to remain functional in the event of an extended 
power outage. The I.T. Department has also worked closely with 
Comcast to relocate the Town’s fiber optic hub to another Town lo- 
cation which also has a generator. This work commenced during 
this calendar year, and will be completed in 2012. Many thanks to 
the Town Manager, Assistant Town Manager, and especially the Fa- 
cilities and DPW Departments, for their help and assistance in mak- 
ing these move possible for the betterment of the Town’s network. 


Paced hardware upgrades continue, to prevent the Town’s sys- 
tems from becoming old, outdated, and obsolete. Some of these up- 
grades had to be put off until the start of the next fiscal year, due to 
budgetary limitations and other project priorities that are more ad- 
vantageous to the overall operation of the Town’s network.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


After months of careful examination, deliberation and fine- 
tuning, the FY 2012 budget was presented and passed at the Annual 
Town Meeting on May 2, 2011 as recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee. This budget was adjusted 
slightly at a Special Town Meeting held on November 7, 2011 after 
the state finalized its budget and state aid figures. 


The adjusted FY 2012 budget calls for a total expenditure of 
$65,937,056 representing an increase of $568,191 (0.87%) over the 
FY 2011 budget. 


An increase of less than 1%, by any measure, is a very lean 
budget. In the best-case scenario, this could be considered a level- 
service budget. Certainly there is no expectation that it will result in 
any increase in service levels. 


The portion of the budget which makes up the general gov- 
ernment (non-school) operating budget calls for a 3% increase to 
cover increases in expenses, most of which are salary increases re- 
lated to collective bargaining agreements. It is not anticipated that 
there will be sufficient funds available to increase staffing levels in 
any general government department. 


The school budget calls for a reduction in the local contribu- 
tion of $557,804 and an increase in Chapter 70 state aid to schools 
of $34,049. The result is an overall 1.9% reduction in the school 
department operating budget. It is important to note that student en- 
rollment continues to decrease significantly. Over the last nine years 
enrollment has decreased from 4,171 to 3,296 (21%). Recent fore- 
casts predict enrollment will continue to decline in the foreseeable 
future. 


At the time this report is being written, work on developing 
the FY 2013 budget has already begun and the Finance Committee 
is actively involved in that process. Aside from the details of the 
annual budget, there are also a number of larger issues facing the 
town. 


* The town is currently studying the possibility of building a 
combined Police and Fire public-safety facility. The pro- 
posal will be for the most significant enhancement of our 
public safety facilities in decades, but won’t come without 
a significant tax impact. 
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* As the population in Sandwich is getting older there will 
be increased demand for services for the senior population 
and decreased demand for school services. 


* Asmore charter school options become available for Sand- 
wich students, our tuition assessment continues to increase 
to levels never before imagined. In FY 2006 the actual cost 
(assessment - reimbursement) of charter school tuition was 
$200,000. We project that in FY 2013 it will be over $1.2 
million, with no indication this trend has stabilized yet. 


* The town received a preliminary engineering report sug- 
gesting that the Wing School needs extensive repairs and 
improvements, which would cost at least $30 million. This 
has prompted the town to engage in further analysis to de- 
termine the most practical future use of the Wing School 
facility. 


* At the time this report is being written, the largest collec- 
tive bargaining unit in the town has been working without 
a contract since 2010. As negotiations continue, it’s un- 
known what the financial liability might be for retroactive 
changes, or if there will be any at all. 


The Finance Committee, which functions as an independent 
advisory committee, weighs the input from relevant parties on all 
financial matters and analyzes the impact that each financial deci- 
sion will have on the taxpayers, residents and visitors of Sandwich. 
Our objective is to provide meaningful financial advice and recom- 
mendations to the Board of Selectmen and the voters of Sandwich. 
The current Finance Committee is comprised of nine members with 
varied backgrounds and areas of expertise. Each member is an ac- 
tive and valuable contributor, resulting in a very strong committee.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


2011 was a hectic and challenging year for the Assessing De- 
partment. 


The Fiscal 2012 actual bills were issued at the end of Decem- 
ber. The legal value date for these bills was January 1, 2011, based 
on 2010 calendar year sales. The appeal period had just expired at 
the writing of this report, with 226 appeals turned in, (97 from two 
land subdivisions) and in process of review. This represented a 1.5 
percent decrease in filings from last year. 


Fiscal 2012 was a triennial certification year for the town, and 
the project to revalue and work with officials from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Revenue, Bureau of Local Assessment ran from 
April until December, at which point the town’s assessment projects 
was certified and Fiscal 2012 tax rate set. As part of the process of 
review, over 1500 properties were inspected and listed on site, and 
over 7000 properties were reviewed as part of a final “drive-by” 
review for accuracy and final value determination purposes. 


The Fiscal 2012 certified assessments have a legal assessment 
date of January 1, 2011 and were based upon review of valid calen- 
dar year 2010 sales. Sales of a non valid nature, such as foreclosure 
related and most short sales were not considered within the analysis. 
All sales properties, as in each year, were contacted both by mailer, 
as well as through a site visit. 


The department is entering its fourth year of successfully con- 
ducting abutter’s certifications from on-line submissions. Over the 
past three years, 786 such lists have been processed using this sys- 
tem, which is hosted by Applied Geographic’s (AppGeo) through 
our Town of Sandwich website. 


The department is currently is in discussions with AppGeo to 
install a newer and more user friendly version of on-line mapping, 
called MapGeo. This version, if installed, will allow for quicker and 
more intuitive lookups and will include a section to open, review 
and print out our appraisal field cards. With all agreements in place, 
it is hoped this new version could be online for the summer of 2012. 
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We are finishing software improvements with WTI-Data Na 
tional for the current appraisal system. The original agreement, si 
in November 2009 for $17,000, was the first money spent for n 
development in a system that has served the town since 1990, 
represents a fraction of the cost required for a new appraisal system 
The changes were successful in assisting the certification project, i 
that it allows for more and faster transfer and analysis of apprai 
data. 


The appraisal staff of the department will continue their hi 
visibility during the 2012 calendar year. Fiscal 2013 is an interi 
valuation year, in accordance with state regulations, and the depart 
ment will be reviewing calendar 2011 sales in setting values as o 
January 1, 2012. 


Ongoing programs include building permit inspections, per- 
sonal property listing and review, commercial income and expense 
review, and sales property review program. 


The department will continue the DOR/Bureau of Local As- 
sessment mandated “cyclical inspection program” — where the de- 
partment visits and re-inspects a percentage of residential and com- 
mercial properties each year in an effort to maintain data quality. 


As we continue with these annual inspection programs, please 
remember that statistical accuracy leads to assessment accuracy, 
which benefits both Town and Taxpayer equally. We ask for your 
continued cooperation in these efforts. 


The Board would also like to thank the staff of the Assessing 
Department for their continued outstanding service to the Board and 
to the residents of Sandwich.

The Capital Improvement and Planning Committee contin- 

ed to support increased funding of on-going repairs and renova- 

tions to town facilities utilizing town staff. A good deal of work has 
been accomplished by our small staff. 


In addition, approved funding of the architect, Symmes Maini 
& McKee Associates (SMMA) was secured for the building study 
of the Wing School and later, the entire school district master plan 
working with the Study Committee. This effort has resulted in a new 
district wide education plan for the future recognizing the Town’s 
decreasing school population. This plan and related funding is sub- 
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ject to approval by the School Board, the Selectmen and the resi- 
dents of the Town. 


The preliminary design and cost estimate for a new Public 
Safety Complex, as recommended by CIPC, has proceeded with the 
selection of an architect, Kaestle Boos Associates, Inc. (KBA). The 
design and cost estimate has now been finalized. The proposed project 
is in the process of being presented to various Boards and the resi- 
dents of the Town in seeking for approval and funding. This badly 
needed facility is widely being accepted and has been the focus of 
many a discussion.

The Town Clerk’s Office experienced many changes in 2011. 
It began with the Annual Town Meeting followed by the Annual 
Town Election which garnered a 20.85% turn-out, the reelection of 
John Kennan and the return of former Selectmen Frank Pannorfi to 
the Board of Selectmen. The Town also elected two new members to 
the School Committee, Robert Catalini and Susan Sundermeyer. 


While no State or Federal Elections took place in 2011 the 
Clerk’s Office was busy updating census data and working on a re- 
precincting plan. In conjunction with the Secretary of State’s Office 
the Town’s voting precincts were redrawn and the voting locations 
reorganized. The end result produced a reduction in voting precincts 
from seven to six as well as the elimination of the High School as a 
voting location. 


We also experienced some personnel changes in 2011, as long 
time Assistant Town Clerk Judy Hendy announced her retirement. 
She left the office in mid October and we would like to thank her for 
her service to our community over the past thirteen years. We were 
pleased to announce that Susan Lundquist, long time Administrative 
Assistant in the Clerk’s Office, was promoted to Assistant Town Clerk. 
Susan has been with the Clerk’s Office since 2000 and is well quali- 
fied to fill this position. The vacancy left by Susan’s promotion was 
filled by a new face to the Clerk’s Office in Nicole King. Nicole has 
adapted well to the position of Administrative Assistant and has helped 
to streamline the functions of the office. 


There was a Special Town Meeting in November where sey- 
eral major zoning changes as well as Community Preservation ap- 
propriations were passed. 


We are pleased to continue to offer expanded hours, which 
has been in place since August of 2009 and allows residents to ac- 
cess the Clerk’s Office until 8pm every Tuesday evening. Citizens 
have been able to conduct their business after traditional office hours 
and we have seen an increase in our ability to provide them with 
passports, marriage licenses, vital records requests, dog licenses and 
voter registrations. 


Unfortunately, 2011 was the last year in which the Clerk’s 
Office was able to provide Fish & Game licenses to Sandwich resi- 
dents. Due to increased State regulations and requirements, it be- 
came unfeasible for us to continue to offer this service in 2012. We 
are disappointed to report this, but are willing to help residents with 
any questions they might have in obtaining licenses through differ- 
ent methods. 


We have also continued our work with the Community Pres- 
ervation Committee to secure funding for the preservation and res- 
toration of the Town’s vital records. A total of 13 of the Town’s old- 
est vital records were preserved in 2011 and are now in the care and 
custody of the Town Clerk. We would like to thank the residents of 
Sandwich for supporting the CPC appropriation which allowed us 
to engage in this important preservation effort. 
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The Annual Town Election in May was the first time we used 
the newly purchased Accu Vote optical scanner voting machines. This 
new equipment replaced the aging Optech Eagle voting machines 
that have been in use for over 15 years. We were pleased to report a 
smoother voting process as well as faster election results with the 
use of the new voting equipment. 


As always, I would like to publicly thank the reliable and dedi- 
cated poll workers who help make the voting process here in Sand- 
wich run successfully. Without them the election process could not 
occur. With four town-wide elections and two Town Meetings planned 
for 2012, I expect they will again be working hard for the voters of 
Sandwich. I would also like to extend my appreciation to my won- 
derful staff, Sue Lundquist and Nicole King for their devoted ser- 
vice to the residents of Sandwich. They work hard everyday to en- 
sure that the functions of the Town Clerk’s Office are implemented 
with the utmost professionalism and highest level of service. To- 
gether we have been able to increase the level of service we provide 
and implement efficiencies for the future. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich for allowing me 
to serve them for another year. For the past three years I have been 
dedicated to modernizing the Clerk’s operations, preserving our his- 
tory and providing added levels of service and convenience. I truly 
appreciate the opportunity to be your Town Clerk.

William Diedering, Chair of the Finance Committee read the report 
on behalf of the Board. 


Finance Committee FY’ 12 Budget Message: 

In accordance with the charter of the Town of Sandwich, the Fi- 
nance Committee hereby presents this fiscal year 2012 budget mes- 
sage to the members of Town Meeting and to the taxpayers and resi- 
dents of Sandwich. 


We would like to thank the town department heads and staff, as well 
as School Superintendent Johnson and her staff, for their diligent 
work in support of this process. We would especially like to thank 
Town Manager Bud Dunham for his assistance as we worked our 
way through another difficult budget year. Mr. Dunham brings ex- 
traordinary budgeting expertise and valuable guidance to the table 
week after week and it is much appreciated. 


The recommended FY 2012 budget calls for a total expenditure of 
$65,903,007. This is an increase of $534,142 (0.8%) over the FY 
2011 budget. An increase of less than 1%, by any measure, is a very 
lean budget. In the best-case scenario, this could be considered a 
level-service budget. Certainly there is no expectation that it will 
result in any increase in service levels. 


REVENUE SUMMARY 

Calculated into this budget is an increase in the tax levy of $1,128,749 
(2.5%) plus an additional $500,000 of tax levy attributed to new 
growth. Our surplus revenue is $1,367,711 which is an increase of 
$390,732 over last year. 


Last year we transferred $1,250,000 from the Stabilization Fund to 
balance the FY 2011 budget. We are not taking any money from 
stabilization for the FY 2012 budget. Therefore, when comparing 
this year to last year it’s important to understand that this represents 
a significant decrease in revenue. 


We won’t know the exact amount of our Chapter 70 state aid for 
schools until it is voted by the state legislature. With mixed signals 
coming from Beacon Hill, and no official guidance given, the deci- 
sion was made to plug in an assumption of level funding for now. As 
we have done for the past several years, we will adjust this number 
at a future town meeting should it either increase or decrease. 


We are projecting an 11.5% increase in discretionary state aid, due 
to an increase in the reimbursement for charter school tuition. Asso- 
ciated with this increase in reimbursement is an even greater increase 
in charter school assessments. 


EXPENSE SUMMARY 

The budget calls for a 3% increase to the general government oper- 
ating budget to cover increases in expenses, most of which are sal- 
ary increases related to collective bargaining agreements. It is not 
anticipated that there will be sufficient funds available to increase 
staffing levels in any general government department. 


The general government departments are all running very lean in 
staffing, and in some cases are clearly understaffed. An increase lower 
than the proposed 3% would likely result in reductions in staff that 
would have a serious impact on the current service levels. An in- 
crease higher than 3% is not supported by our revenue projections. 


The budget calls for a reduction in the local contribution to the school 
budget of $557,804 and assumes level funding of Chapter 70 state 
aid to schools. The result is an overall 1.9% reduction in the school 
department operating budget. 


It is important to note that student enrollment decreased by 147 stu- 
dents this year. In the past five years, enrollment has decreased by 
519 students, or 13%. Recent forecasts predict enrollment will con- 
tinue to decline in the foreseeable future. 


The School Department appears to be able to withstand the pro- 
posed 1.9% decrease without a major reduction in service levels. 
Much credit goes to the School Department for implementing vari- 
ous cost saving measures to help make this possible. While some 
positions may be eliminated due to reorganizing, the budget does 
not project a significant overall decrease in staffing level, and class 
sizes are projected to hold steady on average. There are no plans to 
eliminate programs due to a lack of funding. No new fees are being 
proposed. 


The School Department made the decision to participate in the School 
Choice program starting in 2010. Since that time, a small but grow- 
ing number of out-of-district students have chosen to attend school 
in Sandwich. The school department receives tuition for these stu- 
dents to help cover incremental costs. This tuition money has been 
put into an account to be used at the discretion of the School Com- 
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mittee. The Superintendent projected that there will be $160,000 
available in the account for use next year should the need arise. This 
revenue source is not included in the FY 2012 budget projections so 
it has the effect of partially offsetting the 1.9% decrease. 


The reverse of this situation occurs when students leave the Sand- 
wich schools to attend a charter school, or another public school 
through the School Choice program. The town is assessed money to 
cover their tuition. We expect a sharp increase in this expense as 
more students are attending schools elsewhere. The main driving 
factor behind this is the expansion of the Sturgis Charter School 
which now has more seats available. To put all this in perspective, in 
2006 the actual cost (assessment - reimbursement) of charter school 
tuition was $200,000 and in 2012 it will be approximately $835,000. 


The one aspect of the school budget that causes the most concern is 
related to pending collective bargaining agreements. The most re- 
cent collective bargaining agreement with the teachers union (SEA) 
expired in 2010 and teachers are currently working without a con- 
tract while a new agreement is being negotiated. The proposed FY 
2012 budget does not include any amount for salary increases be- 
yond step and longevity increases. Depending on the outcome of the 
negotiations this could present a very serious imbalance. 


Other noteworthy changes in expenses include a 5.9% increase in 
the assessment for the Upper Cape Regional Technical School, a 
7.9% increase in the town’s share of employee health care costs, and 
an increase in the annual pension liability of 6.8%. These are signifi- 
cant increases that we’ve been forced to deal with year after year. 
Just the increase in health insurance alone is $650,000 this year. 


STRUCTURAL DEFICIT 

Every year, as we begin the process of developing the budget for the 
following year, we are faced with a deficit of somewhere between 
one to two million dollars. This is the amount of the structural deficit 
that is built into our budget. Simply put, our annual increase in ex- 
penses exceeds our annual increase in revenues. Common sense 
would dictate that this situation is not sustainable. 


Every year we manage to find a way to overcome the deficit and 
balance the budget. We’ve accomplished this with a variety of “one- 
time” solutions, rather than to solve the problem with any kind of 
sustainable solution. Since 2009, we’ve taken $1.5 million dollars 
out of the Stabilization Fund. We’ve had some union and non-union 
employees forgo cost of living increases for two consecutive years 
in order to preserve jobs. We’ve reduced our capital budget that we 
use to maintain our equipment, vehicles and buildings. Not properly 
maintaining our assets will inevitably cost us more over the long 
term. 


We have also balanced the budget in recent years by underfunding 
the general government operating budget. 


Town Manager Dunham told us in no uncertain terms that the Po- 
lice, Fire, DPW and many other general government departments 
are under-resourced. In budget discussions this year, Mr. Dunham 
issued a stern warning to the Selectmen and the Finance Committee 


stating that we cannot continue to underfund our most basic require- 
ments. Underfunding our Police and Fire departments jeopardizes 
public safety as well as the safety of our employees. Underfunding 
maintenance of our roads will cost us more as they continue to dete- 
riorate. 


There is no single solution to the structural deficit problem. On the 
expense side, much of the annual increases are related to employ- 
ment costs, specifically, the rate of salary increases and the rising 
cost of health care and retirement benefits. Strategies can and should 
be developed to contain these costs. Our annual revenue is, to a great 
extent, influenced by factors beyond our control. Still, there are a 
few limited options available to increase revenue and each must be 
fully investigated. 


There will undoubtedly be careful consideration of an override next 
year but that decision has yet to be made. 


CONCLUSION . 
The Finance Committee, which functions as an independent advi- 
sory committee, weighs the input from all interested parties during 
the budget deliberations and analyzes the impact that the budget will 
have on the taxpayers, residents and visitors of Sandwich. This year 
the recession has dictated that we support a very lean budget with 
practically no increase in total spending over FY 2011. 


The impact on property taxes of the proposed FY 2012 budget is 
estimated to be a $63 increase for the average single-family home, 
valued at $358,200. This estimate does not include the debt exclu- 
sion and capital exclusion articles that appear later on the warrant. 


After careful review and consideration, the Finance Committee voted 
unanimously to recommend that Town Meeting accept the budget as" 
presented, and pass Article 2. |

This was a voice vote and de- 
clared carried unanimously by the Moderator.

To see if the Town will vote to accept the preliminary design for the 
construction and equipping of a new library to be located in Sand- 
wich off Quaker Meetinghouse Road near the intersection with Cotuit 
Road, the so-called South Sandwich Village Library Project; and

Library and/or the Board of Selectmen to apply for, accept and ex- 
pend any state grants that may be available for the design, construct- 
ing or equipping of such new library, such funds to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen in accordance with 
the Town Charter, or to take any other action relative thereto. 

(Submitted by Petition) 


Jeanie Vander Pyl of State Street and Chair Board of Library Trust- 
ees moved that the meeting accept Article 15. 


Motion was seconded from the floor. 
She read the following report on behalf of the Library Trustees. 


On behalf of the Sandwich Library Trustees, I ask you to vote “yes” 
on Article 15. 


A YES vote simply means that our grant application will be reviewed 
and rated by the state. It does NOT approve the expenditure of any 
Town Funds. 


Although the wording of the article states to “apply for, accept and 
expend” it is only the application process that is currently under 
consideration. Our application was submitted on Jan. 26 as required 
to the MA Board of Library Commissions. The grant application 
requires that the Town pass an article that contains this wording. If 
we are lucky enough to receive an award in July or sometime in the 
future, then and only then will the issues of “accepting and expend- 
ing” be up for consideration. Any expenditure of funds will have to 
be approved at a future Town Meeting and also at the Polls. 


The State legislature has already approved bonding $100 million to 
encourage and assist Towns with library construction projects. An- 
other incentive for Towns to apply is the unprecedented nearly 50% 
match for reimbursement. These are your tax dollars and can only 
be used for library buildings. If Sandwich isn‘t at least considered 
for a grant, your tax dollars will most certainly pay for another Town's 
library project . Over 30 Towns have submitted applications and less 
than half of these will be awarded State Funds. Other worthy projects 
will be put on a waiting list. In the past, libraries on these lists waited 
another 4-5 years until additional State funds were secured. Passing 
Article 15 is also our only chance to get on the waiting list. 


Article 15 also states that the Town accepts our preliminary design. 
Last June, the Trustees went before the Selectmen to secure a parcel 
of land for a new library, another requirement for our grant applica- 
tion. On June 24, the Selectmen approved designating a 3 acre par- 
cel for a new library in the Golden Triangle. The Trustees immedi- 
ately went to work along with the Assistant Town Manager to write 
and publish the RFQs to hire an Owner’s Project Manager and Ar- 
chitect as required by the State. The Trustees, Library Director and 
other Town staff put in hundreds of hours of work to formulate the 
plans and write the grant application, a 130 page document. The 
plans were based on our Building Program which was prepared by a 
consultant with funds approved by the Board of Selectmen in 2006. 
The Building Program compares our current facility to nationally 
recognized standards and requires planning for adequate service for 
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the next 20 years. A YES vote on Article 15 ensures that the collabo- 
ration and preparation of the past 10 months is at least acknowl- 
edged by the Town and considered for funds by the State. 


We can’t expand our wonderful Main Street library — it’s adjacent to 
conservation land, and the building was not designed to support a 
second floor. We know from community surveys done in the last 10 
years, that 70 % of responders favored an additional library facility. 
We also know that 60% of our population now lives in the South and 
East Sandwich area. Just as the Town built 2 elementary schools 
closer to these neighborhoods, we feel that a library should be avail- 
able in this area of Town. Over 3,000 people use the Sandwich Li- 
brary ona weekly basis. Having a library in the Golden Triangle will 
also be a golden opportunity to make commercial businesses want 
to be there. The library is the busiest public building in Sandwich, 
and new libraries bring in even more users, since they are accessible 
and can accommodate more services. So our usage will most likely 
increase, and provide the incentive for people to use the businesses 
in this complex. 


During the last library grant round in 2005, the Trustees sought ap- 
proval from the Selectmen to apply. We were told that the school 
debt would be retiring in five years, and that would be a better time 
to apply. Well here we are. Matching funds at that time were 30%; 
they are almost 50% now. Beside school construction projects, no 
other Town buildings qualify for any reimbursement from the State. 


Our Main Street Library will be maintained and returned to the level 
of service for which it was designed. It will again have places to 
study, comfortable seating and small and large meeting rooms. With 
more space available, the Archives collection will be able to be prop- 
erly housed and made more accessible to visitors to our Town. 


If we had adequate library facilities it would be amazing to see what 
could be offered and provided to the community. Having worked 
with the grant team and seeing the possibilities has made me hope- 
ful that Sandwich could have the facilities for library services it needs 
and deserves. The library provides services to all ages and all eco- 
nomic levels and is used by residents and visitors alike. The plans 
for the South Sandwich Village Library speak to the myriad of ways 
that people use the library and include wonderful spaces for people 
to use individually and with groups. There will be ample parking 
and the building will be accessible to all. The design also incorpo- 
rates green elements which will enable us to qualify for additional 
LEEDS reimbursements. This project would be something positive 
for our Town, something we could all use and enjoy. 


A “Yes” vote does not commit the Town to any funding, but opens 
the door to receiving millions from the State. We have the opportu- 
nity for the State to pay half of the cost of a new library building. 
Either we can take advantage of it or another Town will. Voting “yes” 
on Article 15 only allows our application to be considered for a grant. 
It is our only chance to find out what the State thinks of our project. 
It is also our only opportunity to get on a waiting list for future funds. 
It doesn’t guarantee a grant, nor does it guarantee that the Town will 
take the next step to fund our project. 


Mr. Bess from the Architectural firm made a presentation. 


There was a motion to move the question and it was seconded. This 
was a voice vote and declared carried the required two-thirds major- 
ity by the Moderator. 


VOTED: That the Town accept the preliminary design for 
the construction and equipping of a new library to be lo- 
cated in Sandwich off Quaker Meetinghouse Road near 
the intersection with Cotuit Road, the so-called South Sand- 
wich Village Library Project and authorize the Library 
Trustees of the Sandwich Public Library and/or the Board 
of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend any state grants 
that may be available for the design, constructing or equip- 
ping of such new library, such funds to be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Selectmen in accordance with the 
Town Charter.

econdhand Dealers and Secondhand Collectors 
|. Definitions 


ACCEPTABLE IDENTIFICATION means either: 

A. A current driver’s license that includes the date of birth, photo- 
graph, and physical description of the person offering the identi- 
fication; or 


B. Two other pieces of current identification, at least one of which is 
issued by a governmental agency or subdivision and includes the 
date of birth, photograph and physical description of the person 
offering the identification. 


POLICE CHIEF means the Chief of Police of the Town of Sand- 
wich or her or his designee. 


REGULATED PROPERTY means the following used property: 
A. Precious metals, including but not limited to, any metal valued 
for its character, rarity, beauty or quality, including gold, silver, 
copper, platinum or other metals, whether as a separate item or in 
combination with other items. 


B. Precious gems, including but not limited to, any gem valued for 
its character, rarity, beatify or quality, including diamonds, ru- 
bies, emeralds, sapphires or pearls, or other precious or semi- 
precious gems or stones, whether as a separate item or in combi- 
nation with other items or as a piece of jewelry. 


C. Watches and jewelry containing precious metals or precious gems, 
including but not limited to, rings, necklaces, pendants, earrings, 


brooches, chains, pocket watches, wrist watches, or stop watches. 


Sterling silver flatware, including but not limited to, knives, forks, 
spoons, candlesticks, coffee and tea sets, or ornamental objects. 


E. Any electronic audio, video or photographic and optical equip-

in any form. 


F. Any power tools or equipment. 


G. Musical instruments. 
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H. Sporting equipment.

SECONDHAND COLLECTOR shall have the same meaning as 
the term “junk collector” M.G.L. c.140, §56. 


SECONDHAND DEALER shall have the same meaning as the term 
“junk dealer” and keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second hand articles in M.G.L. c.140, §54. 


LICENSING AUTHORITY means the Town of Sandwich Board of 
Selectmen or its designee. 


2. Issuance, Renewal and Revocation of Licenses Required. 


A. Secondhand collectors and secondhand dealers must obtain a li- 
cense to conduct said activities within the Town of Sandwich.

The Licensing Authority may issue a limited license for a period 
of one or more days and shall state the starting and expiration 
dates on such license, and any limited license shall be subject to 
the requirements of this bylaw.

After due notice and a hearing, the Licensing 
Authority may deny an original or renewal application for a Sec- 
ondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector License or revoke an 
issued license if it has probable cause to believe any of the fol- 
lowing conditions exist after a public hearing: 


1) The applicant, or any person who in part or whole, owns, man- 
ages or operates the secondhand dealer or secondhand collec- 
tor business, has owned or operated a secondhand dealer or 
secondhand collector business regulated under this regulation 
or any substantially similar license and, within the five years 
prior to the application date: 


(a) Has had a secondhand dealer or secondhand collector li- 
cense revoked for a reason that would be grounds for a 
denial or revocation pursuant this chapter; or 


(b) The secondhand dealer or secondhand collector business 
has been found by a Massachusetts court or the Licensing 
Authority to constitute a public nuisance. 


(2) The licensee applicant, or any person who, in part or whole, 
owns, manages or operates the secondhand dealer or second- 
hand collector business, has been convicted of a felony or any 
crime involving a false statement within 15 years prior to the 
application date. The license applicant shall consent to the 
Police Chief or his designee conducting a CORI check as a 
condition of eligibility for such license. 


(3)The applicant has: 
(a) Knowingly made a false statement in the application; 


(b) Knowingly omitted information requested to be disclosed 
in the application; or 


(c) Completed the application with reckless disregard for the 
truth or accuracy of the statements made therein. 


(4)A lawful inspection of the secondhand dealer or secondhand 
collector business premises by the Police Chief or his desig- 
nee has been unjustifiably refused by a person who, in part or 
whole, manages or operates the business. 


(5)The secondhand dealer or secondhand collector business, the 
applicant or any person who, in part or whole, owns, manages 
or operates the secondhand dealer or secondhand collector 
business has more than five violations of these regulations, 
any state or federal law, or any combination thereof within a 
two-year period, including the two years prior to the applica- 
tion date. 


(6) The secondhand dealer or secondhand collector business, the 
applicant or any person who, in part or whole, owns, manages 
or operates the secondhand dealer or secondhand collector 
business has been convicted of any crime under the laws of

All licenses shall be conspicuously posted in an accessible place 
on the licensed premises, available at all times to the proper au- 
thorities. 


. A secondhand dealer shall post the following notice no smaller 
than eight and one-half inches by 11 inches with lettering no 
smaller than one-fourth of an inch in height outside each point of 
entry intended for patron use and at or near each place where a 
secondhand dealer purchases used property in the in the regular 
course of business. 


NOTICE: 

‘The sale or attempted sale of property to a secondhand dealer with- 
ut consent of the property’s owner is punishable by a civil penalty 
not to exceed $300 per item. 


Don’t sell property without consent of the property’s owner. You 
will be held strictly liable for violation of this law.” 


Ifa significant number of the patrons of the regular secondhand dealer 
use a language other than English as a primary language, the notice 
shall be worded in both English and the primary language or lan- 
guages of the patrons. 


6. Purchases by a Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector 


A. A Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector shall not make 
any cash purchase in an amount that exceed $50.00 (fifty dollars 
and zero cents.) 


B. A Secondhand Dealer must not carry on the business of buying 
or selling secondhand property except at the premises designated 
in the dealership license. 


C. A Secondhand Dealer must not purchase any property whose se- 
rial number or other identifiable marking has been wholly or par- 
tially tampered with or removed. 


D. A Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector may not purchase 
any item from any person under the age of 18 (eighteen). 


7. Unauthorized Sale of Property. 


A. No Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector may purchase 
or sell any property of any type without the consent of the owner. 


B. No sale will be made to anyone under the age of 18. 
8. Holding Periods. 


A. A copy of every purchase report form filled out as required by this 
ordinance shall be kept on the premises of the Secondhand Dealer or 
Secondhand Collector business during normal business hours for at 
least three (3) years from the date of purchase. The report form shall 
be subject to inspection by the Police Chief or his designee. 
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B. All regulated property in the categories of precious metals or pre- 
cious gems, defined in Section 1, purchased by a Secondhand 
Dealer or Secondhand Collector and required to be recorded on a 
purchase report form shall be held by said Secondhand Dealer or 
Secondhand collector for at least 21 days from the date of pur- 
chase. 


C. All other regulated property purchased by a Secondhand Dealer 
or Secondhand Collector and required to be recorded on a pur- 
chase report form shall be held by said Secondhand Dealer or Sec- 
ondhand Collector for at least 15 days from the date of purchase. 


D. The Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector shall maintain 
the property in substantially the same form as when purchased 
and shall not alter exchange or commingle the property before 
the expiration of the applicable holding periods set forth in Sec- 
tions 8(B) and (C). During the holding period the regulated prop- 
erty shall be kept on the business premises during normal busi- 
ness hours and shall be subject to inspection by the Police Chief, 
or his designee. 


E. The Police Chief or his designee may give written notice to a 
Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector holding regulated 
property that the Police Chief or his designee has reasonable 
grounds to believe more likely than not a specific item of regu- 
lated property is associated with criminal conduct. The Second- 
hand Dealer or Secondhand Collector holding the regulated prop- 
erty shall then continue to hold the property specified in the no- 
tice in the same manner and space as required under subsection 
(B) of this section until released by the Police Chief. 


F. The holding period for any item of regulated property shall not 


exceed 180 days from the date of purchase. 


G. A Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector may from time 


to time request in writing that the Police Chief shorten the length 
of the holding period. If the Police Chief or his designee deter- 
mines relief from the holding period is appropriate due to unrea- 
sonable hardship, the Police Chief or his designee shall provide 
the Secondhand Dealer or Secondhand Collector who requested 
relief with written authorization to sell, transfer or otherwise dis- 
pose of the regulated property. The request shall identify the prop- 
erty and state the basis or bases of the unreasonable hardship or 
hardships. The authorization shall be effective only upon deliv- 
ery of the written authorization to the Secondhand Dealer. 


H. Secondhand Dealers, retailing or wholesaling used property lim- 


ited to the following, are exempt from section B above: 


(1) Used clothing, furniture, costume jewelry, knickknacks, foot- 
wear, and house ware items, such as dishes, pots, pans, cook- 
ing utensils, and cutlery; or 


(2) Used clothing, furniture, costume jewelry, footwear and house 
ware items such as dishes, pots, pans, cooking utensils and 
cutlery, obtained only from or through a “registered charity” 
or by donations; or 


(3) Used books, papers, or magazines. 
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. Testing of weighing and measuring devices. 


All weighing or measuring devices used by a licensee in the con- 
duct of the licensed business shall be tested and sealed by the 
Town of Sandwich Sealer Weights and Measures Division, or its 
designee, prior to being placed in service. 


10. Violations and Penalties. 


A. Violation of any provision of this bylaw may be prosecuted as a 
criminal matter, as an administrative procedure or by the method 
provided in §21D of Chapter 40 of the General Laws. Each vio- 
lation shall be considered separately. 


B. Whoever violates the provisions of this bylaw shall be subject to 
a fine of not more than $300. As an alternative to criminal pros- 
ecution, any violation of this bylaw enforced by the methods pro- 
vided in §21D of Chapter 40 of the General Laws shall be subject 
to a fine of $250. 


C. As an alternative to or concurrent with any enforcement pursuant 
to Section 10(B), the Licensing Authority may, after due notice 
to the licensee and a hearing, suspend, revoke or modify any li- 
cense issued by them whenever they have reasonable cause to 
believe the licensee has violated the terms, conditioris or regula- 
tions pertaining to such license. 


11. Severability. 


Each provision of this chapter shall be construed as separate. If 
any part of this chapter shall be held invalid for any reason, the 
remainder shall continue in full force and effect.

Pursuant to this bylaw, the official duties 
of legal counsel include, but are not limited to, representing the Town 
and other public entities in: (i) administrative and judicial proceed- 
ings in which the Town is also a party; and (ii) other matters in which 
the Town has a direct or substantial interest, provided that in each 
instance, such dual or common representation would not cause a 
violation of rules governing attorney conduct.

A non-conform- 
ing use shall be considered abandoned when the premises has been 
vacant for two years, or when the characteristic equipment and/or 
furnishings of the non-conforming use have been removed from the 
premises and have not been replaced by similar equipment, which- 
ever shall occur first. 


ACCESSORY APARTMENT- A secondary dwelling unit (not to 
exceed 750 square feet) on a property which is located within or 
attached to a single-family dwelling unit. 


ACCESSORY BUILDING OR USE- A building or use customar- 
ily incidental to and located on the same lot with the principal build- 
ing or use, except that if more than thirty percent of the lot area or 
building is devoted to a principal use or is occupied by such use, it 
shall no longer be considered accessory. 


ACCESSORY DWELLING UNIT- A small, self-contained resi- 
dential unit not to exceed 1,000 square feet (or 30 percent of the 
gross floor area of the principal dwelling unit) built on the same lot 
as an existing single-family home that is within or attached to a prin- 
ciple dwelling unit or garage. 


ADDITION- New construction in which a substantial part of a wall 
of the original structure is attached to the principal building. 


ADULT USE- The following uses are included within this term, all 
as defined in G. L. c. 40A, §9A: Adult Bookstore; Adult Motion 
Picture Theater; Adult Paraphernalia Store; Adult Video Store; Es- 
tablishment which displays live nudity for its patrons. 


ALTERATION- Any construction, reconstruction or other action 
resulting in a change in the structural parts or height, number of 
stories or exits, size, use or location of a building or other structure. 


ANIMAL KENNEL- Premises for the harboring and/or care of 
more than three dogs or other domestic animals. Four or more ani- 
mals shall require a special permit in any district. 


ANTENNA- A device for transmitting and receiving electromag- 
netic waves. 


ANTENNA, AMATEUR RADIO- An antenna structure operated by a 
federally licensed amateur radio operator, as provided in G. L. c. 40A, §3. 


APARTMENT, ACCESSORY- A secondary dwelling unit on a 
property, which is in addition to, and secondary to, another primary 
residential or commercial building. 


APPLICANT- Individuals, partnerships, corporations, trusts and 
other legal entities in which the applicant of record holds a legal or 
beneficial ownership of greater than one percent. 


ARTERIAL STREET- Any state numbered highway, plus the fol- 
lowing named streets: Beale Avenue, Chase Road, Farmersville Road, 
Great Hill Road, Mid-Cape Service Road, Newtown Road, Race 
Lane, Quaker Meetinghouse Road, Sandwich-Cotuit Road, Snake 
Pond Road. 


ASSISTED LIVING FACILITY- per G. L. c. 19D, §18(d), a facil- 
ity so defined in G. L. c. 19D, §1 and licensed pursuant to G. L. c. 
19D, §4 for provision to three or more adult residents with activities 
of daily living. 


AUDITORIUM. A large open or enclosed building used to accom- 
modate an audience for public meetings or gatherings. 


BASE FLOOD- The flood having a one percent chance of being 
equaled or exceeded in any given year. 


BASEMENT- The portion of a building which is partly below and 
partly above grade, and having at least one-halfits height above grade. 


BED AND BREAKFAST- A dwelling which includes the renting 
of rooms at a daily rate wherein the rental rate includes a breakfast 
meal in the daily rate, and wherein the owner or operator maintains 
a place of principal residence. Hotels, motels, and inns are not clas- 
sified as bed and breakfast establishments. 


BEDROOM.- Any habitable room in a dwelling, if such room ex- 
ceeds sixty square feet, other than a living room, dining room, kitchen, 
utility room, or bathroom. Any dwelling unit in which no such room 
exists shall be construed to contain one bedroom. 


BOAT AND WATERCRAFT STORAGE BUILDING- A build- 
ing used for the indoor storage of boats and watercraft. 


BOAT HOUSE- A structure used for the storage of recreational 
vessels and associated equipment and which is located within one 
hundred feet of mean high water (MHW) or the natural high water 
mark. 


BUILDING- An enclosed structure, whether principal or accessory. 


BUILDING HEIGHT- The vertical distance from the natural grade 
at the front line of the building to the highest point of the roof for flat 
or shed roofs, to the deck line for mansard roofs and to the ridge for 
gable, hip and gambrel roofs. Not included are spires, cupolas, TV 
antennae and other parts of structures, which do not enclose poten- 
tially habitable floor space. 


BULK STORAGE- Exposed outside storage of sand, lumber, coal, 
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or raw materials, or the storage of liquids or gases in tanks (excep 
underground) as an accessory use. 


CAMPER.- A portable dwelling, eligible to be registered and in 
sured for highway use, designated to be used for travel, recreation 
and vacation uses, but not suitable for permanent residence. Includes 
equipment commonly called travel trailers, pick-up coaches, or camp- 
ers, motorized campers, and tent trailers. 


CAMPGROUND- Premises used for travel trailers, campers, tent- 
ing or for temporary overnight facilities of any kind where a fee is 
charged. 


CAMPING SUPERVISED- Facilities operated on a seasonal ba- 
sis for continuing supervised recreational, health, educational, reli- 
gious, and/or athletic programs, with persons enrolled for periods o 
not less than one week, and with group dining if overnight accom- 
modations are included. 


CELLAR- A portion of a building, partly or entirely below grade 
which has half or more than one-half or its height, measured from 
finished floor to finished ceiling, below the average finished grade 
of the ground adjoining the building. A cellar is not deemed a story. 


CERTIFICATE OF USE AND OCCUPANCY- A statement 
signed by the Building Inspector setting forth either that a building 
or structure complies with zoning and the building code or that a 
building, structure or parcel of land may lawfully be employed for 
specified uses. 


CHANGE OF USE- Any use that substantially differs in quality 
and effect on its neighborhood from the previous use of a building or 
land. If a particular land use is undefined by this by-law, the most 
similar use listed in the Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) 
Manual shall be used. A change of ownership shall not be consid- 
ered a change of use. 


CHANNEL- The segment of the radiation spectrum from an an- 
tenna that carries one signal. An antenna may radiate on many chan- 
nels simultaneously. 


CHILD CARE FACILITY- A day care center or school age child 
care program, as those terms are defined in G. L. c. 1A, §15d and G. 
L. c. 40A, §3. 


CINEMA- a movie theater containing several auditoriums within 
the same building. 


CLUB- An organization catering exclusively to members and their 
guests, or premises and buildings for recreational, social and/or fra- 
ternal purposes, which are not conducted primarily for gain, provid- 
ing there are no vending stands, merchandising or commercial ac- 
tivities except as required generally for the membership and pur- 
poses of such club. There shall be no sleeping accommodations pro- | 
vided for members or their guests. | 


CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT- Residential development granted 


special permit, on parcels of land of five or more acres, that would 
lify for development as a conventional subdivision of land in full 
liance with dimensional zoning controls, alternatively designed 
maximize open space with the same or fewer number of lots within 
parcel, by reduction of lot dimensions and building setback and 
justering or consolidation of remaining land as open land to pro- 
ide superior protection of the parcel’s natural features and aesthetic 
cteristics in comparison to a conventional residential design. 


COMMERCIAL MARINE EQUIPMENT STORAGE- Storage 
f a boat, boat trailer and/or equipment relating to a commercial 
marine business. 


COMMON DRIVEWAY- By special permit, an alternative means 
of physical access to two or three lots which have legal access and 
frontage of the length and type required for individual lots. A com- 
mon driveway so permitted is not a street and does not provide lot 
frontage. 


CONTINUING CARE RETIREMENT COMMUNITY- A fa- 
cility or group of facilities which offers several levels of assistance, 
including independent living, assisted living, congregate care, and/ 
or skilled nursing care. 


CONTRACTOR’S YARD- An enclosed lot with or without struc- 
tures used by an individual building contractor or subcontractor for 
storage of equipment, supplies, and sub-assemblies, or parking of 
wheeled equipment. 


CONVENIENCE STORE, RETAIL- Retail store greater than 
5,000 gross square feet yet not to exceed 9,999 square feet. Retail 
convenience store may operate a pharmacy within the premises. 


CONVENIENCE STORE, SMALL RETAIL- Retail store less 
than 5,000 square feet gross floor area that sells a variety of basic 
items and packaged foods. Small retail convenience stores shall not 
operate pharmacies within the premises. 


COTTAGE COLONY- Two or more detached seasonal dwellings 
located on the same lot and under single ownership, each designed 
for independent family living and including cooking facilities. 


CULTIVATED LAWN- A vegetated cover of sod-forming grass 
species, which is maintained by being fertilized, irrigated, and mowed. 


DAY CARE CENTER- See G. L. c. 40A, §3 “Child Care Facility” 
defined as “day care of school age child care as those terms are 
defined in” G. L. c.28A, §9. 


DEVELOPMENT- Any constructed change to improved or unim- 
proved real estate, including but not limited to buildings or other 
structures, mining, dredging, filling, grading, paving, excavation or 
drilling operations. 


DISCHARGE, WASTEWATER EFFLUENT- A discharge into 
the ground of treated wastewater from a permitted wastewater treat- 
ment facility. 
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DISPOSAL AND RECYCLING FACILITIES- Structures not to 
exceed 9,000 square feet where non-hazardous wastes, scrap articles 
or materials are safely stored, sorted and packed for sale or re-use. 


DISTRICT OF CRITICAL PLANNING CONCERN (DCPC)- 
a geographic area of Cape Cod identified by the Cape Cod Commis- 
sion as requiring special protection and designated by the Assembly 
of Delegates in accordance with the criteria, procedures and require- 
ments set for in Sections 10 and 11 of the Commission Acct. 


DRIVE-UP/DRIVE THROUGH- A principal or accessory use 
relating to or conducting exchanges with clients who drive-up to a 
window and remain in their automobiles. 


DWELLING- A building or part of a building used exclusively as 
the living quarters for one or more households. 


DWELLING, SINGLE-FAMILY- One dwelling unit on a single 
lot irrespective of structure type, ownership or tenure. 


DWELLING, TWO-FAMILY- Two dwelling units on a single lot 
irrespective of structure type, ownership or tenure. 


DWELLING, MULTI-FAMILY- Three or more dwelling units on 
a single lot irrespective of structure type, ownership or tenure. 


DWELLING UNIT- Living quarters for a single household and not 
more than two boarders or lodgers, with cooking, living, sanitary, 
and sleeping facilities, independent of any other unit. 


ELEVATION- Height relative to mean sea level. 


ELEVATION, PRINCIPAL FLOOR - the first floor of a struc- 
ture or building at grade. 


EMF- Electromagnetic frequency radiation. 


EXTERIOR DISPLAY- Any advertising done outdoors that pub- 
licizes a business’s products and services. Types of exterior display 
include billboards, bus benches, interiors and exteriors of buses, taxis 
and business vehicles, and signage posted on the exterior of a building. 


FACILITY SITE- Location of proposed telecommunication tower 
or turbine and all associated equipment (including but not limited to 
electrical transformers for utility interconnections, equipment shel- 
ters, storage facilities, transformers and substations) required to en- 
sure long-term, safe and proper operations. 


FALL ZONE- A circle with its center at the base of the wireless 
telecommunication or wind energy facility and its radius equal to 
the facility’s height. 


FAMILY DAY CARE- As defined in G. L. c. 40A, §3 
FARM- Premises, including necessary structures and equipment 


which are used for gain in the raising of agricultural products, or 
livestock, except horses (see Stables). 


FARM STAND- As defined in G. L. c. 40A, §3. 


FAST FOOD, TAKE OUT- Establishments designed for the sell- 
ing or intended selling of food to be taken and eaten off the pre- 
mises. 


FCC- The Federal Communications Commission of the Untied States 
of America. 


FCC 96-326- A report and order that sets national standards for 
emissions of radio frequency emissions from FCC regulated trans- 
mitters. 

FLOOR AREA- The sum of the gross horizontal area of the several 
floors of a building and its accessory buildings on the same lot, in- 
cluding the area of basements not more than fifty percent below 
grade, roofed porches and roofed terraces, excluding areas with less 
than six feet floor to ceiling height. All dimensions shall be mea- 
sured between exterior faces of walls. 


FLOOD PLAIN- A low plain adjacent to a river that is formed 
chiefly of river sediment and is subject to flooding. 


FLOOD ZONE A- Areas with a | percent annual chance of flood- 
ing and a 26 percent chance of flooding over the life of a 30-year 
mortgage. Because detailed analyses are not performed for such ar- 
eas, no depths or base flood elevations are shown within these zones. 


FLOOD ZONE AE- The base floodplain where base flood eleva- 
tions are provided. AE Zones are now used on new format Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps instead of Al-A30 Zones. 


FLOOD ZONE AO- River or stream flood hazard areas and areas 
with a | percent or greater chance of shallow flooding each year, 
usually in the form of sheet flow, with an average depth ranging 
from | to 3 feet. These areas have a 26 percent chance of flooding 
over the life of a 30-year mortgage. Average flood depths derived 
from detailed analyses are shown within these zones. 


FLOOD ZONE V- Coastal areas with a 1 percent or greater chance 
of flooding and an additional hazard associated with storm waves. 
These areas have a 26 percent chance of flooding over the life of a 
30-year mortgage. No base flood elevations are shown within these 
zones. 


FLOOD ZONE VE- Coastal areas with a | percent or greater chance 
of flooding and an additional hazard associated with storm waves. 
These areas have a 26 percent chance of flooding over the life of a 
30-year mortgage. Base flood elevations derived from detailed analy- 
ses are shown at selected intervals within these zones. 


FOOTPRINT- The area within the perimeter of a building mea- 
sured at the foundation. It shall include all roofed porches and/or 
other roofed areas, bulkhead and cantilevered portions on any level 
of the building. Not included in the footprint are open, uncovered 
patios, decks, unroofed stoops, window wells for emergency egress 
from below-grade bedrooms, stairs and roof projections (cornices, 
eaves, gutters, outside chimneys, steps, bay windows and terraces). 
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FORMULA BUSINESS ESTABLISHMENT- A business whi 
does or is required by contractual or other arrangement or as a fran 
chise to maintain two (2) or more of the following items: standar 
ized (formula) array of services and/or merchandise including meni 
trademark, logo, service mark, symbol, décor, architecture, fagade 
layout, uniforms, color scheme, and which are utilized by ten (10) 
more other businesses worldwide regardless of ownership or loca 
tion. 


FRONTAGE- That portion of a lot which is bounded by the stree: 
line or way, the sidelines and the minimum building setback line 
The frontage must be suitable for development of an access route 0 
driveway to the building site. 


GAME ROOM.- A commercial facility exclusively for playing o 
billiards, pool, darts and/or table games, but not including video gam 
or pinball machines. 


GARAGE, RESIDENTIAL- A structure which is accessory to 
residential building and which is used for the parking and storage o 
vehicles or other chattel owned by the residents thereof, which is no 
a separate commercial enterprise available to the general public an 
is not to be utilized for commercial repair, commercial storage, 0 
the rental of more than two stalls. 


GARAGE/PARKING LOT, COMMERCIAL- A structure o 
designated area used for the parking and storage of vehicles which is 
operated as a business and open to the public for a fee. 


GARAGE, REPAIR- A building designed and used commercially 
for the storage, care, repair, or refinishing of motor vehicles includ- 
ing both minor and major mechanical overhauling, paint, and body 
work. 


GASOLINE STATION- Any area of land, including structures 
thereon, that is used or designated to be used for the retail sale o 
gasoline or oil or other fuel for the propulsion of motor vehicles, and 
which may include facilities for cleaning or servicing such motor 
vehicles, but not including painting or body repairs. 


GOLF COURSE, STANDARD OR PAR 3 - Course, including 
customary accessory buildings, where tee-to-hole distance averages 
not less than eighty yards. 


GROUNDWATER- Water beneath the earth’s surface, often be- 
tween saturated soils and rock, that supplies wells and springs. | 


GROSS FLOOR AREA, NON-RESIDENTIAL- The sum of the 
areas for each story or level exclusive of basements, elevator shafts, 
stairwells, and floor space used for mechanical equipment as mea- 
sured from the outer face of exterior walls. 


GROSS FLOOR AREA, RESIDENTIAL- The sum of the areas 
for each story or level of a dwelling unit exclusive of areas not de- 
signed for human occupancy including, but not limited to basements, 
stairwells, bathrooms, attics, wall partitions and attached accessory | 
buildings. |

UEST HOUSE- An accessory residential structure for occasional 
pancy by non-paying guests, having not less than 400 square 
of gross floor area. 


UEST UNIT- Room or suite of rooms suitable for separate rental 
occupancy in a hotel, motel, or similar establishment. Any room 
suite of rooms containing a stove plus either or both a refrigerator 
a kitchen sink shall be considered a dwelling unit. 


BITABLE SPACE- Space in a structure for living, sleeping, 
ting or cooking. Bathrooms, closets, halls, storage areas and util- 
ity spaces are not considered habitable space. 


HAZARDOUS MATERIALS- Any product or waste or combina- 
tion of substances which, because of quantity, concentration, or physi- 
lor chemical, or infectious, or radioactive characteristics may rea- 
sonably pose, in the determination of the enforcing authority, a sub- 
stantial present or potential hazard to human health, safety or wel- 
fare, or the environment when improperly treated, stored, transported, 
used or disposed of, or otherwise managed; any substance which 
may create a special hazard in the event of spill, leak, fire, or expo- 
sure; and all substances deemed to be hazardous waste as defined in 
G. L. c. 21C §2, the hazardous waste regulations promulgated by the 
DEP at 310C CMR 30.010 in amounts in excess of that normally 
used in household maintenance, the Resource Conservation and 
Recovery Act (RCRA), 42 USC 6901 et seq., or the Comprehensive 
Environmental Response, Compensation, and Liability Act 
(CERCLA), 42 USC 9601 et seq., as these may be amended, or 
other materials which are listed as toxic, hazardous or a priority pol- 
lutant by the United States Environmental Protection Agency. 


HAZARDOUS MATERIALS, HOUSEHOLD QUANTITIES- 

Any waste material defined by the Massachusetts Hazardous Waste 

Regulations, 310 CMR 30.00. Household quantities may consist of 

any of the following: 

* 275 gallons or less of oil on site at any time to be used for 
heating of a structure or to supply an emergency generator; or 

+ 25 gallons (or the dry weight equivalent) or less of other haz- 
ardous materials on site at any time, including oil not used for 
heating or to supply an emergency generator; or 

* a quantity of hazardous waste at the Very Small Quantity Gen- 
erator level as defined in the Massachusetts Hazardous Waste 
Regulations, 310 CMR 30.535. 


HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY- As defined in G. L. c. 21D, 
§5. A site or works for the storage, treatment, dewatering, refining, 
incinerating, reclamation, stabilization, solidification, disposal or 
other processes where hazardous wastes can be stored, treated or 
disposed of; however, not including a municipal or industrial waste 
water treatment facility if permitted under G. L. c. 21, §43. 


HEALTH CLUB-A facility with exercise equipment offering aero- 
bic-related activities and is open to both those with memberships as 
well as the general public. 


HEIGHT- The vertical distance from the average finished grade of 
the adjacent ground to the top of the structure of the highest roof 
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beams ofa flat roof, the deck of a mansard roof, or the mean level of 
the highest gable or slope of a hip roof. When applied to a Wind 
Energy Facility, the height of a Wind Energy Facility measured from 
natural grade of the facility’s foundation to the tip of the rotor blade 
at its highest point, or blade-tip height. 


HELIPORT- An area, either at ground level or elevated on a struc- 
ture, licensed or approved for the loading and takeoff of helicopters, 
and including auxiliary facilities such as parking, waiting room, fu- 
eling, and maintenance equipment. 


HOME OCCUPATION - The use of a room or rooms in a dwell- 
ing or building accessory thereto as an office, studio, or workroom 
for a home occupation by a person resident on the premises pro- 
vided that: 

1. Such use is clearly incidental and secondary to the use of the 
premises as a dwelling; 

2. Not more than one person other than residents of the premises 
regularly provided paid services in connection with such use; 

3. No commodity or service is sold or provided to another per- 
son who is on the premises; 

4. The public is not invited onto the premises in the usual course 
of business; 

5. No offensive noise, traffic, vibration, smoke, dust, odor, heat, 
or glare is produced as a result of the home occupation; 

6. There is no exterior display or exterior sign except as permit- 
ted under the Sign Code; 

7. There is no exterior storage of materials or equipment (in- 
cluding the exterior parking of more than one commercial 
vehicle), and no other exterior indication of such use or varia- 
tion from the residential character of the premises; 

8. All parking for such home occupation, other than for resi- 
dents of the premises, shall be provided off the street. Ad- 
equate off-street parking shall be provided in accordance with 
the provisions of the by-laws; and 

9. Such use has been approved in writing by the Building In- 
spector. 


HOME RULE AMENDMENT - Article II of the Articles of 
Amendment to the Constitution of the Commonwealth, as amended, 
which is codified in the General Laws of the Commonwealth as G. 
L. c. 43B, which empowers a municipality by local legislation to 
exercise any power or function which the General Court has power 
to confer upon it, so long as such local law does not conflict with the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth or certain statutes enacted by 
the General Court which deny such local power in matters where 
state-wide uniformity has been deemed to be necessary. 


HOSPICE CARE- Palliative and supportive care and other services 
for terminally ill patients with a limited life-expectancy and their 
families. Services shall include, but not be limited to, physician’s 
services, nursing care provided by or under the supervision of a reg- 
istered nurse, social services, volunteer services and counseling ser- 
vices. 


HOSPITAL- Institutions providing acute twenty—four hour inpa- 
tient services which include, but are not limited to, the treatment of 


emergencies, intensive and patient care units for adults and children, 
and major clinical and diagnostic health care services. 


HOSPITAL, REHABILITATION - A hospital licensed pursuant 
to G. L. c. 111, which provides Hospital-level in-patient rehabilita- 
tion services, together with general and specialty out-patient reha- 
bilitation services including but not limited to: aquatic therapy, car- 
diac rehabilitation, occupational therapy, physical therapy, speech 
and language pathology, women’s rehabilitative services, wellness, 
holistic medicine, sports medicine, wound treatment, pain therapy, 
adult daycare, research and development related to rehabilitation, 
geriatric and elder care and day time veterinary rehabilitative ser- 
vices. 


HOSPITAL-RELATED SERVICES- Hospital or healthcare-re- 
lated commercial services, such as laboratories, pharmacies, laun- 
dries, and medical equipment rentals, which are operated by and on 
the principal premises of a hospital or health care facility. A hospital 
licensed pursuant to G. L. c. 111, which provides hospital-level in- 
patient rehabilitation services, together with general and specialty 
out-patient rehabilitation services including but not limited to: aquatic 
therapy, cardiac rehabilitation, occupational therapy, physical therapy, 
speech and language pathology, women’s rehabilitative services, 
wellness, holistic medicine, sports medicine-adaptive sports, wound 
treatment, pain therapy, adult daycare, research and development 
related to rehabilitation, geriatric and elder care and day time veteri- 
nary rehabilitative services. 


HOSPITAL, VETERINARY- A building providing for the diag- 
nosis and treatment of ailments of animals other than human, in- 
cluding facilities for overnight care. 


HOTEL- A building or group of buildings, whether detached or 
connected, each containing three or more rooming units each with 
its own sanitary facilities, as well as providing meals and other guest 
services (including such accessory uses as function rooms, health 
club, restaurants, swimming pools, and/or tennis courts). 


IMPERVIOUS SURFACE- A surface that has been compacted or 
covered with a layer of material so that it is highly resistant to infil- 
tration by water. It includes surfaces such as compacted sand and 
gravel, or clay, as well as most conventionally surfaced streets, roofs, 
roadways, sidewalks, parking lots, and other similar structures. 


JUNKYARD- A lot, land or structure, or part thereof, used prima- 
rily for the collecting, dismantling, storage and salvaging of ma- 
chinery or vehicles not in running condition or for the sale of parts 
thereof. 


LANDSCAPE MAINTENANCE AGREEMENT- contract be- 
tween SPGA and applicant for the long-term care and health of 
plantings for a project subject to SPR approval or issuance of a spe- 
cial permit. 


LANDSCAPED OPEN SPACE- Space not covered by any struc- 
ture and not used for golf drives, parking, utilities, or storage; such 
spaces include landscaped areas and outdoor recreational facilities, 
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including those on balconies and roofs over structures, if so devel 
oped. Area shall be measured horizontally and not include any | 
with slope over twenty percent, or any land under water other th 
swimming pool. 


LOAM.- Fertile, friable, natural topsoil of the locality, without ad 
mixture of subsoil, refuse or other foreign material, and as furth 
defined by the Barnstable County Extension Service. 


LOT- An area of land in single ownership with definite boundaries 
established by a recorded plan or deed, including a lot created b 
combining several previously recorded lots, and used or availabl 
for use as the site of one or more buildings or for any other purpose 


LOT AREA- The horizontal area of a lot exclusive of any area in 
street or recorded way open to public use. At least eighty percent o 
the lot area required for zoning compliance shall be contiguous lan 
other than that under any water body, or wetland as defined in G. L. 
c. 131, §40 of the Sandwich Wetland By-law. 


LOT, CORNER- A lot at the point of intersection of and abutting 
on two or more intersecting streets, the interior angle of intersection’ 
of the street lot lines, or extended lot lines in case of a curved street 
being not more than 135°. 


LOT COVERAGE- Percentage of lot area that is covered by struc- 
tures, paving, driveways, walkways and parking area. 


LOT FRONTAGE- That portion of a lot fronting upon and having 
access to a street, measured continuously along the street sideline 
between side lot lines. For lots on the outside of a curve whose ra- 
dius is 120 feet or less, the lot frontage may be reduced at the street 
line to sixty percent of the required lot frontage, provided that the 
full required frontage can be met at the front building line. No lot 
width shall measure less than sixty percent of the required lot front- 
age between side lot lines within a distance of one hundred feet from 
the street sideline. 


LOT SHAPE- No lot shall be created so as to be so irregularly 
shaped or extended that the square of the lot perimeter exceeds thirty 
times the gross lot area for any lot in excess of 80,000 square feet, or 
twenty-two times the gross lot area for any other lot. A lot may ex- 
ceed the shape factor of 22 or 30 only if the portion intended for 
building is designated on the plan and said portion is connected to 
the frontage and meets the shape and zoning requirements of the 
area in which it is located. 


MAINTENANCE PLAN- Shall include, but not be limited to, the 
structural integrity of the wireless telecommunications facility and 
accessory structures, painting, site access maintained in a manner 
acceptable to the Fire Chief, and inspections in accordance with the 
manufacturer’s guidelines. 


MAJOR COMMERCIAL COMPLEX- Building or series of 
buildings in excess of 10,000 square feet GFA located on one or 
more lots for retail sales and service. 


MAJOR INDUSTRIAL COMPLEX- Building or series of build- 
ings in excess of 10,000 square feet GFA located on one or more lots 
for industrial use. 


MANUFACTURING, LIGHT- processing, assembly, or packag- 
ing of previously prepared or refined materials, provided that at no 
time will such use result in or cause: excessive dust, smoke, smog, 
observable gas, fumes or odors, or other atmospheric pollution, ob- 
jectionable noise, glare, or vibration discernable beyond the prop- 
erty lines of the industry, hazard of fire or explosion or other physi- 
cal hazard to any adjacent building or land, or to surface or ground- 
water, Including without limitation the following: 

1. Manufacture of small machinery: 

2. Fabrication of metal, paper or wood products; 

3. Boat building or repair; 

4. Food and associated industries such as: wholesale bakeries, 
bottling of food and beverages, and food processing; 

5. Warehousing or storage of goods and products such as build- 
ing materials, farm supplies and the like, which may be sold 
from the premises to the general public. The bulk storage of 
nuclear or radioactive products, toxic waste chemicals is spe- 
cifically excluded from the intent of the above; and 

6. Scientific or research laboratories devoted to research, design 
and/or experimentation and processing and fabrication inci- 
dental thereto. 


MARINA- a boat basin with facilities for small boats, docks, moor- 
ings and supplies. 


MARINE MEDICAL and REHABILITATION FACILITY- A 
facility that rescues, rehabilitates and releases all varieties of marine 
species and serves as an educational resource for studies in oceanic 
health, marine care and medicine. 


MEASURED WATER’S EDGE- The waters of any other fresh 
ponds and lakes shall be determined by the contour of the highest 
observed elevation, established by measuring the existing elevation 
and adjusting that elevation by using the methods specified in the 
U.S.G.S. Water Resources Investigations 83-4112 with subsequent 
amendments, if any, as if the waters of the pond or lake were the 
groundwater. 


MEDICAL OFFICES- offices and clinics for medical or other 
health services for the examination and treatment of persons as out- 
patients only, including laboratories that are part of such offices and 
clinics. 


MOBILE HOME- A movable or portable dwelling suitable for 
permanent residence built on a chassis, designed for connection to 
utilities when in use, and designed without necessity of a permanent 
foundation for year-round living. 


MOBILE HOME PARK- Premises which have been planned and 
improved for the placement of mobile homes for year-round occu- 


pancy. 
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MONITORING PROTOCOL- The testing protocol, such as the 
Cobbs Protocol, or a protocol substantially similar, including com- 
pliance determined in accordance with the National Council on Ra- 
diation Protection and Measurements, Reports 86 and 119, that is to 
be used to monitor emissions from existing and new personal wire- 
less service facilities. Other testing protocols may be required as the 
technology changes. 


MOTEL- Building or a group of buildings, whether detached or 
connected, each containing three or more rooming units. Rooming 
units may include such accessory uses as swimming pools and ten- 
nis courts shall be no less than 225 square feet in size and no more 
than 480 square feet in size, and no building shall be fewer than 20 
feet from any other buildings. The rooming units shall be used, or 
designed to be used, as individual sleeping and dwelling units by 
transient travelers, tourists or vacationers. Each integral sleeping unit 
shall have its own attached sanitary facilities. A motel may include 
accessory uses such as a restaurant and other facilities commonly 
associated with the operation of a motel 


MULTI-FAMILY HOUSING- Includes duplexes, 3 to 4 unit struc- 
tures and apartment-type structures with 5 or more units. 


MUNICIPAL USE- activity on land owned or controlled by the 
Town or any of its subsidiary or partner agencies, including (but not 
limited to) the Town, Sandwich Housing Authority or Sandwich 
Public Schools. 


MUSEUM- Premises for the procurement, care and display of in- 
animate objects of lasting interest and value. 


NONCONFORMING LOT, USE OR STRUCTURE- A lot, use 
or structure, or any part thereof, which does not conform to the use 
or dimensional regulations for the zoning district in which it exists. 


NONCONFORMING USE OR STRUCTURE, EXTENSION- 
Any one of the following: greater coverage of land area with struc- 
tures or paving or other non-vegetative uses associated with or ac- 
cessory to the use or structure; including without limitation, any in- 
crease in parking or storage or display of vehicles or goods; any 
increase in the volume of a structure by means of an addition, or 
enlargement; or the placement of accessory structures or accessory 
uses such as storage sheds, gas pumps, outdoor displays and other 
similar structures or uses. 


NONCONFORMING USE OR STRUCTURE, PRE-EXIST- 
ING- A nonconforming use or structure which either preceded the 
first zoning in the Town of Sandwich May 9, 1960 or which com- 
plied with applicable use and dimensional regulations in effect on 
the date the use was commenced or the structure was constructed 
and which is situated exclusively within the limits of ownership. 


NURSING/CONVALESCENT/REHABILITATION FACIL- 
ITY- Any institution, however named, whether conducted for char- 
ity or profit, which is advertised, announced or maintained for the 
express or implied purpose of caring for four or more persons ad- 
mitted thereto for the purpose of nursing or convalescent care. 


OFFICE, PROFESSIONAL- The office or place of business where 
professional services are offered and do not involve the sale of goods, 
or the keeping of a stock in trade. Professional offices include but 
are not limited to doctors, dentists, attorneys, architects, engineers, 
land surveyors, planners, landscape architects, accountants, real es- 
tate brokers, insurance brokers, builders, psychologists and chiro- 
practors. 


OFFICE, TEMPORARY CONSTRUCTION- An accessory 
building temporarily used only during the construction period for 
new or rehabilitated structures. 


OPEN LAND.- As used in Section 7 and required as a condition of 
a Cluster Development special permit, land and water or a combina- 
tion of both which is dedicated in one or a combination of the meth- 
ods required in Section 7 to achieve the purposes of Section 7. 


OVERLAY DISTRICT- A zoning district which overlies other zon- 
ing districts. The provisions and restrictions of an overlay district 
take precedence over those of the underlying zoning district(s). 


PARKING SPACE- Designated space adequate to park an auto- 
mobile. Each space shall be not less than nine feet wide and eighteen 
feet in length and if unmarked shall consist of at least 350 square 
feet per vehicle. 


PHILANTHROPIC INSTITUTION- An endowed or charitably 
supported, non-profit religious or non-sectarian activity maintained 
for public or semi-public use. 


PLOT PLAN- A diagram, not necessarily to scale, showing a par- 
cel and the proposed or existing use of a specific parcel of land and 
approximate dimensions of existing and proposed structures. 


POWER GENERATION, ELECTRICAL- A facility that gener- 
ates and distributes electrical energy from oil, coal, gas for sale. 


PRINCIPAL USE- A primary purpose for which land or a building 
is arranged, designed, intended or used. 


PROCESSED WASTES- Pollutant or combination of pollutants 
designated as toxic, present in wastewater or inherent to a manufac- 
turing or production process and discharged into the environment. 


PROCESSING- Continuous production of large amounts of bulk 
product (paint, chemicals, etc). 


PRODUCT INVENTORY AND MANIFEST SYSTEM- A form 
prepared by all generators who transport, or offer to transport, haz- 
ardous waste for off-site treatment, recycling, storage or disposal 
(see EPA Form OMB NO. 2050-0039). 


RECHARGE AREA- The area encompassing land and water sur- 
face through which precipitation enters the groundwater, and from 
which groundwater flows naturally or is drawn by pumping into a 
water well. 
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RECREATIONAL FACILITY, INDOOR- Any establishment 
whose main purpose is to provide recreational activities conducted 
entirely within a building, including arcade, athletic and health clubs, 
auditorium, bowling alley, club or lounge, community center, con- 
ference center, gymnasium, athletic center, pool, tennis court, skat- 
ing rink or billiard hall. 


RECREATION FACILITY, OUTDOOR- A recreational land use 
conducted outside of a building characterized by potentially substantial

RESTAURANT- A business establishment designed for the prepa- 
ration and serving of food and beverage primarily on the premises, 
including seating accommodation for all patrons to be served at any 
one time. 


RETAIL SALES/SERVICE, MAJOR- An establishment 2,500 
square feet to 9,999 square feet selling or renting goods or services 
to the general public for personal and household consumption, in- 
cluding but not limited to a barber or beauty shop, business or trade 
school, clothing rental establishment, coin operated or other self- 
service dry cleaning establishment, collection station for laundry or 
dry cleaning, dancing or music school, dressmaking or millinery 
shop, frozen food storage locker, hand or self service laundry, house- 
hold appliance sales or repair shop, interior decorating studio, meet- 
ing hall for hire, photographic studio, shoe or hat repair shop, elec- 
tronics sales or repair shop.

3ITE CONTROL- The legal authority to prevent the use or con- 
truction of any structure for human habitation within a wireless 
elecommunication facility’s setback areas. 


SITE PLAN-A detailed drawing to scale prepared by a Massachu- 
setts registered architect, landscape architect, civil engineer or sur- 
yeyor showing building footprint, travelways, parking, drainage fa- 
silities, sanitary sewer lines, water lines, trails, lighting, landscaping 
d garden elements. 


PECIAL FLOOD HAZARD AREA- The land within a flood 
lain subject to a one- percent or greater chance of flooding in any 
ziven year. The area may be designated on the FIRM as Zone A, AO, 
Al- 30, AE, A99, AH, V, V1-30, and VE. 


PECIAL PERMIT- A discretionary authorization by a special 
rmit granting authority to conduct a particular use as set forth in 
is by-law, subject to the provisions of Section | and the Use Regu- 
lation Schedule, where applicable. 


SPECIAL PERMIT GRANTING AUTHORITY- That body 
empowered to grant special permits. As specified by the section pro- 
viding for the granting of the special permit, that body may be the 
Zoning Board of Appeals or the Planning Board. 

SPILL CONTAINMENT- Engineered containment vessel (imper- 
chemicals, oils, sewage, etc.

or more, or the like, or part thereof; but not including paving, usual 
lawn accessories, fences or retaining walls six feet in height or less. 


SUBDIVISION CONTROL LAW- G. L. c. 41 §81K-81 GG 


SUPERMARKET- A large, self-service retail store 10,000 square 
feet or larger that sells a variety of foods and household goods. A 
pharmacy may be operated within the premises. 


SWIMMING POOL- A pool designed and built for swimming 
purposes as an accessory use to a principal permitted use, for use 
primarily by the occupants or tenants of said property. The term in- 
cludes any permanent in or above-ground pool and any portable pool 
more than two feet in height or depth and fifteen feet in length or 
diameter. Pools having a depth of two feet or more and having a 
capacity of 4,000 gallons or more in volume shall be considered 
structures.

TELECOMMUNICATION FACILITY, WIRELESS- Any struc- 
ture including all buildings and appurtenances solely intended to 
house and/or support equipment (equipment shelter), used for trans- 


mission and/or reception of electromagnetic radiation, including tow- 
ers, monopoles, antennas, wiring or other devices attached thereto, 
including guy wires. 


TELECOMMUNICIATION PLOTS, RADIAL- As applied to 
antennae, the result of drawing equally spaced lines (radials) from 
the point of the antenna, calculating the expected signal and indicat- 
ing this graphically on a map. The relative signal strength may be 
indicated by varying the size or color at each point being studied 
along the radial; a threshold plot uses a mark to indicate whether that 
point is strong enough to provide adequate coverage. Radial plots 
concentrate plot points close to the antenna while plot points diverge 
near the ends of the radials at the outer edge of coverage. 


TELECOMMUNICATION PLOTS, TILED COVERAGE 
PLOTS- Tiled plots calculate the signal at uniformly spaced loca- 
tions on a rectangular grid, or tile, of the proposed coverage area. 
Relative signal strength may be indicated by varying the size or color 
at each point being studied. Tiled plots provide a uniform distribu- 
tion of points over the coverage area. Tiled coverage plots incorpo- 
rate more topographic data than radial plots and are the preferred 
form for coverage mapping. 


TELECOMMUNICIATION REPEATER- A small receiver/re- 
lay transmitter of not more than 20 watts output designed to provide 
telecommunications service to areas which are not able to receive 
adequate coverage directly from an existing wireless telecommuni- 
cation facility. 


TELECOMMUNICATION TOWERS- Any guyed, monopole, 
or self-supported tower, constructed as a free-standing structure pro- 
posed to mount one or more antennas intended for transmitting and 
receiving television, AM/FM radio, digital, microwave, cellular, tele- 
phone or similar forms of electromagnetic radiation. 


TEMPORARY CONSTRUCTION OFFICE- Mobile home, util- 
ity trailer or similar vehicle located on a building site. Such tempo- 
rary Offices shall not be located within view of a public way. 


THEATRE, PLAYHOUSE- A large room or hall, usually with a 
raised platform and tiered seating for an audience, used for lectures 
and film shows. 


TOP OF FOUNDATION- The physical location of the highest point 
of the foundation above mean sea level (NGVD). The top of foundation 
is not the location from which building height is to be measured. 


TRACT- A defined contiguous area of land comprised of one or 
more parcels or lots. 


TRAILER- A vehicle or object on wheels which has no motive 
power of its own, but which is drawn by or used in connection with 
a motor vehicle. 


TRAILER, STORAGE- A trailer not on wheels that is designed, 
constructed and utilized for the principal purpose of storing goods 
or material and is generally located in a stationary position. 
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TRAILER, UTILITY- A wheeled trailer which is designed, co 
structed and utilized for the principal purpose of transporting equi 
ment, goods or material from one location to another. 


UNDERSTORY PLANTINGS- Those plantings that form an un 
derlying layer of vegetation. 


UPLAND AREA- That area exclusive of wetlands as defined in the 
Wetland Protection By-laws as defined in Section 7 of the Town of 
Sandwich By-law and land within the Floodplain Overlay District 
as defined in the zoning by-law. 


WASTEWATER TREATMENT FACILITY- size, treatment level 
and cannot discharge in the Water Resource Protection Overlay Dis- 
trict. 


WAY, QUALIFIED- A vehicular or pedestrian thoroughfare, which 
is either: 

1. A public way laid out by a governmental entity or public au- 
thority pursuant to Mass General Laws; 

2. A way that has been accepted as a public way pursuant to 
Mass General Laws; 

3. A way that is shown on a plan approved and endorsed by the

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Report of the 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 
DEPARTMENT 


The Planning and Development Department is tasked with 
undertaking both short and long-term planning to protect the Town’s 
natural and cultural resources while also encouraging development 
and redevelopment in appropriate areas of town. To ensure that all 
planning and development related activites are dealt with as 
expeditously and thoroughly as possible, the department works with 
both the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals, and of- 
ten coordinates with the Health Department, Building Inspector, 
Engineering Department, and Natural Resources Department. 


The daily activities of the Planning Department are overseen 
by a dedicated staff of two full-time employees and one half time 
employee. Marilyn Bassett, Sr. Administrative Asst., and Maureen 
Carty, part time Administrative Asst., provide the highest level of 
service to the public and ensure the land use boards and volunteer 
committees are kept abreast of all ongoing projects and planning 
activities. The Planning Board elected Sarah Regan as the new Chair 
with Dan Marsters serving as Vice Chair. Henry Rakov has joined 
the Planning Board this year and brings to the board considerable 
management experience. John Campanale has returned to serve on 
the Board after a five year absence. His expertise and knowledge are 
a welcome addition to the Board. Chris Neeven continues to serve 
as chair of the Zoning Board of Appeals, while Woody Mitchell 
serves as the board’s vice-chair. The Planning Department welcomes 
their continued leadership. 


Over this past year the department staff has worked on a vari- 
ety of planning activites. Working in concert with town staff and 
other boards and committees, many of the Action Items in the Local 
Comprehensive Plan are continuing to be implemented. 


The Department finalized the re-write of several of the Town’s 
zoning bylaws, which successfully passed at the Special Town Meet- 
ing held on November 7, 2011. These included amendments to fa- 
cilitate hotel and motel development and mixed use cluster develop- 
ments, amend parking requirements, and enable the Town to enter 
into development agreements with the Cape Cod Commission and 
future developers in the South Sandwich Village Center. This effort 
would not have been possible without the assistance of the Bylaw 
Committee, the former Economic Development Committee and the 
land use boards. The Department continues to work on drafting a 
Large Scale Ground Mounted Solar Photovoltaic Installtions By- 
law. 
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The Department also worked closely with the Cape Cod Cor 
mission on a variety of important projects. Among them was conti 
ued technical support for a Multi-modal Interconnect between ff 
Cape Cod Canal and downtown Historic Sandwich. The Commi 
sion also finalized an Interim Wastewater Management Plan fund 
by a District of Local Technical Assistance (DLTA) grant which pr 
vided input to the Town’s Comprehensive Water Resources Ma 
agement Plan and Interim Wastewater Solutions Study for the Sou 
Sandwich Village Center (SSVC) and Industrial Park. 


The Department, in conjunction with the Town’s emergen 
management staff, has worked on updating the Town’s Pre-Disast 
Mitigation Plan. The update to this plan will allow the Town to quali 
for federal disaster relief funds. 


In its regulatory role, the Department continues to work wi 
the Planning Board and ZBA on a host of planning issues. Perm: 
ting for new development, while relatively slow, has begun to r 
bound. The Zoning Board of Appeals worked with a local develop 
to transfer ownership of Bayview Farms, a small subdivision off 
Route 6A. This ownership transfer wll result in the construction | 
several new homes. 


The Department also continues to provide administrative sy 
port to the the Sandwich Historical Commission, the Sandwich Ei 
ergy Committee and the Sandwich Economic Initiative Corporati 
(SEIC). The Department staff also looks forward to working wi 
the SEIC on a host of short and long-term activities that will hel 
facilitate additional needed economic development in the future. 


A key goal of the Department is to conduct its daily busine: 
in an efficient and positive manner while making every effort 1 
streamline the permitting process and make that process predictab! 
for those seeking to do business in Town. The Department ie: 
like to thank all of the Town staff who make this effort possib 
including Paul Tilton, Town Engineer, Sam Jensen, Assistant Tow 
Engineer, Paul D. Spiro, Building Inspector, Dave Mason, Healt 
Agent, and Mark Galkowski, Natural Resources Officer. Also, ou 
thanks to those elected and appointed Board members who have th 
authority and responsibility to protect the Town and guide its deve 
opment. Your commitment and tireless efforts on behalf of the Tow 
are very much appreciated. Lastly, the Department would like 
recognize the efforts of Gregory Smith, who left his position as D 
rector of Planning and Development for the Town in the fall of 201 
to pursue other professional goals. We wish him the best of luck i 
the future.

The Conservation Commission through the hard work and 
ication of the Natural Resources Department is responsible for: 
review and permitting of projects subject to the Massachusetts 
lands Protection Act and the Town of Sandwich Wetlands By- 
, managing 1|,500+ acres of conservation land, working with the 
unity Preservation Committee to preserve priority lands, and 
ucating local citizens. 


In 2011 the Conservation Commission fulfilled its regulatory 
nsibilities under the Sandwich Wetlands Protection Bylaw, 
japter 7 and the Massachusetts Wetland Protection Act, MA Gen- 
Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40 by reviewing 3 Requests for 
etermination of Applicability’s, 35 Notice of Intents, and 4 Re- 
iests to Amend existing Orders of Conditions. Commission staff 
evaluated 50 requests for Administrative Review permits for 
inor projects. As expected, based on the economic and housing 
turn, the number of formal filings decreased from the previous 
var. Administrative Review permits however, continued at the same 
ice as the previous year confirming the usefulness of this process. 
e Commission also conducted numerous site reviews and con- 
ted with other Town officials on regulatory and land management 
es. 


David Sullivan currently serves on the Community Preserva- 
on Committee as the board’s representative, where they approved 
inding of several exciting projects. Michael Zylich remains the 
ommission’s representative to the Water Quality Advisory Board 
id Christopher Sellstone is an alternate representative, where they 
iligently continue to work to develop a Comprehensive Wastewater 
fanagement Plan to address nutrient impacts to the groundwater 
ad estuaries. 


Overall, thanks to the dedication and hard work of all its mem- 
rs, the Commission remains strong with a diverse and expert skills 
in many areas. The full Commission is comprised of 7 full time 
d 3 associate members. It is with great pleasure to state that for the 
time in many years the Commission has a full compliment of 
time members.

Report of the 
NATURAL RESOURCES DEPARTMENT 
AND ANIMAL CONTROL 


Two thousand and eleven (2011) was an assiduous year for 
the Natural Resources Department (DNR) and the Town. 


Due to a number of complaints in 2010 the Department fo- 
cused our waterways patrol efforts on Peters Pond, where the largest 
concentration of boating activity occurs. To assist the boating pub- 
lic, the Department placed buoys demarcating the statutory “no wake” 
zone within one hundred fifty (150) feet of the shoreline of the pond. 
Peters Pond borders a large transient campground where a large per- 
centage of the craft are either jet skis or boats powered by poten- 
tially high speed, three hundred (300) plus horsepower engines tow- 
ing two (2) and three (3) tubes at a time. Our patrol boat had over 
eighty (80) interactions with boaters this year attempting to educate 
the boating public about proper operation and boating laws. 


More citizens took advantage of Sandwich’s shellfish program 
in its second year. Fishermen made one hundred ninety three (193) 
trips to the flats from November through May harvesting 18.75 bush- 
els of quahogs (M. Mercenaria). Shellfishing will continue on Sun- 
days through May 2012. A Town of Sandwich permit is required. 
Also, Sandwich residents remain eligible to purchase a Bourne Resi- 
dent Shellfish Permit to fish in Bourne’s open areas throughout the 
year. We continue to provide financial assistance to support Bourne’s 
propagation efforts. 


The DNR crew with help from the AmeriCorps’ West House 
crew and members of the Sandwich Football Team planted 300 bags 
of quahogs from the Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF) Taunton 
River contaminated relay in early June. We continued experiment- 
ing with oyster culture raising, remote set oysters (Crassostrea 
virginica) in a floating bag raft system. The oysters were provided to 
the department at no cost through the Marine Program of the Cape 
Cod County Extension Service (CCCES). 


The Town appreciates many of Sandwich’s pet owners con- 
scientious efforts in cleaning up after their pets on our public lands 
especially Town Neck Beach and around the Boardwalk. This sets a 
good example for our visitors. These efforts are very important to 
the health of the environment especially in our shellfish beds. 


The Town Beach barrier beach and adjacent areas experienced 
significant erosion in the fall of 2010 and winter of this year due to 
the severity of a few storms. Estimates of thirty (30) feet of dune 
were lost in some portions of the beach. Access stairs re-built the 
previous summer by this Department were damaged but re-built be- 
fore the start of the summer season. 


The Department continued its long-standing relationship with 
Massachusetts Audubon Society to provide plover and tern monitor- 
ing across our shores from April to August. This year the Town was 
notified by U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service that they were encour- 
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aged by the Town’s efforts instituted in 2010 to help curtail ce 
illegal activities in the area of the bird habitat (Town Beach). Ag 
this year I coordinated police details at Town Neck to provide a pr 
ence during the evening and night hours when illegal activities 
most likely to occur. Both programs are funded from the beach p 
ing fees account. 


The number of Anadromous fish passing over the Upp 
Shawme Pond dam , this year appeared to be fewer in number th 
2010. . We used locally trained observers to monitor the Lower 
Upper Shawme Pond ladders. I have requested the DMF to sto 
Anadromous fish to the upper pond in 2012. This program has be 
on hold for a few years due to the low numbers of fish in the don 
runs. 


As mentioned in my 2009 and 2010 report, the land area wi 
Barnstable County has a high probability to experience outbreaks 
wildfires, second only to Southern California. In March the Dep 
ment continued implementation of the Wildland Fire Protection an 


Lands Complex through an additional $10,000.00 grant from 
Cape Cod Cooperative Extension of Barnstable County (CCCES 
The focus of this portion of the project was to continue to mo 
thirty (30) foot buffers along both sides of the existing roadway sy: 
tem creating a fire break by removing the horizontal continuity 
the woodland shrub layer. We hope to receive additional funding i 
the future to complete Phase I in the Maple Swamp. 


Additional improvements and upgrades continue to be mad 
to various conservation land facilities. Our workampers continue t 
carry out a number of other maintenance projects and provide con 
tinuous onsite operations, support and security. 


Our seasonal Deputy Natural Resource Officers (DNRO) com: 
pleted a number of projects, this year, along with the execution 0 
our waterways patrol schedule and patrolling the town shellfish bed: 
on a regular basis. Other projects completed include; improvement: 
to the Talbot’s Point Conservation Lands trail head and trails; main: 
tenance of parking areas, trails, fields and roadways on other towr 
lands; installation of seasonal protective fencing at Town Beach te 
protect the plover and tern nests and habitat; maintenance of shell- 
fish signs; and installation of our seasonal signage and buoys at out 
beaches and on town waterways. A foot bridge was constructed ir 
the spring by IBI Construction. Protective fencing will be installed 
in the winter 2012. | 


Our goals for the upcoming year include; Review of the Sand- 
wich Boat Operations and Use of Waterways Bylaw, complete the 
survey and bounding of the Ryder and Cook Farm Conservation 
Lands, complete the design of the Ryder boardwalk, assist our con- 
sultant the Woods Hole Group with design and permitting for Town 
Beach, update the department’s web site, continue public outreach 
on departmental issues, improve pet rabies and licensing compli- 
ance, complete the update and distribution of the Sandwich Conser- 
vation Lands Map and continue operational and security improve- 
ments to town conservation lands and facilities. 


I would like to acknowledge the indefatigable efforts of all 
y staff including Assistant DNR Director, David J. DeConto, Ad- 
istrative Assistant, Michelle Y, Raymond, Deputy ACOs John 
imental and Walter Fagnant, their clerks Carol Barr and Heidi

istance with various departmental projects.

ANIMAL CONTROL DIVISION 

The Division’s two (2) part-time Deputy Animal Control Of- 
ficers (DACO) John Pimental and Walter Fagnant, Jr. have attended 
over a dozen conferences and workshops and received certifications 
from the National and Massachusetts Animal Control Officers Cer- 
tification to help better serve the Town’s pets and pet owners. They 
have responded to over seven hundred (700) calls regarding domes- 
tic animals and lost pets. In addition they have also responded to 
over one hundred (100) wildlife incidents. 


The Natural Resources Department worked with Massachusetts 
Fisheries and Wildlife’s Southeast District’s Jason Zimmer to inform the 
public how to live with coyotes in specific portions of Town. 


In April our officers assisted the Sandwich Lion’s Club with 
their annual rabies clinic. This clinic provides affordable services to 
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the community, reducing some of the costs that come with animal 
ownership. Rabies prevention starts with the pet owner. Protect your- 
self, your pet and other residents by ensuring your animals are up to 
date with their vaccinations. If you’re not sure, simply contact your 
veterinarian. 


Working closely with the Town Clerk’s office, the Town was 
able to license over 300 dogs that were not previously licensed. This 
was due for the most part to the DACO’s efforts to speak personally 
with these pet owners, informing them of their responsibilities to 
have their dogs vaccinated and licensed. 


The Natural Resources Department maintains an affiliation 
with Cape Cod Disaster Animal Response Team (CCDART) in co- 
ordination with our Emergency Management Department to assist 
with sheltering pets during emergencies (i.e. storms) in our Town. 
Through training with CCDART the officers were able to experi- 
ence a smooth transition during Tropical Storm Irene August 28, 
2011. 


Shawme Animal Hospital continues to assist us with various 
domestic animal emergencies providing emergency assistance to a 
pet when we are unable to immediately locate an owner. 


We’re continuing to experience an increase in animals left be- 
hind or abandoned by their owners. I suspect the cause is due to the 
economic slump and the number of foreclosures of homes. The eco- 
nomic downturn is affecting our non-profit animal welfare shelters 
across the state and throughout the country; this ripple effect has 
made it much more difficult finding space within non-profits and 
adopting pets into permanent homes. In each case of an unclaimed 
or abandoned animal the officers work to find a place for them days 
before the end of the ten-day holding period in order to maximize 
their chances of being adopted. 


Our Animal Control Clerk, Carol Barr left the employ of the 
Town this year. We sincerely thank her for her years of service. Her 
compassion and commitment to our Town’s animals and their own- 
ers has been truly appreciated. With her departure, the position has 
been filled by Heidi Hawkins. She has continued the commitment to 
connect the townspeople with their missing pets and calm worried 
pet owners. We welcome Heidi to the Natural Resources Depart- 
ment. 


I would like this opportunity to thank the community and our 
staff for their patience, assistance and support throughout the year. 


Please remember to refrain from feeding stray animals and 
wildlife. Keep in mind, indirect feeding (i.e. birdfeeders, improper 
storage of garbage, etc.) is an attraction to strays and wildlife, espe- 
cially in the colder months and can be a cause of unwanted interac- 
tions.

[ respectfully submit my annual report for the 201 1/2012 boat- 
ing season. In a very challenging economic period, the Sandwich 
Marina did well. Both recreational and commercial slips were leased 
to capacity. The three variables we rely on to enhance our financial 
base are fuel sales, transient traffic and ramp traffic. All of these 
revenue streams were moderate. 


We continue to try and maintain our existing facilities. Last 
year we were able to complete another phase of maintenance for 
Dock E. In the past we have rebuilt part of the dock and recondi- 
tioned a different section. New finger piers were constructed and 
installed in-house. The maintenance of the marina is a never ending 
project in which we progressively stay pro-active. 


I am pleased to announce that the new parking spaces along 
Freezer Road should be completed by this spring. This will add much 
needed parking for access to the marina as well as the canal access 
road. 
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In addition to the previously named project, we continue to 
work on several other projects as stipulated in our new lease. These 
include a new off loading area for our commercial fisherman on the 
bulkhead at the west side of the marina entrance. We will also be 
constructing in the very near future two additional slips to lease for 
canal operations. 


Lastly we are making positive progress in our efforts to con- 


struct a new office building. We have had several very constructive 


meetings with the ACOE and hope to have some very encouraging 
news soon. 


In conclusion, none of the efforts of this office would be pos- 
sible without the continuing support of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Town Manager, the Assistant Town Manager and all other town de- 
partments. Without their help and oversight, each task would be over- 
whelming. I would also like to express my sincere thanks to my own 
staff, David Whearty, Troy Lima, Brenda Manley and Trish Wojnar 
as well as our seasonal staff.

Report of the 
ECONOMIC INITIATIVE CORPORATION 


The Sandwich Economic Initiative Corporation (“SEIC’’) has 
a very eventful year in 2011. Some of the key events have in- 
cluded: Formalization of the MOU between the SEIC and the Board 
of Selectmen for the planning and development of the South Sand- 
wich Village Center (SSVC) occurred on June 20, 2011. 


The issuance of an RFP to retain an Economic Development 
Consultant to assist the SEIC on June 27, 2011. Proposals were re- 
ceived on August, 1, 2011. After interviewing all the proposers the 
SEIC selected the team lead by Comprehensive Environmental In- 
corporated in early September. 


The SEIC through CEI began to provide input to the Town 
relative to the Comprehensive Water Resources Management Plan 
(CWRMP) and the relevant economic development issues. 


In addition, the SEIC provided input into the revised zoning 
by laws presented at the town meeting on November 7". 


The SEIC met with the Board of Selectmen on November 3" 
and reviewed its economic development priorities and overall eco- 
nomic development goals for Sandwich. 


At the November 7" Town Meeting the $50,000 grant from 
the town to the SEIC was approved by a significant margin. These 
funds will be used to undertake the various economic initiatives agreed 
to by the Town and SEIC and adopted as part of the Local Compre- 
hensive Plan. These initiatives include: 


* Development of a Request for Expression of Interest (RFEI) 
for the Town owned land at the South Sandwich Village Center. The 
RFEI will be used to gain private sector input before issuance of a 
more formal Request For Proposal (RFP). This document will be 
coordinated with the access roadway easement to the Tsakalos Re- 
alty Trust Development. 


+ Formulating strategies for the development of the Industrial 
Zone roadway network in order to maximize the return on invest- 
ment for the Town of Sandwich. Seeking funding for this roadway 
and infrastructure from the State MassWorks Program. 


+ Assisting the Town in negotiating with involved stakehold- 
ers of the proposed sanitary sewer system, and the new access road- 
way. 


* On-going dialogue with the Cape Cod Commission regard- 
ing development options at the SSVC and Industrial Area. 


* On-going dialogue with Mass Development relative to fu- 
ture funding and development assistance. 
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* On-going dialogue with the Massachusetts Military Reser- 
vations (MMR) and the coordination of joint economic develop- 
ment efforts. 


* On-going dialogue with Open Cape to assure the proximity 
of the broadband network to the SSVC and Industrial Area. 


* Development of an enhanced web site to further our market- 
ing efforts to attract businesses to Sandwich.These tasks were con- 
sistent with the Mission and Goals of the SEIC: 


Our Mission 

To advocate and facilitate Smart Growth and Sustainable De- 
velopment within Sandwich in accordance with the Town’s Local 
Comprehensive Plan and; To maintain and stimulate economic op- 
portunities that will preserve and enhance the quality of life within 
the Sandwich community. 


Our Goals 
Implement elements of the Local Comprehensive Plan that 
affect land use and economic development. 


I. Expand the Town’s property tax base; 

II. Retain the Town’s current job base and create new job op- 
portunities; 

III. Expand accessibility to local and regional infrastructure 
and services identified in the Local Comprehensive Plan; and 

IV. Cooperate with surrounding towns in regional planning 
and economic development. 


Our efforts are paying off in enhanced interest from the pri- 
vate sector and their efforts to locate in Sandwich. Local developer 
Tsakalos Realty Trust has proposed a major development at the 
SSVC. 


This can be the catalyst for extensive growth in Sandwich which 
will increase our tax base and enhance our community. The SEIC 
will continue to advance the economic development interests of Sand- 
wich to forge a better place for our families to live and work in.

Report of the 
COMMUNITY PRESERVATION 
COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich Community Preservation Committee is charged 
with making recommendations to Town Meeting for funding of 
projects from the trust fund created by the Community Preservation 
Act. Community Preservation Act funding includes the 3% property 
tax surcharge (formerly used for the Land Bank) as well as match- 
ing funds provided by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Community Preservation Act funds may be appropriated for 
projects related to: preservation or acquisition of open space; his- 
toric preservation; creation or preservation of community housing 
(housing for persons with income at or below the area median in- 
come), and recreation. 


Projects recommended by the Committee and approved by 
the 2011 Annual Town Meeting included: 


* $450,000 for creation of affordable housing at the Forestdale 
Village project (a subsidy of $25,000 per affordable hous- 
ing unit created) 

* $49,900 for creation of affordable housing at Community 
Green 

* $48,500 for creation of a revolving fund for down payment 
and closing cost assistance for the purchase of affordable 
housing 
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¢ $10,000 for restoration of burial stones at the old town c 
etery on Grove Street 

* $16,000 for signage for the Town Hall Square, Jarvesville 
and Spring Hill historic districts 


Projects recommended by the Committee and approved at th 
November 2011 Special Town Meeting included: 


* $350,000 for the purchase of land for open space preserva: 
tion within the Maple Swamp area 

¢ $150,000 for completion of permitting for restoration an 
preservation of the Town Neck/Old Harbor Beach 

* $25,000 for continuation of the Town Clerk’s preservatio 
of historical records 


The past year saw at long last the completion of the new trac 
at the High School. 2011 was also the first full year of operation o 
the restored Town Hall, including the historic meeting room on th 
second floor. 


The Community Preservation Committee continues to see 
applications for appropriate projects in the areas of open space, his 
toric preservation, recreation, and community housing. The Com 
mittee is committed to managing the financial resources created b 
the Community Preservation Act.

ANDWICH REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
APE COD COMMISSION 


My service on the Cape Cod Commission for the past year 
included the regular meetings of the full 19-member board in 
stable approximately every two weeks. The meetings are video 
for public viewing via a link on the Cape Cod Commission 
eb site (www.capecodcommission.org) and via broadcast on local 
mmunity access television. 


In addition to the regular full-board meetings, I serve on the 
mmission’s Planning Committee, one of three “standing” com- 
ittees. Standing committees also meet approximately every two 
eeks. On occasion this year, the Planning Committee also held 
joint public meetings with the Commission’s standing Regulatory 
ommittee. 


This year I also served on several subcommittees reviewing 
cific Development of Regional Impact (DRI) proposals; part of 
that service involves participating in posted public meetings and 
hearings. The proposed projects were: 


* The Community Health Center of Cape Cod, which is to 
- be a two-story, 22,000-square foot expansion to the exist- 
ing 9,900-square foot Community Health Center in 
Mashpee. The Cape Cod Commission approved the pro- 
posal, determining it to be a Project of Community Ben- 
efit, which qualified it for exemptions from certain perfor- 
mance standards, on August 4, 2011. 


* The Cape Cod Cooperative Bank’s Preliminary Plan for 
the recombination and reorganization of an existing subdi- 
vision of 48 acres of land into a new arrangement of com- 
mercial, industrial, and open space lots off Route 130 in 
Mashpee. The Commission approved the proposal, grant- 
ing a Hardship Exemption on December 15, 2011. 


* The Commission regulatory subcommittee on which I serve 
continues to review the New Generation Wind Joint Ven- 
ture, a proposed wind-energy facility with four turbines 
expected to generate 9.5 megawatts of power on several 
parcels of land west of the Cape Cod Canal in Bourne. 


Other Cape Cod Commission members serve on additional 
subcommittees reviewing DRI proposals. Commission members and 
staff also serve on community committees that address regional plan- 
“ning issues, such as the Cape Cod Metropolitan Planning Organiza- 
tion and the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Committee, for a wide 
variety of transportation planning and implementation including tran- 
sit, bicycle pathways, and road and intersection improvements. 


All 15 towns on Cape Cod benefit from regional services pro- 
vided by the Cape Cod Commission annually. For example, the Com- 
mission serves as coordinator of regional transportation planning 
with other agencies and providers. In Fiscal Year 2011, those plan- 
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ning efforts resulted in approximately $50 million of local and re- 
gional transportation projects being scheduled for federal and state 
funding in the Transportation Improvement Program for Federal Fis- 
cal Years 2011-2014. Another example is the Commission’s con- 
tinuing role as coordinator of the Barnstable County HOME Con- 
sortium and administrator of the HOME Program, which received 
nearly $750,000 in federal funds in Fiscal Year 201 1 to be applied to 
affordable housing needs throughout the region. The primary pur- 
pose of this report, however, is to focus on Sandwich-specific activi- 
ties and services provided by the Cape Cod Commission in Fiscal 
Year 2011. 


Planning, Community Development, and Technical Services 
* The Commission continued to provide technical assistance 
and GIS support for the town’s Multi-Hazard Mitigation 
Plan update. 


* The Commission provided technical assistance to the Old 
Kings Highway Historic District Committee in their re- 
view of alterations to significant historic structures. 


* The HOME Consortium made a conditional commitment 
of $175,000 in HOME funds to the Housing Assistance 
Corporation for 10 affordable single-person rental units for 
the first phase of its Community Green development. 


* The Commission conducted 10 automatic traffic-recorder 
counts on road segments in Sandwich. 


* The Commission initiated and completed a bicycle plan- 
ning study with maps of potential interconnections that 
would establish links and improve bicycle and pedestrian 
facilities between the existing Cape Cod Canal multi-use 
path and the historic and business areas of downtown Sand- 
wich. 


* The Commission provided mapping support for the Scorton 
Creek watershed analysis for the Massachusetts Estuaries 
Project. 


* The Commission provided $25,000 in District Local Tech- 
nical Assistance funds and completed technical planning 
assistance for wastewater management in South Sandwich, 
including GIS maps to help analyze different scenarios in 
the “Golden Triangle” and neighboring industrial areas: 


* The Commission organized forums as part of its “Water- 
shed Tour,” to build public awareness and support for wa- 
tershed-based wastewater planning in these watersheds in 
Sandwich: 

* the Waquoit Bay East watershed (Sandwich, Falmouth, 
and Mashpee) 

+ the Popponesset Bay watershed (Sandwich, Mashpee, 
and Barnstable) 

* the Three Bays watershed (Sandwich, Mashpee, and 
Barnstable) 


* The watershed initiative emphasizes the regional scope of 


watershed dynamics and encourages citizens to look past 
their town’s boundaries when considering solutions for 
wastewater treatment. At the forums, the Commission dis- 
tributes localized maps and information to better acquaint 
citizens with their watersheds, and shares data and con- 
cepts from the Commission’s work to develop a regional 
wastewater management plan. The ultimate goal of these 
forums is to work with citizen stakeholders to develop cost- 
effective and appropriately scaled wastewater solutions to 
benefit and preserve Cape Cod’s environment and economy 
for the future. 


The Commission conducted the annual Pond and Lake 
Stewardship (PALS) freshwater ponds sampling snapshot 
for Lawrence, Spectacle, and Triangle ponds. 


The Commission conducted water education festivals for 
students in the Forestdale School.

ANDWICH REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
APE LIGHT COMPACT 


The Cape Light Compact was formed in 1997 following two 
ears of study and votes of town boards of selectmen and town coun- 
il. It is organized through a formal intergovernmental agreement 
igned by all 21 member towns and Barnstable and Dukes counties. 
e purpose of the Cape Light Compact is to advance the interests 
f consumers in a competitive electric supply market, including the 
yromotion of energy efficiency. Each participating municipality has 
representative on the Compact Governing Board, which sets policy 
d works with staff, technical and legal support to advance the Cape 
Light Compact programs. 


POWER SUPPLY 

Throughout 2011, natural gas prices remained low and rela- 
ively stable due to an abundant supply of the fuel. Since natural gas 
s the primary fuel used to generate electricity in New England, en- 
orgy prices also remained low throughout 2011. After hitting a peak 
in 2008, the Compact reduced its rates in 2009, 2010, and again in 
2011; reducing rates six straight times over this three year time pe- 
iod. In 2012, the current outlook is for supplies of natural gas to 
main relatively stable but with a bias in price to the upside. This 
bias towards higher prices is due to an anticipated increase in de- 
mand for natural gas due to forecasts for a harsh winter in the north- 
east and a higher demand for electricity. Higher natural gas prices 
typically result in higher electricity prices. 


In 2011, the Cape Light Compact provided energy to resi- 
dents and businesses in accordance with a competitive electricity 
supply contract negotiated by the Compact with ConEdison Solu- 
tions. As of December 2011, the Compact had 7,561 electric ac- 
counts in the Town of Sandwich on its energy supply. 


ENERGY EFFICIENCY 

In 2011, rebates and other efficiency incentive programs pro- 
vided to the Town of Sandwich by the Compact totaled approxi- 
mately $813,253.73 and brought savings. to 816 participants of 
$477,295 or about 2,386,477 kilowatt-hours of energy saved for 2011. 
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Funding for the energy efficiency programs (i.e. energy audits 
for homes and businesses, rebates on the purchase of energy effi- 
cient appliances and energy education in our schools) comes from a 
monthly customer “energy conservation” charge ($0.0025 cents 
multiplied by the number of kilowatt hours used during the month) 
that appears on each customer’s electric bill. 


Other Cape Light Compact Efforts Include: 

The Cape Light Compact continues to bring energy educa- 
tion to the Sandwich schools in the form of energy kits, 
materials and staff support. 

The “Solar Power Intelligence Team” (SPIT) energy club 
continues to educate their peers at Forestdale School as to 
the operation and importance of the PV system on their 
school as well as educational public outreach. 

Over its lifetime The “Solarize Our Schools” solar array at 
the Forestdale School produced over 582,401 kWh of elec- 
tricity and avoided over 1,005,224 Ibs. of CO, since it’s in- 
stallation in fall 2006. ‘ 

Fifty-eight Low-Income homes were retrofitted for a reduc- 
tion in energy usage and increased comfort. 

Three ENERGY STAR® qualified homes were constructed 
in the Town of Sandwich. 


Thirty-two Sandwich small business and municipal accounts 
and one large commercial account took advantage of numerous en- 
ergy efficiency opportunities available to them. They received in- 
centives of $118,411.97 and realized energy savings of 343,664 kWh. 
The municipal accounts include Sandwich High School and the Wing 
School which received consulting services by the Cape Light 
Compact’s energy efficiency consulting engineer.

Report of the 
ENERGY COMMITTEE 


The Board of Selectmen formed the Sandwich Energy Com- 
mittee (SEC) on January 24, 2008. The SEC was created in response 
to The Alternative Energy Initiative Report of October 30, 2007, 
which recommended, “the formation of an energy committee with a 
broad scope of duties.” The SEC is composed of seven members 
appointed annually by the Board of Selectmen. We currently have 
five members, and two vacant positions. 


The SEC’s Mission Statement, is as follows: 


The charge of the Sandwich Energy Committee (SEC) is to 
investigate, study, and recommend viable methods for achieving en- 
ergy and resource conservation, as well as renewable and alterna- 
tive energy production. The SEC also will promote energy education 
within our town. The SEC will strive to do this through cooperation 
with governmental agencies, businesses, non-profit organizations, 
as well as the general public. 


We are especially proud that we stayed true to our goal of 
working cooperatively with other town departments and boards, the 
business community, and the general public. Our progress during 
2011, consistent with our mission, is as follows: 


SEC Members started off the year by completing the Annual 
Ethics Training in January and compiling a report for the 2010 An- 
nual Town Report. 


The Committee also set a goal to continue pursuing designa- 
tion as an official Green Community (GC) under the Green Com- 
munities Act (GSA). For more information on Green Communities, 
visit: www.mass.gov/eea/energy-utilities-clean-tech/green-commu- 
nities/. The requirements for GCA designation are as follows: 


1. Provide as-of-right siting in designated locations for re- 
newable/alternative energy generation, research & devel- 
opment, or manufacturing facilities; 

2. Adopt an expedited application and permit process for as- 
of-right energy facilities; 

3. Establish an energy use baseline and develop a plan to re- 
duce energy use by twenty percent (20%) within five (5) 
years; 

4. Purchase only fuel-efficient vehicles; 

5. Set requirements to minimize life-cycle energy costs for 
new construction; one way to meet these requirements is 
to adopt the new Board of Building Regulations and Stan- 
dards (BBRS) Stretch Code (Stretch Code). 


The Committee met with the Board of Selectmen on February 
3, 2011 to discuss the possibility of pursuing GCA designation. Such 
a designation allows a town to become eligible for grant money for 
energy related projects, thereby saving the Town money on their 
energy bills. 
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The Selectmen were supportive but were concerned that the 
requirements would not be completed in time to put a warrant to- 
gether for the Town Meeting in May. They encouraged the Commit- 
tee to continue to pursue the requirements and to make a plan for 
community outreach and education so that citizens can learn more 
about what it means to become a Green Community. Selectmen had 
some specific concerns about the Stretch Code requirements, and 
how this could potentially impact the local building sector. 


In March the SEC was represented at the Cape Light Com- 
pact Energy Committee Meeting. Members from various energy 
committees across the Cape shared their experiences and goals for 
the future. The SEC also met with Everett Horn, our new Cape Light 
Compact Representative and Bill Burbank, a guest who discussed 
plans for a new walking path for the Town and the potential benefits 
it would have. 


In April the Committee drafted a letter to the Cape Cod Com- 
mission as part of a public comment period regarding the proposed 
Technical Bulletin and Minimum Performance Standards for wind 
turbine installations. The SEC felt that the overly strict standards 
would prevent towns from pursuing potentially viable wind power 
projects now and in the future. 


In May the SEC was represented at the Annual Town Meeting 
and provided voters with information on free energy audits for 
homeowners available through the Cape Light Compact. 


In August the Committee elected officers, listed as follows: 


Damien Houlihan — Chairman 
Kevin Burgess — Vice Chairman 
Sarah Cote — Secretary 


The Committee also discussed its goals for the upcoming year 
which include pursuing solar development in Town, remaining in- 
volved in the Town’s plans for bike paths and sidewalks, a presence 
at the Fourth of July parade, and continuing to pursue Green Com- 
munities Act designation. 


The SEC is especially pleased with the strides it made in track- 
ing Town energy use. Towards the end of 2011 the Energy Commit- 
tee gained access to the on-line software tool “MassEnergyInsight” 
(visit to www.massenergvinsight.net). This tool makes tracking Town 
energy use easy and efficient. After attending a training webinar and 
sending off authorization letters, the SEC and the Town now have 
full access to the software. We look forward to utilizing this power- 
ful tool over the coming years. We are now in a position to learn 
more about the Town’s energy use and establish a baseline, and then 
set a goal for energy use reduction. MassEnergyInsights enables the 
Town to target measures that provide the most “bang for the buck.” 
It would be a bonus to also receive Green Communities Act desig- 
nation, since that program provides additional funding for energy 
efficiency projects. This will allow the Town to lower its energy bills 
at no cost to the Sandwich taxpayer.

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Report of the 
HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Sandwich Historical Commission was established by 
Town Meeting in 1971 and acts as the local branch of the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission. The SHC is a collaborative effort of 
seven volunteer members who are appointed by the Board of Select- 
men to identify, preserve, develop, and protect the historical assets of the 
town, including structures, burial grounds, monuments, natural features 
and other landmarks and sites of significant value to the town. 


The SHC encourages local citizens to attend our public meet- 
ings and get involved with the preservation projects we have under- 
way, or champion a new project. 


In April, 2011, as a follow-up to the success of the 1834 Town 
Hall restoration of 2010, the project was awarded a coveted Massa- 
chusetts Historical Commission Historical Preservation Award by 
the Secretary of State, William Galvin. The SHC has recommended 
funding of Phase II of the Town Hall restoration project with alter- 
ations to the popular “artesian well” platform to make the site wheel- 
chair accessible and safer for all users. Like Phase I, Phase II fund- 
ing would come from an allocation of Community Preservation Act 
funds. 


The Commission was actively involved in the question of how 
to preserve and use the Sand Hill School/Clark-Haddad building in 
2011. At year’s end the SHC was seeking alternative uses for the 
building and the surrounding lot with the goal of finding the highest 
use for the property, consistent with the U.S. Secretary of State’s 
standards for historic preservation. 


Acknowledgments 

The Historical Commission is a team effort and no project 
could succeed without the support and assistance of the member- 
ship as a whole, still I want to recognize some of the individual 
accomplishments of our members. 


Don Bayley — Don enthusiastically engaged in two difficult 
behind-the-scenes projects. He created a comprehensive index of 
the assets of the Town Archives and documented it for public refer- 
ence in the Archives and the SHC web site. His research into the 
histories of the houses and the families that occupied them go be- 
yond the MACRIS program’s minimum requirements and will serve 
as an invaluable asset for homeowners and town planners in the fore- 
seeable future.

CHIVES AND HISTORICAL CENTER 


The Archives and Historical Center, founded in 1973, is lo- 
ted in the McKnight Room of the Sandwich Public Library. Nor- 
ly we are open with the part-time Archivist present from 9.30 to 
30 Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday of each week. 


Our mission is to preserve the written and oral history of the 
own of Sandwich as well as the historical artifacts of the Town; to 
ist in genealogical research, maintain and preserve our Colonial 
early American rare documents; and to educate and increase 
wareness of the pivotal role of Sandwich in the formation of our 


try. 


Our work is supported by and dependent upon generous do- 
tions to the Friends of the Sandwich Town Archives (FOSTA), 
ich raised approximately $13,000 from 253 donors in 2011. This 
oney pays the salary of the part-time Archivist and assists in pre- 
ing the history of the Town of Sandwich. The town’s support is 
n the form of a physical location for the Archivist and her docu- 
ents and pictures. The Town Archives are now a part of the Sand- 
vich Public Library. These efforts are also supported by the volun- 
ary efforts of 9 individuals. Additional volunteers are welcome. 


During 2012 we served directly 250 individuals, who hap- 
ned to sign our guest book, not only from Sandwich and Cape 
Zod, but from across the country. This number includes 3" grade 
slasses from Sandwich and a 6" grade class from the Montessori 
School. The Archives served many more uncounted individuals via 
hone calls and email. 


With the help of funding from the Sandwich Historical Com- 
mission, the Archives and Historical Center was reorganized to im- 
prove the preservation and access to our documents. We also have 
been active in supporting the updating of Russell Lovell’s book, Sand- 
wich, A Cape Cod Town so that it will continue to be made available 
to the public. 


The Archives continues to collect materials pertaining to Sand- 
wich and its people, which are preserved for use of future genera- 
tions. Additional donations, pictures and other documents to the Ar- 
chives are always welcome.

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


Overlooking the Lower Shawme Pond in the historic center 
of Sandwich, bordered by the newly renovated Town Hall, the Dex- 
ter Grist Mill was in full operation from late June to Columbus Day. 
This season The Mill ground nearly 3 tons of corn, selling it to visi- 
tors and local business alike; the corn meal was also packaged and 
sent as far as California to fulfill its mail orders. 


Thomas Dexter built the Mill between 1640 and 1646. He 
was one of the original “Ten Men of Saugus” who settled Sandwich 
in 1637. The Dexter family owned the Mill until 1700 when it was 
sold to Capt. Seth Pope. After remaining idle for many years, there 
was renewed interest in the Mill and a historical restoration began in 
1961. All of the later additions on the site were removed and the 
Mill, still in its original location, was restored to a 17th century work- 
ing grist mill. All the Mill’s machinery is the earliest type used in 
this country and is driven be water power from Shawme Pond. Those 
who enjoy baking can purchase freshly ground cornmeal packaged 
in old fashioned cloth bags. 


This season the Sandwich Recreation Department took charge 
of the operations at the Mill and its dedicated staff. Our millers worked 
hard day in and day out, grinding corn and educating the many visi- 
tors on how the Mill operates along with providing the history of the 
Mill and the Town of Sandwich. The Mill was host to hundreds of 
visitors from all over the country and world, and like in years past, 
welcomed the 3rd graders from the three Sandwich Elementary 
schools. 


I would like to thank all of the staff for their continued dedica- 
tion to the Town and the Dexter Grist Mill. Also, I would like to 
thank the Sandwich Facilities Department, Sandwich Chamber of 
Commerce, the Sandwich Museum coalition and Scenic Roots Gar- 
den Center.

Report of the 
HOXIE HOUSE

named after Captain Abraham Hoxie, a whaling captain who owned 
the house in the mid-1800’s. Prior to that, it had been owned by 
descendants of Rev. John Smith. The house dates back to the 1680- 
1690 period. It was acquired by the Town of Sandwich and restored 
in 1959. It is truly representative of early colonial construction; it is 
a first period house. 


This season, the Sandwich Recreation Department took charge 
of the operations and its dedicated docent staff. The Hoxie House 
was open to visitors and residents from the end of June until Colum- 
bus Day. Our docent staff is adept at providing tours to the diverse 
visitors who come through its doors. Whether their audience is a 3rd 
grade class from Sandwich Public Schools or visitors from another 
country; they are able to share their knowledge of the vibrant history 
of the Town, points of interest in the house and furnishings, along 
with and explanation of where some whimsical sayings from that 
period were derived. Our staff is friendly, informative, and enter- 
taining; visitors leave with a smile and a better understanding of life 
in Colonial days. 


I would like to thank all of the staff for their continued dedica- 
tion to the Town of Sandwich and the Hoxie House.

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Report of the 
OLD KING’S HIGHWAY REGIONAL 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District Act wa 
passed by the Massachusetts legislature and signed into law in 197. 
(Chapter 470, as amended.) The purpose of the Act is to presery 
and protect the buildings, settings, and places within the histori 
district, which includes portions of Sandwich, Barnstable, Dennis 
Yarmouth, Brewster, and Orleans. Each member town has a loca 
Historic District Committee, and there is a Regional Historic Dis 
trict Commission comprised of the chairs from each town’s com 
mittee. The Sandwich Historic District includes all properties lo 
cated between Route 6 and Cape Cod Bay, extending from the tow 
line with Bourne to the border of Barnstable. 


All exterior changes to a property, including new buildin; 
construction, additions/alterations and demolitions must receiv 
Sandwich Historic District Committee (SHDC) approval prior t 
the commencement of work. Approval is also required for sheds 
decks, window and door replacements, signs, retaining walls, walk 
ways, driveway paving, aprons, fences, and exterior paint colors 
Upon approval, a Certificate of Appropriateness is issued. All appli 
cations are reviewed at the public hearings which are usually hel 
on the second Wednesday evening of the month, starting at 6:30 PN 
at the Town Office Building located on Jan Sebastian Drive. For nev 
building projects and large addition/alteration projects applicants ar 
encouraged to come before the Committee for informal discussion: 
prior to or during the design phase to get a sense for the design ele 
ments the Committee members may find inappropriate for the site 
These informal discussions are held at the end of the scheduled pub 
lic agenda. 


In January 2011, the SHDC elected William Collins as Chai 
for the year. The other elected members of the 2011 committee were 
Patricia McArdle, Barbara Shaner, Andrew Jones and Barry Hall 
The Board of Selectmen in addition appointed Betty Allen and Ri: 
chard Alger as alternate SHDC members. 


In 2011, the SHDC held hearings for 172 applications and 72 
exemptions. 


The annual elections for one seat on the SHDC was held or 
November 22. Barbara Shaner was elected to a four-year term. 


Thanks are due to all members of the Committee who served 
in 2011. I would also like especially to thank Joan Evans, our long- 
serving and efficient Office Secretary, who provides knowledgeable 
and thoughtful guidance to the committee members and to members 
of the public who are applying for a certificate.

In 2011 the police department significantly increased its proactive 
patrolling and enforcement activates. In response to these efforts, there 
was an increase in motor vehicle enforcement and directed patrols. We 
have used past crime data to deploy our officers into areas which need 
our presence.

During the fall, with the support of tk 
Barnstable Sheriff's Office, Fire Department and other area law et 
forcement agencies, we conducted a canine narcotics search of tk 
high school. The department has been actively involved with tt 
School’s Safety Committee and supported joint emergency plannin 
efforts. 


The police department held its first award ceremony in th 
history of the department during November. Seventy-one awar¢ 
were prepared for presentation at this event. Awards included Mil 
tary Service Recognition, Meritorious Service, Outstanding Servic 
Life Saving, and Unit Citations. We held our second annual To 
Gun Competition which presents officers with combat shooting sitt 
ations. OFF. Matthew O’Brien won the Top Gun award for the nor 
instructors division and LT. David Guillemette won the award fe 
the instructors division. 


The department has been involved with making recommer 
dations for new bylaws and modifications to existing bylaws. W 
put out our first bid request for maintaining and servicing th 
department’s fleet. We also put out a bid request for the installatio 
of a new video system throughout the station. The department begai 
implementation of deploying Tasers to officers. This is a very safe 
but effective use of force which will have the ability to reduce office 
injuries when dealing with combative individuals. 


One of our most involved initiatives this past year has beet 
preparing for a new joint public safety building. We have met regu 
larly with the Town Manager, Fire Department and the architectura 
firm to plan for this building. Our present building continues to sin! 
and shift. The septic connection to the building has broken severa 
times in the past. Doors on the second floor have required re-plumb 
ing. A cell door has mechanical issues and the basement regularh 
floods. The flooding of the basement is critical due to all of the town’ 
E-911 equipment, police and fire department’s radio and compute 
systems being located within this area. The present building is jus 
too small for the thirty-five men and women who work within it. Sis 
Sergeants work in what appears to be a closet, twenty patrol officer: 
share 10’x 14’ room and all employees share one small locker room 
These spaces pose a significant strain on the department. We are 
committed to working very hard on planning for a new Joint Public 
Safety Building. 


In 2011, four new officers were hired; John Manning, Adam 
-ayner, Gregory Jaroszuk and Brian Fernandes. This brings our 
yorn officer staffing to thirty-four officers. OFF. Michael Gumbleton 
as selected to become a new member of the Cape Cod Regional 
aw Enforcement Counsel’s SWAT Team. The department received 
yur grants which have supported a number of initiatives involving 
.¢ department and community. 


The men and women of the Sandwich Police Department are 
truly dedicated and professional group. They continue to meet each 
ew challenge with confidence. Those living in or traveling through 
andwich should feel comfortable knowing that the Sandwich Po- 
ce Department is actively patrolling the community and ready to 
sspond to any incident which may develop.

»RO Report 

The following is a summary of activities that have been ac- 
omplished by the Sandwich Police Department’s School Resource 
fficer, Patrol Officer Christa Cabral, during the 2011-2012 school 
year to date. 
Officer Cabral conducted orientations at Camp Burgess for 
ncoming Sandwich High School freshmen as well as a separate 
srientation for their parents. These orientations allowed her to intro- 
duce herself as the new SRO, explain what her goals and expecta- 
ions of them were, and offer information on the new bullying and 
harassment laws. 
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She assisted with several lockdown drills and fire drills in all 


of the public schools as well as the Riverview School. Grades K-3 at 
all elementary schools received Stranger Danger presentations. Of- 
ficer Cabral implemented on site drug testing at the High School in 
collaboration with Franey Laboratories. She planned, coordinated, 
and implemented a K-9 operational plan to search for narcotics at 
the High School. She served as mentor for two Sandwich High School 
students for the senior class project. 


Officer Cabral was actively involved with school administra- 
tion, school staff, juvenile probation, and parents regarding student 
safety issues. She is a member of the Bert Team Safety Committee 
and attends weekly team meetings that address “at risk” students. 
This support team consists of Officer Cabral, school nurses, admin- 
istrators, and the guidance department. Some of the issues they ad- 
dress are enforcement of laws and rules, Child In Need of Services, 
diversion program support, probation checks, behavioral issues, fol- 
low-up on juvenile cases that occur outside of school hours, psycho- 
logical assists, and at-home well being checks. 


Investigations conducted by Officer Cabral have included drug 
violations, bullying and harassment, larcenies, assault and batteries, 
sexual assaults, and malicious destruction cases. 


Officer Cabral has built a strong partnership with the Sand- 
wich Schools. Her involvement has been a true benefit to the school 
administration, student population, as well as the Police Department. 


Detective Division 
The Detective Division consists of Detective Sergeant Terence 
Murphy, Detective Albert Robichaud and Detective/Court Officer 


Robert Brun. The Division also is involved with the Patrol Investiga- 
tor program. This program consists of Patrol Officers and Detectives 
working together sharing investigative intelligence in an effort to 
solve investigations and detect narcotics violators. This program has 
been in place since late 2010 and is very effective. 


The Division had a busy year in 2011 investigating crimes 
into homes, businesses and motor vehicles. One of the Divisions 
significant achievements was in partnership with Patrol when the 
2011 Sovereign Bank robbery was solved within 48 hours. Investi- 
gators involved with this case worked continuously with other local, 
state and federal law enforcement agencies to identify, locate and 
arrest the suspect. A case which had limited leads was successful 
due to the outstanding efforts of all involved personnel. 


Detective Robichaud spent a great deal of time in 2011 mo 
toring local pawn shop records and communicating with other ag 
cies in regards to stolen property. In 2011 Detectives investigated 
number of sexual assault cases with victims ranging in age fr 
children to adults. A lot of effort in 2011 was focused on narcotic 
enforcement. Detectives worked closely with the Patrol Division 
making narcotic arrests and executing search warrants. These inves- 
tigations resulted in the seizure of narcotics and U.S. currency. 
majority of drug investigations were for Oxycodone, better kno 
as Percocet and Oxycontin. Detectives also spent significant amoun 
of time investigating financial and identity theft crimes. The Detee- 
tive Division is in need of expansion. The Division continues to strive 
to provide the best possible services to the community. 


eport of the 
DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit the annual report for the 
ear 2011 for the Sandwich Fire Department. 


Fire, rescue and related incidents totaled 3,699 in 2011 .a4.5% 
e over last year. This included 2,550 medical calls, 101 fires 
related incidents with damages totaling $ 374,550.00 and 1,048 
er emergencies, including but not limited to: 158 hazardous inci- 
ts including flammable or toxic chemical spills, power lines down, 
ttempted arsons, fuel leaks, structures hit by lightning, assistance 
other agencies, and investigations. Fifteen (15) firefighters sus- 
ined injuries while working last year. We averaged 10.1 emergen- 
cies a day, with Monday being our busiest day, and Wednesday be- 
ing the slowest. Our busiest hours are 8AM to 4PM = 50% of all 
calls, 4PM to 12 Midnight = 34% of all calls, and Midnight to 8AM 
= 16% of all calls. 


Last year 61 or 80% of the structure fires were in residential 
occupancies, with a dollar loss of $179,450.00. Additionally, we 
treated four residents with injuries at structure fires last year. This 
underscores the need to properly locate and maintain smoke detec- 
tors. In 2006, the Center for Disease Control released a grant fund- 
ing program for the State Department of Public Health in conjunc- 
tion with the Massachusetts State Fire Marshal’s Office to offer free 
smoke detectors to those Massachusetts residents who qualify. The 
qualifications are your home must have been constructed prior to 
1975 and have battery operated smokes. If you qualify please con- 
tact the Sandwich Fire Department Fire Prevention Division to sched- 
ule installation. 


Of the 91 carbon monoxide incidents we responded to, 14 had 
serious levels of carbon monoxide in the building. Residents must 
not take chances with carbon monoxide; it is odorless, tasteless and 
colorless and is easily overlooked. In many cases it is the poor main- 
tenance of a heating system that has caused the problem, followed 
by vehicles running in attached garages. Nicole’s Law which re- 
quires that every dwelling, building or structure including those owned 
by the Commonwealth, occupied in whole or in part for residential 
purposes that, (1) contain fossil fuel burning equipment or (2) incor- 
porate closed parking within its structure, be equipped by the owner 
with approved carbon monoxide alarms. All residential properties 
were mandate to have installed CO alarms as of March 31, 2006. 


Emergency medical calls numbered 2,550 a 1.1% increase over 
last year, involving 2,724 patients, of whom we transported 1,930 
patients to area hospitals. Out of those 2,550 calls, 642 required more 
than one ambulance and 1,515 required Advanced Life Support. We 
responded to 164 motor vehicle accidents and used the Jaws of Life 
and other heavy-rescue equipment to extricate numerous people. 


The Department’s 10 CPR/AED instructors taught 232 people in 
22 Classes; including community/lay people, local Doctors, Nurses, Po- 
lice, and Firefighters. Additionally, 472 blood pressure screenings were 
conducted between the Headquarters and Forestdale stations. 
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Fire Prevention conducted 851 inspections, issued 677 per- 
mits and reviewed numerous commercial and residential plans, vis- 
ited numerous homes and businesses to answer questions, performed 
public, private, and school safety programs. 


The Sandwich Fire Department continued its Fire Prevention 
Education program last year by conducting a series of site visits, 
lectures and 28 school safety drills. The drills included fire alarm, 
lockdown and storm dismissal drills. The drills were conducted at 
all Sandwich Public Schools as well as private schools and charter 
schools. 


Sandwich is divided into the 5 response districts listed below: 


District 1 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the Bourne town 
line and from power lines north. 1,155 medical calls, 33 fires total- 
ing $37,300.00 in damages, and 344 other emergencies for a total of 
1,532 emergencies in this area, with average response times: Ambu- 
lance 4.70 min. Fire 5.42 min. 


District 2 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable 
town line and from power lines north. 449 medical calls, 27 fires 
totaling $163,150.00 in damages, 215 other emergencies for a total 
of 691 emergencies in this area, with average response times: Am- 
bulance 9.21 min. Fire 10.50 min. 


District 3 

Includes power lines south to the Mashpee line and east from 
the Military boundary to Stowe Road. 713 medical calls, 28 fires 
totaling $69,100.00 in damages, and 307other emergencies for a to- 
tal of 1,046 emergencies in this area, with average response times: 
Ambulance 6.27 min. Fire 6.67 min. 


District 4 

Includes power lines south to the Mashpee line and from Stowe 
Road east to the Barnstable town line had 228 medical calls, 13 fires 
totaling $15,000.00 in damages, and 104 other emergencies for a 
total of 345 in this area, with average response times: Ambulance 
11.67 min. Fire 12.06 min. 


District 5 

Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal had 18 medi- 
cal calls, 1 fire totaling $90.00 in damages, and 8 other emergencies 
for a total of 27 in this area, with average response time to this dis- 
trict is 12.99 minutes. 


Mutual Aid 

As part of the county mutual aid agreement, assistance was 
provided to other communities 50 times and we received their help 
150 times. The times we have multiple calls at once and no person- 
nel in either station, causes us to call for Mutual Aid. 


Of the 3,699 emergencies we responded to 1,421 or 38% oc- 
curred while another emergency was being handled. To meet the 
many and varied specialized needs presented to us at the various 


incidents 5,880 pieces of apparatus were needed, with the total num- 
ber of 12,096 personnel responding to those incidents, much of which 
involves bringing additional personnel to complete vital tasks or re- 
lieve the first in crews. The volume and frequency of our incidents 
has a direct impact on our response times, the time from the receipt 
of the call to our arrival at the incident. 


In 2011, 1,794 or 48% of the incidents took 6 minutes or less 
from the receipt of the phone call to arrival on scene. However, as 
the call volume steadily increases it can and does in some cases 
extend response times until off duty personnel can get to the sta- 
tions. Many of the longer times are for incidents that happen when 
we have three or more calls at the same time, are on the outer edges 
of the town, non-emergency requests for assistance or when we went 
mutual aid to another community. The importance of response times 
is significant when you consider that the human brain suffers severe 
damage in only 4 to 6 minutes, making recovery very difficult at 
best. Response time also impacts residential fires, as a room will 
flash over consuming the entire contents in 2.5 minutes preventing 
escape. Response times in Sandwich suffer because of poor station 
placement, no personnel in the East Sandwich station and the num- 
ber of emergencies that come in at the same time as other emergen- 
cies. 


Comprehensive Training of emergency response personnel is 
an ongoing major concern and need. The challenges that are thrown 
at emergency responders today are becoming more and more diffi- 
cult requiring specialized tools and techniques. Failure to properly 
train our personnel will some day come back to haunt the commu- 
nity. This must be dealt with sooner rather than later. 


Last year the Sandwich Fire Department sponsored the fifth 
Citizens Fire Academy. This was a 12-week course where 19 resi- 
dents of Sandwich learned about the Sandwich Fire Department. 
They were shown how we operate, what equipment we have, and 
some of the services we provided to the town. I would like to thank 
Fire Fighter Larry Machado, who started this program, along with 
the other fire fighters who took part in the academy, they did an 
excellent job. 


Exercises 

The Sandwich Fire Department hosted the 2011 Army Civil 
Support Team Northeast Region Exercise on May 2, 3, 4 2011. The 
exercise involved agencies from the Army National Guard, US Coast 
Guard, Mirant Energy Plant, Sandwich Fire, Police and Emergency 
Management departments, US Department of Energy, Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, US Army NorthCOM, US Army Corps of 
Engineers and the Federal Emergency Management Agency. 


The exercises tested the ability of local responders to mesh 
with our federal partners in a simulated hazardous materials inci- 
dent at the Mirant Energy Plant. The exercise was very well received 
and provided a great opportunity for the Sandwich Fire Department 
to train with our Federal partners. The exercise was funded by mon- 
ies from the Southeast Regional Development Council and the Mas- 
sachusetts Executive Office of Public Safety. 


The Sandwich Fire Department conducted a tabletop exercise 


with administration and staff of the Cape Heritage Nursing H 
on Dec 10, 2011 to test the facilities ability to respond to a fire 
need for patient evacuation. The exercise also allowed the staff 
function with the new Nursing Home Incident Command Sys 
(NHICS) to allow integration with local first responders. 

The Sandwich Fire Department applied for a Homeland § 
curity Port Security Grant to construct a boat to help protect 
numerous assets that both work and enjoy our waterways in o 
marina, canal and offshore. Through the hard work of Depu 
Corriveau, we were notified on September 23rd that we were ch 
sen to receive $900,000.00 to construct an Emergency Response 
Recovery capable vessel. We are now in the process of constructi 
a 37 foot diesel powered catamaran vessel capable of a wide varie 
of missions including rescue and especially firefighting which is no 
available today. The catamaran design allows for great stability an 
is able to operate water as shallow as 2 feet with jet drive propulsio 
The vessel will have the latest thermal imaging technology to great! 
help in the search for victims in the water both in the dark and lo 
visibility conditions. The Coast Guard personnel at the Canal Sta 
tion have offered to train our personnel at no cost to the town. Aft 
that initial training, we will begin training exercises this year an 
intend to work and train closely with the Canal Station. This grant i 
administered through FEMA and has a zero contribution of fun 
from the Town. It also includes all equipment and training costs f 
our personnel and will provide a great asset to the community fo 
many years to come. The anticipated delivery will be the summer 0 
2013. 


As I stated before: A full time mechanic position is needed to 
safely and properly maintain the Fire Department’s apparatus. With 
nearly 4.5 million dollars in rolling stock alone, not including the 
several hundred thousand dollars of specialized equipment that is 
carried on all of the units, it is critical that the maintenance of that 
equipment get the proper attention of a full-time mechanic. Without 
a proactive maintenance plan and in-house repair person, higher out 
of town repair costs and longer down times are inevitable. While we 
are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who is knowledgeable and 
capable of doing much of the work, he is hampered by interruptions 
requiring his response on calls. Maintenance and repairs are very 
time consuming on the larger specialized fire and rescue equipment, 
making it difficult at best, for that member to handle during a shift 
that requires him to also respond to emergency calls. I strongly rec- 
ommend that this become a full time position as soon as possible. I 
would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich for approving and sup- 
porting the article for the Joint Public Safety Building Schematic 
Design and Construction estimate. As you know the Fire Stations 
are bursting at the seams from both old age and increased functions 
that must be carried out in them. None of our fire stations are insu- 
lated causing very high-energy costs. There is also a serious lack of 
space for every facet of our operation from office and medical sup- 
plies to vehicles and equipment. We have been cited by the State 
Ambulance Inspector for not having adequate space for the storage 
of our ambulance supplies, not having a decontamination area for 
our medical supplies, and not having an adequate oxygen storage 
area. Closets have been turned into offices with files and supplies 
placed in the attics, hallways and in the apparatus bays. Vehicles 
must be specially ordered to fit in the buildings adding to their cost. 


| specialized pieces of equipment must be parked outside, or 
other locations within the town, delaying response, especially 
ing the winter months, and adding to maintenance costs. The 
Sandwich Fire Station still remains unmanned and is of great 
cern. If you look at the number of fires in the East Sandwich 
ict it ranks second in the town, and on some occasions residents 
for our response and then complain that we took so long to get 
. Right now 98 out of a 100 times that a fire truck (there is no 
lance there) from this station signs on the air, when the station 
activated, it has only one member on board. 


The community faces many critical challenges over the next 
years with public safety one of the key issues. A third of the 
unity receives less than reasonable fire and ambulance response 
es and coverage. Two of the fire stations sit in a flood plain, the 
ird sits too far south to benefit the greater population. All are too 
ll for our busy operation. We are unable to store and maintain 
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our equipment, supplies, files, etc. in a cost effective manner. Sepa- 
rate studies have recommended, along with the community asking 
for, better Fire and Ambulance coverage. Town Meeting voted two 
years ago to man the East Sandwich Fire station. We will continue to 
try to accomplish this, while keeping in mind the fiscal effect this 
would have on the Town. I would also like to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, other town boards, departments, and committees, the citi- 
zens and various organizations of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue De- 
partments, but most importantly the members of the Sandwich Fire 
Department and their families for their support and cooperation 
throughout the year.

Massachusetts provides an open burning season, however it has 
strict guidelines that must be adhered to. We do not have any discretion 
to expand the guidelines, change the hours, or extend the burning sea- 
son. I ask that persons who wish to burn respect others and the law, as 
the right to burn brush is limited and not guaranteed. 


I would like to remind everyone that no fires are allowed on the 
beaches unless it is for cooking and then only if it meets stringent re- 
quirements. First a permit must be obtained from the Fire Department 
and you must follow the rules set by the Selectmen and the State. A 
copy of the rules will be given to you when you obtain a permit. 


The Fire Department should have three brush trucks, we h 
obtained a surplus vehicle and are in the process of converting this to 
breaker when funds become available. The other two brush trucks 
a 1953 Studebaker, and a 1970 Kaiser. Both of these trucks were mili 
tary surplus and it is getting more and more difficult to obtain parts fo 
them. 


On the Upper Cape, we have some of the largest contiguo 
tracks of natural woodlands, with much of it in and around Sandwic 
Sandwich has the distinction of having two of the largest acreage, 2, 
and 2,500 acres. Forest fires on Cape Cod in size, are second in th 
Northeast only to Plymouth. With the increase in the number of hom 
and their proximity to the woods, the losses will be high without quic 
action. The types of vegetation and weather conditions, including ev 
changing winds, put Cape Cod in the top three in the United States fi 
forest fire spread and severity. Rapid response to and the control 
outside fires are imperative to prevent the major fires this town ha 
experienced in the past. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other town boar 
departments, and committees, the citizens and organizations of San 
wich, other Fire Departments and especially the members of the San 
wich Fire Department and their families for their support and coope 
tion throughout the year.

LDING DEPARTMENT 


The building department consists of the building, electrical, 
bing and gas inspectors along with the staff to support each of 
functions. The department serves the town of Sandwich to en- 
the public safety in enforcement of all applicable building codes, 
lations and by-laws making certain that the buildings under its 
urisdiction are constructed and maintained safely. The building de- 
ent also serves the administration and enforcement of the Pro- 
tive Zoning By-Law, The Old King’s Highway Historic Commit- 
and the Architectural Access Board regulations as well as other 
ersight as may be determined by the Selectmen or the Town Man- 
er. 


During the year, new sheet metal regulations were put in place 
which made it mandatory that any new or altered HVAC system 
required a permit and work to be done by a licensed contractor; much 
like as is currently done in the plumbing/gas and electrical trades. At 
this time, all 8" editions of the Massachusetts Building Code (780 
CMR) are in place and in use for all construction. 


This year the building department has started the arduous pro- 
cess of updating all building permit files. This effort will help to 
streamline research by citizens and others in obtaining information 
concerning any address. We are on a mission to place all permit 
information into one file in lieu of searching separate files for each 
permit obtained for a specific property. 


For the year ending December 31, 2011, there were 25 new 
single-family dwellings constructed; another increase from the pre- 
vious year. As with last year, projects that became inactive during 
the past few years have started the process of coming back on line 
for permits. Those that were restarted last year, continue to maintain 
their activity. 


The building department processed $184,778.00 through per- 
mits for building of new construction, additions and alterations. The 
breakdown of activity is as follows:

In addition to the building permit fees, monies collected for 
sheet metal permits, signs, certificates, stoves, driveway openings 
and copies totaled $6,835.00. Electrical permit fees of $24,125.00 
and Plumbing/Gas permit fees of $27,290.00 brought the total amount 
of fees collected by the Building Department to $243,028.00. 


I would like to give my sincere thanks to the amount of ad- 
ministrative help and support that has been afforded to me; specifi- 
cally to Joan Evans, office manager, Katherine Walter and Michelle 
Raymond. The continued support from all of the department heads 
and their staff throughout the town helps in completing all tasks that 
come before the building department. Also, Pete Sherwin, Assistant 
Building Inspector, continues to unselfishly dedicate his time and 
efforts, through inspections, zoning and permit inquiries and espe- 
cially making certain that all annual inspections are thoroughly com- 
pleted; an effort that ensures that all places of assembly are main- 
tained and are safe for use by our citizens and others. 


Wherever a person is in town, whether in their home, at church, 
at the stadium, in school, in a restaurant or wherever there is a build- 
ing that is occupied, those facilities have had contact with the Build- 
ing Department and its staff to help ensure and continue to ensure 
that their time in that building is safe.

Report of the 
PLUMBING/GAS INSPECTOR 


2011 showed an increase in plumbing and gas permits issued. 
The increase was due to the amount of new houses that totaled 25 as 
compared to 18 new houses in 2010. Gas permits that were issued 
totaled 351 permits which brought in a total of $9,735.00, and a total 
of 293 plumbing permits issued brought in a total of $17,555.00. 
The total inspections for the year were 589 inspections. 


I would like to thank everyone in the office for their profes- 
sionalism in assisting me with the paperwork and record keeping 
required.

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Report of the 
FACILITIES DEPARTMENT 


The mission of the facilities department is to provide cost ef- 
fective maintenance repairs and improvements to Town facilities and 
buildings. 2011 was another productive year for this department, 
Despite limited staff and rising cost of construction materials and 
labor, the department was able to complete numerous maintenance 
and construction projects. Below is a summary of some major ac- 
complishments. 


* Human Services Building — Installed Central Station fire 
alarm, new exterior doors and improvements to the ramp at 
the main entrance. 


* Fire Station Headquarters — Added secondary egress to the 
living quarters, new flooring, and exterior masonry repairs. 


¢ IT Department — Electrical upgrades to support servers. 


* Oak Crest Cove, Building Department, Human Services 
Building Police headquarters, DPW offices — provided Duct 
cleaning to improve air quality and more efficient heating 
and cooling. 


* Town Hall Square Comfort Station — Interior and exterior 
improvements to better serve the Public. 


* Ryder Conservation Boat House — Sill, siding and trim re- 
pair. 


The continuation of the maintenance schedule for HVAC equip- 
ment is a top priority. However, many of the systems will require 
replacement or significant upgrades in the near future. Preliminary 
work has been started to asses this equipment and plan for predict- 
able maintenance or replacement. A prioritized list of potential im- 
provements for Town buildings has been created and scheduled for 
completion through the next three years, to improve services to the 
Town facilities buildings and various town departments.

Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health and its Health Department strives to 
maintain programs to protect the public and environmental health, 
enforce and educate those state laws that authorizes the Health De- 
ent to enforce such and to develop programs that will reflect 
the anticipated changes in Public and Environmental Health. 


The development of the Comprehensive Water Resources 
Management Plan was the focal point of the Health Department this 
past year. This is year one of a three year process for the develop- 
ment of the CWRMP. The Health Department is working closely 
with its consultant Wright-Pierce and the Water Quality Advisory 
Committee. The first year has been the development of Phase I which 
is the Needs Assessment. The needs assessment looks at the existing 
conditions in the town to identify if, what and where what is needed 
for wastewater infrastructure or programs. The Sandwich Health 
Department, the only Health Department in the Commonwealth to 
implement the MEP program is awaiting the results from SMAST. 
The results of the MEP analysis will be utilized in the development 
of the CWRMP. The development of the CWRMP will allow the 
Town to determine Sandwich’s wastewater issues and how 
Sandwich’s wastewater affects the estuaries in Barnstable, Mashpee, 
and Falmouth. This process utilizes groundwater watersheds to model 
future impacts. The Town needs to review nitrogen issues affecting 
these embayments and determine a plan of action, if needed, to as- 
sist in nitrogen reduction. This data will be utilized to determine 
how to address wastewater in the Town of Sandwich. To simply state 
that the Town of Sandwich requires sewering and wastewater treat- 
ment plants is premature and scientifically unfounded at this time. 


Meanwhile the Health Department and the Board of Health 
continues to identify septic systems requiring upgrade and compli- 
ance while educating the community of the need for proper sewage 
treatment and disposal. 


The economy and resulting foreclosures has impacted the 
Health Department resulting in an increase of General Complaints 
and Housing Complaints. Foreclosures have resulted in abandoned 
dwellings or bank “takeovers” resulting in trash and debri in yards 
impacting abutting dwellings. This Department has responded to 
numerous complaints which take numerous man hours to track down 
contacts for bank owned properties. The second impact of the result- 
ing foreclosures is the impact on the Health Department resulting 
from residents of foreclosed homes accessing rental properties. An 
increase in rental properties has resulted in an increase in the hous- 
ing complaints, which the Department is responsible for enforcing 
through the State Minimum Standards for Human Habitation 105 
CMR 410.000. The Health Department becomes involved with ten- 
ants and rental property owners which consumes a considerable 
amount of man hours. 


Board of Health member Doctor Francis Sheehan was ap- 
pointed Animal Inspector by the Board of Health for the Town of 
Sandwich as approved by the Massachusetts Department of Agri- 
culture. This position is responsible for the inventory of large ani- 
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mals. Dr. Sheehan completed the required barn inspections for the 
2011 inventory period. The Board thanks Dr. Sheehan for his time 
and efforts. With the decline in the economy, the Health Department 
has seen an increase in “residential size chicken coops”. Residents 
have sought to be less dependent on purchasing food. The result of 
this is an increase in residents with 4-6 hens for eggs. Although this 
has not created public health issues, there has been an increase in 
noise complaints because of roosters. The Health Department ask 
that the citizens of the Town to be considerate of their neighbors. 


The Board witnessed the election of Doctor Francis Sheehan 
to the Board of Health in May. The Board elected Sandra Lee 
Tompkins as Chairman, Rebecca Lovell Scott as Vice Chair and Dr. 
Francis Sheehan as Clerk. The Board and Agent express their grati- 
tude to the Assistant Health Agent Darren Meyer for his continued 
efforts and professionalism. Additionally, Darren maintains a com- 
mitted schedule for timely permit approval and all efforts to assist 
the citizens. As always, the Board and Agent thank Katherine Walter 
for her patience, professionalism and for organizing the office on a 
daily basis. Katherine consistently addresses all permitting issues, 
processing of licenses and general questions.

Report of the 
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
DIRECTOR 


Mission Statement 

Working together for a safer community, the Sandwich Emer- 
gency Planning Committee promotes emergency preparedness, plan- 
ning and public awareness to protect the Sandwich community from 
the potential impact of hazardous chemical substances, manmade 
disasters, natural disasters, and related emergencies. 


This is accomplished by working diligently to coordinate the 
cooperation of various Town Departments, Volunteer Units, regional 
partners, and other organizations that would have a role in any major 
emergency. During a major disaster or emergency, response and re- 
covery activities are coordinated from the Town’s Emergency Op- 
erations Center (EOC) located in the Human Services building. From 
the EOC, heads of various departments and agencies work in a uni- 
fied command to respond to the emergency. 


2011 was a busy year for Sandwich Emergency Management 
and many accomplishments were made. Several new volunteers came 
on board to assist the Town in emergency situations and I am grate- 
ful for each of them for donating their time and talent to the commu- 
nity. The volunteers of Sandwich Emergency Management donated 
a total of 7,450 hours of service to the community in training, pre- 
paredness, and response and recovery efforts. This is a significant 
effort by volunteers! 


The Local Emergency Planning Committee met this year in 
preparation for hurricane season. It was well attended by EM staff, 
town departments and the Town Manager. All of these folks have 
extremely busy schedules, so we appreciate their attendance and 
assistance. 


Three of our volunteers studied and successfully passed vari- 
ous levels of the Amateur (Ham) Radio licensing, adding to the com- 
munication capabilities of the Town’s Emergency Management ca- 
pabilities. Sandwich Emergency Management now has 7 people li- 
censed as ham radio operators. Our group is often assisted by the 
Amateur Radio Emergency Services (ARES) when needed to staff 
the shelters or large emergencies. Our radio equipment has been 
reprogrammed and is in compliance with the Federal Communica- 
tion Commission’s requirements for narrowbanding, thanks to Rick 
Waterfield, who handles our radios and other technical issues. Rick 
has also donated and set up an Internet Radio Linking Project (ILRP), 
which allows us to monitor for weather related activities in the Emer- 
gency Operations Center, using voice over internet protocol. 


Our volunteer staff has completed several FEMA training 
courses and has attended training courses offered by the Massachu- 
setts Emergency Management Agency (MEMA) to further prepare 
them to handle emergency situations that arise. Three staff members 
have attended the Resource Management Systems (RMS) course 
and have completed the Train the Trainer course in RMS. 
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The Comprehensive Emergency Response Plan (CEMP) w: 
revised and accepted by MEMA. All of the NIMCAST requiremen’ 
for the state and federal requirements have been completed and su 
mitted; bringing the Town into compliance for any grant fundin 
that may come available for emergency management issues. Th 
Town’s Hazard Mitigation and Flood Plans have been revised an 
submitted to the Cape Cod Commission for review. It has been sev- 
eral years since these plans were revised, so this was a labor inten- 
sive task that was done at no cost to the town. 


Another plan that was worked on extensively by EM staff is 
the Cape Cod Traffic Plan. This plan has several issues that affect 
Sandwich and our concerns were reflected positively in the revision 
to the plan. Specifically, fourteen traffic posts are located in Sand- 
wich and would need to be manned by Police Officers when the 
Traffic Plan is activated. This had the potential to leave the Town 
with inadequate law enforcement coverage and we were successful 
in having other agencies be responsible for these activities, leaving 
the Sandwich Police to handle local activities. 


The Barnstable County Regional Emergency Planning Com- 
mittee (REPC) is represented monthly by a volunteer member of the 
Sandwich Emergency Management staff. Sandwich also has been 
very active in the Regional Shelter task force of the REPC, as one of 
the Regional Shelters is the Sandwich High School. Additionally, | 


MEMA holds monthly meetings in Bridgewater for Emergency 
Management Directors, which we attend. 


The shelter was moved from the Oak Ridge School to the 
High School earlier this year and quite a bit of planning was done 
prior to the official move. Wires had to be run for communications 
equipment and antennas had to be mounted on the roof. Our thanks 
go out the many volunteers who were involved in this effort and 
especially to the staff of the Technical Division of the Barnstable 
Sheriff’s Office for their invaluable assistance in getting the anten- 
nas mounted prior to hurricane season. Drills and exercises are a key 
part in the preparation for emergencies in Town. Our staff and vol- 
unteers have participated in many emergency exercises during the 
previous year. We collaborated with regional partners, non govern- 
mental organizations and other key stakeholders to drill on commu- 
nications, hazardous material response, storm preparedness and re- 
sponse to name a few. 


Drills and exercises are a key part in the preparation for emer- 
gencies in Town. Our staff and volunteers have participated in many 
emergency exercises during the previous year. We collaborated with 
regional partners, non governmental organizations and other key 
stakeholders to drill on communications, hazardous material response, 
storm preparedness and response to name a few. We routinely par- 
ticipate in calldown drills and exercises with the Health Department, 
MEMA and others to ensure that we are in a state of readiness for a 
future emergency. 


The EOC was activated for several minor storms and Hurri- 
cane Irene. For Hurricane Irene, the shelter at the High School and 
the EOC were manned for 44 hours by volunteer staff. The Emer- 
gency Management staff coordinates radio communications, resource 


ds and requests and other functions prior to, during and after 
ajor emergencies. Damage assessment reports after storms are 
eveloped and used for reimbursement to the town by the EM staff 
hen the President declares an emergency. The various Town De- 
artments are responsible for tracking their costs, equipment use 
d resources for submittal to FEMA for reimbursement. 


The volunteers worked very hard to update some used ve- 
icles to use for Emergency Management purposes. We have re- 
aired the vehicles with staff donations and will be installing com- 
unications equipment, also donated by staff members to better 
andle emergency situations in the community. 


I would like to thank the Emergency Management Staff for 
heir dedication and tireless efforts this year. Most of our work goes 
mnnoticed, but it is crucial when an emergency hits. Sean Grady is 
e Deputy Director and has provided training to the community 
ind numerous hours manning the EOC and assisting me with opera- 
jonal issues. Bill LaPine is the Communications Officer and has 
spent countless hours programming radios, installing equipment, 
naintaining the vehicles and many other tasks. Bill can always be 
sounted on when needed! Heather Gallant assists EM in many ca- 
acities. She has served along with Lois Wack as Regional Shelter 
Managers, working long hours and I cannot thank them enough for 
eir service. Rick Waterfield maintains our communications equip- 
ment and serves as a technical resource that we are fortunate to have. 
Randy Lewis assists the organization at any hour of the day or night 
and backs up Bill LaPine with communications and other issues. 
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We couldn’t have been successful this year if we didn’t have 
the cooperation and assistance from the Town Departments. Bud 
Dunham and Doug Lapp have always been supportive and available 
prior to, during and after any emergency- thank you. I want to thank 
Police Chief Peter Wack and his officers, as well as Fire Chief George 
Russell and his staff for their support and encouragement this year. 
DPW Director Paul Tilton and his staff were extremely helpful to 
EM, in moving our shelter container several times (mostly on short 
notice)-thanks, Paul and crew. Jan Timmons and the entire COA 
staff were very helpful to us this year-thanks for all your support. 
Mark Galkowski and his staff were always available to staff the EOC, 
answer questions and provide assistance to EM whenever needed. 
We also want to thank the Harbormaster and his crew, the Town 
Nurse’s staff, the Recreation staff, Facilities staff, the School Super- 
intendent and his staff and employees, Town Hall staff, the Town 
Clerk, and all other Town Departments who assisted us during 2011. 
Thanks also goes to Frank O’ Laughlin and Dan Howard of ARES; 
Sean O’Brien and Chief Mike Whelan and Chief George Baker of 
the REPC; the Barnstable Sheriff’s Office; Barnstable County Com- 
munity Emergency Response Team; the Medical Reserve Corps; the 
Red Cross and Salvation Army; Cape Cod Disaster Animal Response 
Team; MEMA and especially the Region 2 staff; the Barnstable 
County Incident Management Team; and all other groups, organiza- 
tions and people that have assisted the Town in any way. If you weren’t 
mentioned, it is not that we do not appreciate you; it is sometimes 
difficult to capture each and every person/group without omitting 
someone. Again, thanks to everyone.

Report of the 
SCHOOL SAFETY GROUP 


Two thousand and eleven was a transitional year for the School 
Safety Group with several personnel changes throughout the year. 
July of two thousand and eleven saw the departure of three key people 
from the school safety group. Superintendent of Schools Mary Ellen 
Johnson has moved on as has Skip Tetreault who served as director 
of buildings and grounds for the school district. Also, safety group 
member and police department school liaison, Detective Bruce 
Lawrence, returned to patrol duty in July of two thousand eleven. 
We would like to thank Dr. Johnson, Skip Tereault and Detective 
Lawrence for their strong commitment to school safety and their 
very hard work during the time they served on the safety group. We 
wish them well in all their future endeavors. 


The group would like to welcome our new Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Richard Canfield and his new director of buildings and 
grounds for the district Allen Hall. We would also like to welcome 
newly appointed School Resource Officer Christa Cabral who will 
serve as the police department liaison on the group. As the member- 
ship of the group continues to evolve new leadership roles within the 
group will be identified and established. 


Despite the challenge of personnel changes, the group contin- 
ued to focus on the issues of prevention, planning, response and 
recovery. With the arrival to the new school year in the fall of 2011, 
Dr. Walter Lesiak began to work with building administrators and 
Building Emergency Response Team (BERT) members in each of 
the four schools in the area of emergency planning by identifying 
and staffing critical roles that BERT members and administrators 
will perform during an emergency. In the spring of two thousand 
eleven safety group members met with each of the teams and en- 
couraged them to continue to organize and meet frequently within 
their own buildings to review and practice emergency response pro- 
cedures utilizing the equipment and training they received from the 
safety group when the BERTs were formed the previous year. We 
are encouraged that each of the schools administrators and BERT 
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members has taken ownership of their roles during a critical inej- 
dent. They continue to organize and train without the need for addi- 
tional safety group involvement. CPR and emergency training was 
provided over the summer break to school bus drivers by Fire Pre- 
vention Officer JJ Burke and other members of the Sandwich Fire 
Department. Lock down and fire drills continue at each of the schools 
with the full support of the safety group and the increased involve- 
ment of the BERTs. 


One of the goals previously identified by the safety group has 
been to assess the culture and climate within the schools to provide 
focus and direction for future planning. The school safety group was 
able to assist the Town’s recently formed Substance Abuse Preven- 
tion Task Force by funding a professional school survey aimed at 
identifying critical issues and confidential student perspectives within 
our school community. 


Looking toward the future the group will continue its mission 
of providing a safe and secure environment for all members of our 
school community by facilitating emergency training, identifying 
needed resources and collaborating with other community groups 
who can assist us in accomplishing this mission. 


Lastly, we would like to express our gratitude to the School 
Committee, Board and Selectmen, School Department Administra- 
tion, Town Manager, School Councils and the community at large 
for their continued support of our efforts.

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Report of the 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The mission of the Department of Public Works (DPW) is to 
maintain, preserve and protect the infrastructure and resources of 
the Town of Sandwich in the most efficient and effective manner. In 
order to fulfill this mission, the DPW strives to provide responsive 
and high quality public service to the residents of Sandwich. Each of 
the DPW departments plays a vital role in providing this service. 


The DPW had another productive year in 2011. The Depart- 
ment dealt with several significant storms, including Tropical Storm 
Irene, completed many construction projects, and maintained the 
safety and soundness of the Town’s infrastructure, grounds and re- 
sources on a daily basis. 


Highways 

The Department continued to implement its pavement man- 
agement plan to maintain, repair and reconstruct Sandwich’s 150 
miles of public roads, the Town’s most valuable asset. Paving treat- 
ments included full-depth reclamation, milling and paving, 
cracksealing, and patching. 


The process of rehabilitating poor-conditioned roads is called 
pavement reclamation. The existing pavement and sub-grade are pul- 
verized to create a homogeneous pavement base, which is then paved 
with a new surface. Pavement reclamation replaces the old method 
of destruction, removal and replacement with new materials. This 
saves on labor, fuel, equipment and most importantly, natural re- 
sources by reusing the existing pavement. This process was used on 
Holly Ridge Drive. 


Roads that are experiencing surface deficiencies but not in 
need of base rehabilitation (e.g., reclamation), are good candidates 
for milling (cold planing) and paving. This process entails grinding 
up several inches of old pavement and adding a new course of hot 
mix asphalt. Milling and paving improves road profiles, cross sec- 
tions, drainage and skid control, and is best used on roads without 
base problems. This method was performed on Quaker Meeting- 
house Road, completing this three-year roadway construction project. 


To maintain our good roads, the Department uses preventa- 
tive maintenance measures such as crack-sealing. Crack-sealing, one 
of the most effective methods of preventative maintenance, helps 
reduce moisture infiltration that causes many pavement distresses. 
This maintenance treatment is essential to extending the life of our 
good-conditioned roads. The Town cracksealed over 35 roads in 2011. 


Pothole patching, berm work, aprons, sidewalk repairs and paving 
around drainage structures were also completed throughout Town. 


The Town continues to construct the sidewalk on Quaker 
Meetinghouse Road as time and funding allows. Over $70,000 was 
spent to install curbing for the future sidewalk. The Town is cur- 
rently seeking numerous funding options to complete construction 
of the sidewalk from Cotuit Road to Route 6A. 
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Major drainage projects were completed on Quaker Meeting- 
house Road, Tupper Road, Holly Ridge Drive, and Luscombe Lane, 
Easements were secured for future drainage projects. 


General maintenance performed by the highway crew included 
catch basin cleaning and repairs, pipe cleaning, street sweeping, sign 
construction and installation, roadside litter pick up, and various other 
routine services for the residents. In total, the DPW responded to 
over 650 work order requests from the public. 


Sandwich was hit with several early season snow storms, de- 
pleting a significant amount of the Snow & Ice budget. This past 
winter, the DPW performed a thorough inspection of private roads 
currently being plowed. The DPW notified homeowners of roads 
that did not meet acceptable plowing standards, as adopted by the 
Board of Selectmen in 1994. The “Winter Maintenance of Private 
Roads” standards were also revised to provide private road 
homeowners a better understanding of the improvements and 
timelines required to obtain DPW approval. All private roads not 
meeting this policy will not be plowed unless they are approved by 
the DPW prior to October 1. 


Sanitation 

The DPW began the long-anticipated Pay-As-You-Throw 
(PAYT) program at the Transfer Station on July 1. The first six months 
of the program proved very successful. As expected, the PAYT pro- 
gram has provided the best incentive to recycle. Increased recycling 
reduces solid waste disposal fees for the Town and, in turn, helps 
offset rising user fees. Over the first six months, solid waste tonnage 
dropped by 41%. Over the same period, recycling increased by 65% 
for commingled items (glass, plastics and bottles) and 36% for fiber 
(paper and cardboard). This resulted in a cost reduction of over 
$10,000 per month. Additionally, the bulky waste fee system, also 
instituted in July, resulted in a cost avoidance of $18,000 for the 
Town over the first six-months of the program. 


As part of the new user-fee based program, the DPW distrib- 
uted over 2,500 recycling bins and 300 compost bins to Transfer 
Station sticker holders. The DPW will continue to encourage recy- 
cling and provide further incentives to the residents to utilize the 
PAYT program. Annual updates of the PAYT program will be pro- 
vided to determine cost savings and to assist with budgeting for the 
Transfer Station Enterprise Fund, beginning July 2012. 


Parks Department and Tree Warden : 

The Town of Sandwich was recognized as a “Tree City” for 
the 11th consecutive year by the National Arbor Day Foundation 
and continues to receive grants for planting and preserving town 
trees. The Department continued its tree management plan by prun- 
ing and planting trees and clearing invasive undergrowth to preserve 
Sandwich’s public trees. 


Several wind storms and Tropical Storm Irene wreaked havoc 
on our public trees this year resulting in significant branch, limb 
and/or tree loss. The DPW worked diligently to remove storm debris 
throughout Town resulting from Irene damage. At no cost, the DPW 
collected tree debris from Town residents at Oak Crest Cove to help 


uce residential costs from the storm damage. Overall, Tropical 
torm Irene costs the DPW over $35,000 for which the Town is 
king reimbursement from the Federal Emergency Management 
ency (FEMA). 


As part of an effort to upgrade and restore the Sandwich Pub- 
ic Library, the DPW removed trees and overgrown vegetation that 
ere impacting the library functionally and aesthetically. This work 
ill enable exterior structural improvements to take place while open- 
ing up the view of the historic library. Continued maintenance of the 
andscaping will allow this building to be a major attraction in Sand- 
wich Village for years to come. 


The Town continued its tree planting partnership with the com- 
munity. On Arbor Day, the DPW partnered with Gill Newton and 
Sandwich High School’s Environmental Science class to plant a tree 
at the corner of Tupper Road and Route 6A. 


The Town continued its aggressive program to brush and prune 
roadsides in an effort to maintain good sight distances and vertical 
clearance along roads while preserving aesthetically pleasing tree 
canopies. 


Our Parks Department diligently maintained our expansive 
grounds throughout Town. The crew superbly maintained our flower 
beds, roadsides, cemeteries and numerous other highly visible pub- 
lic areas that are enjoyed by our residents and visitors. In the tradi- 
tion of Sandwich, the parks crew continued to beautifully decorate 
the Town during the holiday seasons, including installation of new 
winter banners in Sandwich Village purchased by the Sandwich 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Engineering Department 

Thanks to the tremendous generosity of the DeConto Family 
and the efforts and focus of David J. DeConto, Phase | of the Cap- 
tain Gerald F. DeConto, USN Veterans Memorial Stadium was con- 
structed at the Sandwich High School. The new synthetic running 
track, field event amenities, and other features are a great improve- 
ment for the student athletes and others who will benefit from this 
facility. Although the Department assisted with procurement and 
construction, the principal engine behind the work was David J. 
DeConto of the Natural Resources Department, and the Sandwich 
Sports Complex Committee. Thanks belong to them and the DeConto 
family for their generosity and sacrifice. 


Construction began on improvements to the Route 6 Exit 2 
interchange (Route 130), and planned improvements for the inter- 
section of Cotuit, Harlow, and South Sandwich Roads went to bid. 
Traffic safety has long been problematic at these locations and the 
Department has long advocated for funding assistance to implement 
improvements. Route 6 Exit 2 construction is anticipated to con- 
tinue through 2012. Construction at Cotuit, Harlow, and South Sand- 
wich Roads is anticipated to commence in the spring of 2012 and 
continue through the year. Funding for both projects has been pro- 
vided by the Massachusetts Department of Transportation Highway 
Division and Federal Highway Administration. 
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The Engineering Department continued efforts to protect wa- 
ter quality through a grant obtained from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Natural Resource Conservation Service. This 
allowed the Department to procure design of stormwater runoff treat- 
ment facilities for a portion of the Jarvesville neighborhood, Board- 
walk Road, and Town Neck Beach parking lot. The designs are com- 
plete and funding for construction is being sought. 


Construction of the final phase of stormwater runoff treatment 
improvements were completed along Tupper Road from Route 6A 
to Town Hall. Final pavement resurfacing is anticipated to be com- 
pleted in the spring of 2012, which will bring construction to a close. 
This work has been funded by a multi-year grant provided by the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection section 319 
program. 


The Engineering Department also continued implementation 
of the Town’s Stormwater Management Plan as mandated by the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). This included educating 
the public and schools, adopting and enforcing regulations and im- 
proving drainage systems on public roads. EPA has indicated that a 
new permit may be issued in 2012 with substantial new require- 
ments for sampling and management of stormwater runoff. The 
Department will assess the new permit when it is issued and advise 
the Town accordingly if additional budgetary or programmatic as- 
sistance will be needed. 


Engineering assisted with planning and maintenance of Town 
roads and other infrastructure. Included were pavement resurfacing 
of Quaker Meetinghouse Road and Holly Ridge Drive, assistance 
with Chapter 90 road maintenance planning, and numerous traffic 
safety assessments made at various locations. 


Technical review and construction inspection services were 
provided to the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals for 
new developments in Town. Although the economy has put a damper 
on private construction, work continued on new subdivision roads at 
Rockhill Estates, Watts Farm, and Colonial Way. Technical support 
was also provided to various Town departments in the form of GIS 
mapping and procurement assistance. 


Special thanks to all the volunteers, committees, boards and 
Town Departments in Sandwich for their dedication and commit- 
ment to make Sandwich a special place. I also wish to recognize my 
entire staff for their support, perseverance and hard work in what 
was a very demanding year given the implementation of our many 
new programs at the DPW.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


2011 commenced with the submission of a public library con- 
struction grant application to the Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners for the new South Sandwich Village Library. In 
March of 2011, in compliance with grant regulations, the Board of 
Library Trustees appeared before the Board of Selectmen to request 
a warrant article be placed before Town Meeting to seek the Town’s 
approval of the design and submission of the grant. Citing other town 
needs, the Selectmen did not approve the placement of the article on 
the May Town Meeting Warrant. Anticipating that the project would 
be favored by the Selectmen as the result of their June 2010 vote to 
provide the Library Trustees with three acres of land in the Golden 
Triangle, the Library Trustees proceeded with a citizens’ petition 
and were successful in having the article appear before Town Meet- 
ing. After a very healthy debate, the article passed. The grant was 
submitted and underwent a lengthy review considering factors such 
as need, design and the site and as a result of the merits of the project, 
the proposed new South Sandwich Village Center Library project 
was placed on a waiting list to receive funding. 


The year also marked the 100" Anniversary of the dedication 
of the original library building, which was funded through a bequest 
of Mr. & Mrs. William H. Weston. To celebrate the library’s long 
legacy a 100" Birthday Bash was held on the library lawn and in- 
cluded performances by the Sandwich Town Band, Theatre of Sand- 
wich and Chip Hill. A magnificent cake created by Sara Beth Gall to 
mark the accomplishment was served to guests. A new fundraising 
campaign, the Second Century Club, was launched to continue the 
legacy of philanthropic support and community participation begun 
by the Westons. 


In the May town elections, we welcomed Paul Alvarenga as a 
new Library Trustee. At the May Town Meeting, the body approved 
the new boiler system for the Main Street library but the project 
failed at the polls a few days later. 


The Trustees, committed to maintaining Sunday operating 
hours no longer funded through the town appropriation, developed 
the Sponsor a Sunday program. Businesses, families, civic groups 
and individuals, through their generous donations, enabled the li- 
brary to continue Sunday operating hours. The Sponsor a Sunday 
program, as well as the Second Century Club campaign, indicates 
that the library’s budget relies on the support of the community and 
the development of a public/private partnership to maintain library 
services. 


Library programs for members of the community of all ages 
continue to be a major component of library services. Our youngest 
patrons enjoyed storytimes, book discussion groups, the annual teddy 
bear picnic, the Strega Nona puppet show and pasta luncheon, The 
Gingerbread Man puppet show and cookie decorating, The Three 
Little Pigs puppet show and pancake breakfast. The statewide sum- 
mer reading theme, “One World, Many Stories” enabled young read- 
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ers to get the reading passport stamped. They also enjoyed Worl 
Tales with Jennings & Ponder, Julie & Denya’s Fantastic Musi 
Adventures and Jackson Gillman’s Songs and Stories for a Sma 
Planet. Teens wee engaged in the “You Are Here” summer readin; 
theme. Rick Riordan, author of the Percy Jackson series, spoke to. 
full house at Sandwich High School’s Auditorium. The Lunar Ney 
Year Celebration held in February with a stunning performance b 
the Chinese Folkarts Workshop and collaboration with the Taipe 
Economic and Cultural Office of Boston. Adults enjoyed a numbe 
of author visits and book signings including Justin Cronin, Lis 
Genova, Tracy Chevalier and Tess Gerritsen in addition to book dis 
cussion groups, film series, lectures and a yoga program. 


Sandwich Reads Together continues to present exemplary pro 
grams to engage the entire community. This year’s theme, “So Many 
Ways to Tell Our Story, So Many Stories to Tell” brought an inter 
view with Russell Baker, storytelling performances and workshop: 
with Jay O’Callahan and Bill Harley, and the StoryCorps Nationa 
Day of Listening. Linda Greenlaw, author of The Hungry Ocean 
The Lobster Chronicles and Seaworthy visited with her mother 
Martha Greenlaw, and spoke about their collaborative cookbooks 
Recipes from a Small Island and The Maine Summers Cookbook 
Henry Winkler, star of Happy Days delighted the audience when he 
visited to speak about his new book, /’ve Met an Idiot on the River. 
Reflections on Family, Fishing and Photography. The highlight of 
this year’s Sandwich Reads Together programming was a visit from 
Ruth Reichl, former editor in chief of Gourmet magazine, restaurant 
critic for The New York Times and author of Tender at the Bone, 
Garlic and Sapphires and Comfort Me with Apples. The Sandwich 
Reads Together committee organized a delightful summer supper at 
the Grange followed by a book talk and signing at Sandwich Town 
Hall. 


The library is so fortunate to have so many collaborative com- 
munity partners who enable us, through financial support and vol- 
unteer efforts, to present such a wide variety of remarkable programs 
enjoyed by all. We are indebted especially to the Friends of the Sand- 
wich Public Library whose diligent efforts provide us with funding 
for programs, museum passes, furniture and equipment. The Kiwanis 
Club’s Levreault Trust underwrites our summer children’s program 
and the Sandwich Artisans generously donate their vendor fees for 
programs. Support from Titcomb’s Book Shop, Sandwich Recre- 
ation, Sandwich Chamber of Commerce, Cape Cod 5, Eastern Bank, 
Green Briar Nature Center, Eastern Bank, are just a sampling of 
entities that strengthen our public/private partnerships. We are grateful 
for the support from individuals and families who contribute to our 
success. Our thanks are extended to our dedicated corps of volun- 
teers who ensure that library operations run smoothly through their 
diligent efforts.

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Report of the 
CULTURAL COUNCIL 


The Sandwich Cultural Council is the local arm of the Massa- 
chusetts Cultural Council. Members are volunteers who are respon- 
sible for making decisions on how to award money granted by the 
MCC in ways that will serve local cultural needs. We solicit and 
review grant requests annually and award funding to individuals or 
organizations seeking to provide programs that will enrich, educate, 
and/or entertain the residents of Sandwich.

The Trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund are elected by the 
Voters to serve the Town by managing endowment funds for the 
Sandwich Public Library. This year we mourned the loss of Charles 
Scribner in April, 2011. Chuck was an energetic Trustee, full of en- 
ergy and great investment ideas. We sorely miss him. 


The Fund distributed $15,282 to the Town for library purposes 
for fiscal year 2011. This compares to $14,457 in fiscal year 2010. 
Continued low interest rates impacted our income and we expect 
this level of low interest income to prevail for the near future. The 
allocation of assets in the Fund reflects a balanced investment ap- 
proach with long-term objectives of increasing the Fund value and 
income. The market value of the Fund was $654,985 as of June 30, 
2011, compared to $548,956 as of June 30, 2010. 


It was another challenging year for the investment portfolio. 
The challenge of creating income in this low-interest-rate environ- 
ment continues. Our conservative investment philosophy has damp- 
ened the downside of the fund assets relative to other indices. We 
note that dividends currently provide more income than bonds — an 
historical anomaly. 


We are pleased to acknowledge a generous gift in memory of 
Doris and George Fried from Alice and Michael Baker. 
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The Trustees of the Sandwich Public Library help us coordi- 
nate an annual appeal to residents of the Town. The annual appeal 
donations are assigned to the Endowment Fund, which has grown to 
be the second largest component of the Weston Memorial Fund. We 
thank you and encourage everyone to make an annual donation to 
this important fund for the library.

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Report of the 
HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority is an independent govern- 
mental entity administered by a Board of Commissioners consisting 
of four members elected by the voters of Sandwich and a fifth mem- 
ber appointed by the Governor of the Commonwealth. 


The mission of the Sandwich Housing Authority is to provide 
safe and affordable housing for low and moderate income persons, 
encourage self-sufficiency, and continuously pursue opportunities 
for the expansion of affordable housing units whenever financial or 
regulatory opportunities may exist. 


The Authority currently provides housing for families, senior 
citizens and people with special needs at properties located on George 
Fernandes Way and at Hansen Village on Tom’s Way. 


These properties include: 

* 28 units of state-funded Section 667 elderly housing 

* 8 units of state-funded Section 667 congregate housing 

* 13 units state-funded Section 705 family housing 

* 12 units of state-funded Section 689 special needs housing 
* 2 units of CPC-funded rental housing 


The Authority also administers State and Federal rental vouch- 
ers which can be utilized at non-SHA rental properties. throughout 
the area including: 

* 9 state-funded MRVP vouchers for low-income families and 

individuals 

* 20 state-funded AHVP vouchers for low-income & disabled 

individuals 

* 28 HUD Section 8 vouchers for low-income families and 

individuals 


2011 was both a challenging and an exciting year for the Sand- 
wich Housing Authority. 


As with housing agencies across the Commonwealth, SHA 
continued to see a growing demand which far exceeded its supply of 
available housing. Since SHA maintains a 100% occupancy rate of 
our public housing units, we counsel applicants about other housing 
resources on the Cape whenever we can. 


The need for new housing units is great, and the SHA is very 
appreciative to the Community Preservation Committee and the 
members of Town Meeting for their continued confidence and sup- 
port on two new affordable housing initiatives. 


Sandwich RAP Program —Two Sandwich families continue 
to occupy homes that were acquired and renovated using a portion 
of the RAP funds which were approved by the C ommunity Preser- 
vation Committee (CPC) and Town Meeting. Under this program, 
CPC funds are used by the SHA as a down payment to acquire and 
renovate an existing housing unit for a qualified family. The income 
generated through the rental of the unit is then used to fund the 
monthly mortgage payment to a local bank. The SHA anticipates 
closing on a third house in early 2012.

Expansion of George Fernandes Way — The Authority co 
tinues to work with its development team to create 24 new units 
affordable housing on SHA-owned land adjacent to Georg 
Fernandes Way using $1.8 million in funding that was allocated b 
the CPC and approved at Town Meeting. The Authority is also ex 
ploring ways to rehabilitate the existing 12 units at GFW by leverag 
ing the CPC award and other state and federal funding sources. 


Other Expansion Efforts —\n a further effort to increase ac 
quisition opportunities, the SHA has been designated as an approve 
buyer for future Mass Housing Partnership and Massachusetts De 
partment of Housing and Community Development (DHCD) fundec 
affordable units. This will allow the SHA to acquire affordable hous: 
ing units which may be included within a planned 40(b) subdivi- 
sion. 


The SHA has also been recommended by both the Sandwick 
Planning Board and the Sandwich Board of Appeals as the recom- 
mended monitoring agent for affordable housing in the Town of Sand- 
wich. This will allow the Authority to monitor planned affordable 
developments to ensure that they remain in compliance with local 
and state policies. Fees earned from these services will be utilized te 
further expand SHA services. 


The Board of Commissioners would like to recognize the good 
work of Commissioner Daniel DiGiandomenico who served on the 
Board from 2005 - 2011. The Board welcomed two new Commis- 
sioners this year: Christine Palkoski and Hank Tuohy. The Board 
would also like to thank our Executive Director and Staff for all of 
their continued efforts during the year as well as their ability to find 
a positive side to almost every situation! 


The Authority would also like to thank Town Manager Bud 
Dunham, the Board of Selectmen, the Police & Fire Departments, 
the Department of Public Works, the Council on Aging, the Board 
of Health, the Town Planner and all the other town agencies for their 
continued assistance, cooperation and support throughout the year.

This was a busy year due, in part, to some unexpected changes. 
vernmental budget cuts trickled down to the Public Health Arena 
d dictated changes in vaccine procurement and therefore in costs 
us. The State would no longer provide us with catch-up vaccines 
or children or any vaccines for adults. ....1ncluding the pneumococ- 
| and influenza vaccines for adults. The State Department of Pub- 
ic Health did find resources late in the flu season and provided addi- 
ional doses of flu vaccine. Instead of ordering a small supply of 
ivate flu vaccine in July/August, I had to order 720 doses of Fluzone 
well as anumber of doses of Menactra (to prevent meningococcal 
isease), Hepatitis A and B, MMR (mumps, measles, and rubella), 
dap (tetanus, diphtheria,and pertussis), and Pneumococcal vaccine 
(to protect against 23 types of pneumococcal bacteria). Keeping up 
with the demand for Zostavax (the shingles vaccine) was also a pri- 
ority. During the same time period, the syringes, needles, alcohol 
swabs, bandaids, gloves, syringe containers, and hand sanitizers had 
to be ordered for flu clinics which would begin in August and con- 
tinue through November with individual appointments continuing 
on a daily basis throughout early 2012. Locations for clinics had to 
be booked and, most importantly, the volunteer professional and 
administrative staffs had to be contacted and scheduled. Unfortu- 
nately, Cathy Gwynn, our hard working part-time nurse and my pro- 
fessional colleague, left during this time in order to pursue new ex- 
periences. She had worked here for 12 years and will certainly be 
missed. 


Thanks to the help of our energetic, reliable volunteers, I was 
able to hold 5 flu clinics (3 were all day and | ended at 6PM.) Ap- 
proximately 900 Sandwich residents/workers were vaccinated with 
influenza vaccine. I am happy to report that we have never had a 
needlestick incident with over 9000 injections given over the past 
six years. Jeannette Scalese, Nursing Administrative Assistant, contin- 
ues to do our Medicare billing and University of Mass. Medical 
School, Worcester, Center for Health Care Financing acts as a clear- 
inghouse for claims by public clinics and bills private insurers for 
us. 


I continued to hold routine immunization clinics for adults 
and children on the first Tuesday of each month. I administered 145 
shots (Tdap 28, Hepatitis A 4, Hepatitis B 33, Pneumococcal 24, 
Varicella 4, Zostavax 24, MMR 4, and 24 TB tests). In addition, I am 
working with the GenOn power plant to provide the Hepatitis B 
immunization series to their first responders. The first clinic occurred 
in November. There will be 2 additional clinics scheduled. Revenue 
from injections was approximately $22, 869.66. 


There is also a growing population of adults who require 
monthly B12 (Cyanocobalamin) injections. With a doctor’s order, 
they can receive their intramuscular injection in this office with flex- 
ible scheduling, without having a co-pay. This past year, I gave 75 
B12 injections. 


We participate in the Massachusetts Department of Public 
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Health electronic disease surveillance system using the Massachu- 
setts Virtual Epidemiologic Network. This year I received notifica- 
tion of 120 reportable diseases which included Hepatitis B and C, 
Enteric illnesses, Varicella, Streptococcus pneumoniae, Group A and 
B Streptococcus, Haemophilus influenza, Toxoplasmosis, and tick 
borne diseases. 

Lyme Disease, Babesiosis, and Human Granulocytic Anaplas- 
mosis accounted for 85 of the reportable diseases with 74 of the 85 
being Lyme disease. After receiving notification from the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health I will call physicians, when 
possible, to verify illness and then call the patients to discuss symp- 
toms, treatment, exposure history (food, travel, activities), and when 
necessary, contacts, food products consumed, place of consumption 
or purchase and place of employment. Information gathered is sent 
back to the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. While meet- 
ing the MDPH requirements, this process also acts as a backup sys- 
tem to ensure that all patients are informed of the disease they sought 
treatment for and are receiving an appropriate medication. 


In April, after having many residents stop in the office to re- 
port they or a family member had fallen, we organized a presenta- 
tion by Spaulding Rehabilitation titled “Slips, Trips and Broken Hips: 
How to Protect yourself from Falls and Injuries” which was well 
attended at OakCrest Cove. Participants were screened for balance 
problems and given exercises to correct them. 


Blood pressure screenings and medication counseling is done 
the first Thursday of each month at Shawme J and II and will soon 
be reinstituted at Hansen Village. Also, blood pressures are done 
daily on a walk-in basis or by appointment in the office. In many 
cases, medication/dietary discussions occur and appropriate infor- 
mation is given to the client. In some cases the primary doctor is 
called or, at the client’s request, a specialist is consulted. This past 
year we saw over 300 clients for blood pressure checks. This has 
also provided a good opportunity to review medications the client 
was prescribed. 


I made 19 home visits, some complex requiring co-ordination 
with the Outreach Worker, Fire Department, and Board of Health, 
others were well being visits, injections, hospital visits or requests 
by family members for acute illness evaluation. I was also able to 
respond to three medical incidents in the Human Services Building. 


As always, the durable medical equipment shed stocked with 
wheelchairs, shower chairs/benches, walkers, commodes, bedrails, 
canes, and crutches was a busy area. There were more than 200 vis- 
its to the shed this year. Residents of Sandwich can sign out equip- 
ment and keep it as long as it is medically necessary. 


Cathy held Well Women’s Clinics this past spring. She and 
Dr. Wendy Bone saw 12 patients in the spring clinics where they 
performed physicals, reviewed lab work, made referrals, and did 
dietary and health teaching. 


I saw an increasing number of walk-in visits this year. They 
ranged from: dressing changes; evaluation of lesions; tick removals; 
teaching injection techniques; reviewing hospital and doctor’s or- 


ders with patients; assisting relatives who are setting up home care; 
immunization counseling; referrals to Cape Cod Free Clinic and 
Bourne Walk-in Clinic; evaluating and referring mental health is- 
sues; assessing patients with headaches, dizziness, and light 
headedness; falls; reviewing prescribed medications with patients; 
and helping with bereavement issues. We also have had residents 
from surrounding towns call or come in with requests and questions. 


My goal is to remain current on all events which could poten- 
tially affect the health of the residents of Sandwich. In the past, this 
has included preparing for novel viruses such as HIN 1, understand- 
ing medications new to the market (Gardasil, Pradaxa) and in the 
case of immunizations, being prepared to offer them when they come 
on the market (Adacel, Zostavax). 


| am grateful for the hard work, flexibility, and professional- 
ism of our volunteers, without whom we would not be able to hold 
large immunization clinics. Thank you Cathy Baker, Susan Selby, 
and Maureen Schneider for your time and expertise in making our 
months of clinics safe and enjoyable. Our gratitude goes to Diane 
and Bill Gill, Rosemary Rhoades, Joanne Heatley, Gerry Selby, Addie 
Finn, and RoseMarie Fariello for helping us with the administrative 
piece which keeps the clinics running smoothly and allows for more 
efficient billing. I also want to thank Jeannette Scalese, Administra- 
tive Assistant, for her part in coordinating the day to day functions of 
the department as well as assisting with the planning and implemen- 
tation of the various programs.

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Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate on 
behalf of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by identifying 
and developing resources of assistance; 2) provide information, re- 
ferral, outreach, nutrition and health services, in cooperation with 
other Town Departments and area agencies; 3) enhance quality of 
life for seniors and the community by providing educational, recre- 
ation, cultural programs and activities; and 4) set policy for opera- 
tion of the Senior Center. 


Our senior citizen population (age 60+) is 5,413 (25% of the 
population). We know there will be a dramatic increase in the num- 
bers of residents turning 60 —in 2021 the projected number is 9,261 
— 45% of the population (based on numbers in 2011 census). Your 
Council on Aging staff and Board of Directors as well as our Friends 
of Sandwich Council on Aging are aware and concerned of this 
growth trend and will continue to advocate to ensure your Council 
on Aging is able to serve this growing population. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and 
well being of our senior citizens and their families. Living indepen- 
dently and safely in one’s own home as long as possible is important 
to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is crucial to that 
goal. We work closely with many local, state and federal agencies to 
leverage as much assistance as possible. We continue to try and meet | 
the challenge to supplement funding cuts to programs that are im- 
portant to senior citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from — 
donations and the willingness of Sandwich citizens of all ages to | 
help in so many ways. 


We provide programs to address outreach needs and/or con- 
cerns, information and referrals, advocacy for senior citizens and 
their family members. In FY 11, our Outreach Program assisted 398 
senior citizens plus assisted an additional 81 with applications for 
fuel assistance. We also assisted 161 community members under 
age 60 and provided fuel assistance intake assistance for 112 fami- 
lies age 59 and under in 2011. 


As a service to community members of all ages, we continue 
to oversee the Global Petroleum Oil donation as well as continue to 
be an intake site for the State Fuel Assistance Program through South 
Shore Community Action. We encourage residents of any age strug- 
gling with heating bills to contact us at 508-888-4737 to inquire 
about program guidelines. 


Our Volunteer Program is crucial to our operation. Talented 
and dedicated volunteers deserve most of the credit for the success 
of the work of the Council on Aging. If you are interested in helping 
out please contact our Volunteer Coordinator at 508-888-4737. You 
do not have to be over age 60 to volunteer! Our volunteers make 
possible many programs such as: Reception Desk coverage, Semi- 
nars, Tai Chi, Friendly Visitors, Handyman Repair Program, Tele- 
phone Reassurance, Intergenerational Programs, Transportation and 
our Newsletter collating. Our Board Members are also volunteers as 


are the Friends of Sandwich Council on Aging Board. In FY 11, our 
123 volunteers gave 8,147 hours valued at $169,865.00. Our volun- 
teers are vital not only to the Council on Aging but to all Sandwich 
residents. We honor them each year with a recognition luncheon 
made possible with State Formula Grant funds. 


Our Transportation Program: The Council on Aging has 
two vehicles — 12 passenger van as well as a bus we received through 
a grant award from the Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority in Feb- 
ruary, 2010. We operate our passenger vans to transport seniors to 
medical appointments, grocery shopping, pharmacy, banks, area 
malls, and errands such as the library, town offices, hair dressers, 
barbers as well as to programs at the Council on Aging. We also 
transport to Sight Loss Support Group once a month. These pro- 
grams are possible through the generous donation of time by our 
van volunteers. More are needed! Beginning July, 2011, The Coun- 
cil on Aging was funded $2,500 towards the cost of gasoline. The 
users of this service pay a donation to support this program and nec- 
essary maintenance costs. 


We also have volunteer drivers available to drive seniors to 
medical appointments. This program is critical, as many seniors can 
no longer drive. 


Until the Council on Aging has a paid professional driver to 
drive our vans, the Council on Aging is unable to adequately provide 
for the transportation needs of elders who no longer (or should not) 
drive. 


Other Programs: We provide many social, educational and 
wellness programs and we encourage you to explore our offerings. 


Staff or volunteers responded to 20,957 Telephone calls (24,5 84 
in FY 10) for general information and referral, transportation, educa- 
tional seminars, social programs, outreach requests, fuel assistance, 
financial assistance, health issues/screenings, and insurance coun- 
seling SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs of Elders). 


Participation at our programs was 15,006 in areas such as our 
many classes, seminars, socials, day trips, luncheons, transportation 


to medical appointments, grocery shopping, appointments for law- 
yers, tax preparation, health screenings, support groups and wellness 
programs were handled during FY 11. Evening and Saturday fitness 
_ programs have proved very popular. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Our newsletter is published 10 months 
(December/January and July/August are combined) and is made 
possible with the support of local merchants who advertise in our 
Newsletter. We receive no town funds. They make possible the print- 
ing and mailing of our Newsletter (16,356 in FY11) to 2,000+ busi- 
nesses and residents. In order to save postage costs, we do encour- 
age receiving via e-mail. This Newsletter communicates the pro- 
grams and services being offered at the Council on Aging as well as 
information on health, legal and financial issues. As many as 30 
volunteers address and collate the Newsletter each month. We thank 
our advertising sponsors for their ongoing support.

Many organizations provide support and assistance to the pro- 
grams and services at the Council on Aging.

We also thank private citizens 
who support us through their donations of funds and items such as 
craft items, supplies and services. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Departments. 
These men and women are always ready to assist the Council on 
Aging and Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely 
appreciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the policymaking Board of the 
Council on Aging. The Board would like to thank the citizens of 
Sandwich and officials for their assistance and support during the 
year. The Board will continue to advocate for the need of a Senior 
Center to provide appropriate and adequate space and has made 
this their number one priority. We remain hopeful that there will be 
encouraging news soon for a timeline for the building of our Senior 
Center. 


We are fortunate to have the services of a knowledgeable and 
caring staff. Town funded positions are Martha Johnson, Outreach 
Coordinator who advocates for services for clients; Patricia Ryan,

Report of the 
DEPARTMENT OF 
VETERANS’ SERVICES 


2011 saw an increase in volume for our entire District due to 
difficult economic conditions and increasing medical costs. The needs 
of our veterans’ population continue to evolve as our Iraq/Afghani- 
stan veterans come home and the needs of our World War II, Korea, 
Vietnam and peacetime veterans change with the passage of time. 


In 2011 we provided local aid of over $10,000 to the town’s 
needy veterans and their widows. These benefits were reimbursed to 
the town at 75% by the Commonwealth. 


We also filed numerous claims with the Veterans Administra- 
tion for service-connected disabilities for Sandwich veterans and 
low income federal pensions for veterans and widows. Federal mon- 
ies paid to Sandwich veterans and widows for these benefits in 2011 
totaled $3.6 million. These federal monies significantly relieved de- 
mand on the Town’s local aid budget. 


Our objective is to be a one-stop center for all of the benefit 
needs of both veterans and their spouses and our staff works very 
hard to meet that goal. We are anxious and willing to assist with 
claims and information for the full range of available services. 


We encourage any veteran or dependent of a veteran to con- 
tact us at 1-888-778-8701 Monday through Friday from 8:30 AM to 
4:30 PM. We can also schedule appointments in one of our offices, 
in the Town Hall, at your home or any location that is best for you. 
For the convenience of our Sandwich veterans, we also keep office 
hours at the Sandwich Council on Aging on Wednesday afternoons.

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Report of the 
CAPE COD REGIONAL 
TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority (CCRTA) has pro- 
vided in Sandwich 16,400 one-way passenger trips from July 2010 
through June 2011 (FY11). 


CCRTA provided 262 general public clients in Sandwich with 
DART (Dial-a-Ride Transportation) service during FY 11. These cli- 
ents took a total of 15,352 one-way passenger trips during this time 
period. Total DART passenger trips in the fifteen towns of Cape Cod 
were 168,627 in FY10 compared to 184,344 in FY11. 


CCRTA FY 11 records for the Boston Hospital Transportation 
service indicates 19 Sandwich residents took 110 one-way trips on 
this service. 


CCRTA supplied the Sandwich Council on Aging with one 
Mobility Assistance Program (MAP) vehicle that provided 938 rides 
from July 2010 to June 2011. 


Route maps, schedules, fares, Google Transit Trip Planner and 
the latest news about Cape Cod public transportation services are 
provided at www.capecodrta.org, as well as links to many other trans- 
portation resources.

School Committee Meetings: 

Regular School Committee Meetings are held at 7:00 PM, in the 
Sandwich High School Library, on the first and third Wednesdays of 
each month, unless otherwise posted. 


School Entrance Ages: 
School Committee Policy states: “Children must be five (5) years of 


age by September I* to be eligible for Kindergarten, and six (6) 
years of age by September 1* to be eligible for first grade. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering either Kinder- 
garten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 


Medical requirements for school entrance are immunizations accord- 
ing to the General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: 
The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause every child in 


the public schools to be separately and carefully examined by a phy- 
sician duly registered in Massachusetts within six months before 
entrance to school or during the first year after entrance and at inter- 
vals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever feasible. If the 
conditions are severe, school will be canceled. If conditions are al- 
most safe but the Highway Department needs extra time to plow, the 
school day will be shortened. Under this alternative plan the open- 
ing of all schools and all bus pickups will be delayed two hours. 
When the schools are on a two-hour delay, there will be no morning 
kindergarten. You will receive an “Alert Now” message regarding 
no school announcements or a two hour delayed opening. Announce- 
ments will also be carried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, by radio stations 
WQRC 99.9 FM, CAPE 104, WCOD 106.1 FM, WXTK 94.9 FM, 
WPLM-AM 1390, as well as television stations WBZ Channel 4, WCVB 
Channel 5, WHDH Channel 7, and WLVI Channel 56.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Sandwich Public Schools provide an excellent educational 
opportunity for the 3,346 students enrolled in pre-kindergarten 
through grade eight at the Forestdale, Oak Ridge and Henry T. Wing 
schools, and Sandwich High School. The schools enjoy an excellent 
reputation for teaching and learning, and appreciate the support from 
the Sandwich community. Sandwich Public School students consis- 
tently demonstrate intellectual curiosity, kindness, and motivation 
as they strive to achieve goals through diligence and effort. 


The Sandwich Public Schools believe that expectations, ef- 
fort, instruction, relationships and results matter. This belief is cen- 
tral to the district’s goal to reach 21st Century global standards of 
achievement, leadership and citizenship. The dedicated, focused and 
caring professionals of the Sandwich Public Schools are committed 
to meeting academic, social, and civic expectations that are at the 
heart of 21st Century teaching and learning standards. 


In an era of diminishing resources, the Sandwich schools are 
focusing on efficiencies and innovation to make the best, most re- 
sponsible use of resources, while continuing to provide relevant cur- 
ricular experiences to insure that all students graduate equipped with 
college or career ready knowledge and skills. 


Sandwich High School represents the culminating experience 
in each student’s K-12 journey, and the community takes pride in its 
high school. Sandwich High School is fully accredited by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC). In June of 
2011, Sandwich High School received recognition as one of 
America’s Top 500 high schools. SHS Blue Knight Pride is demon- 
strated through its core values of performance, respect, integrity, 
dedication, and excellence. Additionally, clearly defined academic, 
social and civic expectations provide direction for teaching and learn- 
ing for all students. The high school is preparing for its decennial 
visit from NEASC that will occur in the fall of 2013. Teams of teach- 
ers, students and parents are at work writing reports based upon the 
seven NEASC standards for accreditation. 


In October of 201 1, the high school was recognized by NEASC 
for exemplary practice in the area of personalization, specifically 
for the Freshman Experience program. The new senior mentor pro- 
gram won rave reviews when the students presented at the Show- 
case of Model School Practices. 


Sandwich High School continues to boast excellent MCAS 
scores placing the school consistently in the top tier among Cape 
Cod high schools and throughout the state. The English Language 
Arts (ELA) scores were 91% advanced and proficient. Mathemat- 
ics scores were 89% advanced and proficient, and biology scores 
were 89% advanced and proficient. College acceptance rates are 
strong with students attending top ranked colleges and universi- 
ties including Ivy League schools, NESCAC, and service acad- 
emies. Feedback gathered from graduates is exceedingly posi- 
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tive as students praise their experience and preparation for rigor- 
ous learning opportunities beyond high school. p 


Among the successes, came news that, once again, the Mas- 
sachusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association (MIAA) Hall of Fame 
award has been awarded to Sandwich High School, a distinction 
received six times. This honor is a credit to coaches, athletes, and 
fans for sportsmanship that is emblematic of Blue Knight Pride, 
Success of SHS athletes is evident in the number of undefeated sea- 
sons and league championships. The artists and musicians continue 
to excel as well. The Knights Theatre Club does an outstanding job, 
and our young artists are flourishing not only at SHS, but also in 
their well deserved placements at some of the finest art schools in 
the country. 


All students at Sandwich High School must complete a 
capstone course defined by experiential learning, performance-based 
assessment, and demonstration of mastery to adults from the com- 
munity. The high school is grateful to the community for the ongo- 
ing support of all of the capstone activities including Environmental 
Technology and Senior Project. 


High school students and staff will play a key role in the de- 
velopment of the 2020 Vision, as they strive to shape the future of 
their school, their town, country and global community. 


Forestdale School serves 745 students and Oak Ridge School 
serves 751 students in grades K-8, while The Henry T. Wing School 
is home to 828 students in grades pre-kindergarten through grade 8. 
The Lesley University — Literacy Collaborative program serves as 
the cornerstone of the language arts curriculum. Instruction includes 
mini-lessons, reader’s and writer’s workshops, and guided reading. 
Struggling learners are supported through Leveled Literacy Inter- 
vention (LLI), Reading Recovery and/or Special Education. 


The Everyday Math program has been expanded to include 
grades K-6. Students requiring additional support work with Math 
Intervention teachers at each of the three schools. In addition to sci- 
ence, mathematics, ELA, and social studies, students participate in 
music, physical education and visual art. World Language is offered 
to students in grades 5-8. Community service is emphasized in all of 
the schools, and a variety of activities result in helping hands within 
the school and the community of Sandwich. Each school has a recy- 
cling program providing students with the opportunity to be good 
citizens and stewards of the environment. Teachers are trained in 
Responsive Classroom and Developmental Design, both programs 
designed to enhance the culture and relationships within the school 
community. Technology plays an important role in Sandwich class- 
rooms. The district continues to enhance instruction through Smart 
Board and other newer forms of technology, including increased use 
of IPADS. 


All Sandwich schools have a School Data Team that works 
with data derived from state academic performance measures and 
local assessments to monitor and to adjust instruction to improve 
achievement. The schools look for gain in scores for each cohort of 
students and set goals for improvement. Forestdale celebrated a sec- 


ond place finish in the Math Counts competition and had a student 
qualify for the National Geography Bee state competition. Oak Ridge 
was designated as very high performing in ELA, and high perform- 
ing in mathematics in 2011 for their MCAS performance. The Wing 
school was recognized for having no failures on the 8th grade MCAS 
in ELA. The Wing School was one of 127 schools to receive a com- 
mendation from the Massachusetts Department of Education for 
narrowing the proficiency gap for special education students. 


All of the schools enjoy the support of Parent Teacher Asso- 
ciations (PTA) that support special programs and enrichment activi- 
ties through their various fundraising activities. The PTA also pro- 
vides an opportunity for parents to come together with teachers and 
school administration to discuss issues important to the schools. A 
district Parents Council brings together the officers of the PTAs and 
the Parent Advisory Council (PAC) that represents the needs of spe- 
cial education students, to discuss system-wide interests and con- 
cerns. 


The district provides special education services through an 
inclusion model and offers services to small groups and individual 
students. Forestdale has a system-wide Communication Skills De- 
velopment program. Located at the Wing School, the district’s pre- 
kindergarten program draws students from all three K-8 schools. 
Now, in its third year, the Spinnaker program provides service to 
children supported by extensive professional development through 
CARD (Children with Autism and Related Disorders). The success 
of this program is evidenced in the improvement of verbal commu- 
nication and social skill development for Spinnaker students. Project 
Excel offers an alternate high school experience for high school stu- 
dents whose social, emotional and academic needs can best be met 
in a smaller alternate program. In June of 2011, Excel celebrated its 
first graduate, a student prepared to move ahead to post secondary 
education. The high school also offers a Learning Center, Social 
Development Program, and Life Skills Program, as well as inclu- 
sion academics and itinerant services to complete a comprehensive 
model for special education services. Social Workers in each school 
provide valuable support for students and families with a variety of 
needs. They also provide support programs to help with individual 
and whole class interventions including social skills, problem solv- 
ing, and strategies to promote self esteem and confidence among all 
students. The district also continues to develop and to implement an 
intervention model designed to identify learning problems, to inter- 
vene and to provide support and remediation as pre referral strate- 
gies. Intervention, known federally as Response to Intervention (RTI), 
a regular education program, requires regular and special educators 
to work hand-in-hand to provide quality instruction for every stu- 
dent. 


Facility needs are monitored by the district Director of Facili- 
ties. He has responsibility for 620,674 square feet of facilities and 
nearly 46 acres of fields and grounds that are used extensively for 
town as well as school programs. Currently, he is working to de- 
velop a 5-year plan to focus on preventative and routine mainte- 
nance and to identify and plan for capital needs. A plan for central- 
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ized purchasing will also extend the system’s ability to maintain the 
buildings and grounds in a cost effective manner. The year 2011, 
will also be remembered for the dedication and opening of the new 
Captain Gerald F. DeConto, USN Veterans Memorial Stadium. The 
culmination of years of planning and fundraising led by the DeConto 
family and many volunteers, the new facility has a beautiful modern 
track and new sod field. The stadium committee is now moving into 
Phase II aiming at stadium completion including the addition of an 
artificial turf field, seating and lighting. The memorial field will pay 
tribute to all of our veterans from all branches of the armed services 
and will be a source of pride within Sandwich and throughout the 
Cape. The year 2011, has also been a year for planning the Green 
Repair project for new roofs and new windows for both Forestdale 
and Oak Ridge Schools. That work is scheduled to commence on 
the day after school closes in June of 2012, and to be completed for 
the opening of school this next fall. In 2011, the district completed 
negotiations for its bus contract, and First Student will provide all 
new buses for the opening of school in 2012. Buses will be equipped 
with 3 digital cameras on every bus. These will enhance the moni- 
toring of student conduct as well as monitoring oncoming traffic to 
insure compliance with bus stop signals. 


The Sandwich Community School has been serving the com- 
munity for the past 37 years. In 1977, Gale Ewer, the Director stated, 
“Sandwich Schools are for everyone...educational experiences are 
available for people of all ages.” That statement continues to be true 
today, and in-fact, the majority of programs offered involve expert 
instructors for the community of Sandwich. Major programs include 
Adult Continuing Education, aquatics, computer technology, driver 
education, and the School for Early Learning and Summer Camp. 
The year 2011 also marked the beginning of a new era for the Com- 
munity School, with the appointment of Mr. Lance Kennedy as its 
Director. Mr. Kennedy will be supported by a team of volunteer Trust- 
ees from the community as they engage in community outreach to 
determine programming needs and desires for various age groups 
within the Town of Sandwich. 


Finally, the year 2011, also marked the occasion for the ap- 
pointment of a new Superintendent of Schools. Dr. C. Richard 
Canfield, officially began his assignment on July 1, 2011. As he 
looks to the future for the Sandwich schools, and looks to address 
Cape-wide issues of declining enrollment and increased family op- 
tions for schooling choices, his 2020 Vision is designed to guide the 
district as it plans for the future. The goal of that vision is to provide 
an excellent education, rooted in the precepts of 21st Century knowl- 
edge and skills, as defined by the Partnership for 21st Century Learn- 
ing, a focused collaboration among corporate and higher education 
leaders. In partnership with the community, the objective is to de- 
velop and to sustain quality schooling, while being respectful of the 
needs throughout the town of Sandwich.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School foundation en- 
rollment, as of October 1, 2010 consisted of one hundred nineteen 
(119) students from Bourne, two hundred (200) from Falmouth, nine- 
teen (19) from Marion, one hundred twenty-nine (129) from Sand- 
wich, and two hundred twenty-five (225) from Wareham. For sev- 
eral years now, the school remains enrolled beyond capacity with a 
large waiting list that continues to grow each year. The school also 
has a full-time, self-sufficient adult Licensed Practical Nursing pro- 


gram with a satellite program at Cape Cod Regional Technical School 
in Harwich. 


Upper Cape Tech continues to expand its offerings for adults 
and other out of school individuals. Adult tuition students, special- 
ized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer pro- 
grams are additional to the 692-pupil school day enrollment. Upper 
Cape Tech continues to offer valuable cost-effective services to its 
communities via its day and evening programs. 1,631 adult students 
were enrolled in evening courses during this fiscal year. 


Our enrollment has continued to increase and should remain 
at the current level based on the size of our physical plant and fac- 
ulty. We continue to receive almost 400 applications from 8" graders 
in the district for the 180 seats in the freshman class. 
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This fiscal year concluded with the commencement of sev 
building and grounds projects including breaking ground on the c 
struction of a 9,225-square-foot building designed to house the 
censed practical nursing program. The construction is expected 
be a two to three year project, built by students and instructors 
funded by the profits from the LPN and adult education progr: 
The building will be home to the full-time LPN program and 
include four classrooms/labs and a child care center, as well as pro. 
vide space for offices and storage. Additional projects included curt 
and sidewalk replacement, reconfiguration of the Business Office 
and relocation of the Adult and Continuing Education offices. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appre 
ciation to the many advisory boards that assist us in developing anc 
maintaining educational programs, various town and school official 
who support our efforts, and school staff members. It is the com: 
bined effort of all of these individuals that has enabled the success 0: 
the school and its graduates. We look forward to your continue¢ 
support.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND 
TOWN MANAGER 


The Board of Selectmen and Town Manager made progress 
toward numerous goals in two thousand and twelve. At the beginning 
of the year, the Board initiated and approved the Community Preser- 
vation Act application for funding for the Town Hall Phase II (“bub- 
bler”) project. This project was subsequently approved at the Annual 
Town Meeting in May, and will complete immediate improvements to 
Town Hall square, including structural retaining wall improvements, 
pedestrian safety and aesthetic enhancements and, most importantly, 
accessibility improvements to the public drinking water fountain area. 
The Town is currently reviewing the results from the Invitation for 
Bids issued in late 2012 for construction, which will begin next spring. 


Throughout the year, the Board discussed the need for a new 
joint public safety building. An informal committee including Select- 
man Vitacco, the Town Manager, various Town staff, and four town 
resident volunteers worked throughout the year on this initiative. They 
periodically met with the full Board to publicly refine the committee’s 
mission, and worked on a schematic design and cost estimate with 
consultant architects, firematic experts, and other sub-consultants. 
The committee also provided extensive outreach and communication 
with the general public. While very difficult decisions will need to be 
made by the public to ultimately fund a new facility through a debt 
exclusion, the need for a new facility proved to be unquestioned by 
the Board, Town staff, and the vast majority of the general public. It 
is anticipated that the proposal will go before the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, and the following Annual Town Election, in the spring of 2013. 


One very difficult issue the Board addressed in 2012 was the 
Department of Public Works’ (DPW) recommended update and 
implementation of the Town’s Private Road Winter Maintenance 
Policy. Although winter maintenance by the DPW of private roads 
is not required by state law, it is permitted in certain circumstances 
when requested by its residents. As many roads throughout town were 
constructed during the same time period decades ago, they have begun 
to significantly deteriorate at the same time. As a result, it has become 
increasingly difficult for the DPW to effectively provide this service 
for private roads without delaying services to other parts of town, and 
without damaging its — or its contractors’ — equipment. While many of 
the discussions at the public meetings regarding this topic were heated, 
ultimately the Board developed a successful compromise solution 
where virtually all of the residents requesting this service made the 
necessary improvements requested by the DPW are now receiving 
winter maintenance by the Town. It is our hope that implementation 
of this policy in subsequent years will be much easier now that the 
extensive communication about the process throughout this past fall 
has been completed. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May, and the subsequent Annu 
Town Election, the Town voted to approve a one-year $500,000 “capit 
exclusion” to fund a complete replacement of the heating, ventilatio 
air conditioning (HVAC) system at the Sandwich Public Library. Th 
improvement is long overdue, and will replace an aging and fail 
system that was originally installed in the 1960’s. It is anticipated th 
this project will go out to bid and be completed in 2013. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May, Town Meeting al 
provided authorization for the Board to sell the +/- 56 acres of Tow 
owned commercially zoned land in South Sandwich, including t 
authorization to sell a +/- 7 acre subset of this acreage currently us 
by Pop Warner for youth football purposes, with the understanding th 
any potential developer purchasing this area would have to construc 
new field—at no cost to the Town or Pop Warner — on other Town lan 
The Board greatly appreciates Pop Warner’s cooperation and long-ter 
vision with this project. The Town issued the Request for Proposé 
(RFP) for both the sale of the land, as well as the right to grant an eas 
ment to construct a road, in the fall. Working in cooperation with t 
Sandwich Economic Initiative Corporation, the Board looks forward 
reviewing proposals in early 2013 for the commercial development 
this property to fulfill our long term objectives to responsibly increa 
the commercial tax base in this economic focus area, and improve t 
greater local economy for the Town. 


In early 2012 the Board was very pleased to authorize the Tov 
Manager to hire Mr. Nathan D. Jones as the new Town Planner. \ 
Jones has an excellent educational and professional background 
municipal planning and economic development, and has already ‘} 
the ground running.’ The Board is looking forward to working wi 
Mr. Jones in the future as we tackle the many important land use ar 
development facing the Town. 


The Board also appointed a Charter Review Committee | 
analyze the Town’s current Charter to determine if any provisio 
need to be amended or updated. The Board gave general direction 
the committee, and provided the services of the Town’s legal couns 
to give the appropriate legal background information and answer ai 
technical legal questions the committee had. The Board was pleased 
receive the final report from the committee at the end of 2012, and 
decide in early 2013 what it will place on the Warrant for the upcomi 
Annual Town Meeting. The Board would like to express its sinc 
appreciation for all of the volunteers on the committee for diligen 
working, and soliciting public input, on this critically important 


In March, the Town signed a contract with the Woods H 
Group, funded by a Special Town Meeting appropriation, to contin 
our longstanding efforts to permit a Beach Management Plan for To 
Neck and Spring Hill Beaches and to address problems with the 
Harbor inlet. This permitting is expected to take 18-24 months an 
is hoped these efforts will further quantify how the abutting Cape C 
Canal jetty has prevented the natural movement of sand to this secti 
of Sandwich’s shoreline. 


In late 2012 the Board issued an RFP to lease 7.4 acres of 
-utilized land at Sandwich Hollows Golf Club as part ofa public- 
te-partnership effort to greatly enhance recreational opportuni- 
at this site. Previously, the Town had successfully petitioned the 
chusetts General Court to allow for such additional, expanded 
ational uses via a special act. The Town received one response to 
RFP and, as of the time this report is being printed, the Board 1s 
ill reviewing the details of the proposal. 


The Town Manager, working closely with the Capital Improve- 
nt Planning Committee (CIPC), also completed a comprehensive 
ital improvement needs plan, as required by the Board’s Long 
ge Plan. The capital plan is a thoughtful, detailed analysis of all of 
Town’s capital needs, and should give the proper perspective needed 
or policy makers and taxpayers to decide exactly when it wants to 
ess specific capital projects. The report will be formally presented 
the CIPC to the Board of Selectmen in early 2013. 


In 2012, the Board also issued an RFP for the long term lease 
fan area of Town owned land adjacent to the DPW facility on Route 
130 to foster additional tourism and economic development efforts in 
own. The Sandwich Chamber of Commerce submitted a proposal 
and was awarded the lease, and the Board looks forward to working 
with them as they complete their fundraising and preliminary design 
for the project in the future. 


In late 2012 the Board formally appointed members to the 
Sandwich Cultural Council Steering Committee. The Board is very 
enthusiastic about the Town’s new Cultural District designation by the 
Commonwealth, and is very appreciative of the efforts of the commit- 
tee’s volunteers that worked tirelessly to emphasize the Town’s historic, 
tourist and cultural assets to achieve this respected designation. We 
also look forward to viewing the practical impacts this will have on 
our local economy in the near future. 


Lastly, at the end of 2012, the Board took a very strong stand 
and sent a pointed letter to our State Senator and House Representa- 
tive regarding the impact of tuition assessments on the Town’s local 
budget. More than any other single item, “tuition assessments” have 
been negatively affecting the Town budget. In Fiscal Year 2004, the 
General Government budget had no expense for this line item. Today, 
tuition assessments alone cost the Town $2.4 million -- virtually equal 
to the entire override amount passed by voters eight fiscal years ago. 
The Board of Selectmen and Town Manager will continue to vigor- 
ously advocate for the Town with our state representatives to bring 
more fairness and equity into the educational funding formulas to 
prevent the Town’s general municipal services from deteriorating 
due to these expenses which — outside of our control — dramatically 
increase year after year. 


In closing, we would like to thank all Town employees who work 
to provide services to the public as effectively and efficiently as pos- 
sible, and a special thank you to all of the various unpaid volunteers on 
numerous boards and committees who dedicate countless hours every 
year. The Town could not function as effectively as it does without their 
efforts. For that, we thank you.

During 2012, we saw many of our long-term employees retire. 
e congratulate them and thank them for their many years of service. 
he retirements created openings for many positions. We welcome 
y wonderful additions to the Town’s staff. As we begin the New 
ear, we continue to fill positions where vacancies have occurred. 
ith the high numbers of applications we receive for every position 
€ post, we are reminded just how fortunate we are to be current 
dwich Town Employees. 


Worker’s Compensation/Line of Injury claims have continued 
slightly decrease from last year, however their complexities have 
yeen markedly more challenging. We are hopeful that with additional 
afety training we will see a further decrease in claims. HR handles all 
NC/LOI claims for the both School and Town employees. 


The Safety Committee continues to meet with MIIA Loss 
Jontrol Manager Jeff Siena. The following departments: Fire, Police, 
PW, Marina, Engineering, Golf, Recreation, Building, School Main- 
enance and Public Facilities can always be relied on to attend these 
neetings. Different training opportunities are discussed including 
iriver training, back safety, etc. This all helps with keeping our safety 
itandards up and injuries down. Once again, we participated in the 
MIIA Rewards program. This year we received a credit of $21,958 
rom MIIA for our efforts. This amount was credited towards our 
7Y’ 13 premium for worker’s compensation/auto liability/professional 
jability and property and casualty insurance. So far in FY’ 13, we have 
ittended many workshops and two departments have applied for and 
eceived grants. Their efforts are appreciated as this only strengthens 
our safety abilities. 


The Town continues to purchase health insurance through the 
Cape Cod Municipal Health Group (CCMHG), a Joint Purchase Group 
comprised of 53 public employers on Cape Cod and Martha’s Vineyard. 


We once again received a $600 grant from the CCMHG to 
support wellness programs. We used a portion of the funds to provide 
incentives to employees to attend Weight Watchers workshops. We 
reimbursed a portion of the participants cost if they completed at least 
10 visits to a Weight Watchers meeting. We will continue to support 
wellness programs which help in keeping the health insurance rates 
as low as possible. 


In July, the Board of Selectmen adopted changes to the Person- 
nel Policies and Procedures. Many of the policies required updating 
to reflect changes made to state and federal laws. The Town Manager 
and several Department Heads assisted HR in updating the employee 
manual including the Town Collector, Town Accountant, IT Director, 
Police and Fire Chiefs and DPW Director/Town Engineer. It was a 
thorough process and we couldn’t have done it without them. 


The HR office continues to work closely with any department 
needing assistance. Since most everything we do is collaborative, we 
want to thank all Town departments for their continued assistance to 
us as well. We also continue to be committed to serving all Town of 
Sandwich employees both Town and School in the most efficient and 
effective way possible. We are proud and thankful to serve the residents 
of the Town of Sandwich.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


After close scrutiny and much discussion, the FY 2013 budget 
was presented and passed at the Annual Town Meeting on May 7, 
2012 as recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee. This budget was adjusted slightly at a Special Town 
Meeting held on October 22, 2012 after the state finalized its budget 
and state aid figures. 


The adjusted FY 2013 budget calls for a total expenditure of 
$68,652,737 representing an increase of $2,457,780 (3.7%) over the 
FY 2012 budget. 


There are a number of fiscal impacts and financial decisions 
facing us, any one of which could have significant implications for our 
town, our financial condition and our tax rates. As always, the Finance 
Committee continues to balance these future issues against our current 
needs in our decision making process. 


* The town is currently planning to present to voters a proposal 
for a combined Police and Fire public safety facility. The 
proposal will be for the most significant enhancement of our 
public safety facilities in decades. The cost is estimated to 
be $30 million. At the time this report is being written, the 
Finance Committee has yet to make a formal recommendation 
on the proposal. We will carefully examine the details, weigh 
the pros and cons and make our recommendation to voters 
prior to the May 2013 Annual Town Meeting. 


Town leaders and administrative staff are acutely aware, and 
appropriately concerned about beach and dune erosion that 
continues to occur at alarming rates. This problem jeopardizes 
the safety and well-being of numerous residents, structures 
and infrastructure along the coastline. The town has already 
invested hundreds of thousands of dollars and a great deal 
of man-hours on feasibility studies, engineering plans and 
permitting. However, a major additional financial investment 
is required to see these plans through. 
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* As more charter school options become available for S 
wich students, our tuition assessment continues to increas 
from year to year at staggering rates. In FY 2006 the ac 
cost (assessment - reimbursement) of charter school tuitior 
was $200,000 but it has increased sharply every year since. 
In FY 2014 that number very well could be over $1.6 mil 
lion with no indication this trend has stabilized yet. Unli 
the issues described in the previous two bullets, this expe 
comes to us as an assessment from the state and there is 
choice but to budget for it. 


The objective of the Finance Committee is to provide meanin 
financial advice and recommendations to the Board of Selectmen ani 
the voters of Sandwich. The current Finance Committee is comprise 
of nine members with varied backgrounds and areas of expertise. 
Each member is an active and valuable contributor, resulting in a v 
strong committee.

2012 continued to see changes and challenges for the Assessing 
Department. 


The Fiscal 2012 actual bills were issued at the end of December. 
The legal value date for these bills was January 1, 2012, based on 2011 
calendar year sales. The appeal period had just expired at the writing of 
this report, with 110 appeals turned in, and in process of review. This 
represented a 52 percent decrease in filings from last year. 


Fiscal 2013 was an interim update certification year for the town, 
and the project to revalue and work with officials from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Revenue, Bureau of Local Assessment ran from 
June until December, at which point the towns’ assessment projects was 
certified and Fiscal 2013 tax rate set. As part of the process of review, 
over 1,300 properties were inspected and listed on site, and another 
2,500 properties were reviewed as part of a final drive-by review for 
accuracy and final value determination purposes. 


The Fiscal 2013 certified assessments date of January 1, 2012 
and were based upon review of valid calendar year 2011 sales. Sales 
of a non valid nature, such as foreclosure related and most short sales 
were not considered within the analysis. All sales properties, as in each 
year, were contacted both by mailer, as well as through a site visit. 


The department finished its’ change to the MapGeo GIS system, 
which can be accessed by visiting the Town website (www.sandwich- 
mass.org) The MapGeo system has proven to be quicker and more 
intuitive in property lookups, in compiling and requesting abutters 
certification, as well as a good place for the hosting of our appraisal 
field cards, which began in May. 


The next internet related improvement goal for the department 
for 2013 is making improvements to the Assessing Department section 
of the Town website. Though there are limitations to what we can do 
from a look and feel standpoint, we are seeking to make more and 
easier to use information and links available from our page. 
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The appraisal staff of the department will continue their high 
ibility during the 2013 calendar year. Fiscal 2014 is an interim valuati 
year, in accordance with state regulations, and the department will 
reviewing calendar 2012 sales in setting values as of January 1, 20 


The current long term valuation agreement with GenOn (C 
Electric Generation Units) expires at the end of Fiscal 2013 (June 
2013) Work is already underway, in the form of an appraisal of 
plant, to be used for valuation and/or agreement purposes. 


Ongoing programs include Building permit inspections, P 
sonal Property listing and review, commercial income and expe 
review, and sales property review program. 


The department will continue the DOR/Bureau of Local Ass 
ment mandated cyclical inspection program — where the departm: 
visits and re-inspects a percentage of residential and commerci 
properties each year in an effort to maintain data quality. 


As we continue with these annual inspection programs, ple 
remember that statistical accuracy leads to assessment accuracy, whi 
benefits both Town and Taxpayer equally. We ask for your continu 
cooperation in these efforts. 


The Board would also like to thank the staff of the Assessi 
Department for their continued outstanding service to the Board 
to the residents of Sandwich.

dwich High School is underway. This first phase would eventu- 
ly allow for the removal of the old temporary portable classrooms 
‘two elementary schools as they are transformed into K-6 programs 
1d with declining enrollment, the possible closing of the old Wing 
hool as it could then be available for other needed town uses. This 
still in the study phase for consideration. 


The Public Safety Complex has been developed to the presenta- 
tion level with a proposed facility design and cost estimate which is 
now pending Town approval in order to have Kaestle Boos Associates, 
Inc. (KBA) proceed with final construction documents, bidding and 
construction. This badly needed facility has been presented to many 
residents and support for approval of a bond issue is now subject to vote. 


The Long Range Plan (LRP) for the Town has been developed 
with input from the Town Manager, Finance Board and Selectmen and 
with the CIPC approval, has been forwarded to the Board of Select- 
men for endorsement. The plan clearly outlines the need for various 
improvements and seeks to define our community priorities.

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Report of the 
TOWN CLERK 


The Town Clerk’s Office was full of activity in 2012. The year 
began with the Presidential Primary on March 6", which hada 16.62% 
voter turn-out. Sandwich made its choices for President, State Com- 
mitteeman and woman and elected members to the local Democrat 
and Republican Town Committees. In early May we held the Annual 
Town Election, which garnered a 13.99% voter turn-out. Sandwich 
reelected James Pierce to the Board of Selectmen and Andrea Killion 
to the School Committee. The Town also elected two new members to 
the School Committee, Travis Andrade and Anita Johnston. 


Following a busy spring and summer we held the State Primary 
on September 6", which had a 17% turn-out. Quickly following the 
Primary was the Presidential Election on November 6", which as 
expected, garnered an over 80% voter turn-out. Special thanks for the 
outstanding job our elections officials and poll workers did handling 
the 12,552 voters that cast their ballots that day. 


Sandwich also had two Town Meetings this year, the Annual 
Town Meeting on May 7", and a Special Town Meeting on October 
22™. The Annual Town Meeting was attended by 417 voters while the 
Special Town Meeting only attracted 187 voters. 


Work on the preservation and restoration of the town’s vital and 
historic records was also finalized in 2012. The last funding request of 
this project was approved by the Community Preservation Committee 
and ratified at the Special Town Meeting in October. The final three 
volumes were delivered to Northeast Document Conservation Center 
in November and are slated to be finished in early 2013. This marks 
the compilation of a three-year long project which began in June 2009. 
In total, twenty-nine of the town’s oldest records have been completely 
preserved, rebound, digitized and returned to the newly renovated vault. 


Unfortunately, 2012 was the last year the Clerk’s Office was 
able to process passport applications. Due to increased regulations 
handed down from the U.S. State Department, the Clerk’s Office was 
forced to relinquish it’s authority as a passport agent which it has held 
since May of 1999. Town Clerk’s offices across the country have also 
limited or discontinued this service due to restrictions related to space, 
privacy and access to vital records. 
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Many thanks to my wonderful staff, Susan Lundquist and Ni 
King, for their support and dedication to the Clerk’s Office over 
past year. They have again proven to be both professional and relia 
in the execution of their duties, always going above and beyond. Th 
are truly an asset to the Town and Sandwich and I am proud to pub 
cally thank them for their service. 


I'd like to express my appreciation to the citizens of Sandwi 
for allowing me to continue to serve as your Town Clerk. It continu 
to be my goal to provide accurate and up-to-date information, time 
responses to inquires and personal attention to matters dealing wi 
the Town of Sandwich and its residents.

2012 ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MAY 7, 2012 


The Annual Town Meeting was called to order in the Sandwich 
High School auditorium by Moderator Jan Levin Teehan at 7:00 P.M. 
The clerks checked in a total of 417 voters. The total number of eligible 
voters was 15,093. The invocation was delivered by Dr. Jacqueline 
Fields and Frank Pannorfi, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, led 
the Pledge of Allegiance. High School junior, Samantha Petracca, 
sang the Star Spangled Banner. The Moderator swore in the follow- 
ing Sandwich residents as tellers: Nancy Comer, Douglas Dexter, 
Rosemary Rhoades, Jim Fair, Mary Ann King, Barbara Shaner, Donna 
Leiss, Veronica Mooney, Rebecca Hewitt, John Leiss and James F oley. 
Rene Douglas served as the timekeeper. 


ARTICLE 1 

To see if the Town will vote to hear the reports of all Town 
Officers and Committees and to act thereon and to hear the report of 
the Board of Selectmen on the Long Range Plan, or take any action 
relative thereto. 


Frank Pannorfi, Chair of the Board of Selectmen read the 
report on the Long Range Plan on behalf of the Board. 


In April, 2005, the Long Range Plan was introduced to the 
community as a means of formally identifying core services, goals, 
current and projected financials, along with other important activities 
for the Town. Since then, the Plan (a living document) has undergone 
updates, minor changes and most recently (2011) the structure was 
substantially changed from prior editions. These changes included a 
revised projection of needs, issues and projects, as well as a specific 
action plan for moving forward in both the near and long term. A copy 
of the latest version of the Long Range Plan is attached to the 2012 
ATM Warrant. 


This past year has been one of the more active periods for the 
Board of Selectmen and Town Administration. Many complicated 
topics were addressed and some continue, given the nature of the 
project. In the past year the Town executed a contract with a nationally 
recognized engineering firm, to assist in developing a Comprehensive 
Water Resource Management Plan (CWRMP). The project is estimated 
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to take approximately 3 years to complete and is funded by a state 
through settlement funds from the Textron Corporation, associat 
with contamination at the MMR. 


The Town retained the same firm to provide additional consulti 
services for an interim waste water plan in order for us to make short 
term waste water decisions, for 2 strategic commercial sections of to 
South Sandwich Village Center and Sandwich Industrial Park, to he 
facilitate immediate economic growth in these two areas. 


In 2011, the Selectmen signed a Memorandum of Understandi 
with the Sandwich Economic Initiative Corporation (SEIC) regardi 
the town owned commercial property located in the South Sandwic 
Village Center. This was followed by a subsequent Town Meeting vot 
to appropriate a one-time grant for future SEIC economic developme 
efforts. The Board of Selectmen then executed a grant agreeme 
with the SEIC for the use of these funds. Additionally, Town Meetin 
approved the request of the Board of Selectmen to negotiate a roa 
easement through the Town’s South Sandwich Village Center prope 
The preparation of a Request For Proposal, for this easement, in ac 
cordance with Mass General Law, is underway and will be tle 
by the Town in the very near future. 


At the November, 2011 Special Town Meeting, zoning By-Lav 
amendments were adopted to facilitate mixed use cluster develop: 
ment, amend parking requirements and enable the Town to enter int 
Development Agreements with the Cape Cod Commission and future 
developers in the South Sandwich Village Center. These amendment: 
are still awaiting final approval from the State. 


One of the most significant policy changes to occur in 201 1 was 
the BOS decision to implement a Pay As You Throw (PAYT) system 
at the Transfer Station. The primary objectives were to implemen 
a system that is fairer to all residents by better aligning individual 
Transfer Station usage, with actual costs and increasing recycling, as 
a means of reducing individual users and Town costs. Implementa- 
tion began on July 1, 2011 and based on data to date, recycling has 
increased substantially and the amount of household solid waste has 
decreased significantly. As of July 1, 2012, an Enterprise Fund account- 
ing system for the Transfer Station, with the intent of accounting for 
revenues and expenses separately, will go into effect. This year, the 
Board will be tackling whether to have the Transfer Station become 


ly self-sufficient and not rely on any General Fund tax as revenue 
this operation. If that policy is adopted, details in the manner and 
frame for transition will be determined. 


Other major items addressed this past year include; the forma- 
n of a Substance Abuse Prevention Task Force, recognizing that 
stance abuse is a significant issue for communities. 


Also, the Board of Selectmen issued an RFP seeking developers 
construct new indoor/outdoor recreational facilities at Sandwich 
ollows Golf Club, consistent with the May 2010 Annual Town Meet- 
g and was successfully in requesting the State Legislature to allow 
“panded recreational use of the golf course. 


In 2012 the Board of Selectmen, in accordance with the Town 
harter, chose town residents to review the Town Charter and make 
mmiendation in the Fall of 2012 to the Board. 


The Town also, after years of difficult negotiations, executed 
renewal license with Comcast Cable Television for the continued 
n-exclusive rights to offer and maintain a cable television system 
1 our Town. 


Planning began on a new combined Public Safety Facility, with 
auch more work to be done. 


We revised our Winter Maintenance Program for private road 
lowing, which went into effect, first quarter 2012. 


The Board of Selectmen adopted a Code of Conduct for itself 
d its appointed committees/boards. 


Other activity and accomplishments for this past year can be 
iewed by obtaining a copy of the Town’s Annual Report. 


012 -2013 
So what lies before us? 


Ahead of us remains the completion of a number of initiatives 
eady begun and some new activities that require more thought, 
lysis and decision making. 


The 2012 Long Range Plan attached to the ATM Warrant, pro- 
vides the specifics for the direction to be taken. Remember, the LRP is 
a living document, subject to change, although the guiding principles 
for any change remain constant. 


Briefly, the 2012 LRP focuses on the following: 


+ Improving delivery of Existing Service, 

* Capital Asset Management, 

+ Economic Development (Commercial Tax Base growth & 
Job Creation) and, 

* Preserve and Protect Historic Character and Natural Re- 
sources. 
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UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town accept the 
Report of all Town Officers and Committees as printed 
in the 2010 Annual Town Reports and hear the report 
of the Board of Selectmen on the Long Range Plan. This 
was a voice vote and declared carried unanimously by 
the Moderator.

William Diedering, Chair of the Finance Committee read 
the budget message on behalf of the Committee. 


Finance Committee FY’13 Budget Message: 


In accordance with the charter of the Town of Sandwich, the Fi- 
nance Committee hereby presents this fiscal year 2013 budget message 
to the members of Town Meeting and to the taxpayers and residents 
of Sandwich. We would like to thank Town Manager Dunham and his 
staff, and School Superintendent Canfield and his staff for their diligent 
work in support of this process. After careful review and consideration, 
the Finance Committee voted unanimously to recommend that Town 
Meeting accept the budget as presented, and pass Article 2. 


The recommended FY 2013 budget calls for a total expenditure 
of $67,775,891. This is an increase of $1,580,934 (2.4%) over the FY 
2012 budget. 


REVENUE SUMMARY 


Calculated into this budget is an increase in the tax levy of 
$1,169,468 (2.5%) plus an additional $400,000 of tax levy attributed 
tonew growth. Our surplus revenue is $2,137,550 which is an increase 
of $769,839 over last year. 


We won’t know the exact amount of our Chapter 70 state aid 
for schools until it is voted by the state legislature. We feel confident 
in using an assumption of level funding for now. As we have done 
for the past several years, we will adjust this number at a future town 
meeting should it either increase or decrease. 


No transfer of funds from the stabilization account is required or 
planned for in this budget. This is the second consecutive year that we 


have not had to rely on the stabilization fund as a source of revenue. 


EXPENSE SUMMARY 


In 2011, the state legislature passed municipal health care reform 
measures giving cities and towns more flexibility to make cost sav- 
ing changes in health insurance plans offered to employees. Working 
closely with our municipal and school unions, the Town was able to 
implement reasonable and effective plan design changes which resulted 


in lower health insurance premiums. In the FY 2013 budget, the Group 
Health Insurance line item is being reduced $400,000 (-4.5%). Over the 
previous five years, we have had significant increases in this line item 
each year with the average being a $530,000 annual increase. In effect, 
the $400,000 reduction is about a $730,000 savings from what we 
might have expected had we not been able to implement these changes. 


Typically, our annual budgets include an amount to cover any 
deficit in the previous year’s Snow & Ice budget. In recent years, this 
amount has ranged from $50,000 to $300,000 depending on the severity 
of the winter season. Due to the unusually mild winter we experienced 
in FY 2012, there will be no deficit and this line item was reduced to $0. 


It is important to note that we will be adding $175,000 to the 
Stabilization Fund bringing the balance in this account to slightly 
over $1 million. 


The budget calls for a 4.36% increase to the general government 
operating budget. This increase will cover increases in expenses and, 
in addition, some of the line item increases are simply an effort to 
more realistically budget for specific items that have been historically 
underfunded. 


As has been the case for many years now, the general govern- 
ment departments are all running very lean in staffing, and in some 
cases are clearly understaffed. This will be the case in FY 2013 as 
well. However, this budget takes a very small step toward alleviating 
that situation by adding a part-time office assistant in the Engineering 
Department and a full-time IT Assistant. 


The budget calls for an increase in the local contribution to the 
schools of $367,117 (1.6%) and assumes level funding of Chapter 70 
state aid to schools. The FY 2012 school budget included approxi- 
mately $450,000 of revenue from a federal jobs grant, but this money 
will no longer be available in FY 2013. 


The School Department has advised the Finance Committee 
that they plan to supplement their revenue in two significant ways. 
The first is to draw from the School Choice Receiving Tuition Ac- 


count. There is conservatively projected to be $550,000 available 
this fund at the beginning of FY 2013 and the school budget calls f 
spending $437,265 of it. Secondly, the school budget includes raisi 
an additional $144,000 from new and increased fees, including a ne 
$100 Transportation & Parking fee. 


The net result of all these changes is a $30,207,658 sch 
budget, which is a 1.37% increase. 


It is important to note that student enrollment decreased by 1 
students this year. In the past five years, enrollment has decreased 
523 students (-14%). Recent forecasts predict enrollment will contin 
to decline in the foreseeable future. 


There is expected to be a net decrease in the total School Dep 
ment staffing level of 1.58 employees (full-time equivalent). 


CONCLUSION 


As the budget process unfolded this year, it became appare 
that our financial situation is better than we predicted it would be. Thi 
is due mostly to three significant factors: 


* The reduction in health care costs made possible by Heal 
Care Reform laws 

* The larger than normal surplus revenue from the previo 
year 

* No necessity to cover the cost of our FY 2012 Snow & Ic 
deficit 


The Finance Committee, which functions as an independen 
advisory committee, carefully and thoroughly scrutinizes the budge 
and analyzes the impact that the budget will have on the taxpayers, 
residents and visitors of Sandwich. 


The impact on property taxes of the proposed FY 2013 budget 
is estimated to be a $142 increase for the average single-family home, 
valued at $354,400. This estimate does not include the capital exclusion 
article that appears later on the warrant.

Large scale ground-mounted solar photovoltaic installations 
located within the Industrial Limited District are allowed by right 
subject to compliance with sections 4180 through 4196 and other 
applicable sections of this bylaw.

This article, adopted pursuant to Chapter 43, Section 13, of the 
Seneral Laws and Article 89 of the Amendments to the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, establishes registration re- 
juirements and specific operational requirements for persons intending

6.3 Definitions

of goods or services, including advertising in any 
type of publication, for any kind of consideration 
whatsoever; 
b) _ selling, or seeking to obtain prospective customers 
for application for purchase of insurance of any 
kind; 
c) selling, or seeking to sell subscriptions to books, 
magazines, periodicals, newspapers or any other 
type of publication; 
d) seeking to obtain gifts or contributions of money, 
or any valuable thing for the support or benefit 
of any association, organization, corporation or 
project wholly or in part for commercial purposes 
or by a professional solicitor or commercial co- 
venturer for a charitable or other non-commercial 
organization; and 
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e. seeking to obtain information on the background, 
occupation, economic status, political affiliation, 
attitudes, viewpoints, or the like of the occupants of 
aresidence for the purpose of selling or using such 
data, wholly, or in part, for commercial purposes. 


6.3.2 Canvassing shall mean and include any one or more of

a) person-to-person distribution of literature, peri- 
odicals, or other printed materials for commercial 
purposes, but shall not include placing or dropping 
off printed materials on the premises; 


seeking to enlist membership in any organization 
for commercial purposes; and 


seeking to present, in person, organizational infor- 
mation for commercial purposes. 

6.3.3. Residence shall mean and include every individual 
dwelling unit occupied for residential purposes by one 
or more persons. 

6.3.4 Registered solicitor shall mean any person who has 
obtained a valid certificate of registration from the Town 
as required by this Bylaw. 

6.3.5 Charitable Organization, Professional Solicitor and 
Commercial Co-venturer shall be defined as set forth 
in Chapter 68, Section 18, of the General Laws. 


6.4 Registration 


Every person or organization intending to engage in soliciting 
or canvassing door-to-door in the Town of Sandwich must apply for a 
permit with the Chief of Police by filing a registration application form 
with the Chief of Police. Applications for individual registration shall 
be filed at least ten business days in advance. Applications for organi- 
zational registration shall be filed at least ten business days in advance.

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Report of the 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 
DEPARTMENT 


The Planning and Development Department is tasked with 
undertaking both short and long-term planning to protect the Town’s 
natural and cultural resources while also encouraging development 
and redevelopment in appropriate areas of the community. To ensure 
that all planning and development related activites are dealt with as 
expeditously and thoroughly as possible, the department works with 
both the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals, and often 
coordinates with the Health Department, Building Inspector, Engineer- 
ing Department, and Natural Resources Department while working 
towards the goal of providing reliable and exemplary customer service 
to town residents and businesses. 


The daily activities of the Planning Department are overseen by a 
dedicated staff of two full-time employees and one part time employee. 
Marilyn Bassett, Sr. Administrative Asst., and Maureen Carty, part time 
Administrative Asst., provide the highest level of service to the public 
and ensure the land use boards and volunteer committees are kept 
abreast of all ongoing projects and planning activities. The Planning 
Board is currently chaired under the wise leadership of Sarah Regan 
and enjoys the service and dedication of members John Campanale, 
Hank Rakov and Joe Vaudo. The Planning Board welcomed its newest 
members Bill Burbank and Stan Torrey this year and benefits greatly 
from their professional experience in the fields of development and 
design. The Planning Department also sends Nicole King best wishes, 
who, sadly, had to resign from the service of the board this year for 
personal reasons. The Zoning Board of Appeals entered into the new 
year under the strong leadership of Woody Mitchell as chair and gains 
from the longstanding and much appreciated service of Bob Jensen, 
Fred Watt, Erik VanBuskirk, Chris Neevan and Jim Killion. The Plan- 
ning Department welcomes their continued outstanding stewardship 
of the Board. 


Over this past year the department staff has worked on a variety 
of planning activites. Working in concert with town departments and 
other boards and committees, many of the Action Items in the LCP 
are continuing to be addressed or implemented. 


The Department has been hard at work enhancing the Town’s 
protective zoning bylaw via several proposals for consideration at 
Annual Town Meeting. These possible amendments include much 
needed expansion of definitions and use tables as well as common sense 
alterations to zoning districts and the zoning map. Fruitful benefits from 
this effort shall be predictable and reliable bylaw execution by remov- 
ing loopholes, ambiguities or areas open to interpretation, to further 
facilitate hotel and motel development and continued preservation and 
support for the Town’s historic neighborhoods. This effort would not 
have been possible without the assistance of many members of Town 
staff, boards, committees and citizens willing to provide feedback. 
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The Department also worked closely with the Cape Cod Com- 
mission on a variety of important projects. Chief among them was 
continued technical support and preparation for the proposed South 
Sandwich Village Center in what would be Cape Cod’s first three 
party development agreement to manage the many facets of the village 
proposal. Included in this have been discussions on build-out guide- 
lines, architectural standards, open space and transporation needs and 
associated waste water treatment expansion requirements to facilitate 
the project. Additionally, the Department has assisted in issuing and 
reviewing request for proposals (RFPs) for Town owned land and for 
an access easement all located in the proposed South Sandwich Vil- 
lage area that will promote development of highest and best use that 
conforms with the Local Comprehensive Plan. 


In its regulatory role the Department continues to work with 
the Planning Board and ZBA on a host of planning issues. Permitting 
for new development, while relatively slow, has begun to rebound 
even more than last year. This upcoming year, the Department looks 
forward to accepting Sandwich’s very first application for a solar farm 
in Forestdale since passing zoning to allow this use in the community. 


A key goal of the Department is to conduct its daily business 
in an efficient and positive manner while making every effort to 
streamline the permitting process and make that process predictable 
for those seeking to do business in town. The Department would like 
to thank all ofthe Town staff who make this effort possible including 
Paul Tilton, Town Engineer, Sam Jensen, Assistant Town Engineer, 
Sean Harrington, Engineering Technician, Dave Mason, Health Agent, 
Mark Galkowski, Director of Natural Resources, Dave DeConto, As- 
sitant Director of Natural Resources, Ed Childs Director of Assessing 
and Mike Twomey, Town IT Director. Additional thanks go to Town 
Manager Bud Dunham, Assistant Town Manager Doug Lapp and 
Building Inspector Paul D. Spiro for their guidance and support of the 
Department during the past year. Also, our thanks to those elected and 
appointed Board members who donate time from their busy schedules 
to serve the community and have the authority and responsibility to 
protect the Town and guide its development. Your commitment and 
tireless efforts on behalf of the Town are very much appreciated. 


The coming year affords the Department an opportunity to as- 
sist the Town and the land use boards in meeting the many challenges 
that face the community over the next several years. The Department 
looks forward to such endeavors as finalizing updates to several other 
local plans or bylaws as well as proceeding with technical support 
for upcoming town projects. It is our intent to continue providing thy 
highest level of public service to the community.

Report of the 
NATURAL RESOURCES DEPARTMENT 
AND ANIMAL CONTROL 


Two thousand and twelve (2012) was a productive year for the 
Yepartment of Natural Resources (DNR) and the Town. 


During the first Sunday in June, the Town held the Upper 
Shawme Pond Dam dedication. It was dedicated in the memory of 
he Cook Family and its patriarch “Pappy Cook” and is now known 
s the Cook Farm Dam. Festivities were planned for June 2™ but were 
lelayed due to heavy rain until the 3". A number of dignitaries attended 
long with special guests who were involved in the planning, design, 
ermitting or construction of this project during the past thirty five 
35) plus years. The number of anadromous fish passing through the 
Shawme Pond fish ladders this spring were significantly more than 
yad been observed in the past ten (10) years. A little more than four 
housand eighty (4080) alewives and blueback herring entered the Mill 
reek and Shawme Ponds as determined by an electronic fish counter, 
oaned to the Town by the MA Division of Marine Fisheries. Local 
ybserver tallies verified the electronic counts. 


At the 2012 Annual Town Meeting the administration received 
approval to utilize Community Preservation Act funds to move the 
Beach Management Plan, design and permitting forward at Town Neck 
Beach (TNB). The first phase includes a complete survey of the beach 
and identifying its physical boundaries. This barrier beach and adjacent 
areas experienced significant erosion in the fall of 2012. Super storm 
Sandy approached our area with strong winds in late October, close to 
the anniversary of the no-name storm of 1991. Although Sandwich was 
on the fringe, estimates of twenty (20) to thirty (30) feet of dune were 
lost in portions of the TNB. Barnstable County received a federal disas- 
ter declaration allowing the town the opportunity to recoup operational 
monies and repair damage. This department in coordination with the 
Town Administrator and Emergency Management Director submit- 
ted a request to rebuild the dunes system at TNB with approximately 
sixty thousand (60,000) cu.yds. of sand. We were able to determine 
the amount of loss because we had developed baseline data from the 
survey mentioned above. 


The interest in Sandwich’s shellfish program continues to grow. 
Over one hundred (100) licensees participated during the 201 1-12 sea- 
son making three hundred thirty eight (338) trips to the flats harvesting 
a little more than seventy seven (77) bushels of quahogs (M. Merce- 
naria). For 2013, the season began in December and will continue, on 
Sundays, through May. A Town of Sandwich permit available from 
the Town Clerk is required to harvest shellfish. Sandwich residents 
remain eligible to purchase a Bourne Resident Shellfish Permit to fish 
in Bourne’s open areas throughout the year. We continue to provide 
financial assistance to support Bourne’s propagation efforts. Also, | 
would like to thank our Deputy Shellfish Constables Peter Hanlon, Sr. 
and Jr. for overseeing our harvests during the winter and spring. Their 
days can be long and cold while providing a service to the Town few 
would do, and for that I am very appreciative.

The DNR crew with help from the AmeriCorps’ West House 
crew and members of the Sandwich Football Team planted three hun- 
dred twenty five (325) bags of quahogs from the Division of Marine 
Fisheries (DMF) Taunton River contaminated relay, in early June. 
We continued experimenting with oyster culture, raising, and remote 
set oysters (Crassostrea virginica) in a new cage system. The oysters 
were provided from Aquaculture Research Corporation (ARC) to the 
department at no cost through the Marine Program of the Cape Cod 
County Extension Service (CCCES). 


Our waterways patrols continued on Peters Pond. This 
is where the largest concentration of boating activity occurs in 
Sandwich, because the pond borders transient campgrounds and 
a Commonwealth of MA maintained boat ramp. A large percent- 
age of the craft operating on the pond are jet skis or high powered 
boats. To reinforce safe operation, the Department maintains buoys 
demarcating a statutory “no wake” zone within one hundred fifty 
(150) feet of the pond’s shoreline. Our patrol boat had over sixty 
(60) interactions with boaters this year educating the boating public 
about boating laws and safe operation. 


The Town appreciates many of Sandwich’s pet owners con- 
scientious efforts in cleaning up after their pets on our public lands 
especially Town Neck Beach and around the Boardwalk. This sets a 
good example for our visitors. However, we continue to experience 
problems with owners failing to clean up waste at some of our conser- 
vation lands especially Talbot’s Point. We will focus our compliance 
patrols in these areas. Special thanks is extended to Dr. Corey Blake of 
Oceanside Animal Hospital for her donation of waste bag/containers 
at trail heads on various properties. 


The Department continued its long-standing relationship with 
Massachusetts Audubon Society to provide plover and tern monitoring 
across our shores from April to August. I continue to coordinate patrols 
at Town Neck Beach to provide a presence during the evening and 
night hours to thwart any illegal activity. These programs are funded 
from beach parking fees. 


As previously mentioned, the land area within Barnstable 
County has a high probability to experience outbreaks of wildfires, 
second only to Southern California. In March the Department contin- 
ued implementation of the Wildland Fire Protection and Preparedness 
Plan for the Maple Swamp and Discovery Hill Town Lands Complex 
through an additional $10,000.00 grant from the Cape Cod Cooperative 
Extension of Barnstable County (CCCES). The focus of this portion of 
the project was to continue to mow thirty (30) foot buffers along both 
sides of the existing roadway system creating a fire break by remov- 
ing the horizontal continuity of the woodland shrub layer. We plan to 
apply for additional funding in 2013 to complete Phase I of the plan 
in the Maple Swamp. 


Additional improvements and upgrades continue to be made to 
various conservation land facilities. Our workampers continue to carry 
out a number of other maintenance projects and provide continuous 
onsite operations, support and security. We issued a Request for Quotes 
(RFQ) in the spring for the survey and bounding of the Ryder and Cook 
Farm Conservation Lands. As of this writing, we were waiting for a 


few more informational items to complete the contract. Our seasonal 
Deputy Natural Resource Officers (DNRO) completed a number of 
projects, this year, along with the execution of our waterways patrol 
schedule and patrolling the town shellfish beds. .Other projects com- 
pleted include; maintenance of our Conservation Lands trail head and 
trails; maintenance of parking areas, trails, fields and roadways on 
other town lands; installation of seasonal protective fencing at Town 
Beach to protect the plover and tern nests and habitat; maintenance of 
shellfish signs; and installation of our seasonal signage and buoys at 
our beaches and on town waterways. 


Our goals for the upcoming year include; Review and update 
of the Animal Control Bylaw to reflect changes made in the state law, 
review and update the Sandwich Boat Operations and Use of Water- 
ways Bylaw, complete the permitting of the Ryder boardwalk, assist 
our consultant, the Woods Hole Group, with design and permitting 
for Town Neck and Springhill Beaches, update the department’s web 
site, continue public outreach on departmental issues, improve pet 
rabies and licensing compliance, complete the update and distribution 
of the Sandwich Conservation Lands Map, continue upgrading town 
equipment and continue operational and security improvements to 
town conservation lands and facilities. 


I would like to acknowledge the tireless efforts of all my staff 
including Assistant DNR Director David J. DeConto, Administrative 
Assistant Michelle Y. Raymond, who repositioned to the Building 
Department as Administrative Assistant/Office Manager in the spring, 
her diligent service to our Department will be missed; and Heidi 
Hawkins, our new Administrative Assistant. I would also like extend 
our appreciation to Deputy ACOs John Pimental and Walter Fagnant 
along with their Clerk Kim Cavanaugh for their dedication and assis- 
tance; our seasonal workampers and DNR staff especially, Miles and 
Roberta “Bobbi” Sinnott who have been with the town for nine (9) 
years. Without their help many of our projects could have never been 
completed; Mike and Carol Holcomb, Joseph and Barbara DeWald, 
Al and Marge Morrison, Warren and Sheri James and Peter and Sandy 
Galligan for all of their hard work each year; Police Chief Peter Wack 
and his department, DPW Director Paul Tilton, Recreation Director 
Guy Boucher, DPW Parks/Grounds Superintendent Dick Saline and 
his crew, the Facilities Department along with members of other town 
departments for the assistance they provide to us each year. Also, I 
would like to specifically recognize the support the Town has received 
from the State Shellfish Biologist J. Michael Hickey, Field Biologist 
Neil Churchill, Anadromous Fisheries Biologist Brad Chase and the 
rest of the staff at the DMF, DFW District Manager Jason Zimmer 
and his staff at the Massachusetts Wildlife Southeast District office, 
our AmeriCorps placements Matt LePere (201 1-12) and Ben Fairbank 
(2012-13) and the AmeriCorps crew from the ‘West House’ for their 
assistance with various departmental projects.

ANIMAL CONTROL DIVISION 

The staff of the Animal Control Division continues to strive fot 
excellence by providing the best services for the people and ani 
within the Town of Sandwich. 


Our two (2) part-time Deputy Animal Control Officers (DACO 
John Pimental and Walter Fagnant, Jr. have attended several confer 
ences and workshop and received certifications to help serve the town’ 
animals and owners. This past year they responded to a total of 694 calls 
including 572 calls regarding domestic animal emergencies, 125 calls 
regarding lost pets, they have also assisted the Department of Natural 
Resources with one hundred twenty two (122) wildlife emergencies. 
Please refrain from feeding stray animals and wildlife. Keep in mind, 
indirect feeding (i.e. Birdfeeders, improper storage of garbage, etc.) 
is an attraction to strays and wildlife, especially during warm spells 
in the winter months. 


In April, the division assisted the Sandwich Lion’s Club in their 
Rabies Clinic. This annual clinic continues to provide affordable ser- 
vices to the community and tries to help offset some of the costs that 
come with animal ownership. Rabies prevention starts with the animal 
owner. Protect yourself, your pet and our community by ensuring your 
animals are vaccinated. 


With the help from the Town Clerk’s office, this year we saw an 
increase of over 250 dog licenses due to the DACO attempts to speak 
with residents on a personal level, advising them of their responsibili- 
ties to have their dogs licensed. I offer my sincere appreciation for all 
of their hard work. 


We also began an affiliation with Oceanside Animal Hospital 
to assist with various domestic animal emergencies in the event we 
cannot locate an owner. We would like to thank Dr. Corey Blake and 
her staff for their donation of ‘Mutt Mitt’ dog waste disposal dispensers 
at many of our conservation properties throughout town, including the 
Ryder, Murkwood & Talbot’s Point Conservation Lands. 


We continue to experience an increase in animals left behind 
or abandoned by their owners. The economic slump is still affecting 
our non-profit animal welfare shelters across the state and throughout 
the country; this ripple effect has made it much more difficult finding 
space within non-profits and adopting pets into permanent homes. 
In each case of an unclaimed or abandoned animal we try to set up 


to connect the townspeople with their missing pets and calm worried 
pet owners. A special thanks to our part-time DACO’s, John Pimental, 
and Walter Fagnant whose hard-working efforts are appreciated by our 
townspeople and staff.

Report of the 
HARBORMASTER 


I respectfully submit my annual report for the 2012/2013 boat- 
ing season. Our season went well and we continue to be attentive to 
the needs of our customer base. Our recreational and commercial slip 
rentals were once again rented to capacity. Fuel sales and boat ramp 
activity were up slightly, while transient traffic decreased from the 
previous year. In a very challenging economic period, our revenues 
have stayed moderate. 


During the spring of 2012, marina staff was busy constructing 
one hundred and fifty feet of new launching ramp floats at the boat 
ramp. This project, which replaced floats built in 1991, was completed 
in-house at a substantial savings. During the winter of 2012/2013, we 
have begun construction to replace the west side of the boat ramp, again 
utilizing our own personnel. These new docks will service thousands 
of boaters who use the boat ramp annually. 


The marina was also successful in completing a number of 
projects stipulated in our new lease with the Army Corps of Engineers 
(ACOE). A total of forty-nine new parking spaces were installed on 
Freezer Road to accommodate marina customers as well as people 
visiting the canal. The new parking lot alleviates parking problems 
on Freezer Road and in the canal bike path area. 
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In addition to the above projects, we also completed a new 
off-loading area for our commercial fisherman adjacent to the old 
Freezer plant. This included repairing the I-beams and fender system 
on the bulkhead and installing a cement pad with a davit and hoist for 
the offloading of caTeacher In the spring of 2013, a new float system 
will be installed at the end of Dock E to lease to vessels used in canal 
operations. 


Lastly we look forward to continuing discussions with the ACOE 
in our efforts to construct a new office building. We expect to have a 
better idea regarding the location and time frame for this construction 
in the coming year. In the meantime, while we strive to improve the 
overall appearance of the marina, the roof on the existing marina office 
was replaced and the trim repainted. 


In conclusion I would like to extend my thanks to the Board 
of Selectmen, Town Manager Bud Dunham and especially Assistant 
Town Manager Doug Lapp for their assistance during this past year. 
My sincere thanks is also extended to my own staff, Troy Lima, Trish 
Wojnar and Brenda Manley who recently retired after twenty-two years 
of dedicated service to the marina. Without their efforts and the efforts 
of our highly skilled seasonal staff, the accomplishments of 2012/2013 
would not have been possible.

Report of the 
COMMUNITY PRESERVATION 


COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich Community Preservation Committee is charged 
with making recommendations to Town Meeting for funding of 
projects from the trust fund created by the Community Preservation 
Act. Community Preservation Act funding includes the 3% property 
tax surcharge (formerly used for the Land Bank) as well as matching 
funds provided by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Community Preservation Act funds may be appropriated for 
projects related to: preservation or acquisition of open space; historic 
preservation; creation or preservation of community housing (hous- 
ing for persons with income at or below the area median income), 
and recreation. 


Projects recommended by the Committee and approved by Town 
Meeting in 2012 included: 


* $350,000 for reconstruction of the area adjacent to Town 
Hall, including a new plaza at the town artesian well, a new 
pedestrian bridge across Mill Brook next to Town Hall, and 
reconstruction of the stone retaining wall along the herring 
run. This project is the final phase of the overall Sandwich 
Town Hall restoration project. (Approved at the 2012 Annual 
Town Meeting.) 


* $17,000 for continuation of the Town Clerk’s preservation 
of historical records. (Approved at the October 2012 Special 
Town Meeting.) 
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Projects completed in 2012 were: improvements to the To 
Library roof, as well as much needed drainage work and landscaping; 
Completion of the walking bridge over the Upper Shawme Pond dam 
and the High School Track. 


Also in 2012 the Legislature passed and the Governor signed 
amendments to the Community Preservation Act. These amendments 
provide some increased funding for the state matching funds provided 
under the Act. The Amendments also make clear that Community Pres- 
ervation Act funds can be used for the construction and rehabilitation 
of recreational facilities. The immediate impact of the amendments for: 
the Town of Sandwich is that the funds previously appropriated for 
the Sandwich Adventure Playground in the amount of $126,000. can 
now be used for that purpose. These funds were not expended because 
a Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court decision had stated that the 
use of Community Preservation Act funds for recreational purposes 
was strictly limited. Sandwich Town Counsel has affirmed that due 
to the 2012 amendments, the Sandwich Adventure Playground funds 
can now be expended without the necessity of further action by the 
Community Preservation Committee or Town Meeting. 


The Community Preservation Committee continues to seek ap- 
plications for appropriate projects in the areas of open space, historic 
preservation, recreation, and community housing.

As the third year of my term is about to conclude, again, Waste- 
ter solutions, Broadband and bicycling (safe) were a priority for me. 


My work on several subcommittees was exciting as some were 
ding (Planning Committee) working with historical changes in 
tham, South Sandwich Village, Barnstable Airport Re-Dedication, 
ilding additions to various businesses in Hyannis and of course our 
lar CCC meetings. 


We saw several new faces as new members filled vacancies 
‘or members who had decided to retire, All in all it was a very good 
ear and advances are being made to our priority list, along with the 
ollowing work accomplished by the commission. 


The Cape Cod Commission (CCC) is the regional land use plan- 
1ing, economic development, and regulatory agency created in 1990 to 
serve the citizens and 15 towns of Barnstable County, Massachusetts. 
e Commission’s mission is to keep this special place special, and 
he agency strives to achieve technical excellence, environmental 
srotection balanced with economic progress, and regional consensus. 
Within that framework and under the leadership of Executive Director 
Paul Niedzwiecki, the Commission established three regional priorities 
‘or Fiscal Year 2012: 


Wastewater Management — Related to this priority, the Com- 
nission’s members and staff this year pursued wastewater management 
slanning for ecological and economic sustainability; considered green 
wastewater management alternatives; worked toward creation of a 
regional wastewater management plan; analyzed region-wide cost 
estimates for wastewater treatment; developed the WatershedMVP 
application, which allows users to analyze land use, water use, and 
wastewater management options and compare their costs for any 
lected area of Cape Cod; and pursued extensive public/community 
utreach. 


Wind Energy Planning — Related to this priority, the Commis- 
ion’s members and staff this year pursued ocean management planning 
regulation of renewable energy facilities, sand and gravel mining, and 
le and pipeline installations; completed planning work for the Cape 
Cod Ocean Management Planning District of Critical Planning Concern 
(DCPC); developed the Cape Cod Ocean Management Plan (OMP), 
amended the Cape Cod Regional Policy Plan (RPP); and created a techni- 
cal bulletin to guide visual impact assessments for offshore development. 


Economic Development — Related to this priority, the Com- 
mission’s members and staff this year pursued enhanced partnerships 
for a smarter Cape Cod; identified priority projects for the Compre- 
hensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS); enhanced data sets 
and analysis tools in the online STA7Scapecod.org demographic and 
economic data service; pursued implementation of regional economic 
strategies in local communities; completed the Cape Cod Business Cli- 
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mate Survey; and coordinated local Economic Development Industrial 
Corporation (EDIC) partnerships. 


In addition to benefitting from the Cape-wide regional services 
and programs of the Commission, each of the 15 towns on Cape Cod 
received a variety of direct assistance tailored to that community’s 
specific needs. The highlights of Sandwich-specific activities during 
Fiscal Year 2012 follow: 


Planning, Community Development, and Technical Services 

The Commission’s planning and technical staff prepared a 
scope of work for an update to the Massachusetts Military Reservation 
(MMR) Joint Land Use Study (JLUS). 


The Commission’s historic preservation staff specialist provided 
analysis and recommendations to the Sandwich historical Commission 
to assist with efforts to preserve the Sandhill School, and provided 
assistance to the town’s Old King’s Highway Committee reviewing 
changes to historic properties in Sandwich. 


The Commission’s special projects coordinator developed a 
design for an interpretive sign about Sandwich attractions to be placed 
along the Cape Cod Canal bicycle trail. 


The Commission’s planning and transportation staff helped 
the town develop concepts to connect historic and economic areas 
of Sandwich to a proposed regional bicycle and pedestrian network. 


The Commission’s transportation staff developed a proposal 
for a Freezer Road bike path, for approval of eligibility for federal 
Congestion Mitigation Air Quality funding. 


Through the Cape Cod Metropolitan Planning Organization 
process for a previously approved Transportation Improvement 
Program (TIP), the Commission transportation staff helped the town 
acquire$ 138,580 for transit service, the first Cape Cod Regional Transit 
Authority service to function in Sandwich. 


The Commission’s transportation staff conducted annual sum- 
mer traffic counts in Sandwich, including 26 ATRs (automatic traffic 
recorders). Counts included portions of Routes 130, 6, and 6A, Board- 
ley Road, Chase Road, Cotuit Road, Harlow Road, Jarves Street, Old 
County Lane, Quaker Meetinghouse Road, Race Lane, and Tupper 
Road in Sandwich. 


The Commission’s water staff conducted the annual Pond and 
Lake Stewardship (PALS) freshwater ponds water-quality sampling 
snapshot for Lawrence and Triangle ponds. 


The Commission’s GIS staff supported all of the above as neces- 
sary and provided several town-specific services, including mapping 
and data analyses for bike path planning, analysis of the town’s portion 
of the Regional Land Use Vision Map, mapping and analysis for the 
Massachusetts Estuaries Project for Scorton Creek and for Sandwich 
Harbor, and a base map of the town for The Barnstable Patriot's 
information booklet. 


Regulatory Activities 
DRI Mitigation Funds in Fiscal Year 2012 

The Commission provided $86,789 toward the Quaker Meet- 
inghouse Road sidewalk project. 


DRI Decisions in Fiscal Year 2012 

NSTAR Lower SEMA 345kV Transmission Project — The 
Commission approved as a DRI the proposed construction of 1.5 
miles of 345-kilovolt transmission line in Bourne, the separation of 
an existing double-circuit line, the increase in voltage on 7.6 miles in 
Sandwich and Barnstable, and the construction of a new substation 
in West Barnstable along transmission line rights-of-way in Bourne, 
Sandwich, and Barnstable on 1/19/12. 


DRI Minor Modifications — Type #1 

Seacoast Monopole — The Commission’s executive director 
approved a requested minor modification to the previously approved 
decision, to accommodate upgrades to Sprint’s equipment. 


Watts Family Farm Wireless Telecommunications — The 
Commission’s executive director approved a requested minor modi- 
fication to the previously approved decision, to accommodate revised 
exterior lighting. 
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DRI Reviews Ongoing at Fiscal Year End 

Sagamore Line Reinforcement Project (Western Segment) 
— the proposed installation of 11,000 feet of 20-inch diameter gas 
pipeline along Service Road between Route 130 and Quaker Meet- 
inghouse Road. 


Sandwich Beach Nourishment Dredging — the proposed beach 
nourishment and maintenance dredging project. DRI review pending 
Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act (MEPA) certificate. 


South Sandwich Village — the proposed 50-acre smart growth, 
mixed-use, pedestrian-oriented village center off Route 130 and Cotuit 
Road. The applicant proposes to include mixed-use retail, office, and 
residential buildings, a community center, a sports complex, and a 
library. The project will involve the redevelopment of three existing 
shopping plazas. DRI review pending Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act (MEPA) certificate. 


Other Regulatory Assistance 

The Commission provided technical comments to the Massa- 
chusetts Environmental Policy Act (MEPA) office for the following 
projects: (1) Tsakalos Realty Trust/South Sandwich Village — 9/13/11; 
and (2) Greenwood Meadows — 6/25/12.

As I 
complete my tenth year as a board member and second as Chair it is 
my privilege and pleasure to have seen the successful effort by staff to 
deliver that and to be part of the board that supports them.

Cape Light Compact is an intergovernmental organization con- 
sisting of the 21 towns and two counties on Cape Cod and Martha’s 
Vineyard. The Compact’s mission is to serve our 200,000 customers 
through the delivery of proven energy efficiency programs, effective 
consumer advocacy, competitive electricity supply and green power 
options. 


POWER SUPPLY 

Natural gas prices continue to be the primary driver of electricity 
prices in New England since natural gas generation sets the price for 
most hours of the year in New England. There are two primary inputs 
to natural gas prices: the fuel itself and the cost to deliver it into New 
England (or basis). Natural gas futures are traded on various financial 
markets, and the major price index people use is an index called Henry 
Hub, which is a delivery point near the Gulf of Mexico. 


During the first half of 2012, natural gas future prices on Henry 
Hub remained low and relatively stable due to an abundant supply of

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the fuel, though they began increasing somewhat after hitting lows in 
March and April. Natural gas future prices increased modestly in the 
second half of 2012, but continued strong supply has helped cap prices 
from increasing significantly at Henry Hub. More significantly, the cost 
to deliver natural gas to New England has risen significantly since the 
beginning of the year, primarily for the winter months, when there are 
constraints on the amount of natural gas that can be imported into the 
region. This second cost component of natural gas is putting upward 
pressure on electricity pricing in the short term, however pricing still 
remains at attractive levels. 


We expect pricing for the first half of 2013 to increase from 
their current levels in the high six-cent range to levels in the high 
seven-cent range. 


In 2012, Cape Light Compact provided energy to residents 
and businesses in accordance with a competitive electricity supply 
contract negotiated by the Compact with ConEdison Solutions. As of 
December 2012, the Compact had 7373 electric accounts in the Town 
of Sandwich on its energy supply.

Funding for the energy efficiency programs (i.e. energy audits 
for homes and businesses, rebates on the purchase of energy efficient 
appliances and energy education in our schools) comes from a monthly 
customer energy conservation charge ($0.0025 cents mul- 
tiplied by the number of kilowatt hours used during the 
month) that appears on each customer’s electric bill. 


Other Cape Light Compact Efforts Include: 
Four ENERGY STAR® qualified homes were con- 
structed in the Town of Sandwich. 


The Cape Light Compact continues to support energy 
education to the Sandwich Schools through our education 
partnership with the National Energy Education Develop- 
ment program (NEED), teacher workshops, and curriculum 
and science-based energy education materials aligned with 
the national and state science education standards. 


High School students under the direction of Mr. Gil 
Newton, served as teachers for the students at Oakridge 
School for a fun filled morning of energy science activities 
at the school’s annual Energy Carnival in April. These stu- 
dents received state recognition from the MA Department 
of Energy Resources for their efforts in energy education 
outreach to the community. 


Mrs. Linda Paltrinari’s 5" grade students 
at Forestdale School formed an energy club 
under the direction of Dr. Laura Gregario- 
Tanguilig and won state-wide and national 
recognition for their efforts in educational com- 
munity outreach. 


The graph at right depicts the lifetime 
generation of electricity and avoided CO, at 
the Forestdale School since its installation 
in 2006, as part of the Solarize Our Schools 
program.

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Report of the 
CAPE COD WATER PROTECTION 
COLLABORATIVE 


Wastewater management continued to be the primary focus for 
the Collaborative this year. The discussions this year revolved around 
ongoing litigation, the evaluation of a regionalized approach to 
wastewater management, and the ongoing support of local planning 
and implementation efforts. The Collaborative continued to be a 
forum for towns to obtain information on best practices and guidance 
from the experiences of other towns throughout the region. 


The ongoing lawsuits between the Conservation Law 
Foundation, the Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency remains unresolved as of this 
writing. Barnstable County, while not a party to the litigation, played 
an important role in the cases while the parties attempted to have 
settlement discussions. The executive directors of the Collaborative 
and the Cape Cod Commission both participated in a portion of the 
settlement talks to educate the parties as to the state of wastewater 
management efforts on the Cape and the implications of the possible 
settlement terms on the region. While the parties did not settle and 
have proceeded to file brief in preparation to argue their respective 
cases, the educational efforts of the County left both sides better 
informed of local conditions. The Collaborative continues to actively 
monitor the progress of the litigation. 
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The County Commissioner directed the executive directors of 
the Collaborative and the Commission to undertake an assessment 
of the possible benefits of a regionalized approach to wastewater 
management. The directive was issued early in 2012 with a report 
date of December 31, 2012. To ensure openness and input from the 
public, the Governing Board of the Collaborative has discussed each 
subject matter issue evaluated by staff prior to it being taken out 
for a broader public discussion. In addition, the Executive Director 
met with each of the 15 Boards of Selectmen and Councilors to 
provide an opportunity for input and discussion. The evaluation is not 
complete as of this writing, but all involved have committed to full 
public discussion and disclosure of the analysis as it is developed and 
presented to the Commissioners for their action. 


Lastly, the Collaborative has maintained its practice of 
supporting local planning and management efforts. The Collaborative 
has continued to provide third party consulting support in engineering 
and planning reviews and financial management to any town 
requesting such support. The majority of Cape towns have accessed 
this support and the budget to continue this program was expanded 
and increased in FY 13.

Report of the 
ENERGY COMMITTEE 


The Board of Selectmen formed the Sandwich Energy Commit- 
tee (SEC) on January 24, 2008. The SEC was created in response to 
The Alternative Energy Initiative Report of October 30, 2007, which 
recommended, “the formation of an energy committee with a broad 
scope of duties.” The SEC is composed of seven members appointed 
annually by the Board of Selectmen. We currently have five members, 
with two positions vacant. 


The SEC’s Mission Statement, is as follows: 

The charge of the Sandwich Energy Committee (SEC) is to 
investigate, study, and recommend viable methods for achieving 
energy and resource conservation, as well as renewable and alterna- 
tive energy production. The SEC also will promote energy education 
within our town. The SEC will strive to do this through cooperation 
with governmental agencies, businesses, non-profit organizations, as 
well as the general public. 


We are especially proud that we stayed true to our goal to work 
cooperatively with other town departments and boards, the business 
community, and the general public. Our progress during 2012, con- 
sistent with our mission, is as follows: 


SEC Members started off the year by completing the Annual 
Ethics Training in January and compiling an update for the 2011 An- 
nual Town Report. : 


The Energy Committee created a Facebook Page in order to help 
spread the word about local events, energy issues and committee news. 


You can find the page at http://www.facebook.com/SandwichEnergy- 


Committee , help us spread the word! 


The Committee also continued to pursue the various require- 
ments to become an official Green Community. The requirements 
are as follows: 


* Provide as-of-right siting in designated locations for renew- 
able/alternative energy generation, research & development, 
or manufacturing facilities. 

* Adopt an expedited application and permit process for as- 
of-right energy facilities. 

* Establish an energy use baseline and develop a plan to reduce 
energy use by twenty percent (20%) within five (5) years. 

* Purchase only fuel-efficient vehicles. 

* Set requirements to minimize life-cycle energy costs for 
new construction; one way to meet these requirements is to 
adopt the new Board of Building Regulations and Standards 
(BBRS) Stretch Code. 


The Committee made a great deal of progress with the Energy 
Benchmarking project using the Mass Energy Insights Program. 
Almost all of the town’s NStar and National Grid accounts have been 
identified, categorized and assigned. The only remaining step to com- 
pleting the data base is to enter oil and propane accounts manually. 
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The Committee was also involved in the process of the as-of- 

right solar by-law that went to Town Meeting in 2012. SEC attended a 
March public hearing held by the Town Planning Board to voice sup- 
port for the by-law. The Planning Board voted to approve the by-law 
and place it on the ballot for Town Meeting. Committee members spoke 
again at Town Meeting in May in favor of the by-law and it passed 
with a majority of attendants voting in favor of adopting the by-law, 
The Committee would like to thank all members of the Planning Board 
who helped with this exciting accomplishment. 


SEC also sent formal comments during the public comment pe- 
riod for the Wind Turbine Health Impact Study prepared in January by 
an independent expert panel for the MA Department of Environmental 
Protection and the Department of Health. SEC members applauded 
the DEP and DPH for convening the panel and were pleased that the 
results support the state’s goals of 2000 MW of wind energy produc- 
tion by 2020 as well as the Global Warming Solutions Act mandate 
for reduction of greenhouse gas emissions 80% below 1990 levels by 
2050 as well as a 25% reduction by 2020. 


Another exciting accomplishment of the Sandwich Energy 
Committee was the first annual Earth Day Event and Energy Expo, 
held on April 21, 2012 at Town Hall. Representative Randy Hunt gave 
the keynote address, Mary Jane Sorrentino gave a presentation on the 
Climate Reality Project, and a coastal specialist for the Woods Hole 
Sea Grant Gregory Berman presented on sea level rise and the poten- 
tial impacts to the Town of Sandwich. There were information booths 
from the Department of Public Works, the Cape Light Compact and 
the Energy Committee. SEC would like to thank all of the speakers 
and expo presenters, the Chamber of Commerce, Hyannis Country 
Garden for supplying flowers, and the volunteers from Sandwich 
High School’s Environmental Technology class and everyone involved 
who helped make the day a huge success. Pictures can be seen on our 
Facebook page. 


SEC also welcomed a new member, Everett Horn, the Cape 
Light Compact representative for the Town. In September, the commit- 
tee voted on officers We welcomed Kevin Burgess as our new Chair- 
man, Ann Moehle as Vice President and Sarah Cote as Secretary. Many 
thanks are owed to Damien Houlihan for his past service as Chairman. 
Maggie Downey of the Cape Light Compact also visited the SEC in 
September to discuss the CLC’s Three Year Plan for 2013-2015. 


The members of the Sandwich Energy Committee look forward 
to continue to work with all of the town departments and employees 
to increase our sustainability as a community.

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Report of the 
HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Sandwich Historical Commission was established by Town 
Meeting in 1971 and acts as the local branch of the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission. The SHC is a collaborative effort of seven 
volunteer members who are appointed by the Board of Selectmen to 
identify, preserve, develop, and protect the historical assets of the town, 
including structures, burial grounds, monuments, natural features and 
other landmarks and sites of significant value to the town. 


The Commission was actively involved in the question of how 
to preserve and use the Sand Hill School/Clark-Haddad building. At 
year’s end the SHC was seeking alternative uses for the building and 
the surrounding lot with the goal of finding the highest use for the 
property, consistent with the U.S. Secretary of State’s standards for 
historic preservation. 


The SHC was honored to be approached by Ms. Faith Gregor 
of Denver, CO, a great-great-great granddaughter of Charles Coates- 
worth Pinckney Waterman, the Clerk and Paymaster of the Boston 
& Sandwich Glass Company. She donated a family history that she 
authored, and a handwritten journal by C.C.P. Waterman (300+ pages) 
detailing his genealogy with some family/regional history of the 1600s 
and 1700s. The books are available for viewing in the Archives.

Carolyn Crowell—Carolyn’s long history with the commission 
and personal insight into the recent history of Sandwich make her an in- 
valuable asset. She conducted a study of archaeological artifacts stored 
in Town Hall. She then worked with Dave Wheelock and Janice Caron 
managing storage assessments and cataloging archaeological artifacts. 


William Daley — Bill is committed to making the 375" anni- 
versary of the founding of Sandwich a great success. He represented 
the commission to the Sandwich 375 Committee as coordinator of 
historical events. In addition, Bill’s coordination of the Historic Marker 
Program has been a tremendous success. His effort has resulted in 121 
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approved markers through December, 2012. This information is used 
to enhance the MACRIS files, thus filling a dual purpose. Bill also 
authored several articles for publication in magazines, newspapers 
and inclusion in the web site. 


Lisa Hassler — Lisa joined the Commission in July 2012. She 
began crafting an adaptive reuse plan for the Sand Hill School. This 
project includes conducting multiple case studies and specific recom- 
mendations for integrating the building into the community. 


Jennifer Madden — Vice Chair. Jennifer successfully imple- 
mented a cemetery preservation plan for Old Town Burying Ground. 
She is continually evaluating the most pressing needs for cemetery 
preservation and allocating funding for restoration and documentation. 


Cemeteries are a memorial to the great achievements of the 
common everyday people that lived and worked in Sandwich, leading 
to the creation of a better town for those that followed. Our primary 
objective is the preservation of these unique historical resources for 
future generations and to increase the awareness and importance of our 
historic cemeteries as sources of community and state pride. 


Jonathan Shaw — Jon is the SHC’s distinguished liaison to the 
Community Preservation Committee. His extensive knowledge of 
the policies, procedures, and operations of national, state, and local 
preservation programs has a measurable effect on preservation efforts 
in Sandwich. He coordinated the Artesian Well project next to Town 
Hall. The effort resulted in designed schematics for the area which 
extends from the Town Hall stoop to the Dexter Grist Mill, complete 
pedestrian accessibility to the fountain, dredging to protect adjacent 
Mill Pond and reconstruction of the stone wall to protect the herring run. 


Kate Bavelock — Kate is the Executive Director of the Sandwich 
Chamber of Commerce and has been active in the commission since 
2009. The Chamber annually donates a portion of the proceeds of the 
Christmas House Tour.

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Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


Overlooking the Lower Shawme Pond in the historic center of 
Sandwich, bordered by the newly renovated Town Hall, the Dexter 
Grist Mill was in full operation from late June to Columbus Day. This 
season The Mill ground nearly 3 tons of com, selling it to local visitors 
and businesses from Sandwich to Provincetown alike; the corn meal 
was also packaged and sent as far as California to fulfill its mail orders. 


Thomas Dexter built the Mill between 1640 and 1646. He was 
one of the original Ten Men of Saugus who settle Sandwich in 1637. 
The Dexter family owned the Mill until 1700 when it was sold to Capt. 
Seth Pope. After remaining idle for many years, there was renewed 
interest in the Mill and a historical restoration began in 1961. All of 
the later additions on the site were removed and the Mill, still in its 
original location, was restored to a 17th century working grist mill. 
All the Mill’s machinery is the earliest type used in this country and 
is driven by water power from Shawme Pond. Those who enjoy bak- 
ing can purchase freshly ground cornmeal packaged in old fashioned 
cloth bags. 


This was the second season the Sandwich Recreation Depart- 
ment oversaw the operations at the Mill and its dedicated staff. Our 
millers worked hard day in and day out, grinding corn and educating 
the many visitors on how the Mill operates along with providing the 
history of the Mill and the Town of Sandwich. The Mill was host to 
hundreds of visitors from all over the country and world, and like 
in years past, welcomed the 3rd graders from the three Sandwich 
Elementary schools. 


I would like to thank all of the staff for their continued dedication 
to the Town and the Dexter Grist Mill. Also, I would like to thank the 
Sandwich Facilities Department, Sandwich Chamber of Commerce, 
the Sandwich Museum coalition and Scenic Roots Garden Center.

It is truly 
representative of early colonial construction; it is a first period house. 


This was the second season; the Sandwich Recreation Depart- 
ment has overseen the operations and its dedicated docent staff. The 
Hoxie House was open to visitors and residents from the end of June 
until Columbus Day. Our docent staff is adept at providing tours to the 
diverse visitors who come through its doors. Whether their audience is a 
3rd grade class from Sandwich Public Schools or visitors from another 
country; they are able to share their knowledge of the vibrant history of 
the Town, points of interest in the house and furnishings, along with an 
explanation of where some whimsical sayings from that period were 
derived. Our staff is friendly, informative, and entertaining; visitors 
leave with a smile and a better understanding of life in Colonial days.

OLD KING’S HIGHWAY REGIONAL 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION — 


The Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District Act was 
passed by the Massachusetts legislature and signed into law in 1973 
(Chapter 470, as amended.) The purpose of the Act is to preserve and pro- 
tect the buildings, settings, and places within the historic district, which 
includes portions of Sandwich, Barnstable, Dennis, Yarmouth, Brewster, 
and Orleans. Each member town has a local Historic District Commit- 
tee, and there is a Regional Historic District Commission comprised of 
the chairs from each town’s committee. The Sandwich Historic District 
includes all properties located between Route 6 and Cape Cod Bay, 
extending from the town line with Bourne to the border of Barnstable. 


All exterior changes to a property, including new building 
construction, additions/alterations and demolitions must receive 
Sandwich Historic District Committee (SHDC) approval prior to the 
commencement of work. Approval is also required for sheds, decks, 
window and door replacements, signs, retaining walls, walk-ways, 
driveway paving, aprons, fences, and exterior paint colors. Upon ap- 
proval, a Certificate of Appropriateness is issued. All applications are 
reviewed at the public hearings which are usually held on the second” 
and fourth Wednesday evenings of each month, starting at 6:30 Nd 
at the Town Office Building located at 16 Jan Sebastian Drive. For 
new building projects and large addition/alteration projects applicants 
are encouraged to come before the Committee informally to discuss’ 
project details prior to or during the design phase to get a sense for the 
design elements the Committee members may find inappropriate for! 
the site. These informal discussions are held at the end of the scheduled | 
public agenda items. . 


In January 2012, the SHDC re-elected William Collins as Chair- 
man for the year. The other elected members of the 2012 committee 
were Patricia McArdle, Barbara Shaner, and Andrew Jones. The 
Board of Selectmen, in addition, appointed Betty Allen and Richard 
Alger as alternate SHDC members and Barry Hall as the Committee | 
Builder/Architect. 


In 2012, the SHDC held hearings for 191 applications and 42 
exemptions. 


The annual election for one seat on the SHDC was held on 
November 23”. Patricia McArdle was elected to a four-year term. 


Thanks are due to all the members of the Committee who served 
in 2012. On behalf of our Committees, past and present, we would 
like to extend our sincere appreciation to Joan Evans, who retired in 
March. She was a dedicated secretary to the Building Department and 
Historic District Committee who provided knowledgeable guidance 
to the Committee as well as the public for many years. She will be 
truly missed. We welcomed Michelle Raymond, in March as our new 
secretary, and look forward to working with her in the future.

From the Chief of Police 

In 2012 the police department’s activity continued to grow. We 
experienced a 14% increase in calls for service from the previous year 
and a 53% increase since 2008. While our calls for service have risen 
and our staffing has remained the same, our officers continue to rise to 
the challenge and remain focused on professional policing. 


During the May 2012 Town Meeting, capital funding for a full 
Taser deployment within the department was approved. 
We have found that these devices have already prevented 
potential employee and aggressor injuries. 


We continue to maintain a close partnership with 
Sandwich’s substance abuse prevention task force. The 
department has taken several steps to assist in the support 
of substance abuse prevention. We partnered this year with 
Barnstable County and obtained a prescription drug drop 
box. This box is located within our lobby and is assessable 
by the public 24/7. We participated in each of the Drug 
Enforcement Agency’s prescription collection events. We 
added a new member to our department, a narcotics detection 
canine named Koda. Koda and her handler, Officer Matthew 
O’Brien, attended specialized training through the Plymouth 
County Sheriffs Office. The team has been on the road since 
the end of the summer. 


The department is actively involved with school 
safety. We regularly meet with school administrators to 
discuss best practices and safety issues. Our School Resource Officer, 
Officer Christa Cabral, is actively present at the high school. She has 
been involved with mentoring interns, organizing narcotics searches 
of the high school and providing support to all school administrators. 


This past summer Officer Daniel Perkins initiated the organiza- 
tion of a food drive sponsored by the Sandwich Police Department in

support of the Sandwich Food Pantry. The event was well supported 
by department members and the Sandwich Citizen Police Academy 
Alumni. The event was a great success and collected approximately 
$35,000 in donated food items. 


During the year, grant funding permitted the department to 
continue to offer a Youth Academy and Citizen Academy to the public. 
Both programs continue to be well attended. We have experienced 
great support from the alumni of the Citizen Police Academy. These 
volunteer members provided support to our officers during 
inclement weather events, Halloween, summer food drive, 
First Night, parades, Polar Express train event and during 
open houses at the police department. Their support is greatly 
appreciated. 


This past year we were actively involved with present- 
ing information about the proposed new Joint Public Safety 
Building and Sub-Station. Our present police station is in dire 
need of immediate replacement. On top of the known flooding 
and building deterioration issues, the movement of prisoners 
within our building is unsecure and a true safety issue for 
employees and the public. There simply is not enough space 
for employees to work. An 11x14 foot room is used by officers 
to write reports, process evidence, clear firearms, conduct 
shift briefings and eat their meals. Our one locker room is 
shared by males and females. The Town’s emergency radio 
and computer systems are all located within the basement of 
our building which floods. 


This year Lieutenant Gourley, Sergeant O’ Connell and 
Officer Legacy retired. Officers Cavanaugh and Lawrence 
were provisionally promoted to the rank of Sergeant and 
Sergeant Nurse was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant.

School Resource Officer Report 

The following is a summary of activities that have been accom- 
plished by the Sandwich Police Departments School Resource Officer, 
Officer Christa Cabral, during the 2012-2013 school year to date. 


Officer Cabral attended orientations at Camp Burgess for 
incoming freshmen in August of 2012. A separate orientation was 


held at Sandwich High School for their parents. These orientations 
allowed Officer Cabral to introduce herself as the SRO and explain 


The men and women of the Sandwich Police Department have what her goals and expectations were of both herself and the students 
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in Sandwich. Officer Cabral advised all that her position was there as 
a resource to students, parents, faculty and administrative staff. Social 
media issues, bullying and harassment laws were also addressed. 


Officer Cabral currently co-chairs with J.J. Burke of Sandwich 
Fire Department the BERT team safety committee. This committee 
addresses school safety concerns for both police and fire. Training 
of BERT Team members to assist in the event of an emergency is an = > 
ongoing process at all schools. Officer Cabral has assisted with sev- SANDWICH 
eral lockdown and fire drills in all of the public school including the POLIC 
Riverview School Campus. Officer Cabral and BERT team commit- C 
tee members met with the PTA at each elementary school to address 
concerns or suggestions related to further facilitating the proactive 
approach which supports student safety. 


DETECTIVE DIVISION 

The Detective Division consists of Detective Sergeant Terence 
Murphy, Detective Albert Robichaud and Detective/Court Officer 
Robert Brun. During the summer months School Resource Officer 
Christa Cabral also assists Detectives with their cases. 


Once again in 2012 a lot of effort was 
focused on drug enforcement by Detectives 
as there is a direct correlation between drug 
use and property crimes. In 2012 Sandwich 
Police initiated a drug interdiction unit. The 
unit is a combination of Detectives, Patrol 
Officers and the K-9 Officer, who proactively 
work together in an effort to take drugs off the 
streets of Sandwich. 


In 2012 Detectives investigated mul- 
tiple sexual assault cases, the victims ranging 
from child to adult. Officers Christa Cabral 
and Lauren Gilrein assisted Detectives in these 
investigations. Detectives also investigated 
armed robberies, motor vehicle break-ins, lar- 
cenies, shoplifting and identity thefts in 2012. 
The Detective Division strives to provide the 
best possible services to the community.

The Detective Division had a busy 2012 investigating breaking 
and entering into homes. During the summer months and into the fall 
there were over 50 reported home break-ins. Detective Robichaud 
spent a large amount of his time in 2012 investigating these crimes by 
following up leads, checking local pawn shops and speaking with other 
agencies in regards to stolen property. In one particular case, Detec- 
tives were conducting surveillance on a known suspect and watched 
him break into an unoccupied home in Sandwich, then subsequently 
arrested him.

Report of the 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit the annual report for the 
year 2012 for the Sandwich Fire Department. 


Fire, rescue and related incidents totaled 3,473 in 2012. This 
luded 2,457 medical calls, 108 fires and related incidents with dam- 
es totaling $ 1,138,103.00 and 908 other emergencies, including but 
t limited to: 114 hazardous incidents including flammable or toxic 
hemical spills, power lines down, attempted arsons, fuel leaks, struc- 
s hit by lightning, assistance to other agencies, and investigations. 
Eleven (11) firefighters sustained injuries while working last year. We 
averaged 9.5 emergencies a day, with Monday being our busiest day, 
d Sunday being the slowest. Our busiest hours are 8AM to 4PM = 
48% of all calls, 4PM to 12 Midnight = 35% ofall calls, and Midnight 
to 8AM = 16% of all calls. 


Last year 60 or 85% of the structure fires were in residential 
occupancies, with a dollar loss of $1,104,701.00. this was a sixteen 
percent increase from last year. Additionally, we treated one resident 
with injuries at structure fires last year. This underscores the need to 
properly locate and maintain smoke detectors. In 2006, the Center for 
Disease Control released a grant funding program for the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health in conjunction with the Massachusetts State Fire 
Marshal’s Office to offer free smoke detectors to those Massachusetts 
residents who qualify. The qualifications are your home must have been 
constructed prior to 1975 and have battery operated smokes. If you 
qualify please contact the Sandwich Fire Department Fire Prevention 
Division to schedule installation. 


Last year we were chosen by Senate President Therese Murray 
to host a carbon monoxide awareness event. Senate President Therese 
Murray, State Fire Marshal Steve Coan and Tom Sri, the Government 
Affairs Manager for the Kidde Company spoke about Nicole’s Law 
and the dangers of carbon monoxide poisoning. The Kidde Company 
donated 300 carbon monoxide detectors to give away on a first come 
first serve basis. The event was a huge success. 


Of the 69 carbon monoxide incidents we responded to, 8 had 
serious levels of carbon monoxide in the building. Residents must not 
take chances with carbon monoxide; it is odorless, tasteless and color- 
less and is easily overlooked. In many cases it is the poor maintenance 
of heating system that has caused the problem, followed by vehicles 
running in attached garages. Nicole’s Law which requires that every 
dwelling, building or structure including those owned by the Com- 
monwealth, occupied in whole or in part for residential purposes that, 
(1) contain fossil fuel burning equipment or (2) incorporate closed 
parking within its structure, be equipped by the owner with approved 
carbon monoxide alarms. All residential properties were mandate to 
have installed CO alarms as of March 31, 2006. 


Emergency medical calls numbered 2,457 involving 2,602 
patients, of whom we transported 1,814 patients to area hospitals. Out 
of those 2,457 calls, 581 required more than one ambulance and 1,463 
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required Advanced Life Support. We responded to 143 motor vehicle 
accidents and used the Jaws of Life and other heavy-rescue equipment 
to extricate numerous people. 


The Department’s 10 CPR/AED instructors taught 256 people 
in 30 Classes; including community/lay people, local Doctors, Nurses, 
Police, and Firefighters. Additionally, 338 blood pressure screenings 
were conducted between the Headquarters and Forestdale stations. 


Fire Prevention conducted 791 inspections, issued 687 permits 
and reviewed numerous commercial and residential plans, visited nu- 
merous homes and businesses to answer questions, performed public, 
private, and school safety programs. 


The Sandwich Fire Department continued its Fire Prevention 
Education program last year by conducting a series of site visits, 
lectures and 18 school safety drills. The drills included fire alarm, 
lockdown and storm dismissal drills. The drills were conducted at all 
Sandwich Public School as well as private schools and charter schools. 
They also did 25 public education presentations to various groups. 


Sandwich is divided into the 5 response districts listed below: 


District 1 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the Bourne town 
line and from power lines north. 1,067 medical calls, 36 fires totaling 
$738,100.00 in damages, and 284 other emergencies for a total of 1,387 
emergencies in this area, with average response times: Ambulance 5.3 
min. Fire 6.4 min. 


District 2 

Includes Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable 
town line and from power lines north. 430 medical calls, 32 fires 
totaling $13,501.00 in damages, 181 other emergencies for a total of 
643 emergencies in this area, with average response times: Ambulance 
9.68 min. Fire 10.00 min. 


District 3 

Includes power lines south to the Mashpee line and east from the 
Military boundary to Stowe Road. 724 medical calls, 31 fires totaling 
$11,002.00 in damages, and 258 other emergencies for a total of 1,013 
emergencies in this area, with average response times: Ambulance 
6.89 min. Fire 6.63 min. 


District 4 

Includes power lines south to the Mashpee line and from Stowe 
Road east to the Barnstable town line had 200 medical calls, 10 fires 
totaling $375,500.00 in damages, and 113 other emergencies for a total 
of 323 in this area, with average response times: Ambulance 11.00 
min. Fire 13.31 min. 


District 5 

Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal had 27 medical 
calls, 1 fire and 11 other emergencies for a total of 39 in this area, with 
average response time to this district is 12.33 minutes. 


Mutual Aid 

As part of the county mutual aid agreement, assistance was 
provided to other communities 68 times and we received their help 
158 times. The times we have multiple calls at once and no personnel 
in either station, causes us to call for Mutual Aid. 


Of the 3,473 emergencies we responded to 1,247 or 35% oc- 
curred while another emergency was being handled. As the call volume 
steadily increases it can and does in some cases extend response times 
until off duty personnel can get to the stations. Many of the longer 
times are for incidents that happen when we have three or more calls 
at the same time, are on the outer edges of the town, non-emergency 
requests for assistance or when we went mutual aid to another com- 
munity. The reason I mention this is because as we get more and more 
simultaneous calls we are going to need that third ambulance manned 
full time. The importance of response times is significant when you 
consider that the human brain suffers severe damage in only 4 to 6 
minutes, making recovery very difficult at best. Response time also 
impacts residential fires, as a room will flash over consuming the 
entire contents in 2.5 minutes preventing escape. Response times in 
Sandwich suffer because of poor station placement, no personnel in 
the East Sandwich station and the number of emergencies that come 
in at the same time as other emergencies. 


To meet the many and varied specialized needs presented to us 
at the various incidents 5,498 pieces of apparatus were needed, with 
the total number of 11,382 personnel responding to those incidents, 
much of which involves bringing additional personnel to complete 
vital tasks or relieve the first in crews. The volume and frequency of 
our incidents has a direct impact on our response times, the time from 
the receipt of the call to our arrival at the incident. 


Comprehensive Training of emergency response personnel is 
an Ongoing major concern and need. The challenges that are thrown 
at emergency responders today are becoming more and more difficult 
requiring specialized tools and techniques. Failure to properly train our 
personnel will some day come back to haunt the community. This must 
be dealt with sooner rather than later. 


The Sandwich Fire Department sponsored a Citizens Fire Acad- 
emy; this was a 12-week course where residents of Sandwich learned 
about the Sandwich Fire Department. Residents are shown how the 
fire department operates, what equipment we have, and some of the 
services we provided to the town. I would encourage resident to call 
the fire department to see when the class is being offered and sign up. 


Exercises 

The Sandwich Fire and Police Departments conducted a full 
scale school evacuation of the Oak Ridge School in June 2012. The 
school was evacuated for a simulated natural gas leak and students 
and staff was transported to the Corpus Christi Parish Center which 
functions as the Town’s Family Reunification Center. A total of 815 
students and staff were evacuated and transported back to the school 
in 90 minutes. The exercise is part of a series of yearly evacuation 
exercises conducted at each of the public schools in Sandwich. I want 
to thank Father George Harrison and the staff at Corpus Christi for 
providing invaluable assistance to the Town of Sandwich for school 
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safety. I also would like to thank Mo Macleod of First Student Trans- 
portation and the bus drivers of the Sandwich School District for 
participating in the exercise. 


The Sandwich Fire and Police Departments participated in a 
simulated home day care evacuation activity in June. There were (3) 
licensed home day care facilities in Sandwich that evacuated their 
location and arrived at the home day care family reunification center 
located at the Oak Crest Cove on Quaker Meetinghouse Road. The 
drill was a success and will now become a yearly activity to strengthen 
our emergency preparedness and response. 


The Sandwich Fire Department participated in an oil spill drill 
in October, with the Department of Environmental Protection that was 
simulated in the Old Harbor area of the Sandwich Boardwalk. The 
activity allowed for the Town of Sandwich agencies to work with their 
state and federal counterparts in a coordinated response activity that 
will only strengthen the town’s ability to respond to this type of crisis. 


As I stated before: A full time mechanic position is needed to 
safely and properly maintain the Fire Department’s apparatus. With 
nearly 4.5 million dollars in rolling stock alone, not including the sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars of specialized equipment that is carried 
on all of the units, it is critical that the maintenance of that equipment 
get the proper attention of a full time mechanic. Without a proactive 
maintenance plan and in house repair person, higher out of town repair 
costs and longer down times are inevitable. While we are fortunate to 
have a Firefighter/EMT who is knowledgeable and capable of doing 
much of the work, he is hampered by interruptions requiring his re- 
sponse on calls. Maintenance and repairs are very time consuming on 
the larger specialized fire and rescue equipment, making it difficult at 
best, for that member to handle during a shift that requires him to also 
respond to emergency calls. I strongly recommend that this become a 
full time position as soon as possible. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich and the Selectmen 
for supporting the Joint Public Safety Building. As you know the Fire 
Stations are bursting at the seams from both old age and increased 
functions that must be carried out in them. None of our fire stations 
are insulated causing very high-energy costs. There is also a serious 
lack of space for every facet of our operation from office and medical 
supplies to vehicles and equipment. We have been cited by the State 
Ambulance Inspector for not having adequate space for the storage 
of our ambulance supplies, not having a decontamination area for our 
medical supplies, and not having an adequate oxygen storage area. 
Closets have been turned into offices with files and supplies placed 
in the attics, hallways and in the apparatus bays. Vehicles must be 
specially ordered to fit in the buildings adding to their cost. Several 
specialized pieces of equipment must be parked outside, or at other 
locations within the town, delaying response, especially during the 
winter months, and adding to maintenance costs. The East Sandwich 
Fire Station still remains unmanned and is of great concern. If you look 
at the number of fires in the East Sandwich district it ranks second in 
the town, and on some occasions residents call for our response and 
then complain that we took so long to get there. 


The community faces many critical challenges over the next 


few years with public safety one of the key issues. A third of the com- 
munity receives less than reasonable fire and ambulance response 
times and coverage. One fire station sits too far south to benefit the 
greater population and all are too small for our busy operation. We 
are unable to store and maintain our equipment, supplies, and files, in 
a cost effective manner. Separate studies have recommended, along 
with the community asking for better Fire and Ambulance coverage. 
We will continue to try to accomplish this, while keeping in mind the 
fiscal effect this would have on the Town. 


I would also like to thank the Board of Selectman, other town 
boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and various or- 
ganizations of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue Departments, but most 
importantly the members of the Sandwich Fire Department and their 
families for their support and cooperation throughout the year.

Massachusetts provides an open burning season, however it has 
strict guidelines that must be adhered to, and everyone must obtain a 
permit from the fire department the day they would like to burn. Last 
year burning without a permit increased 10%. We do not have any 
discretion to expand the guidelines, change the hours, or extend the 
burning season. I ask that persons who wish to burn respect others 
and the law, as the right to burn brush is limited and not guaranteed. 


I would like to remind everyone that no fires are allowed on 
the beaches unless it is for cooking and then only if it meets stringent 
requirements. First a permit must be obtained from the fire department 
and you must follow the rules set by the Selectmen and the State. A 
copy of the rules will be given to you when you obtain a permit. 


The Fire Department should have three brush trucks, and we are 
still in the process of converting the military surplus vehicle that we 
obtained into a breaker when funds become available. The other two 
brush trucks are: a 1953 Studebaker, and a 1970 Kaiser. Both of these 
trucks were military surplus and it is getting more and more difficult 
to obtain parts for them. 


On the Upper Cape we have some of the largest contiguous 
tracks of natural woodlands, with much of it in and around Sandwich. 
Sandwich has the distinction of having two of the largest acreage, 2,000 
and 2,500 acre. Forest fires on Cape Cod in size, are second in the 
Northeast only to Plymouth. With the increase in the number of homes 
and their proximity to the woods, the losses will be high without quick 
action. The types of vegetation and weather conditions, including ever 
changing winds, put Cape Cod in the top three in the United States 
for forest fire spread and severity. Rapid response to and the control 
of outside fires are imperative to prevent the major fires this town has 
experienced in the past. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other town 
boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and organizations 
of Sandwich, other Fire Departments and especially the members of 
the Sandwich Fire Department and their families for their support and 
cooperation throughout the year.

Report of the 
BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


The Building Department consists of the building, electrical, 
plumbing and gas inspectors along with the staff to support each of 
these functions. The department serves the town of Sandwich to en- 
sure the public safety in enforcement of all applicable building codes, 
regulations and by-laws making certain that the buildings under its ju- 
risdiction are constructed and maintained safely. The Building Depart- 
ment also serves the administration and enforcement of the Protective 
Zoning By-Law, The Old King’s Highway Historic Committee and 
the Architectural Access Board regulations as well as other oversight 
as may be determined by the Selectmen or the Town Manager. 


The 8" Edition of the Building Code (2009 International Build- 
ing Code and the 2009 International Residential Code for One and 
Two-Family Dwellings) with the respective, proprietary Massachusetts 
Amendments continues to be in effect and will not change until the 
2015 Building Code cycle. 


As indicated by the chart below, there was an increase in the 
amount of new single-family homes built during the year along with 
the combination of additions and alterations.

During this calendar year, the Building Department processed 
permits totaling $337,398.00 inclusive of Plumbing/Gas permit fees 
of $32,233.00 and Electrical permit fees of $23,935.00.

The Building Department worked closely with the Town Planner 
in an effort to update the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-Laws to help 
clarify and define, more precisely, areas of the By-Laws frequently 
open to interpretation. The process of updating the files and filing 
system continues. Also, more usage of computer permitting has been 
instituted and will expand in the upcoming year to computer inspec- 
tion tracking bringing all phases of the Building Department to a more 
automated technology. 


In this calendar year, we had two of our administrative stalwarts 
retire; Joan Evans and Katherine Walter. We thank them for their 
untiring service to this department and to the town. They are certainly 
missed; however we wish them many years of contentment in their 
retirement. Michelle Raymond has taken over as office manager and 
further administrative help is given by Heidi Hawkins, Tori Hall and 
Kim Cavanaugh. On behalf of all the inspectors, we give our sincere 
thanks to them for their help and support, especially during this transi- 
tional time. The continued support from all of the department heads and 
their staff throughout the town helps in completing all tasks that come 
before the building department. Also, Pete Sherwin, Assistant Building 
Inspector, as always, continues to unselfishly dedicate his time and ef- 
forts, through inspections, zoning and permit inquiries and especially 
making certain that all annual inspections are thoroughly completed; 
an effort that ensures that all places of assembly are maintained and 
are safe for use by our citizens and others. 


As part of the public safety team in the Town of Sandwich, 
we look forward to continually serve the town for any questions that 
our citizens, contractors, design professionals and visitors may have 
regarding any phase of building, zoning and historic district issues 
along with accessibility, sign and other safety issues.

Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health and its Health Department strives to 
maintain programs to protect the public and environmental health, 
enforce and educate those state laws that authorizes the Health De- 
partment to enforce such and to develop programs that will reflect 
the anticipated changes in Public and Environmental Health. 


The development of the Comprehensive Water Resources 
Management Plan continued to be the focal point of the Health 
Department this past year. This is year two of a three year process 
for the development of the CWRMP. The Health Department is 
working closely with its consultant Wright-Pierce and the Water 
Quality Advisory Committee. The first year has been the develop- 
ment of Phase I which is the Needs Assessment. This year the WQAC 
began Phase II which is comprised of the Alternatives Analysis. The 
Alternatives Analysis looks at the existing conditions in the town 
and looks at alternatives by watershed to determine what wastewater 
options are best suited for each watershed. The Sandwich Health 
Department, the only Health Department in the Commonwealth to 
implement the MEP program is awaiting the results from SMAST. 
The results of the MEP analysis will be utilized in the development 
of the CWRMP. The development of the CWRMP will allow the 
Town to determine Sandwich’s wastewater issues and how Sand- 
wich’s wastewater affects the estuaries in Barnstable, Mashpee, and 
Falmouth. This process utilizes groundwater watersheds to model 
future impacts. The Town needs to review nitrogen issues affecting 
these embayment’s and determine a plan of action if needed to assist 
in nitrogen reduction. This data will be utilized to determine how to 
address wastewater in the Town of Sandwich. To simply state that 
the Town of Sandwich requires sewering and wastewater treatment 
plants is premature and scientifically unfounded at this time. 


Meanwhile the Health Department and the Board of Health 
continues to identify septic systems requiring upgrade and compli- 
ance while educating the community of the need for proper sewage 
treatment and disposal. 


The economy and resulting foreclosures has impacted the 
Health Department resulting in an increase of General Complaints 
and Housing Complaints. Foreclosures have resulted in abandoned 
dwellings or bank takeovers resulting in trash and debri in yards 
impacting abutting dwellings. This Department has responded to 
numerous complaints which take numerous man hours to track down 
contacts for bank owned properties. The second impact of the result- 
ing foreclosures is the impact on the Health Department resulting 
from residents of foreclosed homes accessing rental properties. An 
increase in rental properties has resulted in an increase in the hous- 
ing complaints, which the Department is responsible for enforcing 
through the State Minimum Standards for Human Habitation 105 
CMR 410.000. The Health Department becomes involved with 
tenants and rental property owners which consumes a considerable 
amount of man hours. 


Board of Health member Doctor Francis Sheehan was ap- 
pointed Animal Inspector by the Board of Health for the Town of 
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Sandwich as approved by the Massachusetts Department of Agricul- 
ture. This position is responsible for the inventory of large animals. 
Dr. Sheehan completed the required barn inspections for the 2011 
inventory period. The Board thanks Dr. Sheehan for his time and 
efforts. With the decline in the economy, the Health Department has 
seen an increase in residential size chicken coops. Residents have 
sought to be less dependent on purchasing food. The result of this 
is an increase in residents with 4-6 hens for eggs. Although this has 
not created public health issues, there has been an increase in noise 
complaints because of roosters. The Health Department ask that the 
citizens of the Town to be considerate of their neighbors. 


The Board witnessed the election of Sandra Lee Tompkins to 
the Board of Health in May. The Board elected Sandra Lee Tompkins 
as Chairman, Rebecca Lovell Scott as Vice Chair and Dr. Francis 
Sheehan as Clerk. The Board and Agent express their gratitude to 
the Assistant Health Agent Darren Meyer for his continued efforts 
and professionalism. Additionally, Darren maintains a committed 
schedule for timely permit approval and all efforts to assist the citi- 
zens. The Board acknowledges the years of service and retirement 


of Katherine Walter, the Board’s Secretary. Tori Hall was appointed — 


to replace Katherine and she will be managing all permitting issues, 
processing of licenses and general questions.

DIRECTOR

Report of the 
SCHOOL SAFETY GROUP 


Two thousand and twelve was a very busy year for the Sandwich 
School Safety Group with several activities and personnel additions to 
the group. September of two thousand twelve saw two new additions 
to the group, Lance Kennedy, Director of the Sandwich Community 
School and Carilyn Rains, Nurse Manager for the Sandwich School 
District. 


The group continued to focus on the issues of prevention, plan- 
ning, response and recovery. J.J. Burke and Christa Cabral conducted 
BERT team meetings with all schools in September which included 
the annual first week of school fire drill. The group also conducted 
evacuation chair trainings with the High School and Forestdale School 
BERT members as they have students with mobility impairment is- 
sues. Carilyn Rains coordinated CPR training for teachers and staff 
in the district and to date, 55 personnel received CPR training during 
the 2012 calendar year. 


Lockdown drills were conducted in each of the schools and 
safety checks were conducted at all schools looking at potential failure 
points in infrastructure that can be addressed in future budget cycles. 
Alan Hall, Director of Facilities for the Sandwich School District was 
instrumental in implementing the BE SAFE system at the Sandwich 
High School, which allows for first responders to receive and validate 
critical information. 


The group also wrote and conducted Operation Knight Life in 
conjunction with the School Athletic Department and coaches. The 
program included CPR/AED instruction followed by a mock cardiac 
arrest drill to test coaches and first responder’s ability to respond in a 
timely manner to a crisis on school grounds. This showed compliance 
with the Massachusetts Department of Public Health’s School Emer- 
gency Medical Services Response Plan which the Sandwich School 
District is fully compliant as of September 2012. 
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In June 2012, the Oak Ridge School participated in a full school 
evacuation to the designated reunification center at the Corpus Christi 
Parish Center. The safety group led the team that evacuated 800 students 
to the site and returned them without incident. This was the 2™ time a 
school has been evacuated and plans are for the Henry T. Wing School 
to participate in 2013. We would like to thank Father George Harrison 
and the staff at Corpus Christi Parish for their continued support of 
school safety within the town and for the participation of the High 
School BERT team who managed the evacuation site for the group. 


Looking toward the future the group will continue its mission of 
providing a safe and secure environment for all members of our school 
community by facilitating emergency training, identifying needed 
resources and collaborating with other community groups who can 
assist us in accomplishing this mission. 


Lastly, we would like to express our gratitude to the School 
Committee, Board of Selectmen, School Department Administration, 
Town Manager, School Councils and community at large for their 
continued support of our efforts.

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Report of the 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The mission of the Department of Public Works (DPW) is to 
maintain, preserve and protect the infrastructure and resources of the 
Town of Sandwich in the most efficient and effective manner. In order 
to fulfill this mission, the DPW strives to provide responsive and high 
quality public service to the residents of Sandwich. Each of the DPW 
departments plays a vital role in providing this service. 


The DPW had a very challenging and successful year in 2012. 
The Department dealt with several wind storms, including Hurricane 
Sandy in October, which caused tree damage, flooding, erosion and 
general deterioration of our aging infrastructure. These storms directly 
impact the public works crews and operating budget due to the exten- 
sive work required to mitigate the damage. 


Budgetary constraints notwithstanding, the DPW was able to 
complete many design and construction projects and also began plan- 
ning for future improvements of our transportation system. 


Highways 

The Department continued to implement its pavement manage- 
ment plan to maintain, repair and reconstruct Sandwich’s 150 miles 
of public roads, the Town’s most valuable asset. Paving treatments 
included milling and paving, crack-sealing, and patching. Paving began 
later than usual this year due to delays in obtaining approval for State 
Chapter 90 funding, the DPW’s sole funding source for performing 
paving projects. 


Roads that are experiencing surface deficiencies but not in 
need of major reconstruction are good candidates for milling (cold 
planing) and paving. This process entails grinding up several inches 
of old pavement and adding a new course of hot mix asphalt. Milling 
and paving improves road profiles, cross sections, drainage and skid 
control, and is best used on roads without base problems. This method 
was performed on Tupper Road and Farmersville Road, completing 
the final construction phase of this corridor. 


To maintain our good roads, the Department uses preventative 
maintenance measures such as crack-sealing. Crack-sealing, one 
of the most effective methods of preventative maintenance, helps 
reduce moisture infiltration that causes many pavement distresses. 
This maintenance treatment is essential to extending the life of our 
good-conditioned roads. The Town crack-sealed over 45 roads in 2012. 


Roadside berm work, pavement aprons, pothole patching, 
sidewalk repairs and paving around drainage structures were also 
completed throughout Town. 


Significant drainage projects were completed on Tupper Road 
and Town Neck Road, areas notorious for flooding due to high ground- 
water levels. Design and construction by the DPW incorporated Best 
Management Practices to manage the quantity and improve the quality 
of stormwater runoff in the most cost-effective manner. 
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The Department assisted Cape Cod Railroad with the installa- 
tion of new railroad crossings at Talbot’s Point Conservation and at 
Town Neck Road. These new crossings provide safe rail transport and 
smooth transitions for motorists. 


General maintenance performed by the highway crew included 
catch basin cleaning and repairs, pipe cleaning, street sweeping, sign 
construction and installation, roadside litter pick up, and various other 
routine services for the residents. In total, the DPW responded to over 
570 work order requests from the public. 


The DPW continued its thorough inspection of private roads 
and enforcement of the Winter Maintenance of Private Roads policy, 
revised by the Board of Selectmen on January 5, 2012. Given a one- 
year grace period to improve their roads, the majority of residents 
were able to meet the plowable road standards through coordination 
with the DPW. The DPW will inspect private roads annually and list 
roads not meeting plowable standards on the Do Not Plow List, to be 
advertised in the local paper and Town’s web site. All private roads 
not meeting this policy will not be plowed unless they are approved 
by the DPW prior to October | of each year. 


Sanitation 

The Transfer Station completed its first year under the Pay-As- 
You-Throw (PAYT) program on July 1. The first year of the program 
proved very successful. As expected, PAYT provides the best incentive 
to recycle. Increased recycling reduces solid waste disposal fees for 
the Town and, in turn, helps offset rising user fees. Following the first 
full year, solid waste tonnage dropped by 42%. Over the same period, 
recycling increased by 74% for commingled items (glass, plastics and 
bottles) and 20% for fiber (paper and cardboard). This resulted in a 
cost avoidance of over $125,000 during the first year. Additionally, 
the bulky waste fee system resulted in a cost avoidance of $32,000 
during the same period. 


To note, the American City & County magazine recognized 
Sandwich as one America’s Crown Communities, specifically for its 
PAYT program. Presented annually since 1998, the Crown Community 
Award for local government excellence recognizes cities and counties, 
... that exemplify the best that local governments have to offer. 


As part of an on-going effort to encourage recycling, the DPW 
installed a new wall and bin system for bulky items and other non- 
traditional recyclables. The new recycle area improves traffic flow, 
pedestrian safety and the efficiency of operations at Transfer Station. 


Parks Department and Tree Warden 

The Town of Sandwich was recognized as a Tree City for the 
12th consecutive year by the National Arbor Day Foundation and 
continues to receive grants for planting and preserving town trees. 
The Department continued its tree management plan by pruning and 
planting trees and clearing invasive undergrowth to preserve Sand- 
wich’s public trees. 


Wind storms, such as Hurricane Sandy, continue to damage 
our public trees, resulting in significant branch, limb and/or tree loss. 
The DPW worked diligently to remove storm debris throughout Town 
resulting from Sandy damage. Overall, Hurricane Sandy cost the DPW 
over $17,000, for which the Town is seeking reimbursement from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). 


The Town continued its aggressive program to brush and prune 
roadsides in an effort to maintain good sight distances and vertical 
clearance along roads while preserving aesthetically pleasing tree 
canopies. Significant projects included Route 130, in anticipation of 
future transportation improvements, Farmersville Road and the Quaker 
Hills Subdivision. 


Our Parks Department diligently maintained our expansive 
grounds throughout Town. The crew superbly maintained our flower 
beds, roadsides, cemeteries and numerous other highly visible public 
areas that are enjoyed by our residents and visitors. In the tradition of 
Sandwich, the parks crew continued to beautifully decorate the Town 
during the holiday seasons, including installation of summer and winter 
banners in Sandwich Village. 


Engineering Department 

In 2012, substantial progress was made on construction of 
improvements at the Route 6 Exit 2 interchange (Route 130), and the 
Cotuit Road, Harlow Road, and South Sandwich Road roundabout. 
Traffic safety has long been problematic at these locations and the 
Department has long advocated for assistance implementing improve- 
ments. Construction at the Route 6 Exit 2 interchange is anticipated 
to continue into 2013. Construction at Cotuit, Harlow, and South 
Sandwich Roads is substantially complete. Final landscaping items 
are anticipated to be completed in the spring of 2013. Funding for both 
projects has been provided by the Massachusetts Department of Trans- 
portation Highway Division and the Federal Highway Administration. 


Funding for the Quaker Meetinghouse Road Sidewalk Im- 
provement project was made available through MassDOT. Final 
construction documents were prepared and the bidding process was 
begun. It is anticipated that the work will be awarded in early 2013 
and construction will commence soon thereafter. Once complete, this 
project will add approximately 3.3 miles of sidewalk between Route 
6A and Cotuit Road. 


Final construction documents were prepared for renovations of 
the drinking fountain plaza at Town Hall. This work will include a new 
pedestrian bridge over Mill Creek as well as rehabilitation of deterio- 
rated stone masonry retaining walls and other elements. The bidding 
process was begun, and the work is anticipated to be awarded in early 
2013. The construction schedule will depend on a number of factors 
and restrictions and is anticipated to run through 2013. 


The Department assisted with the expansion of the Sandwich 
Marina parking lot on Freezer Road. This project includes construc- 
tion of 48 new parking stalls with porous asphalt pavement, and 
approximately 1,000 linear feet of multi-use path for bicycles and 
pedestrians. This is the first known installation of porous asphalt in 
Town. This technology has received considerable attention in recent 
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years at the state and national levels as a stormwater treatment best 
management practice. This work was completed under an agreement 
with the Army Corps of Engineers and with consideration of regional 
bicycle and pedestrian planning efforts. 


Pavement resurfacing was completed on Tupper Road as part of 
the final phase of a multi-year stormwater mitigation project funded 
through a Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
grant. Through this project, stormwater treatment has been added to 
Tupper Road between the Glass Museum and Route 6A and to Moody 
Drive. Improvements such as these are essential in protecting water 
quality in adjacent resource areas including Mill Creek and Sandwich 
Harbor. 


The Department also continued implementation of the Town’s 
Stormwater Management Plan as mandated by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). This included educating the public and 
schools, adopting and enforcing regulations and improving drainage 
systems on public roads. EPA has indicated that a new permit may be 
issued in 2013 with substantial new requirements for sampling and 
management of stormwater runoff. The Department will assess the new 
permit when it is issued and advise the Town accordingly if additional 
budgetary or programmatic assistance will be needed. 


The Department assisted with planning and maintenance of 
Town roads and other infrastructure. Included were pavement resurfac- 
ing of Farmersville Road, design and construction assistance with site 
improvements at the Transfer Station, Oak Crest Cove, and the Sand- 
wich Library, assistance with Chapter 90 road maintenance planning, 
and numerous traffic safety assessments made at various locations. 


Technical review and construction inspection services were 
provided to the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals for 
submittals and other items. Subdivision road construction activity was 
relatively quiet this past year, with work continuing at Rockhill Estates 
and Watts Farm. Technical support was also provided to various Town 
departments in the form of GIS mapping, procurement assistance, and 
review/preparation of municipal sewer standards. 


The Engineering Department also welcomed Jennifer Woodbury 
as the new part-time clerk. Jen’s assistance is greatly appreciated. 


I wish to thank all the volunteers, committees, boards and Town 
Departments in Sandwich for their dedication and commitment to make 
Sandwich a special place. I also wish to recognize my entire staff for 
their support, perseverance and hard work throughout the year. 


A special thank you is extended to Kevin Buckland for over 20 
years of service with the DPW. Kevin’s work as a Tree Warden helped 
maintain and preserve beautiful trees and landscaping throughout 
Sandwich. His creative projects and work with the community will 
be missed. We wish Kevin luck in his new endeavors.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The highlight of 2012 for the Sandwich Public Library was the 
completion of renovations to the building funded through the Com- 
munity Preservation Project at the May 2010 Town Meeting. The 
original 1909 Weston Building underwent a facelift with the removal 
of overgrown shrubbery and the cleaning of the masonry and granite 
and painting of the exterior trim. A new roof over a portion of the build- 
ing and new drainage eliminated the many leaks that have plagued the 
building and threatened the collections. Improvements to the building 
will continue with the May 2012 affirmative Town Meeting vote and 
subsequent support from voters at the polls for the replacement of the 
outdated oil burner, air handlers, chiller and condenser and the conver- 
sion from oil to natural gas. 


Improvements to the interior of the library included a total re- 
decorating of the Periodicals Room providing new furniture, lighting, 
a stunning oriental carpet as well as painting, providing library visitors 
with a comfortable and welcoming environment. The circulation desk 
area was painted and repairs were made to the water damaged plaster 
and the interior vestibule was also refreshed with new paint. We are 
especially grateful to the Friends of the Sandwich Public Library for 
funding the interior improvements. 


The South Sandwich Village Library continues to be part of the 
library’s vision. In October, 2012 Governor Deval Patrick increased 
funding for the Public Library Construction Program in the admin- 
istrations FY’13-FY°17 Capital Plan to allow for eight additional 
construction grants earmarked for libraries ahead of our project on the 
waiting list. As a result, the South Sandwich Village Library project 
has moved to the No. 2 slot on the waiting list. 


In June 2012, the Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to 
submit an application to the Massachusetts Cultural Council’s Cultural 
District Initiative and in October, the Glass Town Cultural District was 
officially designated by the Commonwealth. The library was named as 
the managing partner for the district on behalf of the town and we are 
enthusiastic and honored to be part of the public/private pp 
and collaborative efforts. 


Library programming continues to be an integral part of our 
operations. In 2012, 13,928 children, 1,001 teens and 2,578 adults 
attended library programs. Our usual compliment of book discussion 
groups, story times and puppet shows continue and special events 
provide a variety of speakers and topics. A sampling of notable events 
during 2012 included the Lunar New Year Celebration at Sandwich 
High School auditorium featuring The Chinese Folk Art Workshop 
of Boston, a rousing Ukulele Concert presented by Steve Gregory’s 
students, Meet the Beatles... Again lecture and presentation by Tom 
Kelley, a Celebrating Scallops a talk and tasting by local authors Elaine 
and Karen Tammi and a series of local history talks featuring Bill Daley 
and Jim Coogan. We are grateful that we are able to utilize the meeting 
room at Sandwich Town Hall for some of our sponsored performances. 
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The library expanded digital resources with the addition of 
Freading, an additional e-book product to supplement the Overdrive 
e-book collection. Our downloadable music service, Freegal, contin- 
ues to be popular and we will soon be adding a digital downloadable 
magazine service. Though downloadable content continues to grow, 
we are pleased that the use of our traditional print collections has not 
diminished. Circulation data for 2012 submitted to the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners as part of our annual reporting re- 
quirement for certification indicated that the Sandwich Public Library 
circulated 262,203 items, of those total approximately 3,700 items 
were downloaded electronically. Our membership in the Old Colony 
Library Network, a 28-member resource sharing network, continues 
to provide invaluable additional resources to library users. In 2012, 
we loaned 32,226 items to other libraries and borrowed 30,713 items. 


The Board of Library Trustees were actively engaged in discus- 
sions regarding review of the Town Charter and appeared before the 
Charter Review Committee a number of times through the summer, 
Joseph Maruca stepped down as Library Trustee after admirably serv- 
ing for 21 years and new trustees John McDonagh and Mary Gaftney 
took office following the May election. 


The library is grateful for the support from our legions of sup- 
porters and volunteers. The Friends of the Library and the Friends of 
the Sandwich Town Archives provide financial support for programs 
and services. We are appreciative of their tireless efforts and thankful 
for their supporters. Local businesses, organizations and individuals 
stepped up to the plate to keep the library open on Sundays through 
our Sponsor a Sunday fundraiser. Our thanks also to the Sandwich 
Kiwanis Club Leverault Trust for their grant award to support programs 
for children, teens and families for our 2012 Dream Big-READ! sum- 
mer reading program.

Report of the 
CULTURAL COUNCIL 


The Sandwich Cultural Council is the local arm of the Massa- 
chusetts Cultural Council. Members are volunteers who are responsible 
for making decisions on how to award money granted by the MCC in 
ways that will serve local cultural needs. We solicit and review grant 
requests annually and award funding to individuals or organizations 
seeking to provide programs that will enrich, educate, and/or entertain 
the residents of Sandwich. 


We try to ensure that the programs selected represent as many 
of the arts and sciences as possible and that they target a cross-section 
of the Sandwich community. In addition, the Council itself may apply 
to the State for a grant to sponsor a fundraising event. The Council 
meets regularly during the year to fulfill its duties. 


For the current year, the Council granted awards totaling $5,100 
to 18 organizations/individuals out of 22 grant requests received. These 
grants support programs in community-oriented arts, the humanities 
and interpretive sciences geared towards all segments of the Sandwich 
community.

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Report of the 
WESTON MEMORIAL FUND 


The Trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund are elected by 
the Voters to serve the Town by managing endowment funds for the 
Sandwich Public Library. This year we welcomed Jon Hagenstein who 
was appointed to complete the term of Charles Scribner who died in 
April, 2011. Jon is a lifelong financial professional with expertise in 
fixed-income securities. 


The Fund distributed $15,451 to the Town for library purposes 
for fiscal year 2012. This compares to $15,282 in fiscal year 2011. 
Continued low interest rates impacted our income and we expect this 
level of low interest income to prevail for the near future. The alloca- 
tion of assets in the Fund reflects a balanced investment approach with 
long-term objectives of increasing the Fund value and income. The 
market value of the Fund was $655,913 as of June 30, 2012, compared 
to $654,985 as of June 30, 2011. 


It was another challenging year for the investment portfolio. 
The challenge of creating income in this low-interest-rate environment 
continues. Our conservative investment philosophy has dampened 
the downside of the fund assets relative to other indices. We note that 
dividends currently provide more income than bonds — an historical 
anomaly. 


The Trustees of the Sandwich Public Library help us coordinate 
an annual appeal to residents of the Town. The annual appeal dona- 
tions are assigned to the Endowment Fund, which has grown to be the 
second largest component of the Weston Memorial Fund. We thank you 
and encourage everyone to make an annual donation to this important 
fund for the library.

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Report of the 
HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority is an independent govern- 
mental entity administered by a Board of Commissioners consisting 
of four members elected by the voters of Sandwich and a fifth member 
appointed by the Governor of the Commonwealth. 


The mission of the Sandwich Housing Authority is to provide 
safe and affordable housing for low and moderate income persons, 
encourage self-sufficiency, and continuously pursue opportunities 
for the expansion of affordable housing units whenever financial or 
regulatory opportunities may exist. 


The Authority currently provides housing for families, senior 
citizens and people with special needs at properties located on George 
Fernandes Way and at Hansen Village on Tom’s Way. 


These properties include: 

* 28 units of state-funded Section 667 elderly housing 

* 8 units of state-funded Section 667 congregate housing 

* 13 units state-funded Section 705 family housing 

* 12 units of state-funded Section 689 special needs housing 
* 3 units of CPC-funded rental housing 


The Authority also administers State and Federal rental vouch- 
ers which can be utilized at non-SHA rental properties throughout the 
area including: 


* 10 state-funded MRVP vouchers for low-income families and 
individuals 

* 20 state-funded AHVP vouchers for low-income and disabled 
individuals 

¢ 28 HUD Section 8 vouchers for low-income families and 
individuals. 


2012 was both a challenging and an exciting year for the Sand- 
wich Housing Authority. 


As with housing agencies across the Commonwealth, the SHA 
continued to see a growing demand which far exceeded its supply of 
available housing. There were many bright spots, however, over the past 
year and the SHA is very appreciative to the Community Preservation 
Committee and the members of Town Meeting for their continued 
confidence and support on two new affordable housing initiatives. 


Sandwich RAP Program — Three Sandwich families now 
occupy homes that were acquired and renovated using a portion of 
the RAP funds which were approved by the Community Preservation 
Committee (CPC) and Town Meeting. Under this program, CPC funds 
are used by the SHA as a down payment to acquire and renovate an 
existing housing unit for a qualified family. The income generated 
through the rental of the unit is then used to fund the monthly mort- 
gage payment to a local bank. The SHA continues to review available 
properties and may acquire additional units in the future. 
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Expansion of George Fernandes Way — The Authority con- 
tinues to work with its development team to create 24 new units of 
affordable housing on SHA-owned land adjacent to George Fernandes 
Way using $1.8 million in funding that was allocated by the CPC and 
approved at Town Meeting. The Authority is also exploring ways to 
rehabilitate the existing 12 units at GF W by leveraging the CPC award 
and other state and federal funding sources. 


Other Improvements — Through an energy program run by 
the Housing Assistance Corp., the Authority was able to replace 32 
refrigerators at Hansen Village at no cost to the Housing Authority. 
Under the state’s new formula funding program, the Authority received 
approval of its Capital Improvement Plan in the spring and has already 
begun several projects to upgrade and modernize our senior and family 
developments. 


The Board of Commissioners would like to recognize the good 
work of Commissioner Donald Dickinson who was the Governor’s 
State Appointee and who left the Authority in 2012. The Board would 
also like to thank our Executive Director and Staff for all of their con- 
tinued efforts during the year as well as their ability to find a positive 
side to almost every situation! 


The Authority would also like to thank Town Manager Bud 
Dunham, the Board of Selectmen, the Police & Fire Departments, 
the Department of Public Works, the Council on Aging, the Board 
of Health, the Town Planner and all the other town agencies for their 
continued assistance, cooperation and support throughout the year.

eport of the 
UBLIC HEALTH NURSE DEPARTMENT 


The Public Health Nursing Department’s mission is to provide 
services and information to the residents of the Town of Sandwich 
hich will assist them in maintaining/improving their health. 


Patient interactions with the Public Health Nursing Department 
increased this year, perhaps due to: the economy; changes in insurance 
co-pays and deductibles; and the closing of the Bourne walk-in clinic. 


There were 25 walk-ins requiring medical care which included 
suture removal, wound cleaning and dressing changes, assessments 
of rashes and contusions, and psychological issues. Thirty walk-ins 
had medical questions about medications, physician referrals, and 
scheduled treatments. 


There were a record 204 medical calls to and from doctors, 
lawyers, family members, VNA, researchers, and patients regarding 
medical care, safety issues, research protocols, medical transportation, 
assisted living, and medication. 


Home visits increased to 60 and included physical assessment 
for respiratory problems, medication assistance, psychological prob- 
lems, family concerns, and medical emergencies. Each visit was for 
approximately an hour and frequently included phone calls to doctors 
or/and family members. 


The blood pressure monitoring program at Shawmee Heights 
and Hansen Village continues to take place each month. Residents are 
able to have their blood pressures monitored and to have questions 
answered about their medications and health. This past year there were 
165 blood pressures taken at Shawmee and Hansen Village and an ad- 
ditional 164 blood pressures monitored in the nursing office. Physicians 
frequently ask their patients to have their pressures monitored when 
they are placed on a new medication or when the dosage is changed. 


The equipment shed continues to do a brisk business. In 2012, 
211+ people accessed the shed in search of bed rails, walkers, com- 
modes, canes, wheelchairs, shower chairs and benches. Sandwich 
residents have access to the shed for durable medical equipment from 
8:30 AM-4:30 PM Monday — Friday. The service is free of charge and 
equipment is loaned for as long as it is needed. 


Massachusetts health agencies participate in the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health Virtual Epidemiological Network Elec- 
tronic Disease Surveillance System. Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 11 1, sections 6 and 7, require reporting of specified diseases to 
the Department of Public Health. This year we had approximately 174 
cases which were reported to me. It was no surprise that the tickborne 
diseases have increased. The breakdown is as follows: 

* Lyme Disease 

* Babesiosis 

* Human Granulocytic Anaplasmosis 
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* Norovirus 

* Influenza 

* Campylobacteriosis 
* Cryptosporidiosis 

* Group B Strep 

* Hepatitis B 

* Hepatitis C 


Some diseases require information based on question packages 
relevant for each disease. With this information, MDPH and CDC can 
track outbreaks and focus on control and prevention. 


With a doctor’s order, patients can receive their monthly B12 
injections in the Public Health Nursing Office. It is convenient for the 
patient and does not require a co-pay. In 2012 I administered 72 B12 
injections. 


The Public Health Nursing Office finished the 2011-2012 flu 
season in June and ordered supplies for the 2012-2013 season in July. 
Planning for flu clinics began in August. Dates and staff were chosen 
and the newspapers, cable television and the COA newsletters were 
given information. The Town website was updated. The adult flu clinics 
were scheduled with various populations in mind. One clinic was all 
day, another ended at 7 PM, the third was on election day and ran from 
8:30 AM-8 PM. The children’s clinic was held on a Saturday morning. 
The vaccination rate was much the same as last year, approximately 
1,000 people. Many people chose not to be vaccinated during the first 
4 months. Unfortunately, the flu epidemic started 2 months early this 
year during the first week of December and the press began reporting 
on the potent H3N2 strain which was causing havoc on the eastern 
seaboard. The phones rang steadily and many more adults and children 
came to the office for the now hard to find trivalent inactivated vaccine 
and the flumist. Thus far 956 adults and 36 children have come in to 
receive flu vaccine. 


The second Tuesday of the month a morning shot clinic is held. 
Appointments are necessary. Zostavax, Pneumovax, Tdap (tetanus, 
diphtheria, pertussis), Hepatitis A, Hepatitis B, Varivax (chickenpox), 
Mumps/Measles/Rubella, Menactra, Td (tetanus/diphtheria), and Man- 
toux for tb are available. In 2012 I administered 204 injections. Most 
injections are given to travelers, people beginning new jobs (particularly 
in healthcare), and those in school. The shingles shot (Zostavax) is for 
those over 60 years and the Pneumovax is for those people over 65 
years and those with chronic illness, smokers, or the obese. 


In March 2012, the Sandwich Public Health Nursing Depart- 
ment, as a member of the Sandwich Human Services Association, 
helped organize and participated in the first annual Sandwich Wellness 
Day held at the Wing School. We provided information on various 
diseases, necessary vaccines for each age group, and ideas for healthy 
eating. Blood pressure screening was done and cook books on: low-salt 
menus; cooking for diabetics; the healthy heart cook book; and cooking 
for the family were handed out. We look forward to expanding this 
program and making it an annual event. 


I wish to thank our fantastic volunteers whose willingness to 
help during our 4 months of flu clinics is greatly appreciated. The 
professionalism, flexibility, and seasoned skill of our Registered Nurses 
is outstanding. Thankyou Maureen Schneider, Cathy Baker, Susan 
Selby, Janice Wiehe, Carolyn Washburn, Deirdre Arvidson, and the 
Cape Cod Medical Reserve Corp for sending Carolyn MacDonald and 
Cynthis Olotka. Our administrative staff did a superb job of handling 
the paperwork necessary for accurate billing and data collection. Thank 
you to Bill and Diane Gill, Rosemary Rhodes, Joanne Heatley, Gerry 
Selby, RoseMarie Fariello, Addie Finn, Marilyn Bassett, Jean Varney, 
and Sandwich High School senior, Jaclyn Higgins and the MRC work- 
ers Frank Adinolfi and Brenda Richerson. 


I also wish to thank Jeannette Scalese, Administrative Assistant, 
for her help in all things influenza, for her efforts in billing 3 different 
insurance programs, and for her assistance in the daily running of the 
Department.

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Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate on be 
half of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by identifying an 
developing resources of assistance; 2) provide information, referral, 
outreach, nutrition and health services, in cooperation with other Town 
Departments and area agencies; 3) enhance quality of life for seniors 
and the community by providing educational, recreation, cultural pro- 
grams and activities; and 4) set policy for operation of the Senior Center. 


Our senior citizen population (age 60+) is 5,420 (25% of the 
population). We know there will continue to be a dramatic increase in 


the numbers of residents turning 60—in 2022 the projected number 
is 9,312 —43% of the population (based on numbers in 2012 census). 


Your Council on Aging staff and Board of Directors as well as our 
Friends of Sandwich Council on Aging are aware and concerned o 
this growth trend and will continue to advocate to ensure your Council 
on Aging is able to serve this growing population. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and well 
being of our senior citizens and their families. Living independently 
and safely in one’s own home as long as possible is important to most 
senior citizens and our Outreach Program is crucial to that goal. We 
work closely with many local, state and federal agencies to leverage as 
much assistance as possible. We continue to try to meet the challenge 
to supplement funding cuts to programs that are important to senior 
citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from donations and the 
willingness of Sandwich citizens of all ages to help in so many ways. 


We provide programs to address outreach needs and/or con- 
cerns, information and referrals, advocacy for senior citizens and 
their family members. In FY’ 12, our Outreach Program assisted 321 
senior citizens plus assisted an additional 79 with applications for fuel 
assistance. We also assisted 159 community members under age 60 
and provided fuel assistance intake assistance for 88 families age 59 
and under in Fiscal 2012. 


As a service to community members of all ages, we continue 
to oversee the Global Petroleum Oil donation as well as continue to 
be an intake site for the State Fuel Assistance Program through South 
Shore Community Action. We encourage residents of any age strug- 
gling with heating bills to contact us at 508-888-4737 to inquire about 
program guidelines. 


Our Volunteer Program is crucial to our operation. Talented 
and dedicated volunteers deserve most of the credit for the success 
of the work of the Council on Aging. If you are interested in helping 
out please contact our Volunteer Coordinator at 508-888-4737. You 
do not have to be over age 60 to volunteer! Our volunteers make pos- 
sible many programs such as: Reception Desk coverage, Seminars, 
Tai Chi, Friendly Visitors, Handyman Repair Program, Telephone 
Reassurance, Intergenerational Programs, Transportation and our 
Newsletter collating. Our Board Members are also volunteers as are 
the Friends of Sandwich Council on Aging Board. In FY’ 12, our 104 
volunteers gave 8,131 hours valued at $169,531. Our volunteers are 


Vital not only to the Council on Aging but to all Sandwich residents. 
We honor them each year with a recognition luncheon made possible 
with State Formula Grant funds. 


Our Transportation Program: The Council on Aging has two 
vehicles — 12 passenger van as well as a bus we received through a 
grant award from the Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority in February, 
2010. We operate our passenger vans to transport seniors to medical 
appointments, grocery shopping, pharmacy, banks, area malls, and er- 
rands such as the library, town offices, hair dressers, barbers as well as 
to programs at the Council on Aging. We also transport to Sight Loss 
Support Group once a month. These programs are possible through 
the generous donation of time by our van volunteers. The users of 


this service pay a donation to support this program and necessary 
maintenance costs. 


We also have volunteer drivers available to drive seniors to 
medical appointments. This program is critical, as many seniors can 
no longer drive. 


Until the Council on Aging has a paid professional driver to drive 
our vans, the Council on Aging is unable to adequately provide for the 
transportation needs of elders who no longer (or should not) drive. 


Other Programs: We provide many social, educational and 
wellness programs and we encourage you to explore our offerings. 


Staff or volunteers responded to 22,382 telephone calls (20,957 
in FY’11) for general information and referral, transportation, educa- 
tional seminars, social programs, outreach requests, fuel assistance, 
financial assistance, health issues/screenings, and insurance counseling 
— SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs of Elders). 


Participation at our programs was 12,951 in areas such as our 
many classes, seminars, socials, day trips, luncheons, transportation to 
medical appointments, grocery shopping, appointments for lawyers, tax 
preparation, health screenings, support groups and wellness programs 
were handled during FY’ 12. Evening and Saturday fitness programs 
continue to be very popular. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Our newsletter is published 10 months 
(December/January and July/August are combined) and is made pos- 
sible with the support of local merchants who advertise in our News/et- 
ter. We receive no town funds. They make possible the printing and 
mailing of our Newsletter (17,544 in FY’ 12) to 2,000+ businesses and 
residents. In order to save postage costs, we do encourage receiving 
via e-mail. This Newsletter communicates the programs and services 
being offered at the Council on Aging as well as information on health, 
legal and financial issues. As many as 28 volunteers address and col- 
late the Newsletter each month. We thank our advertising sponsors for 
their ongoing support. 
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Many organizations provide support and assistance to the 
programs and services at the Council on Aging. They are: Friends 
of the Sandwich Council on Aging, Sandwich Senior Citizens’ Club, 
Bayada Nursing Services, Cape Cod VNA, American Legion Post 
#188, American Legion Auxiliary, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, 
Lion’s Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, Shawme Heights Manage- 
ment, Inc. We thank them and ask you to support their fund raising 
efforts. We also appreciate the annual fundraiser — Oktoberfest — that 
the Aqua Grille Bistro sponsors. We also thank private citizens who 
support us through their donations of funds and items such as craft 
items, supplies and services. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Departments. 
These men and women are always ready to assist the Council on 
Aging and Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely 
appreciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the policymaking Board of the Coun- 
cil on Aging. The Board would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich 
and officials for their assistance and support during the year. The Board 
will continue to advocate for the need of a Senior Center to provide 
appropriate and adequate space and has made this their number one 
priority. We continue to remain hopeful that there will be encourag- 
ing news soon for a timeline for the building of our Senior Center. 


We are fortunate to have the services of a knowledgeable and 
caring staff. Town funded positions are Rita Wahlstedt, Outreach 
Coordinator who advocates for services for clients; Patricia Ryan, 
Volunteer and Special Projects Coordinator who provides the much 
needed organization for our volunteer program as well as the coor- 
dination of some of our special programs and Mary-Ellen Steeves, 
Administrative Assistant, who provides assistance and support in so 
many ways to the staffand program participants as well as coordinating 
the Tax Credit program and the Transportation Program. We receive 
State Formula Grant funding which enables us to fund Patricia Ryan, 
Volunteer/Special Projects Coordinator and Mary Meeker, Clerk who 
helps with data entry for our stats. We will continue to work to provide 
interesting and meaningful programs and services. 


Sandwich Council on Aging appreciates the support received 
from our community and will continue to work to earn your support.

Report of the 
DEPARTMENT OF 
VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The following report is of the activities of the Department of 
Veterans’ Services for Calendar Year 2012. Our duties are categorized 
in two basic areas: Benefits and Services. 


Commonwealth Low-income Benefits: 

This program is covered and authorized under Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 115. It provides financial assistance to honor- 
ably-discharged veterans who establish need and worthiness and are 
residents of the Town of Sandwich. During the year the Town, through 
our office, extended benefits to qualified veterans totaling $7,400 for 
housing, food, heat, medical and other related costs. The amount ex- 
pended was reimbursed to the Town by the Commonwealth at a rate 
of 75% of total expenditures. 


Federal Benefits and Services: 

We assisted veterans and their dependents in obtaining federal, 
state and local benefits under the broad umbrella of the Department 
of Veterans Affairs. These services included payments for service- 
connected disabilities, pensions, education, medical, burial, medals 
and records. During the year, this office assisted in obtaining over 
$3.6 million in cash payments for compensation and pensions for 
Sandwich veterans and their dependents. The federal monies greatly 
reduce pressure on the Commonwealth benefits. 


Our objective is to be a one-stop center for all of the benefit 
needs of both veterans and their spouses and our staff works very hard 
to meet that goal. We are anxious and willing to assist with claims and 
information for the full range of available services. 


We encourage any veteran or dependent of a veteran to contact 
us at 1-888-778-8701 Monday through Friday from 8:30 AM to 4:30 
PM. We can also schedule appointments in one of our offices, in the 
Town Hall, at your home or any location that is best for you. For the 
convenience of our Sandwich veterans, we also keep office hours at 
the Sandwich Council on Aging on Wednesday afternoons.

Report of the 
CAPE COD REGIONAL 
TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority (CCRTA) has pro- 
vided in Sandwich 17,531 one-way passenger trips from July 2011 
through June 2012 (FY’12). 


CCRTA provided 331 general public clients in Sandwich with 
DART (Dial-A-Ride Transportation) service during FY’12. These 
clients took a total of 15,756 one-way passenger trips during this time 
period. Total DART passenger trips in the fifteen towns of Cape Cod 
were 184,344 in FY’11 compared to 179,373 in FY’12. 


CCRTA FY’ 11 records for the Boston Hospital Transportation 
service indicates 12 Sandwich residents took 98 one-way trips on this 
service. 


The fixed route Sandwich Line serves the towns of Sandwich, 
Bourne and Mashpee. A total of 717 one-way trips originated in Sand- 
wich for the Sandwich Line for the period February 2012 through June 
2012; total ridership for the Sandwich Line for this period was 1,216. 


CCRTA supplied the Sandwich Council on Aging with one 
Mobility Assistance Program (MAP) vehicle that provided 1,058 rides 
from July 2011 to June 2012.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Sandwich High School 

The 2011-2012 school year at Sandwich High School was an 
exciting year characterized by impressive growth in academics, con- 
tinued success in athletics and expanded programming in the arts. Life 
at Sandwich High School is framed around its core values of Perfor- 
mance, Respect, Integrity, Dedication, and Excellence. Teachers have 
designed curriculum, instruction, and assessment around the school’s 
academic, social, and civic expectations. School-wide rubrics are in 
place to monitor and to measure student achievement as measured by 
our twenty first century learning expectations. New courses, hiring 
practices, and all aspects of the school culture are manifestations of 
our commitment to Blue Knight Pride as articulated in our core values 
and beliefs. During the spring of 2012, Sandwich High School made 
significant progress towards its goal of developing and sustaining a 
learning environment complete with technology, authentic assess- 
ments, and project based learning representative of a global learning 
community. To that end, staffing was expanded to include Mandarin, 
tablet based technology, expanded music offerings, digital literacy, and 
Broadcast Journalism. The school’s Program of Studies was expanded 
to include 140 offerings. The 2011-2012: school year was the planning 
year for our new School to Work Program, the restoration ofa full time 
social worker, and the addition of a new behaviorist. 


Many of our efforts were affirmed in the fall of 2012 when 
Sandwich High School was selected as one of 46 schools throughout 
the state of Massachusetts and one of only 93 schools throughout New 
England to be named to the 2012 Advanced Placement Honor Roll. 
This prestigious award is presented to high schools that have expanded 
Advanced Placement offerings, simultaneously increasing access to 
AP courses, while increasing the percentage of students earning 3 or 
better on AP exams. This was exciting news for Sandwich, a credit to 
its students and staff, and recognition of community support for our 
high school. 


The fall of 2012 welcomed the first ever women’s volleyball 
team to Sandwich. The response to this new sport was strong, as the 
70 young team members created new energy and excitement in our 
gymnasium! Several teams won ACL Championships including field 
hockey, cross country, and women’s soccer. We are proud of our golf 
team for being named state Champions in Massachusetts. Sandwich 
High School once again was named to the MIAA Hall of Fame for 
Sportsmanship, an honor that is highly regarded among all of our teams. 


In the arts, Sandwich Soul is off to a wonderful start at Sandwich 
High School. This talented group of vocalists performs regularly around 
town, and has earned large and loyal fan support. 


Against this backdrop of academic, athletic and artistic success, 
a dedicated group of teachers called the Collaborative Design Team 
continues to meet regularly to care take of the NEASC process and 
work closely with the principal and superintendent to implement new 
programs and initiatives designed to provide our students with twenty 
first century skills. The SHS staff continues its work on the self study 


in preparation for the 2013 decennial visit from the New England 
sociation of Schools and Colleges (NEASC). The faculty is divi 
into seven standards groups of core values, curriculum instruction 
assessment, leadership, school resources for learning, and communi 
resources. As part of this process, exciting work began in 2011-201 
on curriculum mapping. 


Sandwich High School continues to boast excellent test score: 
in MCAS, SAT, and AP testing. Ninety percent of SHS grads advan 
d to higher education with graduates of the Class of 2012 attendin, 
some of the most prestigious colleges and universities in the coun 


We are very proud of our continued progress in areas suc 
as Senior Project, Virtual High School, one to one technology, an 
expanded services in Guidance under our new Director of Guidance 
and our involvement in the newly evolving STEM Academy. We 
grateful for the community’s support of its outstanding high school. 


Forestdale School 

As of October Ist, the student population at Forestdale Schoo 
stood at 736. In addition to a K-8 heterogeneous configuration o 
regular and special education students who attend regular educa- 
tion classrooms, Forestdale houses three district-wide Communica- 
tion Skills Development Special Education Programs where a social 
skills development program is applied in all grades. Teachers in grades 
K-5 implement Responsive Classroom® and teachers in grades 6-8 
implement Developmental Designs®. Both programs teach skills 
in listening, speaking, respect, and caring, while incorporating the 
academic curriculum. 


Forestdale teachers continue to follow the Literacy Collabora- 
tive model for reading instruction and Writer’s Workshop for writing 
instruction. The Everyday Math program continues in grades K-6. 
Grade 7 is piloting a new mathematics book called Big Ideas. Teach- 
ers in grades K-4 and recently grade 5, mathematics interventionists 
and special educators have received professional development in Math 
Recovery, an intervention program for students struggling in math. 


Professional development has focused on English/language arts, 
mathematics, science, and technology. Teachers are working on a month- 
ly basis in grade level groups as well as across grade levels district-wide. 
A district-wide science curriculum is being focused on. Teachers have 
been provided training for FOSS science kits which have been purchased. 
Students enjoy a wide variety of co-curricular classes during the school 
day which include art, music, physical education, and library. Stu- 
dents also may avail themselves of opportunities after school such as 
intramural sports, drama, and art classes. World language is offered 
to students in grade seven and eight. 


Parents and the community support Forestdale students 
through volunteering in classrooms. The Forestdale PTA has been 
instrumental in funding enrichment programs, student field trips, and 
other events throughout the year. 


We are grateful for the community, parents, staff, and students 
at Forestdale School who work together each day on making the For- 
estdale School a positive and productive learning community. 


Oak Ridge School 

The mission of the Oak Ridge School is to develop respectful 
and resilient children who are skillful and able to think critically to 

eet the challenges of a complex world. Serving a population of 726 
students in kindergarten through grade 8, Oak Ridge has 76 full and part 
time staff and 34 general education classrooms. We promote a student 
recognition system that incorporates school service, scholarship, and 
leadership and provides Blue, Gold, Silver and Bronze Raven awards 
on a quarterly basis. Our grade 5-8 Student Councils are very active 
in community volunteering, class and school activities, and raising 
money for multiple charitable causes. 


In conjunction with our strong and active PTA that has nearly 
100% teacher enrollment, we provide evening events for students 
and families such as Family Math and Science Night, Family Movie 
Nights, a Holiday Fair, a Talent Show, dances, and musical concerts. 
Enrichment activities also occur during the school day such as The 
Power of One Anti-bullying Production, author visits, D.E.A.R., a class 
play and field trips to local attractions such as the Christa McAuliffe 
Challenger Center and Plimoth Plantation. Our strong home-school 
partnership contributes to a positive school environment and ensures 
we are all working toward common goals. In addition, the Oak Ridge 
School has a Respect for Human Differences Committee comprised 
of parents and teachers who work diligently together to help students 
recognize and celebrate humanity and seek justice and fairness in their 
everyday lives. 


With the two other K-8 schools in the district, the Oak Ridge 
School works with Superintendent Canfield and district coordinators 
in aligning our school improvement efforts to the district mission, vi- 
sion, and goals and the Common Core Curriculum Standards. We are 
excited to be exploring ways to implement the new STEM Academy 
to support student achievement and investment and prepare children 
for careers in these areas. We work closely with the Police and Fire 
Departments to enhance our Emergency Response through practicing 
on-site evacuations and lockdowns, increasing security measures, and 
providing additional safety information for substitute teachers, volun- 
teers, and all parents. We continue to develop our professional learning 
communities through our Curriculum Coordinators to examine data in 
English/language arts, mathematics, science and technology. We are 
proud to be part of a Literacy Collaborative district with a dedicated 
literacy teacher who insures all students regularly engage in guided 
reading, writing workshop and language and word study, and provides 
literacy coaching and professional development for teachers. The addi- 
tion of two Reading Recovery teachers to develop our emergent readers 
in grades K-1 has significantly enhanced our ability to develop student 
success, as has the addition of two math intervention teachers who serve 
all grade levels. District-wide, we have developed and implemented 
response to intervention models to meet the immediate needs of all 
students in enhancing optimal educational growth. 


Our Program of Studies additionally offers physical education, 
art, and library co-curricular classes for all students in grades 1-8 as 
well as music classes for all during the school day and instrumental 
and choral classes after school as electives. French, Spanish and Latin 
classes are provided for students in grades 7 and 8 daily as well as Chi- 
- nese cultural enrichment in grades K-6. We are a Responsive Classroom 
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and Developmental Designs School focusing on the research based 
connection between social and emotional learning and academic suc- 
cess, and we train students in the Bully Busters anti-bullying program. 
We have Smartboards and E/mo document cameras in the majority of 
classrooms in the K-8 schools and a dedicated Technology Integra- 
tion Specialist to instruct teachers and students. We offer both full and 
half-day kindergarten programs and through the Community School 
an Extended Day Program from 7:00 a.m. until 6:00 p.m. daily. After 
school clubs and activities include Homework, Chess and Scrabble 
Clubs and, for grade 7 and 8 students, intramural sports such as base- 
ball, softball, basketball, soccer and field hockey. 


At the Oak Ridge School, we are fortunate to share in a strong 
community partnership among families, teachers, and administrators. 


Henry T. Wing School 

The Wing School’s mission statement is to “provide a safe 
and respectful environment for all students, staff, and volunteers. We 
strive to develop confident, enthusiastic, and high-achieving learners. 
We support and challenge each student to become an engaged, active, 
and responsible citizen in an increasingly complex world. Fulfilling 
this mission is the shared responsibility of the school, home, and 
community.” 


The Wing School serves a population of 826 students in pre- 
school through grade 8. We have a very active PTA who support the 
work of our staff and students. Our strong home-school partnership 
contributes to a positive school environment and we are all working 
toward a common goal. 


Our school and district continue to focus on improving literacy 
instruction through our work with Lesley College in the Literacy Col- 
laborative Program. Our teachers are skilled at instruction in this model 
through mini lessons, reading and writing workshops, and guided 
reading, and continue to be supported through comprehensive literacy 
professional development through the district’s K-8 ELA coordinator. 
We support our struggling students through Leveled Literacy Interven- 
tion (LLI), Reading Recovery, and/or Special Education. 


Our Everyday Math program includes grades K — 6. Our teach- 
ers are impressed with the knowledge our students have acquired at 
younger ages through this program. Our math intervention specialists 
provide valuable support to both teachers and students. Training has 
been provided to our teachers by the K-8 math coordinator. This year 
we are utilizing a new math assessment and are providing “skills 
groups” for students who have shown through this assessment that 
they need extra support. 


The use of appropriate technology supports instruction in 
all academic subjects. All schools in the district have a technology 
teacher who works with teachers to incorporate appropriate technol- 
ogy in their classrooms. Students in grades 1-8 have projects they 
are completing on the computers and they are doing amazing things 
with technology! 


Our visual and performing arts programs are well received. 
Participation rates in our chorus and band programs are very high 


and the performances are top-rate. Our students’ art work has been 
selected to be displayed in various locations around the Cape. At Wing 
we also have a dance program which many students have joined . The 
Nutcracker performance is always a highlight of the year. 


At Wing School numerous opportunities are offered for students 
to become involved in community service. We request that students in 
grades 6-8 perform a certain number of hours per year helping out at 
home or in the community. We also have a Peer Leader program for 
7"- and 8"-graders. These students become Bully Busters and present 
anti-bullying programs for the younger students. Our Student Council 
is very active in supporting class and school activities and helping out 
with such things as babysitting during PTA meetings. We also have a 
recycling program at Wing and a faithful group of students who come 
early to recycle all the school’s paper. 


Our 7"- and 8"-grade students have the opportunity to play in- 
tramural sports, competing against Forestdale and Oak Ridge. We offer 
soccer, field hockey, basketball, and softball. There are also monthly 
dances for 7"/8" graders across the district. 


At the Wing School, we foster a warm and welcoming school 
community. Our successes are a result ofa shared collaboration among 
students, parents, and staff. 


Pupil Services/Special Education 

Special Education Department staff work to meet the individual 
needs of all students being serviced on an Individualized Education 
Program (IEP). 


A” School to Work” program was developed at Sandwich 
High School to meet the social, emotional, academic and vocational 
needs of students. There are twelve students in the program and the 
academic and vocational success of students has been very reward- 
ing. Providing a work experience embedded into the daily schedule 
allows students to discover vocational interests that may lead to career 
options beyond graduation. The program has generated such interest 
that many students are hoping to enroll next year. The collaboration 
with local business owners is appreciated and serves as a rewarding 
school-to-community partnership. 


At the K-8 schools and at Sandwich High School we have 
expanded the Functional Daily Living Skills of students in the Com- 
munication Skills and Life Skills Programs. Students have expanded 
their skills to become independent learners as they also prepare for 
independent living by building upon such skills as laundry, food prep, 
banking, transportation and accessing local businesses (supermarkets, 
banks, mall, and restaurants). Within these programs we also added an 
aquatics experience for students in a partnership with the Sandwich 
Community School. Students receive swimming lessons ona monthly 
basis which has been an incredible success for all children. 


We have implemented many elements of technology to provide 
additional access to educational programs, which has been very suc- 
cessful at all grade levels PreK-12. With the addition of assistive tech- 
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nology that includes [Pads, SmartBoards, FM Systems, and softw: 
programs that contribute to instruction within each program, studen 
growth at many levels has increased remarkably. 


The Spinnaker Program is completing its fourth year of pro 
implementation with extensive professional development being pr 
vided through Children with Autism and Related Disorders (CARD) 
The success of students in this program has been outstanding and it i 
wonderful to see the improved verbal communication and social skil 
development of all the children. 


Within Sandwich High School we added Reading Courses an 
Language Based offerings for students that will reinforce and provid 
interventions and strategies for both reading and written language. Th 
Learning Center, Social Development Program, Life Skills Program, 
inclusion academic programs and itinerant services provide a compre- 
hensive service model to meet the needs of all students. 


Social workers within the district provide valuable support fo 
students in small group, individual and whole class interventions with 
an emphasis on social skills, problem solving and strategies to promote 
self esteem and confidence for all students. 


Extensive Professional Development has been provided for 
staff in the areas of IEPs, goal writing, specialized reading programs 
(Lexia, Edmark, Wilson, Read Naturally), and Math Recovery, Speech 
and Language training for Assistive Technology, Transition Planning 
and Social Skills. 


The district is preparing for the Department of Education’s six 
year audit, or Coordinated Program Review (CPR) of Special Educa- 
tion, Civil Rights and servicing of English Language Learners (ELL). 
Outcomes will provide validation of our various programs as well as 
identify areas of additional need. 


Sandwich is very fortunate to have an outstanding staff that 
provides a high level of commitment and passion for students within 
the Sandwich Public Schools. 


Sandwich Community School 

For the past thirty-seven years, the Sandwich Community 
School has been committed to excellence in providing a broad range 
of accessible and flexible programs allowing our diverse community 
of participants to achieve their educational, vocational, and personal 
goals. In these fiscally challenging times, where individuals have 
a wide variety of options to choose from, the Community School 
remains relevant and viable through courses that range from job-skill 
development to recreational activities. 


As one of the core programs of the Community School, Adult 
Education remains an integral part of the Community School. Courses 
range from job-skill development to recreational activities and are of- 
fered based on community interest. Over the past year, fitness programs | 
like Zumba, Boot Camp, and Yoga helped to keep residents active and 
healthy. Many beginning art, music and dance programs brought out 
the creative side of all who participated. 


The Community School has increased its focus on Career 
Development programs. Course tracks have been developed that will 
allow patrons the opportunity to choose the best plan for them. We 
have also added a Fitness Punch Card that allows our participants the 
opportunity to pick and choose what fitness classes they would like to 
take and when they would like to take them. 


As we look toward the upcoming year, the challenges lie in 
staying competitive and relevant while maintaining our high standard 
of both course and instructor excellence. 


As the Community School made the shift this fall of 2012 to 
evening use of the Eleanor M. Gaffney Aquatic Center, many new 
and exciting benefits were derived. Included are expanded use by the 
School district athletic teams, such as softball and track use of the pool 
for training and fitness, and regularly scheduled pool time for special 
needs students providing new health and wellness opportunities. 


With those increased benefits, the Aquatic Center continues to 
be an asset to the community. Program offerings include options for 
all ages and abilities. Aquatic programs are built around creating safe, 
healthy and active enjoyment in and around the water. As a coastal 
community, it is imperative that every Sandwich resident knows how 
to swim and is able to safely enjoy the water. The pool emphasizes that 
in Sandwich every child should be water safe---every child a swimmer. 


Swimming lesson programs continues to be among the largest 
on the Cape, offering high quality, year-round instruction from infancy 
through adulthood. Our youth developmental swim team, the Wahoos, 
offers young swimmers from ages six to sixteen the opportunity to 
become part of a swimming program that competes with other de- 
velopmental teams from around Cape Cod, the Islands and the South 
Shore. The Cape Cod Diving Academy, the only program of its kind on 
the Cape, continues to grow and turn out high quality divers under the 
guidance of our experienced coaches. The Aquatic center plays a vital 
role as a training center for lifeguards and water safety instructors. Over 
seventy lifeguards and instructors were trained in Sandwich and were 
employed throughout Cape Cod beaches and camps. Adult programs 
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include Masters Swimming, lap swimming and Water Exercise and 
each continue to grow in popularity. 


The pool is utilized by the School for Early Learning and the 
Summer Camp programs and is home to the Sandwich Sharks, the 
Special Olympics swim team. 


The School for Early Learning continues to provide a learning 
environment dedicated to meeting the needs of local children and 
their families, offering youth development programs for children from 
age two through grade six. Our experienced teachers hold degrees in 
teaching and educational support staff create a trusting, caring environ- 
ment where each child can grow socially, emotionally, physically and 
intellectually. Families took advantage of our full, part-time, extended 
day, and summer programs with convenient locations at the Wing, 
Forestdale and Oak Ridge Schools. 


This year saw a transition in leadership for the Community 
School. As we look to a new day for the Sandwich Community School, 
we would like to thank the Superintendent of Schools, Dr. C. Richard 
Canfield, members of the School Committee, the School and Town 
Administration for your guidance and support. A special thanks to 
all the Community School staff and volunteers. Your passion, profes- 
sionalism and commitment to the mission of the Community School 
help provide the highest quality programming possible for the citizens 
of Sandwich. 


As we look to the future, the Sandwich Community School 
continues to accept the great responsibility of integrating the Sandwich 
community and its schools to create an atmosphere of cooperation for 
the enhancement of individual participation in the educational process 
in Sandwich.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School foundation enroll- 
ment, as of October 1, 2011 consisted of one hundred seventeen (117) 
students from Bourne, one hundred eighty-four (184) from Falmouth, 
fourteen (14) from Marion, one hundred twenty-four (124) from Sand- 
wich, and two hundred twenty-five (225) from Wareham. For several 
years now, the school remains enrolled beyond capacity with a large 
waiting list that continues to grow each year. The school also has a 
full-time, self-sufficient adult Licensed Practical Nursing. 


Upper Cape Tech continues to expand its offerings for adults 
and other out of school individuals. Adult tuition students, specialized 
afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer programs 
are additional to the 664-pupil school day enrollment. Upper Cape Tech 
continues to offer valuable cost-effective services to its communities 
via its day and evening programs. 1,713 adult students were enrolled 
in evening courses during this fiscal year. 


Our enrollment has continued to increase and should remain at 
the current level based on the size of our physical plant and faculty. 
We continue to receive almost 400 applications from 8" graders in the 
district for the 180 seats in the freshman class. 
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This fiscal year concluded with the continuation of several buil 
ing and grounds projects intended to minimize overcrowding. Th 
include construction of a press box and athletic field improvemen 
as well as the construction of a 9,225-square-foot building design 
to house the licensed practical nursing program. The constructio 
is expected to be a two to three year project, built by students an 
teachers and funded by the profits from the LPN and adult educatio 
programs. The building will be home to the full-time LPN progr 
and will include four classrooms/labs and a child care center, as we 
as provide space for offices and storage. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appre 
ciation to the many advisory boards that assist us in developing an 
maintaining educational programs, various town and school official 
who support our efforts, and school staff members. It is the combine 
effort of all of these individuals that has enabled the success of th 
school and its graduates for the benefit of our communities. We loo 
forward to your continued support.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND 
TOWN MANAGER 


The Board of Selectmen and Town Manager’s Office continued to 
make progress toward numerous goals in 2013. 


At the beginning of 2012, the Board initiated and approved the 
Community Preservation Act (CPA) application for funding for 
the Town Hall Phase II (“bubbler”) project. This project was sub- 
sequently approved at the Annual Town Meeting in May 2012, 
and will make additional improvements to Town Hall square, in- 
cluding structural retaining wall improvements, pedestrian safety 
and aesthetic enhancements and, most importantly, accessibility 
improvements to the public drinking water fountain area. We are 
pleased to report that the re-construction of the retaining wall is 
complete, and all of the work in the environmentally sensitive her- 
ring-run area has been completed. As the weather warms up in the 
spring, we look forward to completion of the grade-level improve- 
ments to the drinking water fountain, sidewalk, and footbridge 
to the front of Town Hall. The next phase of work in this area 
(a future Phase III) will include improvements to the Grist Mill 
structure and foundation, and stabilization of the Lower Shawme 
Pond Dam which connects the Grist Mill to the ticket booth on Rt. 
130. The Board submitted a CPA application for this project in 
late 2013, and will refine the cost estimate in early 2014 based on 
the work on an engineering consultant who is currently evaluating 
the structures. The Board hopes that a CPA project to fund this 
work will be approved at the Annual Town Meeting in the spring 
of 2014. 


In early 2013 the Board filled the vacancy of the Town Treasurer 
position resulting from the departure of Craig Mayen. The Board 
would like to thank Mr. Mayen for his outstanding stewardship of 
the Treasurer’s Office during his time in Sandwich, and we wish 
him the best of luck in the future. The Board was very pleased to 
hire William Jennings as the new Town Treasurer. In late 2013, 
longstanding Town Collector Susan Flynn retired. The Town is 
very grateful for the many years of service Ms. Flynn dedicated to 
the Town, and we wish her the best in her retirement. The Town 
Manager has promoted Mr. Jennings to the new consolidated po- 
sition of Town Treasurer/Collector. This combined position is the 
most common form of structure of these departments throughout 
the Commonwealth, and we have great confidence that the staff 
in these two departments—located in separate buildings—will 
be able to effectively adapt to this new change in organizational 
structure. 


Other important staffing changes included the reorganization of 
all financial departments by creating the position of Finance Di- 
rector, filled by current Town Accountant Doreen Guild, and the 
appointment of Interim Harbor Master David Whearty to the of- 
ficial position of Harbor Master. We thank both of these dedicated 
employees for their many years with the Town, and their willing- 
ness to step up into these two important roles. 


Infrastructure was a recurring theme throughout 2013. The 
Capital Improvement Planning Committee completed their Long 
Range Capital Plan in late 2012, which was formally adopted by 


the Board of Selectmen in 2013. The Library heating, ventila 
tion, air conditioning (HVAC) upgrade/replacement project w 
previously funded by voters, and during 2013 the Town hired 
engineering firm that has completed detailed plans and specifica 
tions and bidding documents. As of the publication of this report 
the Town is receiving bids from contractors. 


One relatively controversial energy related infrastructure issu 
was the proposed National Grid natural gas pipeline expansio 
extension along the Service Road. This proposal is currentl 
under review by the Energy Facilities Siting Board. Less con 
troversially, Town Meeting granted the Selectmen the authori 
to issue easements for private developers to install sewer main 
along certain roads in South Sandwich and the Industrial Park fo 
potential wastewater treatment facilities to be constructed in th 
future. Town Meeting also authorized the Board to enter into lon 
term Power Purchase Agreements (PPA) with solar power proj 
ects to reduce the Town’s general government electric utility bills 
A PPA was executed in late 2013, and it is expected that the To 
will begin realizing savings in early 2014. 


One of the biggest infrastructure issues — both in terms of geo- 
graphic importance and cost — is beach erosion. This issue is 
critical to a number of public and private waterfront properties 
in the Town Neck area, and continues to be a high priority fo 
the Board of Selectmen. The Town’s beach engineering consul- 
tant, the Woods Hole Group, finalized a Beach Management Plan, 
which was adopted by the Board in 2013. This will form a criti- 
cal component of the full permitting applications the Town will 
submit for formal permits from various state, federal, regional 
and local agencies for beach renourishment and inlet stabilization 
projects in the near future. The Town was also diligent about ap- 
plying for various grants from the federal government as a result 
of the severe beach erosion and damage Town Neck Beach suf- 
fered from storms Sandy and Nemo. We are cautiously optimistic 
the Town will receive substantial financial compensation from the 
federal government as a result of these applications based on the 
detailed land surveys the Town submitted, along with the actual 
costs incurred by the Town to repair the Boardwalk as a result of 
these storms. 


Two other large infrastructure/capital issues during 2013 included 
the School Department’s need for funding substantial safety im- 
provements to the windows sills at the Sandwich High School “A- 
Wing.” In addition, all of the HVAC system mechanical equip- 
ment at the High School pool failed earlier in the year and was 
in need of total replacement. We are grateful that Town Meeting, 
and subsequently voters at the ballot, agreed to fund these criti- 
cal capital repairs to town educational facilities via capital outlay 
expenditure exclusions. 


Public safety planning was a significant issue throughout 2013. 
The Board discussed all of the issues surrounding regional dis- 
patch, including potential options with County’s Regional Emer- 
gency Planning Committee and the County Sherriff’s Office, 
which received a feasibility study grant from the Commonwealth 
earlier in the year. 


addition, the Board’s public safety building planning commit- 
continued their work with an architect to develop plans for a 
w joint police/fire facility and new fire/rescue substation. Their 
ork resulted in full schematic plans with a detailed cost estimate, 
numerous public outreach sessions. Ultimately, this proposal 
nt before voters at the May 7, 2013 Special Town Meeting and 
subsequent Annual Town Election in the form of a debt exclu- 
ion. Although this proposal narrowly passed by a simple major- 
at Town Meeting, it did not pass by the two-thirds majority 
uired to authorize debt. Further, while voter turnout was very 
w at the polls as only 11 percent of registered voters participated 
that ballot question, the result was a resounding defeat for the 
roject. Moving forward, the Board has directed the Town Man- 
er’s Office to reevaluate the prior proposal and to produce new 
tions that reflect the concerns raised at Town Meeting, includ- 
adding a third staffed substation, with a facility in the down- 
wn area. The Town Manager’s Office has a new, smaller group 
if town staff working on this public safety planning effort, and 
ill interact with the Board more frequently in 2014 in an effort 
0 ensure that any proposal put before the voters in the future will 
lave more widespread support. 


Ine unfortunate series of actions the Board had to take in 2013 
vere three separate liquor license disciplinary hearings for one 
estaurant and two package stores. The Board takes their role 
is the licensing authority for the Town for liquor sales and com- 
non Victualler licenses very seriously. With the assistance of our 
olice Department and our legal counsel, the Board took swift 
ind decisive action in response to the violations at these establish- 
nents. While it is with regret that the Board had to take these 
ictions, we understand that our first and foremost responsibility is 
0 protect the citizens and visitors in Sandwich. All of our license 
10lders understand the ramifications of violations of the state li- 
juor license law, and that repeated violations could result in se- 
vere discipline, including the potential revocation of their license 
sy the Board of Selectmen. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May 2013, the Town adopted 
shanges to the Town Charter, as developed by the charter review 
sommittee and refined by the Board of Selectmen. Following the 
successful passage at Town Meeting, the associated request for 
revision to the Town’s special act charter was submitted to the 
assachusetts General Court. As of the date of publication of 
is report, the special act is making its way through the various 
ommittees at the state legislature. We anticipate passage of the 
ew special act in 2014. 


e Board of Selectmen worked diligently throughout 2013 eval- 
uating the proposal submitted in response to the Town’s Request 
for Proposals (RFP) for both the sale of the land, as well as the 
right to grant an easement to construct a road, in the South Sand- 
wich Village Center. The Town is committed to fulfilling our long 
term objectives to responsibly increase the commercial tax base in 
this economic focus area, and improve the greater local economy 
for the Town. As part of this effort, the Town has been work- 
ing proactively with the Cape Cod Commission to determine if 
there are any opportunities available to “pre-permit” or otherwise 
streamline the permitting process for commercial development in 
this area. We expect that a final decision on this proposal will be 
made in early 2014. 


In early 2013 the Board also issued a Request for Qualifications 
(RFQ) to hire an engineering consulting firm to complete a recre- 
ational master plan at Sandwich Hollows Golf Club. The intent 
of this master planning effort is to determine what areas within 
the unused golf course land can be developed for public and/or 
private recreational purposes. We would like to thank the Com- 
munity Preservation Committee (CPC) for dedicating the use of 
CPC Administrative Funds for this purpose. The Town received a 
number of very qualified RFQ responses, and is in the process of 
negotiating a fee and contract with the top ranked firm. We expect 
that the master plan will be completed in the spring of 2014. 


In late 2013, the Board completed negotiations and finalized a 
long-term agreement with Covanta (SEMASS) for the disposal of 
the Town’s solid waste. As our previous agreement with Covanta 
was executed decades ago, the new cost for the disposal of solid 
waste will increase in the future. As a result, the Board had been 
preparing the Town’s residents for the projected increase in costs 
for several years, partly by implementing the Pay-As-You-Throw 
program at the Transfer Station, which more equitably distributed 
Transfer Station costs to the actual users of the facility and de- 
creased the tonnage of solid waste, and the associated costs, that 
will have to be disposed by the Town in the future. 


In closing, we would like to thank all of our Town employees who 
work to provide municipal services to the public and a special 
thank you to all of the various unpaid volunteers on all of our 
boards and committees who dedicate countless hours every year. 
The Town could not function as well as it does without all of their 
efforts.

The Information Technology Department provides computer 
hardware, software, network, and end user support for 25 munici- 
pal departments and its staff members. 


For the Calendar Year of 2013, the I.T. Department continued to 
work with all other Town Departments to assist them with their 
specific and ongoing technology needs. 


In June of 2013, a critical Town server suffered multiple hard- 
ware component failures over a 16 hour period, most likely from 
a power surge that got thru its surge protector and Uninterruptible 
Power Supply. This proved to be a true test of the Backup and Di- 
saster Recovery strategies that we have in place. Fortunately, we 
were able to virtualize the failed server overnight, and the server 
was back online at the start of business the next morning. 


Many Town departments are continuing to enhance and imple- 
ment more technologies into their daily work flows. The IT De- 
partment will continue to work with all departments on any tech- 
nology needs that will make their staff members more efficient. 


I would like to personally thank the Town Manager, Assistant 
Town Manager, all Department Heads, Tammy Reil, Ted Ham- 
ilton, Bill Sewall, and all of the Town’s staff members for their 
ongoing help, support, and assistance.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The FY 2014 budget of $69,295,017 was presented and passed 
at the Annual Town Meeting on May 6, 2013 as recommended 
by the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee. This was 
adjusted at a Special Town Meeting held on November 18, 2013 
when $1,630,000 was added in capital debt exclusions. The ad- 
justed FY 2014 budget calls for a total expenditure of $70,925,017 
representing an increase of $2,272,280 (3.3%) over the previous 
budget. 


Some of the financial issues facing the Town include: 


* Beach and dune erosion, especially in light of last winter’s 
storms. The Town continues to work with State and Fed- 
eral authorities to solve the problem. Any solution will most 
likely require a substantial investment of town funds. 


* Public safety facilities still need to be addressed. The vot- 
ers turned down the proposed Joint Public Safety facility so 
the need to provide reasonable work space and emergency 
response times still exists. 


* The increasing tuition assessment is taking funds away from 
other town needs. This at a time when money is needed to 
set up the STEM academy and the potential relocation of the 
Wing School students. Both of these initiatives should even- 
tually lead to financial savings but will require funds up front 
to achieve the savings. 
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* The continuing decline in the condition of our roads and so 
of our buildings. The longer repairs are put off the more e 
pensive those repairs will be. 


The Finance Committee will continue to work with the Board 
Selectmen and the School Committee to review and give advi 
on all financial matters.

1013 was a year of new challenges and even relocation for the 
essing Department. 


n July of 2013, the Assessing department was flooded as a re- 
ult of a strong storm that lasted through that entire weekend. The 
lamage to main of the areas of the department was severe enough 
lead the Town to determine that we could no longer occupy that 
ace. Within a month we had re —located to former meeting room 
pace at the 16 Jan Sebastian Drive town offices. Though 35% 
aller than the overall space held the Annex, the department had 
een able to maintain its level of service. The Board offers special 
hanks to our Assessing department staff for their patience and 
yerseverance through this process. 


he Fiscal 2014 actual bills were issued at the end of December. 

Che legal value date for these bills was January 1, 2013, based on 

1012 calendar year sales. At the writing of this report, the depart- 
nent was in the midst of the appeals process and review. 


%iscal 2014 was an interim update certification year for the town, 
ind the project to revalue and work with officials from the Massa- 
thusetts Department of Revenue, Bureau of Local Assessment ran 
tom June until December, at which point the towns’ assessment 
wojects was certified and Fiscal 2014 tax rate set. As part of the 
wocess of review, over 1400 properties were inspected and listed 
ym site, and another 2800 properties were reviewed as part of a 
inal “drive-by” review for accuracy and final value determination 


yurposes. 


The Fiscal 2014 certified assessments date of January 1, 2013 and 
were based upon review of valid calendar year 2011 sales. Sales 
of a non valid nature, such as foreclosure related and most short 
sales were not considered within the analysis. All sales properties, 
in each year, were contacted both by mailer, as well as through 
a Site visit. 


he MapGeo GIS system, which is accessed by visiting the Town 
website (www.sandwichmass.org) is now in its second year of 
hosting the property field cards. The system continues to be quick- 
er and more intuitive in property lookups, in and in compiling and 
equesting abutters certification. The 2014 data will also include 
building footprint recapture through 2007, a four year update over 
the 2003 data in place now. 


A continuing internet related improvement goal for the depart- 
ment in 2014 is making improvements to the Assessing Depart- 
ment section of the Town website. Though there are limitations to 
what we can do from a “look and feel” standpoint, we are seeking 
to make more and easier to use information and links available 


from our page. 


The appraisal staff of the department will continue their high vis- 
ibility during the 2014 calendar year. Fiscal 2015 is a Department 
of Revenue certification year, in accordance with state regula- 
tions, and the department will be reviewing calendar 2013 sales in 
setting values as of January 1, 2014. 


Ongoing programs include Building permit inspections, Personal 
Property listing and review, commercial income and expense re- 


view, and sales property review program. 


The department will continue the DOR/Bureau of Local Assess- 
ment mandated “cyclical inspection program” — where the depart- 
ment visits and re-inspects a percentage of residential and com- 
mercial properties each year in an effort to maintain data quality. 


As we continue with these annual inspection programs, please 
remember that statistical accuracy leads to assessment accuracy, 
which benefits both Town and Taxpayer equally. We ask for your 
continued cooperation in these efforts. 


The department will also be requesting funding at the 2014 annual 
Town Meeting for new appraisal software to replace the current 
system, which has been in place since 1988. While the software 
still is accurate in result, it lacks many of the modern needs for 
appraisal and municipal assessment systems. Its replacement for 
these purposes is long overdue. 

The Board would like to thank the staff of the Assessing Depart- 
ment for their continued outstanding service to the Board and to 
the residents of Sandwich.

Report of the 
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT 
PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee is responsible 
for initiating, reviewing and reporting on all capital expenditure 
proposals designed to address the Town’s long-term capital 
needs. Consistent with this mission, in FY13 the Committee was 
involved in the following activities: 


1. At our request the Annual Town Meeting approved 
a Capital Budget in the amount of $500,000, which 
included funding for on-going repairs and renovations to 
town and school facilities and enabled completion of the 
replacement of the library HVAC system. 
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2. The Committee recommended approval of an Annual 
Town Meeting article requesting a debt-exclusion in 
order to fund the construction of a new public safety 
headquarters and substation. The proposal did not re- 
ceive sufficient support from taxpayers. 


3. The Long Range Capital Plan that had been presented to 
the Board of Selectmen by the Committee received their 
endorsement. The Plan defines and prioritizes the Town’ 
long-term capital needs and identifies potential funding 
sources to address those needs.

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Report of the 
TOWN CLERK 


2013 proved to be an eventful year in the Town Clerk’s Office. 
The election year began with a Special State Primary on April 
30th. This primary narrowed the field to fill the vacant United 
States Senate seat created by the resignation of John Kerry who 
was chosen as Secretary of State. This primary election garnered 
an 18.6% voter turn-out. The Special Election was held on June 
25th and 5,001 Sandwich voters turned out at the beginning of 
the summer season to cast their votes. This equated to a 31.9% 
turnout. 


“Sandwiched” between these two special elections we held our 
Annual Town Meeting and Town Election. On the evening of 
May 6th Town Meeting convened with 403 voters in attendance, 
which was a 2.5% turnout. Town Meeting participants voted on a 
variety of items, including; several zoning amendments, Commu- 
nity Preservation expenditures and revisions to our Town Charter. 
The following evening, May 7th, there was a Special Town Meet- 
ing to decide on the Town’s proposal to construct a joint pub- 
lic safety building. 469 voters attended, making it a 3% turnout. 
Town Meeting attendees rejected the proposal by a vote of 217 in 
favor and 216 against. The measure needed a two-thirds majority 
to pass. 


Our Annual Town Election was held on May 9th and 1,765 votes 
were cast, which is 11.29% turnout. Voters reelected Selectmen 
Ralph Vitacco and welcomed Susan James as its newest member. 
Voters also returned Nancy Crossman and Marie Kangas to the 
School Committee. 


Following a busy spring and summer the Board of Selectmen 
called a Special Town Meeting and Town Election. The Meeting 
was held on November 18th and 611 voters attended, which is a 
3.9% turnout. Several additional zoning amendments were passed 
as well as a measure to repair the pool and windows at the High 
School. The following Thursday, November 21st, was the Special 
Town Election which contained two ballot questions requiring 
concurrence from the voters on action taken at the Special Town 
Meeting. Both questions passed. 


The Town Clerk’s Office also saw a change in personnel in 2013 
with Administrative Assistant Nicole King leaving her post and 
being replaced by Sandwich native Linnea Freitas. As a lifelong 
Sandwich resident, Linnea is a wonderful addition to our staff and 
we are pleased to have her on board. As always, I’d like to pub- 
lically thank my staff, Susan Lundquist and Linnea Freitas for 
their hard work over the past year. They always exude the upmost 
professionalism and have a strong passion to serve the residents of 
Sandwich. In addition, I could not run elections without the excel- 
lent roster of poll workers that faithfully assist in each and every 
election. I'd like to thank them for their service and dedication to 
ensuring that elections run smoothly. 


In 2013, the preservation and restoration of the Town’s vital and 
historic records was complete. Work soon began to make these 
newly restored records more easily accessible to the public. Digi- 
tal images of each record are currently being matched up with an 


electronic version of the original written text. This will allow yu 
ers to electronically search thousands of records and instantly 
the original written entry as it appears in our historic document 
This project is slated for completion by the summer of 2014. 


It’s my pleasure to serve the citizens of Sandwich as your Tow 
Clerk and I thank you for the opportunity. I will continue to en 
sure this office is run efficiently, providing residents with friend] 
and accurate information and services.

expenses of the Community Preservation Committee for Fiscal Year 2014; and further 
reserve for future appropriation from the Fiscal Year 2014 Community Preservation 
Fund estimated annual revenues the following sums: $178,000 for open space 
purposes; $178,000 for historic resources purposes; and $178,000 for community 
housing purposes.

UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into 
renewable energy power purchase and/or net metering credit purchase agreements, 
including agreements for power and credits generated by solar photovoltaic systems, for 
terms of up to thirty years on such terms and conditions as the Board of Selectmen deems 
in the best interests of the Town, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to take all 
actions necessary to implement and administer such agreements. This was a voice vote 
and declared carried unanimously by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 13 

To see if the Town will vote to approve the Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School District 
Committee’s vote on January 10, 2013 to establish a Stabilization Fund, pursuant to Section 16G% of 
Chapter 71 of the Massachusetts General Laws, said Stabilization Fund to be invested and to retain 
its own interest earning as provided by law and further set up an operational line item to be created to 
transfer available monies into said Stabilization Fund, or take any action relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town approve the Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical 
School District Committee’s vote on January 10, 2013 to establish a Stabilization Fund, 
pursuant to Section 16G‘% of Chapter 71 of the Massachusetts General Laws, said 
Stabilization Fund to be invested and to retain its own interest earning as provided by law

ARTICLE 14 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich Town Charter, as printed below, by deleting 
those portions of the Town Charter highlighted with strikethrough formatting and inserting those 
portions of the Town Charter with underline formatting; and further, to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to petition the General Court to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows in 
accordance with the special act charter process; provided, however, that the General Court may 
make clerical or editorial changes of form only to the bill, unless the Board of Selectmen approves 
amendments to the bill before enactment by the General Court, and provided further that the Board of 
Selectmen is hereby authorized to approve amendments which shall be within the scope of the 
general public objectives of this petition; or take any action relative thereto:

In the Year Two Thousand and Nine Thirteen 
AN ACT PROVIDING FOR A CHARTER FOR THE TOWN OF SANDWICH 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. Ghapter-+37oHhe Acts-of 2002 is hereby repealed. S782, Chapter 106 of the Acts of 
2009 is hereby repealed. 


Section 2. The following shall be the Charter of the Town of Sandwich:- 


Section 3. Any reference to gender in the wording of this Charter shall be construed as meaning any 
individual regardless of sex and is contained herein only in the interest of brevity. 


CHARTER 
TOWN OF SANDWICH 


PREAMBLE 
Good government can only be defined as that which is wholly and justly participated in by the people 
who are under its jurisdiction. For that purpose the citizens of Sandwich, in exercising their rights of 


self-government, do ordain the provisions set forth in the ensuing Charter of this town. 


ARTICLE | 
INCORPORATION, FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


Section 1.1 INCORPORATION 

The inhabitants of the Town of Sandwich, residing within its corporate boundaries as heretofore 
established, are hereby constituted and shall continue to be a body politic and corporate in perpetuity 
under the name of “The Town of Sandwich.” 


Section 1.2 FORM OF GOVERNMENT 


a) The municipal form of government provided by this Charter shall consist of a Town Meeting open 
to all voters; a Board of Selectmen, elected by the people and accountable to the people; and a Town 
Manager, appointed by and accountable to the Board of Selectmen for proper administration of the 
affairs of the town. 
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b) The schools of the town shall be operated by a School Department and supervised by a 
Superintendent of Schools under the direction of a School Committee, elected by the people and 
accountable to the people for proper administration of the affairs of the schools. 


ARTICLE Il 
POWERS OF THE TOWN 


Section 2.1 POWERS 


a) The Town shall have all the powers granted to towns by the Constitution and General Laws 
together with all of the implied powers necessary to execute such granted powers. 


b) The powers of the Town under the Charter shall be construed and interpreted liberally in favor of 


the Town, and the specific mention of any particular power is not intended to limit in any way the 
general powers. 


c) The Town may enter into agreements with any other agency of municipal government, agency of 
the Commonwealth, other states, or the United States government to perform jointly, by contract, or 
otherwise, any of its powers or functions and may participate in the financing thereof. 


ARTICLE Ill 
LEGISLATIVE BRANCH 


Section 3.1 OPEN TOWN MEETING 


The legislative powers of the Town shall be exercised by a Town Meeting open to all voters of the 
Town of Sandwich. 


Section 3.2 PRESIDING OFFICER 

All sessions of the Town Meeting shall be presided over by a Moderator, elected as provided in 
Section 4.4 of the Charter. The Moderator shall regulate the proceedings, decide questions of order, 
and make public declarations of all votes. The Moderator shall have all of the powers and duties 
given to Moderators under the Constitution and the General Laws, and such additional powers and 
duties as may be authorized by the Charter, by By-law or by other Town Meeting vote. 

Section 3.3 ANNUAL TOWN MEEETING 


The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on such date or dates as may be fixed by the Board of 
Selectmen as provided in paragraph (e) of Section 4.2.5 of the Town Charter. 


Section 3.4 SPECIAL TOWN MEETINGS 

Special Town Meetings shall be held at the call of the Board of Selectmen at such times as it may 
deem appropriate and whenever a special meeting is requested by the voters in accordance with 
procedures made available by the General Laws. 

Section 3.5 QUORUM 

The quorum for both the Annual Town Meeting and any Special Town Meeting shall be set by By-law. 


Section 3.6 CLERK OF THE MEETING 


The Town Clerk shall serve as the clerk to the Town Meeting. In the event that the Town Clerk is 
absent, the Assistant Town Clerk shall serve. 


Section 3.7 WARRANT ARTICLES 
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a) Except for procedural matters, all subjects to be acted on by Town Meeting shall be placed on 
warrants issued by the Board of Selectmen. 


b) The Board of Selectmen shall receive all petitions addressed to it which require the submission of 
particular subject matter to the Town Meeting in accordance with the General Laws. Ten (10) 
signatures shall be required on a petition to have an article inserted in the warrant for an Annual 
Town Meeting, and one hundred (100) signatures shall be required on a petition to have an article 
inserted in a warrant for a Special Town Meeting. 


c) Any warrant article that seeks to raise, transfer, appropriate or expend any funds shall show 
comparative figures including actual figures for the preceding year, appropriations for the current 
year, requests for the next fiscal year and amounts recommended by the Finance Committee. 


d) Copies of main motions to be considered on articles in the warrant that were not originally 
included in the printed warrant, and/or on the script to be read by Selectmen at Town Meeting, shall 
be made available as draft versions in writing to all voters prior to Town Meeting and distributed at 
Town Meeting. Final adjustments, if necessary will be shown on the viewing screen. The Moderator 
may require other motions to be submitted in writing. Failure to comply with this provision shall not 
invalidate any vote taken by Town Meeting. 


Section 3.8 PUBLICATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF THE WARRANT 


In addition to any notice required by the General Laws, the Board of Selectmen shall cause the 
Annual Town Meeting warrant to be posted on the Town bulletin board and otherwise distributed as 
provided by paragraph (e) of Section 4.2.5 of the Charter. Additional copies shall be kept available for 
distribution by the Town Clerk. In addition, the Board of Selectmen shall cause the Town Meeting 
warrant to be posted on the Town’s website for the convenience of the residents of the Town; 
provided, however, that failure to post the warrant on the website or to post it one or more weeks prior 
to the date of the Town Meeting shall not invalidate or otherwise affect the legality or validity of the 
actions taken at the Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE IV 
ELECTED TOWN OFFICES 


Section 4.1 ELECTED TOWN OFFICES, IN GENERAL 


The offices to be filled by the voters shall be: a Board of Selectmen, consisting of five (5) members; a 
School Committee, consisting of seven (7) members; a Moderator-a—-Fewa-Glerk; a Board of 
Assessors, consisting of three (3) members; a Board of Health, consisting of three (3) members; a 
Planning Board, consisting of seven (7) members; Constables, Trustees of the Sandwich Library, 
consisting of nine (9) members; Trustees of the Weston Memorial Fund, consisting of three (3) 
members; Sandwich Historic District, consisting of five (5) members; Housing Authority, consisting of 
(5) members, (4) of whom shall be elected, and (1) of whom shall be appointed by the Governor; and 
such other regional authorities, districts, or committees as may be required by the General Laws or 
inter-local agreement. All elected or appointed multiple member boards shall be arranged so that as 
nearly an equal number of terms as possible shall expire each year. Notwithstanding any other 
provision of the Charter, all elected officials and officers shall have the powers and duties as 
prescribed by the General Laws. 


Section 4.2 BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen shall be composed of five (5) members. Each member shall be elected from 
the town at-large to a three (3) year term. 


Section 4.2.1 QUALIFICATIONS

In addition to any other qualifications prescribed by law, each Selectman shall be a qualified voter of 
the town, and shall reside within the town while in office. 


Section 4.2.2 COMPENSATION 


Selectmen shall receive such compensation as may be specified in the annual budget, provided, 
however, that they shall be entitled to all necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their 
official duties upon approval by the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4.2.3 CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIRMAN 


a) Achairman shall be elected by the Board of Selectmen at the first meeting following each regular 
Town Election. The chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board. The chairman shall perform 
such other duties consistent with Massachusetts General Laws and this Charter, or as may be 
imposed on him by the Board. 


b) A vice chairman shall be elected by the Board of Selectmen at the first meeting following each 
regular Town Election. The vice chairman shall act as chairman during the disability or absence of the 
chairman and in this capacity shall have the rights and duties conferred upon the chairman. 


Section 4.2.4 VACANCIES 


Vacancies in the office of Selectman shall be filled by special election if the vacancy occurs eight (8) 
months or more prior to the next annual election. If a vacancy occurs, the Board of Selectmen shall, 
within ten (10) days after the occurrence of a vacancy, call a special election that shall be held not 
less than sixty-five (65) days nor more than ninety (90) days after issuing the call. A vacancy which 
occurs less than eight (8) months prior to the next annual election shall be filled at the next annual 
election. 


Section 4.2.5 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


a) Except as otherwise provided by the General Laws or this Charter, all executive powers of the 
Town shall be vested in the Board of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall provide for the 
exercise thereof and for the performance of all duties and obligations imposed on the Town by law. 


b) Atleast a majority of the Board of Selectmen shall sign all official documents, and approve the 
financial warrants. 


c) The Board of Selectmen shall serve as the Board of Directors and policy-making body of the 
Town. They shall appoint a Town Manager to carry out the day-to-day operations of the Town within 
the policies set by the Board of Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint members of 
committees. 


d) No member of the Board of Selectmen may serve in any other elected and/or appointed Town 
office or committee during his ether term as Selectman, excluding ex-officio positions, except that 
Selectmen may serve on committees when authorized by State law or Town By-Law. Service as a 
representative from the Town to another body other than 

the Town shall not be prohibited by this provision. 


e) The Board of Selectmen shall set guidelines for the preparation of the annual budget and present 
the budget to the Town Meeting. The Board of Selectmen shall set the date and warrant articles for 
the Town Meeting and any Special Town Meeting. The Board of Selectmen shall make available 
sufficient copies of the warrant for the Town Meeting for 

all registered voters. The Board of Selectmen shall either provide direct mailings to households, or 
publish notice of the availability of and make available said warrants at town facilities and other 
common locations throughout the town at least two (2) weeks prior to the Town Meeting; provided, 
however, that failure to post the warrant on the website or to post it one or more weeks prior to the 
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date of the Town Meeting shall not invalidate or otherwise affect the legality or validity of the actions 
taken at the Town Meeting. 


f) The Board of Selectmen shall be a licensing board for the Town and shall have the power to issue 
licenses as authorized by law, to make all necessary rules and regulations regarding the issuance of 
such licenses, and to impose restrictions on any such license as it deems to be in the public interest, 
and to enforce all laws, rules, regulations, and 

restrictions relating to all such businesses for which it issues licenses. 


g) The Board shall require bonds for all municipal officers and employees who receive or pay out any 
moneys of the town. The amount of such bonds shall be determined by the Board and the cost 
thereof shall be borne by the Town. 


h) The Board of Selectmen shall be authorized to institute, prosecute, compromise or defend any 
claim, action, suit or other proceeding in the name of the Town and to settle any claim, action, suit or 
other proceeding brought by or on behalf or against the Town. In the event that a settlement requires 
the issuance of a permit or license or the transfer of property, and such matter is not within the Board 
of Selectmen’s jurisdiction, the Town board or officer with legal jurisdiction over the matter shall retain 
sole authority to act on behalf of the Town. 


i) The Board of Selectmen shall annually review a Long Range Plan, including capital planning, to 
project the future needs of the Town and report on this at Town Meeting. 


j) The Board of Selectmen shall serve as custodians of all Town property except as otherwise 
provided by the General Laws or by vote of the Town. 


k) The Board of Selectmen shall be authorized to formally investigate cases of any suspected 
serious misconduct or criminal wrongdoing by the Town Manager, or other officers or employees of 
the Town, provided that such investigation is approved by a vote of four out of five Selectmen. 


|) The Board of Selectmen shall exercise any other responsibilities as set forth in the General Laws. 
Section 4.2.6 MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 


a) The Board of Selectmen shall hold at least two regular meetings each month. The Board shall fix, 
by resolution, the days, times and location of its regular meetings. 


c) The Board of Selectmen may hold such special meetings as it deems necessary and appropriate, 
which may be called for by three members of the Board. In no event shall a regular or special meeting 
be held in any facility or at any locations which are not readily accessible to the public or handicap 
accessible. 

Section 4.2.7 RULES OF PROCEDURE 

a) The Board of Selectmen shall by resolution, determine its own rules and order of business; 
provided however, the rules shall provide that citizens of the town shall have a reasonable opportunity 
to be heard at any meeting in regard to any matter under consideration 


b) Voting except on procedural motions, shall be by roll call if requested by a Selectman, and the 
ayes and nays shall be recorded in the minutes. 


c) Three Selectmen shall constitute a quorum for the purposes of transaction of business. 


d) No action of the Board of Selectmen shall be valid or binding unless adopted by the affirmative 
vote of three or more members of the Board. 


Section 4.2.8 PROHIBITIONS 
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a) Except where authorized by law, no Selectman shall hold any other town office or town 
employment during his term as Selectman, nor any former Selectman shall hold any compensated 


appointed town office or town employment until one year after the expiration of his term as 
Selectman. 


b) The Selectmen shall not in any manner dictate the appointment or removal of any town 
administrative officers or employees whom the Town Manager or any of his subordinates are 
empowered to appoint. The Board of Selectmen may express its views and fully and freely discuss 
with the Town Manager anything pertaining to appointments and removal 

of such officers and employees. 


c) Exceptferthe-purpese-ofinquires-andinvestigations, The Board of Selectmen and its members 
shall deal with town officers and employees who are subject to the direction and supervision of the 
Town Manager, solely through the Town Manager, and neither the Board of Selectmen nor any of its 
members shall give orders to any such officer or 

employee, either publicly or privately. 


Section 4.3 SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee shall be composed of seven (7) members. Each member shall be elected 
from the town at-large to a three (3) year term. The three (3) year terms of office for school committee 
shall be staggered. 


4.3.1 QUALIFICATIONS 


In addition to any other qualifications prescribed by law, each member of the School Committee shall 
be a qualified voter of the town, and shall reside within the town while in office. 


4.3.2 —§ COMPENSATION 


School Committee members shall receive no compensation, provided, however, that they shall be 


entitled to all necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their official duties upon approval by 
the School Committee. 


4.3.3 — CHAIRMAN AND VICE CHAIRMAN 


A chairman shall be elected by the School Committee at the first meeting following each regular Town 
Election. The chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Committee. The chairman shall perform 
such other duties consistent with Massachusetts General Laws and this Charter, or as may be 
imposed by the Committee. 


A vice chairman shall be elected by the School Committee at the first meeting following each regular 
Town Election. The vice chairman shall act as chairman during the disability or absence of the 
chairman and in this capacity shall have the rights and duties conferred upon the chairman. 


Section 4.3.4 VACANCIES 


Vacancies in the School Committee shall be filled by special election if the vacancy occurs eight (8) 
months or more prior to the next annual election. In this case, the Board of Selectmen shall, within ten 
(10) days after the occurrence of a vacancy, call a special election that shall be held not less than 
sixty-five (65) days nor more than ninety (90) days after issuing the call. Any vacancy which occurs 
less than eight (8) months prior to the next annual election shall be filled at the next annual election. 


Section 4.3.5 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 
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a) The School Committee shall have all the powers and duties given to school committees by the 
General Laws. The School Committee shall have the power to select, oversee, and to terminate the 
Superintendent of Schools, establish educational goals and policies for the schools consistent with 
requirements of the General Laws and standards established by the Commonwealth. 


b) The Superintendent of Schools shall be chosen upon the basis of the individual’s executive and 
administrative training, education, experience and ability, and any other factors the School Committee 
deems appropriate. The Superintendent of Schools shall be bonded at town expense. 


c) The Superintendent of Schools shall have the duties and responsibilities provided by the General 


Laws, this Charter, and vote of the School Committee. 


Section 4.3.6 MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 


The School Committee shall hold at least one regular meeting each month while school is in session. 
The Committee shall fix the days, times and location of its regular meetings. 


The School Committee may hold such special meetings as it deems necessary and appropriate, 
which may be called by the Chair or four members of the Committee. In no event shall a regular or 
special meeting be held in any facility or at any locations which are not readily accessible to the public 
or handicap accessible. 


Section 4.3.7 _ RULES OF PROCEDURE 


The School Committee shall determine its own rules and order of business; provided however, the 
rules shall provide that citizens of the town shall have a reasonable opportunity to be heard at any 
meeting in regard to any matter under consideration. 


Voting except on procedural motions, shall be by roll call if requested by a School Committee 
member and the ayes and nays shall be recorded in the minutes. 


Section 4.3.8 BUDGET HEARING 


The School Committee shall prepare an annual line-item operating budget and hold a public hearing 
on its proposed annual budget pursuant to, Section 38N of Chapter 71 of General Laws by March 1. 


Section 4.4 MODERATOR 


A Moderator shall be elected by the voters for a term of three years. In the event of absence of the 
Moderator, the Town Meeting may elect a temporary Moderator, for the purpose of presiding over the 
Town Meeting. 


Section 4.4.1 POWERS AND DUTIES 


a) The Moderator shall have the powers and duties provided by the General Laws, by this Charter, 
by By-law or by any other Town Meeting vote. 


b) The Moderator shall appoint members of the Finance Committee which shall consist of nine (9) 
members. If the Moderator fails to fill a vacancy on the Finance.Committee within forty-five (45) days 
of having been notified in writing by the Town Clerk of said vacancy, a majority of the remaining 
members of the Finance Committee may nominate a person for each such vacancy. Should the 
Moderator fail to take action on said nomination within 21 days, the nominee shall become a member 
of the Finance Committee. 


c) To assist in the application and appointment process and/or to better prepare potential committee 
members, the Moderator may at his discretion include participation by the Chairman of the Board of 
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Selectmen, Chairman of the Finance Committee, or the Chairman of the School Committee or their 
designated representatives. 


d) The Moderator shall appoint members to other committees as directed by Town Meeting. 


Section 4.6 BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees shall be composed of nine (9) members. Each member shall be 
elected from the town at-large to a three (3) year term. 


Section 4.6.1 QUALIFICATIONS 


a) Each member of the Board of Library Trustees shall be a qualified registered voter of the town and 
shall reside within the Town while in office. 


Section 4.6.2 GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


a) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Charter to the contrary, the Board of Library Trustees 
shall have all the powers and duties given to boards of library trustees by G.L. c.78 and any other 
applicable law, except as otherwise provided herein. The Board of Library Trustees shall, except in 
case of those employees subject to the provisions of G.L. c.150E, appoint the director of the library 
and all employees thereof, and may enter into a contract with said director, provided, however, that 
such contract shall meet minimum legal standards established by the Board of Selectmen and Town 
Manager. The Board of Library Trustees shall implement such human resources practices and 
standards as established by the Town Manager for all other Town employees, and employees of the 
library shall be subject to the personnel policies and procedures adopted by the Town and such other 
personnel policies and procedures agreed upon in writing by the Board of Library Trustees and Town 
Manager. The Town Manager shall be responsible for the procurement of all contracts on behalf of 
the library. 


Section 4.6.3 VACANCIES 


Vacancies shall be filled by election in accordance with the provisions of G.L. c41, §10, or by the 
Board of Selectmen and the remaining members of the Board of Library Trustees in accordance with 
the provisions of G.L. c41, §11. 


Section 4.7 BOARDS, COMMITTEES AND OFFICERS 


a) Each board or committee will be organized and charged with the powers and duties specified in 
the General Laws and Special Acts of the Commonwealth, Town By-law or elsewhere in this Charter. 
The Board of Selectmen may also, from time to time, establish boards or committees to address 
specific needs or issues. Each board or committee shall, at its annual organization meeting, elect a 
presiding officer and shall cause the Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk to be notified of its 
selection. Such boards and committees shall make a written annual report of its activities to the Board 
of Selectmen. 


b) Members of permanent committees shall be elected for a staggered term of three years unless 
otherwise provided for by the General Laws or this Charter. Appointees to temporary and special 
committees shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen for the duration of the charge of the board 
or committee. Boards, committees or officers specifically provided for by the General Laws or this 
Charter may be continued or terminated only by the Board of Selectmen. 
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c) No resignation of any town officer, including members of a board or committee, shall be deemed 
effective unless and until such resignation is filed with the Town Clerk or such later time certain as 
may be specified in such resignation. In the event an appointed board or committee member misses 
three (3) consecutive meetings without the permission of the chair, the chair shall notify the Board of 


Selectmen, which board may, after opportunity for a hearing, deem such position to be vacant. 


ARTICLE V 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


Section 5.1 TOWN MANAGER 
Section 5.1.1 APPOINTMENT AND QUALIFICATIONS 


The Board of Selectmen shall by majority vote of the entire Board appoint a Town Manager. The 
method of selection shall be left to the discretion of the Board of Selectmen so long as the method of 
selection insures orderly, nonpartisan action toward securing a competent and qualified person to fill 
the position. The Town Manager shall be chosen solely upon the basis of the individual’s executive 
and administrative training, education, experience and ability and need not, when appointed, be a 
resident of the Town of Sandwich; provided however, that the Town Manager shall establish such 
residence within six (6) months following the effective date of appointment, and provided further that 
the Board of Selectmen may, by a unanimous vote of all members of the Board of Selectmen then in 
office, extend to a time certain the time for establishing residence or waive this requirement in its 
entirety. The Town Manager shall be bonded at town expense. 

Section 5.1.2 COMPENSATION 


The Town Manager shall receive compensation as may be fixed by the Board of Selectmen according 
to his expertise, education and training. Any contract between the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Manager shall be made pursuant to Section 108N of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. 


Section 5.1.3 TERM AND REMOVAL 


The Town Manager may be appointed for a definite term but may be removed at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen, by vote of the majority of the entire Board. The action of the Board of Selectmen 
in Suspending or removing the Town Manager shall be final. It is the intention of this Charter to invest 
all authority and fix all responsibilities of such suspension or removal in the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.4 POWERS AND DUTIES 


The Town Manager shall be responsible to the Board of Selectmen for the proper administration of all 
the affairs of the Town consistent with the General Laws and this Charter, and shall: 


a) appoint, discipline, suspend, or remove Town employees, including Civil Service positions, except 
that the approval of the Board of Selectmen shall be required for appointment of Department Heads 
and the Assistant Town Manager; 


b) supervise and direct all appointed Department Heads and organize and structure all town 
departments accordingly: 


c) administer and enforce all provisions of General Laws or Special Acts of the Commonwealth, or 
Town By-laws, and all regulations established by the Board of Selectmen; 


d) coordinate activities of all town departments; 
e) attend all sessions of the Town Meeting and answer all questions addressed to the Town Manager 


which are related to the warrant articles and to matters under the general supervision of the Town 
Manager; 
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f) keep the Board of Selectmen fully informed as to the needs of the town, and recommend to the 
Selectmen for adoption such measures requiring action by them or by the Town as the Town 
Manager deems necessary or expedient; 


g) ensure that complete and full records of the financial and administrative activity of the Town are 
maintained and render reports to the Board Selectmen as may be required; 


h) be responsible for the rental, use, maintenance, repair and the development of a comprehensive 
maintenance program for all Town facilities; 


i) serve as the chief procurement officer and be responsible for the purchase of all supplies, 
materials, and equipment, and approve the award of all contracts. Any contract over $500,000 
$1,000,000 will require approval by the Board of Selectmen; 


j) develop and maintain a formal and complete inventory of all Town-owned real and personal 
property and equipment; 


k) administer personnel policies, practices, rules and regulations, any compensation plan and any 
related matters for all municipal employees and to administer all collective bargaining agreements 
entered into by the Town; 


|) fix the compensation of all Town employees and officers appointed by the Town Manager; within 
the limits established by appropriation and any applicable compensation plan and collective 
bargaining agreements; 


m) be responsible for the negotiation of all contracts with Town employees regarding wages, and 
other terms and conditions of employment, except employees of the School Department. The Town 
Manager may, subject to the approval of the Board of Selectmen, employ special counsel to assist in 
the performance of these duties. Collective bargaining agreements shall be subject to the approval of 
the Board of Selectmen, and to Chapter 150E of the General Laws; 


n) prepare and submit an annual operating budget and capital improvement program as provided in 
paragraph (b) of Section 7.1 of this Charter and be responsible for its administration after its adoption. 
The Town Manager may transfer funds between individual line items within a department account at 
any time during the fiscal year, and further, may transfer during the last two (2) months of any fiscal 
year or during the fifteen (15) days of the new fiscal year to apply to the previous fiscal year, any 
amount appropriated for the use of any department other than a municipal light department or the 
school department to the appropriation for any other department, but the amount transferred from one 
department to another may not exceed three per cent (3%) of the annual budget of the department 
from which the transfer is made, with the approval of the Selectmen and Finance Committee; 


0) keep the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee fully informed as to the financial 
condition of the town and make recommendations to the Board of Selectmen; 


p) prepare and submit to the Board of Selectmen at the end of the fiscal year a comprehensive report 
on the finances and the activities and operations of all departments, boards and committees of the 
town; 


q) investigate or inquire into the affairs of any Town department or office; 


r) have full authority to act on behalf of the town during emergencies, including direction of Town 
personnel, declaring states of emergency, opening the emergency operations center and shelters, 
and the emergency expenditure of funds; 


s) delegate, authorize or direct any subordinate or employee in the town to exercise any power, duty, 
or responsibility which the office of Town Manager is authorized to exercise, provided, thai all acts 
performed under such delegation shall be deemed the acts of the Town Manager; and 
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t) perform such other duties as necessary or as may be assigned by this Charter, Town Bylaw, Town 
Meeting vote, or vote of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 5.1.5 ACTING TOWN MANAGER 


The Assistant Town Manager shall perform the duties of the Town Manager in the Town Manager's 
absence. In the event of long-term disability, resignation, termination, or vacancy of both the Town 
Manager and the Assistant Town Manager at the same time, the Board of Selectmen shall appoint an 
Acting Town Manager for the duration of any such disability, or until appointment of a permanent 
Town Manager or Assistant Town Manager. No member of the Board of Selectmen shall serve as 
Acting Town Manager. 


Section 5.2 TOWN COUNSEL 


The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a competent and duly qualified and licensed attorney practicing 
in the Commonwealth to be the counsel for the town. Town counsel shall receive such compensation 
for his services as may be fixed by the Board of Selectmen and shall hold office at the pleasure of the 
Board. The Town Counsel shall be the legal adviser of all of the offices and departments of the Town, 
and shall represent the Town in all litigation and legal proceedings; provided however, that the Board 
of Selectmen may retain special counsel at any time they deem appropriate and necessary. The 
Town Counsel shall review and concur or dissent upon all documents, contracts, and legal 
instruments in which the Town may have an interest. The Town Counsel shall perform other duties 
prescribed by this Charter, Town By-law, or as directed by the Board of Selectmen. No employee, 
committee or board, elected or appointed, other than the Board of Selectmen, shall contact or 
otherwise interact with the Town or Labor Counsel in a manner inconsistent with the policy relative to 
access to counsel established by the Town Manager._This provision shall not limit the School 


Committee from retaining its own legal counsel. 


ARTICLE VI 
COMPLIANCE WITH LAW - PUBLIC RECORDS, OPEN MEETINGS, AND 
CONFLICT OF INTEREST 


All officers or employees of any agency, office, department, board, commission, bureau, division or 
authority of the Town shall comply with the provisions of clause twenty six (26) of Section 7 of 
Chapter 4 and Section 10 of Chapter 66, of the General Laws. 


All employees of the Town, as that term is defined in Section 1 of Chapter 269A, shall comply with the 
requirements of Chapter 268A of the General Laws. 


All boards, committees, and commissions shall comply with the requirements of Chapter 30A, 
Sections 18 through 25 of the General Laws, the so-called Open Meeting Law. 


All board members, committee members and employees shall comply with the requirements of 
Chapter 268, Sections 1 through 29, the so-called Ethics Law. 


ARTICLE VII 
FINANCIAL PROVISIONS AND ADMINISTRATION 


Section 7.1 SUBMISSION OF BUDGET AND BUDGET MESSAGE 
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a) The Town Manager and School Superintendent shall meet within ten (10) business days of state 


certification of surplus revenue or finalization of October 1° enrollment whichever cemes-tast occurs 
later. Within ten (10) business days of that meeting, the Town Manager and School Superintendent 


shall submit a draft budget in a mutually agreed format to the Board of Selectmen, School Committee 
and Finance Committee. 


b) Annually, before November 1, the Town Manager shall establish and issue a budget schedule 
which shall set forth the calendar dates for developing the annual budget for the next fiscal year. 


c) On or before December 15, the Board of Selectmen shall meet in joint session with the School 
Committee. At this meeting the Board of Selectmen shall set quidelines for the preparation of the 
annual budget. 


d) On or before February 1, the Town Manager and School Committee shall each submit to the 
Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee a proposed line item budget and accompanying 
message. 


e) The Budget shall provide a complete financial plan of all Town funds and activities, including 
details on debt and debt service, anticipated income, and proposed expenditures. The Budget shall 
include proposals for capital improvements for the next five (5) years. The budget message shall 
begin with a clear general summary of its content, and explain in both fiscal terms and program 
objectives, proposed expenditures for each department, capital expenditures, and the projected tax 
rate. 


f) The Board of Selectmen shall review the proposed Town Budget and refer it, including the School 
Department Budget and recommendations, to the Finance Committee, on or before March 1. 


q) After the annual Town Meeting but before June 15, the Board of Selectmen shall meet in joint 
session with the Finance Committee to review the assumptions used to project budgets for the next 
two (2) fiscal years. If necessary, the Board of Selectmen shall vote to reset any of those 
assumptions. 


Section 7.2 FINANCE COMMITTEE 


a) There shall be a permanent committee known as the Finance Committee, composed of nine (9) 
registered voters of the town appointed by the Moderator. They shall serve for three (3) year terms 
which shall be staggered. Members shall serve without compensation and no member shall be an 
employee of the Town nor hold an elected or appointed town position during their term of office, 
excluding ex-officio positions. 


b) The Finance Committee shall conduct a detailed line item review of the Town and School budgets 
and submit a written budget report to the Annual Town Meeting and a written report to the Annual 
Town Meeting and any Special Town Meeting with its advisory recommendations on all financial 
warrant articles, and the projected tax impact consistent with its recommendations. 


c) The Finance Committee can require that the Town Manager, School Committee, any Town 
department, office, board, commission or committee furnish appropriate additional financial 


information, as needed. This request shall be made in writing and include a reasonable deadline for 
submission of the additional information. 


d) The Finance Committee shall elect a Chairman and such other officers from among its members 
and form subcommittees as it deems necessary to accomplish its duties. 


Section 7.3 PUBLIC NOTICE AND PUBLIC HEARING 
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a) The Finance Committee shall within sixty (60) days following the submission of the draft budget by 
the Town Manager, review the proposed budget, and return it to the Board of Selectmen with its 
recommendations. 


b) The Board of Selectmen shall conduct at least eRe two public hearings. The first shall be held in 


February to consider budget matters generally and notice of the time, date and place therefor shall be 


posted in Town Hall and on the Town website and published in a daily newspaper of general 
circulation in the Town. 


An additional public hearing shall be held prior to Town Meeting on the proposed budget, including 
the school budget, and Finance Committee recommendations, which hearing shall be posted and 
published as described above, with the following additional information included: the times and 
places where copies of the message and budget are available for inspection by the public. 


Section 7.4 BUDGET ADOPTION 


Town Meeting shall adopt the annual onetaling budget, with or without amendments before the 
beginning of the fiscal year. 


Section 7.5 ANNUAL AUDIT 


At the close of each fiscal year, and at such times as it may be deemed necessary, the Board of 
Selectmen shall cause an independent audit to be made of all accounts of the Town by a certified 
public accountant. The certified public accountant so selected shall have no personal interest, directly 
or indirectly in the financial affairs of the Town or any of its offices. Upon completion of the audit, the 
results in a summary form shall be placed on file in the Town Clerk's office and on 

the Town website as a public record and in the Sandwich Public Library for public information. 


Section 7.6 EMERGENCY APPROPRIATIONS, REDUCTIONS, and TRANSFERS 


Any and all emergency appropriations, reductions, and transfers shall be made in accordance with 
the General Laws and the Town By-laws. 


ARTICLE VIII 
RECALL 


Section 8.1 RECALL 


A holder of an elected office in the Town of Sandwich may be recalled there from by the qualified 
voters of the Town as provided in Chapter 408 of the Acts of 1987 for reasons which shall include but 
are not limited to the following: embezzlement; influence peddling; refusal to comply with clause 
Twenty-six of section 7 of chapter 4, section 10 of chapter 66, sections 23A to 23C, inclusive, chapter 
39 of chapter 268A of the General Laws or any rules and regulations thereto, and the By-laws of the 
Town of Sandwich which pertains to same; destruction or alteration of public records; nepotism; 
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conviction for a felony; failure to perform the duties of the elected office; or other willful acts of 
omission or commission which betray the public trust. 


Section 8.2 RECALL PETITION 


A recall petition shall be initiated by request of ten (10) qualified voters. The recall petition shall be 
signed by twenty-five percent (25%) of the qualified voters and returned within twenty (20) days in 
accordance with Chapter 408 of the Acts of 1987. 


ARTICLE IX 
CHARTER 


Section 9.1 SEVERABILITY 


lf any section, or part of a section of this Charter, shall be held invalid by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this Charter. 


Section 9.2 CHARTER REVIEW COMMITTEE 


At least every five (5) years, the Selectmen shall appoint a Charter Review Committee to be 
composed of seven (7) members for a period not longer than six (6) months, who shall submit their 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen and shall file proceedings of their deliberations. 
Section 9.3 AMENDMENT TO CHARTER 


This Charter may be amended or revised by special act of the General Court, upon the 
recommendation of Town Meeting and/or pursuant to Chapter 43B of the General Laws. 


Section 9.4 INTERPRETATION OF THE CHARTER 


Any question related to the interpretation of the Charter shall be presented to the Board of Selectmen 
for such action as it deems appropriate. 


Section 9.5 TIME OF TAKING EFFECT AND TRANSITIONAL PROVISIONS 


The amendments to the Town Charter as approved by the May 6, 2013 Annual Town Meeting shall 
take effect immediately upon approval by the voters under G.L. c43B [or, if submitted as special 
legislation, upon the effective date of the legislation], except that the amendments to sections 4.1 and 
4.5 of the Town Charter with respect to the manner of selection of the town clerk shall be 
implemented as follows. 


The individual elected as town clerk at the 2013 Annual Town Election (the “incumbent”) shall hold 
said office and perform the duties thereof until the expiration in 2016 of the elected term, or the 
incumbent's sooner resignation, recall or retirement. At the expiration of the incumbent’s elected term 
in 2016, or said sooner resignation, recall or retirement, the position of elected town clerk shall be 
abolished. 


Should said incumbent serve out the remainder of the elected term through the 2016 Annual Town 
Election, the incumbent shall be deemed to be the first appointed town clerk, and in that position shall 
be subject to the Town’s Personnel Policies and Procedures as would any other department head. In 
the event that the incumbent resigns, retires or is recalled prior to the 2016 Annual Town Election, 
appointment of the first appointed town clerk shall be made in accordance with Section 5.1.4(a) of the 


Town Charter. 
In order to implement the provisions of Section 4.6.2, the personnel policies and procedures agreed 


upon in writing by the Board of Library Trustees and the Town Manager and on file with the Town 


Clerk as of the effective date of this act shall be operative for all employees of the library until such 
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time as the personnel policies and procedures applicable to library employees are amended in 
accordance with the provisions of said Section 4.6.2. 


Carol Johansen of Oxford Road moved to amend Article 14. 


Move that the Town amend Article 14 to keep the Town Clerk position elected by 
retaining the position of Town Clerk in the list of elected town offices in Section 4.1, 
retaining Section 4.5, and in Section 9.5 relating to the transitional process for an 
appointed Town Clerk, delete all text in the first paragraph following “G.L. c43B” and 
the second two paragraphs. 


Motion to amend was seconded. 


COUNTED VOTED: That that the Town accept the amendment. This was a counted vote 
and declared carried by the Moderator. The vote was 219 Yea and 88 Nay. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich Town Charter, as printed 
in the Warrant under Article 14, by deleting those portions of the Town Charter 
highlighted with strikethrough formatting and inserting those portions of the Town 
Charter with underline formatting; and further, authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
petition the General Court to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as set forth 
in the Warrant in accordance with the special act charter process; provided, however, 
that the General Court may make clerical or editorial changes of form only to the bill, 
unless the Board of Selectmen approves amendments to the bill before enactment by 
the General Court, and provided further that the Board of Selectmen is authorized to 
approve amendments which shall be within the scope of the general public objectives 
of this petition. This was a voice vote and declared carried unanimously by the 
Moderator. 


ARTICLE 15 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws, Definitions, by 
deleting the entire Definitions section and replacing it with the following, as printed below, or take any 
action relative thereto: 


DEFINITIONS 


In this bylaw the following terms, unless a contrary meaning is required by the context or is 
specifically prescribed, shall have the following meanings. Words used in the present tense include 
the future, and plural includes the singular; the word "lot" includes the word "plot"; the word "building" 
includes the word "structure"; the word "shall" is intended to be mandatory; "occupied" or "used" shall 
be considered as though followed by the words "or intended, arranged or designed to be used or 
occupied." The word "person" includes a corporation as well as an individual. 


ACCESSORY BUILDING OR USE -A building or use customarily incidental to and located on the 
same lot with the principal building or use, except that if more than thirty (30) percent of the lot area is 
occupied by such use, it shall no longer be considered accessory. 


BY-RIGHT ACCESSORY APARTMENT -A unit no more than 800 square feet in size, specifically 
providing supplemental living space to the primary residence on a lot. 


ACCESSORY DWELLING UNIT - A dwelling unit with the purpose of promoting affordable housing in 
the Town for year-round residents that is no larger than 1,000 square feet in size or thirty percent if 
the gross square footage of a principal dwelling, whichever is smaller. 


ANIMAL RESCUE/ ADOPTION -A public animal control facility or other facility which is operated by 
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an organization or individual for the purpose of protecting animals from cruelty, neglect or abuse. 


APIARIES- Beehives and associated facilities in place recreationally or professionally for the 


purposes of producing honey, wax and any other associated product resulting from the practice of 
beekeeping. 


AGRICULTURE - As defined by Massachusetts General Law Chapter 128, Section 1A. “Farming” or 
“agriculture” shall include farming in all of its branches and the cultivation and tillage of the soil, 
dairying, the production, cultivation, growing and harvesting of any agricultural, aquacultural, 
floricultural or horticultural commodities, the growing and harvesting of forest products upon forest 
land, the raising of livestock including horses, the keeping of horses as a commercial enterprise, the 
keeping and raising of poultry, swine, cattle and other domesticated animals used for food purposes, 
bees, fur-bearing animals, and any forestry or lumbering operations, performed by a farmer, who is 
hereby defined as one engaged in agriculture or farming as herein defined, or on a farm as an 
incident to or in conjunction with such farming operations, including preparations for market, delivery 
to storage or to market or to carriers for transportation to market. 


AQUACULTURE- The sustainable farming or raising of shellfish, mollusks, crustaceans or fish in 
local town marine and fresh waters meant for distribution and consumption, as per Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts laws and regulations. 


ARTERIAL STREET - Any state numbered highway, plus the following named streets: Beale Avenue, 
Chase Road, Farmersville Road, Great Hill Road, Mid-Cape Service Road, Newtown Road, Race 
Lane, Quaker Meetinghouse Road, Sandwich-Cotuit Road, Snake Pond Road. 


ARTIST STUDIOS - Space explicitly for the purpose of the design and production of artwork including 
but not limited to; paintings, sculpture, glasswork, etc. and all accessory hardware, tools and 
structures to support such production hitherto. 


BED & BREAKFAST - An owner-occupied dwelling for the rooming and boarding of guests. Food or 
beverage shall only be served to those who let a room in such a dwelling. A Bed & Breakfast shall not 
be considered a Home Occupation. A Bed & Breakfast shall require a special permit from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. A Bed & Breakfast shall only be allowed in the following zoning districts: 
Residential-1, Residential-2, Business Limited-l, Business Limited-2, Ridge District and Shore District. 


BEDROOM - Any habitable room in a dwelling, if such room exceeds sixty (60) square feet, other 
than a living room, dining room, kitchen, utility room, or bathroom. Any dwelling unit in which no such 
room exists shall be construed to contain one bedroom. 


BOAT AND WATERCRAFT STORAGE BUILDING -A structure used for indoor storage of boat and 
watercraft. The storage of hazardous materials greater than those quantities normally associated 
with household use is prohibited in such structures. 


BORDERING - As defined under the Wetlands Act (G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40) shall include any 
land within either of the following: 

a. 100 feet horizontally landward from the bank of any beach, dune, flat, marsh, meadow or 
swamp bordering the ocean, estuary, creek, river, stream, pond, lake, freshwater wetland 
or coastal wetland. 

b. 100 feet horizontally landward from the water elevation of the 100-year storm or whatever 
is the greater distance of (a) or (b). 


BORDERING VEGETATED WETLAND (BVW) - A vegetation community where fifty (50) percent of 
the vegetation consists of wetland plant species, identified in the Wetlands Protection Act (MGL 
Chapter 131, Section 40), which borders a wetland resource area or watercourse defined by the 
Wetlands Protection Act (MGL Chapter 130, Section 140, 310 CMR~ 10.00), the Town of Sandwich 
Wetlands Bylaw and its regulations. The upland boundary of the BVW is established at the line, within 
which fifty (50) percent or more of the vegetation community consists of wetland plant species 
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identified in the Act. (Added STM94) 


BULK STORAGE - Exposed outside storage of sand, lumber, coal, or bulk materials, bulk storage of 
liquids in tanks except underground as an accessory use. 


CAMPER - A portable dwelling, eligible to be registered and insured for highway use, designated to 
be used for travel, recreational and vacation uses, but not for permanent residence. Includes 
equipment commonly called travel trailers, pick-up Coaches, or campers, motorized campers, and tent 
trailers, but not mobile homes. 


CAMPGROUND - Premises used for travel trailers, campers, tenting or for temporary seasonal 
overnight facilities of any kind where a fee is charged. 


CAMPING SUPERVISED - Facilities operated on a seasonal basis for continuing supervised 
recreational, health, educational, religious, and/or athletic programs, with persons enrolled for periods 
of not less than one week, and with a group dining if overnight accommodations are included. 


CINEMA - An auditorium facility with one or more viewing rooms for the primary purpose of showing 
films to the public for a fee. 


CHILDCARE FACILITY - A business falling under the classification of center and school based early 
education and care program by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Executive Office of Education’s 
regulations. 


CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT - A development under the provisions of Section 4400. 


COLLECTOR STREET - Any street, which meets or has met all of the design and construction 
standards for a Collector Street contained in the Subdivision Control Regulations of the Sandwich 
Planning Board. 


COMMERCIAL MARINE FISHING EQUIPMENT STORAGE - Storage of a boat, boat trailer and/or 
equipment necessary to a commercial marine fishing business. If stored outdoors such items shall 
not be stored less than 25 feet from any front lot line and not less than 10 feet from any side or rear 
lot line. No stored boat shall be used for dwelling or sleeping purposes. 


COMMERCIAL RADIO TOWER - deleted ATM 5/4/98 


COMMON DRIVEWAY - An alternative means of access for no more than three single-family 
dwellings on no more than two separate lots as may be allowed by Special Permit Section 4140 of 
the by-law. Common driveways are not streets and do not provide lot frontage. 


CONSTRUCTION TRAILER - A temporary and mobile commercial trailer with the sole purpose of 
housing office operations of a future or current construction project that is removed within six months 
of project completion. 


CONTINUING CARE RETIREMENT COMMUNITY — A Continuing Care Retirement Community 
(“CCRC”) is a facility or group of facilities which offers several levels of assistance, including 
independent living, assisted living, congregate care, and/or skilled nursing care. 


CONTRACTOR'S YARD -A lot with or without structures in the Industrial District used by an 
individual building contractor or subcontractor for storage of equipment, supplies, and sub- 
assemblies, or parking of wheeled equipment. (Amended 1/14/08) 


CONVALESCENT HOME - An establishment providing housing and general care for the aged, or the 


convalescent. Convalescent Home as set forth in Chapter 111 Section 71 of the Massachusetts 
General Law is hereby incorporated by reference. 
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COTTAGE COLONY - Two or more detached seasonal dwellings located on the same lot, each 
designed for independent family living and including cooking facilities. (Amended May 1, 1995) 


CREMATORIUM -A facility with the sole purpose of incinerating human remains or pet remains as 
per Commonwealth of Massachusetts regulations. 


DISPOSAL AREA - Premises, whether licensed or not, where waste or scrap articles or materials are 
abandoned or stored, sorted, packed, bought or sold, except where such activities are carried on 
entirely within an enclosed building. 


DUNE, PRIMARY - A hill or ridge of sand piled up by the wind with no other dune between it and the 
oceanfront. 


DWELLING - A building or part of a building used exclusively as the living quarters for one or more 
families. 


DWELLING, SINGLE-FAMILY - One dwelling unit on a single lot irrespective of structure type, 
ownership or tenure. (Added STM 9/91) 


DWELLING, TWO-FAMILY - Two dwelling units on a single lot irrespective of structure type, 
ownership or tenure. (Added STM 9/91) 


DWELLING, MULTI-FAMILY - Three or more dwelling units on a single lot irrespective of structure 
type, ownership or tenure. 


DWELLING UNIT - Living quarters for a single family and not more than two (2) boarders or lodgers, 
with cooking, living, sanitary, and sleeping facilities, independent of any other unit. 


ELEVATION - Height relative to Mean Sea Level. 


EXTERIOR STORAGE, COMMERCIAL - Temporary exterior storage units located outside a building 
including but not limited to “pods”, trailers, containers and the like which may house merchandise, 
furniture and more temporarily for no longer than six months. 


FAMILY - One or more persons, including domestic employees, occupying a dwelling unit and living 
as a single, non-profit housekeeping unit; provided that a group of six or more persons who are not 
within the second degree of kinship to each other, as defined by civil law, shall not be deemed to 
constitute a family. 


FAMILY DAYCARE - Child and infant daycare operations classified as a Family Child Care operated 
within a residence as per Commonwealth of Massachusetts Executive office of Education regulations. 


FARM - Premises, including necessary structures and equipment, containing at least five acres, 
which are used for gain in the raising of agricultural products, or livestock, except horses (see 
stables). 


FARM STAND -A permanent or temporary structure meant for the sole purpose of selling produce 
and other related agricultural offerings of local harvest falling into conformance with Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 40A, Section 3. 


FLOOR AREA - The sum of the gross horizontal area of the several floors of a building and its 
accessory buildings on the same lot, including the area of basements not more than fifty (50) percent 
below grade, roofed porches and roofed terraces, excluding areas with less than six feet floor to 
ceiling height. All dimensions shall be measured between exterior faces of walls. 


GAME ROOM - A commercial facility exclusively for playing of billiards, pool, darts and/or table 
games, but not including video games or pinball machines. (Added STM 11/18/97). 
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GARAGE - A building for the storing of motor vehicles. 


GOLF COURSE, STANDARD OR PAR 3 - Course, including customary accessory buildings, where 
tee to hole distance averages not less than eighty (80) yards. 


HEALTH CLUB -A facility with the purpose of offering physical exercise and sport activities with 
admission based on a fee structure. Accessory uses in addition, but not limited to exercise 
equipment, ball courts, swimming pools, steam rooms and locker or shower facilities may be 
included. 


HEIGHT - The vertical distance from the mean existing grade at the front line of the building to the 
highest point of the roof for flat or shed roofs, to the deck line for mansard roofs and to the ridge for 
gable, hip and gambrel roofs. Not included are spires, cupolas, TV antennae and other parts of 
structures, which do not enclose potentially habitable floor space. 
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HOLIDAY OR SEASONAL ATTRACTION - A commercial venture with the purpose of attracting 
patrons to engage in or be entertained by attractions, spectacles, shows, or other similar activities 
specifically scheduled and suited to particular holidays or seasons of the year. Examples of such 
activities include, but are not limited to, haunted hayrides or haunted houses, corn, hay or other 
mazes, Christmas villages, Santa Claus workshops, etc. One-time events, festivals, carnivals and 
others similar shall be exempt. 


HOME OCCUPATION -A business or profession engaged in within a dwelling by a resident thereof 
as an accessory use of the dwelling. (Amended ATM 5/5/97). 


HOSPICE CARE FACILITY -A facility dedicated to the service and enactment of care for patients 
seeking end of life treatment where minor medical procedures or care, counseling and housing are 
provided. 


HOSPITAL, NURSING HOME, CONVALESCENT HOME - Premises licensed as such by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health under Section 51 or 71 of Chapter 111, Massachusetts 
General Law. 


HOTEL - A building or group of buildings, whether detached or connected, each containing three or 
more rooming units. Each individual unit shall have its own sanitary facilities. A hotel may include 
such accessory uses as function rooms, health club, restaurants, swimming pools, and/or tennis 
courts. 


KENNEL, COMMERCIAL BOARDING OR TRAINING - An establishment used for boarding, holding, 
day care, overnight stays or training of animals that are not the property of the owner of the 
establishment, at which such services are rendered in exchange for consideration and in the absence 
of the owner of any such animal; provided, however, that “commercial boarding or training kennel” 
shall not include an animal shelter or animal control facility, a pet shop licensed under section 39A of 
MGL chapter 129, a grooming facility operated solely for the purpose of grooming and not for 
overnight boarding or an individual who temporarily, and not in the normal course of business, boards 
or cares for animals owned by others. 
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KENNEL, COMMERCIAL BREEDER - An establishment, other than a personal kennel, engaged in 


the business of breeding animals for sale or exchange to wholesalers, brokers or pet shops in return 
for consideration. 


KENNEL, PERSONAL - A pack or collection of more than 4 dogs, 3 months or older, owned or kept 
under single ownership, for private personal use; provided, however, that breeding of personally 
owned dogs may take place for the purpose of improving, exhibiting or showing the breed or for use 
in legal sporting activity or for other personal reasons; provided further, that selling, trading, bartering 
or distributing such breeding from a personal kennel shall be to other breeders or individuals by 
private sale only and not to wholesalers, brokers or pet shops, provided further, that a personal 
kennel shall not sell, trader, barter or distribute a dog not bred from its personally-owned dog; and 
provided further, that dogs temporarily housed at a personal kennel, in conjunction with an animal 
shelter or rescue registered with the department, may be sold, traded, bartered or distributed if the 
transfer is not for profit. 


LANDSCAPED OPEN SPACE - Space not covered by any structure, and not used for drives, 
parking, utilities, or storage; comprising landscaped areas and outdoor recreational facilities, including 
those on balconies and roofs over structures, if so developed. Area shall be measured horizontally 
and not include any land with slope over twenty (20) percent, or any land under water other than 
swimming pool. 


LANE - Any street which meets, or has met, the design and construction standards of a lane, 
contained in the Subdivision Control Regulations of the Sandwich Planning Board and, by its 
locations and design, may not be reasonably expected to service non-residential property, or serve as 
a means of access to more than ten (10) homes. 


LARGE SCALE GROUND MOUNTED SOLAR PHOTOVOLTAIC INSTALLATION -— A facility for the 
generation of electric power from sunlight where the collection systems are mounted on the ground 
and not on the roofs of structures. Ground mounted systems shall have a minimum rated capacity of 
250kW individually. 


LIVESTOCK OR FOWL - A fowl or other animal kept or propagated by the owner for food or as a 
means of livelihood, cow, bison, deer, elk, pig, boar, cottontail rabbit, northern hare, chicken, duck, 
goose, pheasant, quail, partridge and other birds and quadrupeds determined by the Massachusetts 
Department of Fisheries, Wildlife and Environmental Law Enforcement to be wild and kept by or 
under a permit from, the department in proper houses or suitable enclosed yards; provided, however, 
that “livestock or fowl” shall not include dog, cat or other pet. 


LODGING HOUSE - A dwelling used for the taking of more than six (6) boarders or the renting of 
rooms, without cooking facilities, to more than six (6) and fewer than ten (10) persons, but not 
including buildings of charitable, educational, or philanthropic institutions. 


LOT AREA - The horizontal area of a lot exclusive of any area in a street or way open to public use. 
All of the lot area used for zoning compliance shall be land other than that under water nine (9) 
months or more in a normal year, or considered as wetland resource area as defined in the Wetlands 
Protective Act, Chapter 131, Section 40 of MGL and subsequent regulations, 310 CMR 10.00, and no 
part of the lot area employed for zoning compliance shall be more distant from the street line than 
four (4) times the lot frontage. 


LOT COVERAGE - Percentage of lot area that is covered by structures, paving, driveways, walkways 
and parking area. 


LOT FRONTAGE - That portion of a lot fronting upon a street, measured continuously along the 
street sideline between side lot lines or, in the case of corner lots, between one side lot line and the 
midpoint of the corner radius. For lots on the outside of a curve whose radius is 120 feet or less, the 
lot frontage may be reduced at the street line to sixty (60) percent of the required lot frontage, 
provided that the full required frontage can be met at the front building line. 
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MAJOR COMMERCIAL COMPLEX - Facilities for retail trade or services containing more than 
10,000 square feet gross floor area and more than one retail trade or service entity operating within 
the complex. 


MARINE MEDICAL & REHABILITATION FACILITY - A facility that rescues, rehabilitates and then 
releases marine mammals and serves as an educational resource for studies in oceanic health and 
marine mammal care and medicine. (Added ATM94) 


MEAN SEA LEVEL - The current Mean Sea Level Datum Plane established by the United States 
Geological Survey. 


MEDICAL OFFICES - offices and clinics for medical or other health services for the examination and 
treatment of persons as outpatients, including laboratories that are part of such offices and clinics. 


MINOR STREET - Any street, with the exception of those designated in these by-laws as Arterial or 
Collector Streets, which meets or has met all of the design and construction standards for a Minor 
Street contained in the Subdivision Control Regulations of the Sandwich Planning Board. 


MOBILE HOME - A movable or portable dwelling built on a chassis, designed for connection to 
utilities when in use, and designed without necessity of a permanent foundation for year-round living. 


MOBILE HOME PARK - Premises which have been planned and improved for the placement of 
mobile homes for year-round occupancy. 


MOTEL - A building or a group of buildings, whether detached or connected, each containing three or 
more rooming units. Each rooming unit may include such accessory uses as swimming pools and 
tennis courts, and shall be no more than 480 square feet in size and no fewer than 225 square feet in 
size; and no structure shall be fewer than 20 feet from any other structures. The units shall be used, 
or designed to be used, as individual sleeping and dwelling units by transient travelers, tourists or 
vacationers. Each integral sleeping unit shall have its own attached sanitary facilities. A motel may 
include accessory uses such as a restaurant and other secondary facilities commonly associated with 
the operation of a motel. 


MUSEUM - Premises of the procurement, care and display of inanimate objects of lasting interest and 
value. 


NURSING HOME -A residence equipped and staffed to provide care for the infirm, chronically ill, or 
disabled. A Nursing Home is hereby incorporated as set forth in Chapter 111, Section 71 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 


OFFICE — Office and meeting space for conducting professional services, clerical or administrative 
work for occupations including but not limited to business, healthcare, not-for-profit organization and 
trades or for conducting a home occupation. 


OTHER RETAIL BUSINESS OR SERVICE- An establishment selling or renting goods and services 
to the general public for personal and household consumption, including but not limited to florist, 
grocery, or hair styling; stores that offer the following items, including but not limited to antiques, 
apparel, appliances, art, candy, consignment goods, convenience, crafts, drugs, electronics, liquor, 
photo supplies, shoes, stationery, video and variety stores. A convenience store that sells gasoline 
and auto supplies but does not repair, service, or store vehicles shall be considered a retail business. 


OUTDOOR RECREATION FACILITY — Small-scale community recreation and sports fields or 
facilities allowed by special permit under Section 4150 


PARKING SPACE - Space adequate to park an automobile, plus means of access. Where spaces 
are not marked, each space shall be assumed to require 350 square feet. Spaces to be not less than 
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nine (9) feet wide or eighteen (18) feet long. 


PHILANTHROPIC INSTITUTION - An endowed or charitably supported, nonprofit religious or non- 
sectarian activity maintained for public or semi-public use. 


PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT - deleted ATM 5/4/98 


RECREATION FACILITY — Indoor or outdoor sports facilities or athletic clubs including but not limited 
to, playing fields, courts, pools or ice rinks, rock climbing walls, or other sports areas, spectator 
facilities and other structures accessory to general athletics and recreation. 


REGIONAL SERVICE - Regional service generally denotes retail and professional/business service 
activities serving the resident population of Sandwich and the Upper Cape Region 
(Sandwich/Mashpee/Falmouth/Bourne). 


REHABILITATION HOSPITAL - A hospital licensed pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 111, which provides hospital-level in-patient rehabilitation services, together with general and 
specialty out-patient rehabilitation services including but not limited to: aquatic therapy, cardiac 
rehabilitation, occupational therapy, physical therapy, speech and language pathology, women’s 
rehabilitative services, wellness, holistic medicine, sports medicine-adaptive sports, wound treatment, 
pain therapy, adult daycare, research and development related to rehabilitation, geriatric and elder 
care and day time veterinary rehabilitative services. 


RESEARCH LABORATORY - Industrial or commercial experimentation, design, and production of 
prototypes, but exclusive of volume or continuous production. 


RESIDENCE - The same as dwelling unit defined herein. 


RESTAURANT - Any food service business serving the public on the premises and/or preparing food 
for takeout. (Added ATM 5/5/97) 


RETAIL SALES/SERVICE, MAJOR - An establishment 2,500 square feet to 9,999 square feet selling 
or renting goods or providing services to the general public for personal and household consumption. 


RETAIL SALES/SERVICE, MINOR - An establishment less than 2,500 square feet selling or renting 
goods or providing services to the general public for personal and household consumption. 


RETAIL SALES/SERVICE, REGIONAL - An establishment 10,000 square feet or greater selling or 
renting goods or providing services to the general public for personal and household consumption. 


ROOMING UNIT - A room or suite of rooms in a motel or lodging house suitable for separate rental. 


SEASONAL/ SEASONAL USE - Prescribing to the traditional Cape Cod interpretation of Memorial 
Day until Labor Day as “height of season” with modern exception to include “Shoulder Seasons” in 
spring and autumn; thereby extending overall and official “Seasonal Use” or label of “Seasonal” from 
April 1** until October 31%. 


SEASONAL DWELLING - A non-owner occupied dwelling that may not be occupied between 
October 31° and April 1° of a calendar year and where no lease or rent is permitted to last or extend 
for the full twelve months of the year, subscribing to the Town’s definition of “Seasonal Use”. 


SHOOTING RANGE - An indoor facility or outdoor range(s) meeting the laws and regulations set 
forth by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Massachusetts Department of Public Safety and/ or 
Sandwich Police Department for the use of target practice, skeet shooting and other accessory 
activities with approved firearms including, but not limited to rifles, shotguns and handguns as well as 
bows and crossbows. No shooting range shall be less than 1,000 feet from a residence, commercial 
business, or other public gathering space. 
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SPA - A resort that provides services that enhance the health and well being of its guests. Typical 
spa facilities provide: instruction in exercise, nutrition, general health and fitness; opportunities to 
access a wide variety of exercise equipment, body work therapists, swimming facilities, outdoor hiking 
trails and small scale outdoor recreation such as tennis courts, croquet courts etc., The spa may 
consist of a building or group of buildings, a portion thereof designed for serving food in a dining room 
and containing 15 or more sleeping rooms for overnight guests together with both the indoor and 
outdoor recreational facilities. Spa facilities shall be for the exclusive use of the spa's registered, 
overnight guests. Spa facilities shall not be used for functions attended by any person who is not a 
registered, overnight guest of the spa. 


SPORTSMEN’S CLUB -A public or private club with the purpose of promoting or engaging in the 
shared interests of hunting, fishing, trapping, shooting and general outdoorsmen activities where 
accessory uses such as meeting halls, dining or club rooms, private viewing rooms and interior or 
exterior shooting ranges may be located. 


STABLES - Premises used for the shelter and feeding of horses. 


STREET, PUBLIC - An accepted Town way, or way established by or maintained under County, 
State or Federal authority, or a way established by a subdivision plan approved in accordance with 
the Subdivision Control Law, or a way certified by the Planning Board to have sufficient width, 
suitable grades, and adequate construction to provide for the needs of vehicular traffic in relation to 
the proposed use of the land and the buildings erected or to be erected thereon. 


STREET, PRIVATE - A way other than a Public Street, having suitable width, grades and adequate 
construction to provide safe vehicular access by abutters and public safety vehicles and maintained 
privately. 


STRUCTURE - Anything constructed or erected, the use of which requires fixed location on the 
ground, or attachment to something on the ground, including all buildings, mobile homes, billboards, 
towers, swimming pools or tanks that have a capacity of 4,000 gallons or more, or the like, or part 
thereof; but not including paving, usual lawn accessories, fences or retaining walls six (6) feet in 
height or less. 


SWIMMING POOL - Any constructed pool, located above or below ground, whether portable or fixed, 
used or capable of being used for swimming, wading, of bathing purposes. Pools having a depth of 
two feet or more and having a capacity of 4,000 gallons or more in volume shall be considered 
structures. 


TATTOO ESTABLISHMENT/ BODY ART ESTABLISHMENT -A location, place, or business where 
the practices of body art are performed either for profit or not for profit and as further defined by the 
Sandwich Board of Health Regulations 


TECHNOLOGY BUSINESS OR SERVICE - Such businesses or services include: communications; 
data warehousing of any media; sales, service, data collection, research, development, assembly and 
manufacture of communication products, information service products and other electronic 
technology based business or service. 


THEATRE - A venue with the purpose of hosting staged theater productions, musical concerts, 
comedy shows, films or film festivals, speeches or debates and other events qualifying as 
entertainment, educational or informative that require seating for large audiences. 


TOXIC OR HAZARDOUS MATERIALS - Any substance or mixture of such physical, chemical or 
infectious characteristics as to pose a significant, actual or potential hazard to water supplies, or other 
hazard to human health, if such substance or mixture were discharged to land or waters of this Town. 
Toxic or hazardous materials include, without limitation, organic chemicals, petroleum products, 
heavy metals, radioactive or infectious wastes, acids and alkalis, and include products such as 
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pesticides, herbicides, solvents and thinners. 


Waste generated by the following activities, without limitation, are presumed to be toxic or hazardous, 
unless and except to the extent that anyone engaging in such an activity can demonstrate the 
contrary to the satisfaction of the Board of Appeals: 

Airplane, boat and motor vehicle service and repair. 

Chemical and bacteriological laboratory operation. 

Cabinet making. 

Dry cleaning. 

Electronic circuit assembly. 

Metal plating, finishing and polishing. 

Motor and machinery service and assembly. 

Painting, wood preserving and furniture stripping. 

Pesticide and herbicide storage. 

Photographic processing. 

Printing. 


WASTEWATER TREATMENT FACILITY — A public or private facility constructed to treat 
wastewater, not including the disposal of treated effluent. 


WASTEWATER EFFLUENT DISPOSAL - The disposal of treated effluent from a public or private 
wastewater treatment facility. 


WHOLESALE AND RETAIL WAREHOUSE - one building on one lot occupied by one business for 
the sole purpose of selling goods or merchandise to both retail and wholesale customers. (ST 92) 


YARD - A required open space, unobstructed with structures more than thirty (30) inches high, other 
than fences or other customary yard accessories. 


YARD, FRONT -A yard extending between lot sidelines across the front of a lot adjacent to the street 
it abuts. A front yard shall be defined as the yard space bordering the adjoining street where the lot's 
address is derived from. 


YARD, SIDE - A yard extending from the rear line of the required front yard to the rear lot line 
adjacent to the lot sideline. 


YARD, REAR - A yard extending across the rear of the lot between the inner side yard lines. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By- 
laws, Definitions, by deleting the entire Definitions section and replacing it with the 
new Definitions section, as printed in the Warrant under Article 15. This was a voice 
vote and declared carried unanimously by the required two-thirds majority by the 
Moderator. 


ARTICLE 16 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws, Article VI, Growth 
Center Technology District, by deleting Article VI in its entirety, with the land area associated with the 
Growth Center Technology District becoming part of the Ridge District 2 (RD-2) zone, and to amend 
the Zoning Map accordingly, or take any action relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By- 
laws, Article VI, Growth Center Technology District, by deleting Article VI in its 
entirety, with the land area associated with the Growth Center Technology District 
becoming part of the Ridge District 2 (RD-2) zone, and to amend the Zoning Map 
accordingly. This was a voice vote and declared carried unanimously by the required 
two-thirds majority by the Moderator. 
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ARTICLE 17 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws, Article Il, Use and 
Intensity Regulations, Section 2100 through Section 2140, Establishment of Districts, by deleting 
Section 2100 through Section 2140 in their entirety and replacing them with the following, as printed 
below:

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The boundaries of these districts are defined and bounded on the map entitled "Zoning Map, 
Sandwich, Massachusetts," dated and revised April 24, 1978, as amended May 1 and 2, 
1978 (Articles 12, 13, and 14), May 4, 1981 (Article 31), May 19, 1986 (Article 9), revised 
November, 14, 1988 (Article 33), revised May 24, 1989 (Article 26), revised May 1, 2000, 
(Article 31), revised March 19, 2001(Article 2) and as amended and revised through May 7, 
2001and as further amended and revised through May 6, 2002 (Article 31) and as further 
amended on March 21, May 2, 2005, October 2009 and May 2013 on file with the Town 
Clerk. The map and all explanatory matters thereon are hereby made part of this by-law. 
Overlay districts shall be superimposed on other districts established in this by-law. 


Adult Entertainment Overlay District, as described in Section 3920, is herein established as an 
overlay district and shall be superimposed on other districts established in this bylaw. 


Flood Plain District, as described in Section 4310, shall be considered to be superimposed over any 
other district established by this by-law. Land in a Flood Plain District shall be subject to the 
requirements of Section 4300. 


Parking Overlay District, as described in Section 3111, shall be considered to be superimposed 
over any other district established by this by-law. Land in the Parking Overlay District shall be 
subject to the requirements of Section 3112. 


Surface Water Protection District, which comprise the area within 300 feet of any surface water 
pond as described in Sections 3610 and 5120, shall be considered superimposed over any other 
district established by this bylaw. Land in a Surface Water Protection District shall be subject to the 
requirements of Section 5100. (Added STM 9/91). 


Water Resource Overlay District, as described in Section 5010, shall be considered to be super- 


imposed over any other district established by this by-law. Land in a Water Resource Overlay District 
shall be subject to the requirements of Section 5000.

Wireless Telecommunications Overlay District, as described in Section 3820 is herein established 
as an overlay district and shall be superimposed on other districts established in this Zoning By-law. 
New telecommunications facilities that are constructed exclusively for the purpose of transmitting and 
receiving television, AM/FM radio, digital, microwave, cellular, telephone or similar forms of 
electromagnetic radiation must be located within the Wireless Telecommunications Overlay District. 


Except when labeled to the contrary, district boundary lines shown approximately following or 
terminating at street, railroad, or utility easement center of layout lines, boundary or lot lines, 
or the channel of a stream, shall be construed to be actually those lines; when shown 
approximately parallel, perpendicular, or radial to such lines, boundaries shall be construed to 
be actually parallel, perpendicular or radial thereto; when appearing to follow shoreline, 
boundaries shall coincide with the mean low-water line. When not locatable in any other way, 
boundaries shall be determined by scale from the map; and 


Where a district boundary line divides any lot existing at the time such line is adopted, the 
regulations for the less restricted portion of such lot shall extend not more than thirty feet into 
the more restricted portion of such lot, provided the lot has street frontage in the less 
restrictive district. 


DISTRICT PURPOSES ARE AS FOLLOWS: 
Business Limited (BL-1) 


To provide for moderately dense limited commercial mixed-use, village-style development 
with local and transient services; while preserving or enhancing ocean views from highways, 
protecting character of historic environs, preserving or enhancing landscaping, minimizing 
visibility of parked autos and avoiding creation of hazards or congestion. 


Business (B-2) 

To provide for mixed-use of moderately dense residential, business, technological, limited 
entertainment, athletic and commercial uses including formal streetscapes as well as civic 
uses and public open space in a village style atmosphere. 


Flexible Growth District (FLEX) 

To provide for uses that will be appropriate in scale and compatible with the Town’s character 
while meeting the needs of the local and regional economy. Flexible use of land and space 
for light manufacturing and industrial, research and development, office and business, 
entertainment or athletic and regional commercial and retail space shall be permitted while 
enhancing landscaping and avoiding creation of hazards or congestion. 


Industrial Limited (IND) - To preserve uniquely serviced areas for exclusive Industrial or 
commercial use, while providing a visually pleasing landscaped areas compatible with the 
Town's history. 


Marine (MAR) 


To encourage a mixture of marine, aquaculture, limited commercial, limited industrial and 
recreational uses that exist in concert with and respect the environs of the Cape Cod Canal, 
Cape Cod Bay and Sandwich Harbor. 


Residence (R-1) 


To provide moderate-density residential development and allow for a limited variety of 
accessory uses, while preserving current surrounding conditions and the environment of the 
community. 


Residence (R-2) 
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To provide for lower-density residential development for those uses allowed in the R1 zone 
while protecting the quality of air, surface water and ground water of the area. 


8. Ridge (RD) 


To provide for flexible development of large-scale tracts allowing development for regional 
service and athletic recreation near expressway interchanges and to allow variety and choice 
in residential development; at the same time preserving or enhancing views of Cape Cod Bay 
from public ways; preserving or enhancing landscaping and tree cover; and minimizing 
visibility of parked autos, avoiding creation of hazards or congestion and assuring 
compatibility with low density residential development. 


9. Shore (S) 
To provide for moderately dense or clustered residential and hospitality development with 
accessory uses while preserving the character, views and ecology of oceanfront land. 


10. Government District (GD) 
Provide for necessary governmental functions, public recreation and conservation on publicly 
owned land. 


AND FURTHER, 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By-laws, Article II, Section

ARTICLE VIII 
TEMPORARY MORATORIUM ON MEDICAL MARIJUANA TREATMENT CENTERS 


PURPOSE 

By vote at the State election on November 6, 2012, the voters of the Commonwealth 
approved a law regulating the cultivation, distribution, possession and use of marijuana for 
medical purposes. The law provides that it is effective on January 1, 2013 and the State 
Department of Public Health is required to issue regulations regarding implementation within 
120 days of the law’s effective date. Currently under the Zoning Bylaw, a Medical Marijuana 
Treatment Center is not a permitted use in the Town. Any regulations promulgated by the 
State Department of Public Health are expected to provide guidance to the Town in 
regulating medical marijuana, including Medical Marijuana Treatment Centers. The 
regulation of medical marijuana raises novel and complex legal, planning, and public safety 
issues and the Town needs time to study and consider the regulation of Medical Marijuana 
Treatment Centers and address such novel and complex issues, as well as to address the 
potential impact of the State regulations on local zoning and to undertake a planning process 
to consider amending the Zoning Bylaw regarding regulation of medical marijuana treatment 
centers and other uses related to the regulation of medical marijuana. The Town intends to 
adopt a temporary moratorium on the use of land and structures in the Town for Medical 
Marijuana Treatment Centers so as to allow the Town sufficient time to engage in a planning 
process to address the effects of such structures and uses in the Town and to enact bylaws 
in a manner consistent with sound land use planning goals and objectives. 


DEFINITION 

“Medical Marijuana Treatment Center” shall mean a “not-for-profit entity, as defined by 
Massachusetts law only, registered by the Department of Public Health, that acquires, 
cultivates, possesses, processes (including development of related products such as food, 
tinctures, aerosols, oils or ointments), transfers, transports, sells, distributes, dispenses, or 
administers marijuana, products containing marijuana, related supplies, or educational 
materials to qualifying patients or their personal caregivers.” 


TEMPORARY MORATORIUM 

For the reasons set forth above and notwithstanding any other provision of the Zoning Bylaw to the 
contrary, the Town hereby adopts a temporary moratorium on the use of land or structures for a 
Medical Marijuana Treatment Center. The moratorium shall be in effect through June 30, 2014. 
During the moratorium period, the Town shall undertake a planning process to address the potential 
impacts of medical marijuana in the Town, consider the Department of Public Health regulations 
Regarding Medical Marijuana Treatment Facilities and related uses, and shall consider adopting new 
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Zoning Bylaws to address the impact and operation of Medical Marijuana Treatment Centers and 
related uses. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED: That the Town amend the Sandwich Protective Zoning By- 
laws by adopting a new Article VIII, Temporary Moratorium on Medical Marijuana 
Treatment Centers, as printed in the Warrant under Article 19.This was a voice vote

WHEREAS, corporations are legal entities created solely by state action, and their entitlement, if any, 
to certain rights should be more narrowly defined than the rights afforded natural persons under the 
United States Constitution; and 


WHEREAS, the decision to regulate corporate financial contributions is one that historically Congress 
and the States have been constitutionally allowed to address; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Supreme Court’s 2010 decision, by a 5-4 vote, in the Citizens United 
vs. Federal Election Commission case, overturned longstanding precedent prohibiting corporations 
and unions from spending their general treasury funds in public elections. The Supreme Court held 
for the first time that corporations, both for-profit and not-for-profit, and unions, have the right to spend 
unlimited amounts from their treasuries to support or oppose candidates for elected office; and 


WHEREAS, we believe this ruling created a serious and direct threat to our democracy and the

Section 1: All supervisory positions in the Police Department of the Town of Sandwich of the 
rank of Sergeant and above shall be exempt from the provisions of Chapter Thirty-One of the 
Massachusetts General Laws and all rules adopted thereunder; provided, however, that the 
present incumbents of such positions who are subject to said Chapter Thirty-One shall continue 
to be subject to said chapter. 


Section 2: This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Sandwich Village, Quaker Meetinghouse Rd. & Cotuit Rd., Sandwich, Massachusetts, Proposed 
Easements, Town of Sandwich,” dated October 7, 2013, prepared by Horsley Witten Group, a copy of 
which is on file with the Town Clerk, and a non-exclusive temporary 20’wide construction easement

5. Review and approval by the Sandwich Historic Committee (if applicable) for compliance 
with Old King’s Highway Historic District requirements prior to Special Permit approval. 


6. Completion of a full inspection and building code compliance checklist to be conducted 
by the Town Building Inspector prior to Special Permit approval and issuance of final 
occupancy certificates.

CHAPTER 9 — BOAT OPERATIONS AND USE OF WATERWAYS 


Section 9.01 Purpose 


The purpose and intent of this Bylaw is to protect the health, safety and wellbeing of the 
citizens and visitors using the Town of Sandwich’s waterways and to protect the quality and viability 
of the Town’s natural resources by the reasonable regulation of the operation of motorboats and other 


vessels on freshwater ponds and other navigable waterways of the Town. 
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Section 9.02 Definitions 


Bylaw shall mean Chapter 9, Boat Operations and Use of Waterways, of the Town of Sandwich 
Bylaws. 


Enforcing Agent shall mean those persons enforcing the provisions of this Bylaw pursuant to 
Sections 9.12 and 9.13. 


Director shall mean the Director of the Sandwich Department of Natural Resources. 


Floats: A floating platform designed to be anchored in position by pilings, chain, or other 
tackle. 


Great Pond shall mean a natural pond the area which is twenty (20) acres or more. 


Harbormaster’s Office shall mean the building at 25 Ed Moffit Drive, Sandwich, 
Massachusetts. 


Headway Speed shall mean the minimum speed at which a vessel may be operated and maintain 


steerage way, but not to exceed five (5) miles per hour. 


Headway Speed — Personal Watercraft shall mean the minimum speed at which a personal 
watercraft may be operated and maintain steerage way. To be considered operating at 
headway speed under this bylaw the operator shail be either kneeling or sitting. 


Horsepower shall mean the aggregate rated horsepower of all propellant machinery at maximum 
operating revolutions per minute. 


Licensed Docks and Piers shall mean docks and piers that have a valid Order of Conditions from 
the Sandwich Conservation Commission and a valid license from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection, to install and maintain the dock or pier. 


Limited Operation Zone shall mean the area of the waterway as measured three hundred (300) feet 


from a shoreline being used as a public or private swimming beach, towards the center of the 
particular waterway. 


Mooring(s) shall mean Lines, cables, chains, mushroom anchors and other anchors shackles; 
hardware associated therewith that hold a boat, a raft or float in place on the water. 


Motorboat shall mean any vessel propelled by machinery whether or not such machinery is 
the principal source of propulsion. 


Negligent Operation shall mean operation of any vessel ina reckless or negligent manner as 
to endanger the life, safety or property of any other person or the Town. 


Nighttime shall mean the period from sunset to sunrise 


Operate shall mean to navigate or otherwise use a vessel. 


Operator shall mean a person who operates or who has charge of the navigation or use of a 


vessel. 


Other Unsafe Condition shall mean (a) the vessel is not displaying the navigation lights 

between sunset and sunrise; (b) the motorboat or vessel has fuel leakage from either the fuel 
system or engine; (c) the motorboat or vessel has an accumulation of fuel in the bilges or ina 
compartment other than a fuel tank; (d) the motorboat or vessel does not meet the ventilation 
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requirements for tanks and engine spaces; or (e) the motorboat or vessel does not meet the 
requirements for backfire flame control. 


Overloaded shall mean that the number of persons aboard or cargo being carried, exceeds the 
manufacturer's recommended limit for such vessel or is excessive given wind, water and weather 
conditions. 


Owner shall mean the person to whom the vessel is registered, or to whom the vessel mooring is 
registered. In the case of an unregistered vessel, the last registered owner/purchaser shall be 
considered the owner. 


Person shall mean a natural person, corporation, association, partnership or other legal entity 
or other legal agency or political subdivision. 


Personal Watercraft shall mean a vessel, by whatever name, propelled by a water jet pump or other 
machinery as its principal source of motor propulsion which is designed to travel over water and to be 
operated by a person sitting, standing or kneeling on the vessel rather than being operated in the 
conventional manner by a person sitting or standing inside the vessel, including but not limited to, jet 
skis, surf jets, and wet bikes. 


Shoreline Safety Zone shall mean that portion of a waterway, as measured, one hundred fifty (150) 
feet from any shoreline, edge of bank or vegetation, public or private swimming area or that portion 
of the waterway as measured, seventy-five (75) feet from the waterside boundary of a public or 
private swimming area, if designated by markers, floats, or otherwise, towards the center of the 
particular waterway. 


Similar Device when used in connection with the words “water skis”, “surfboard” or “tube” shall 
mean any object used in the towing of a person or persons by a motorboat whether the person or 
persons ride on the device or hold onto it. 


Sunrise — Sunset shall be determined by the chart set forth in the current year’s issue of Eldridge’s 
Tide and Pilot Book, Sun’s Rising and Setting at Boston. 


Town shall mean the Town of Sandwich, Massachusetts. 

Town Hall shall mean the building at 130 Main Street, Sandwich, Massachusetts. 

Town Hall Annex shall mean the building at 145 Main Street, Sandwich, Massachusetts. 

Town Office Building shall mean the building at 16 Jan Sebastian Drive, Sandwich, Massachusetts 
Vessel is a watercraft of every description used or capable of being used as a means of 
transportation on water, including motorboats and personal watercrafts, except a seaplane on the 


water. 


Wake — Wash shall mean the discharge from the stern portion of a motorboat or personal watercraft 
or other vessel which causes rocking to other vessels, rafts, or floats. 


Water Skiing shall mean the towing of a person or person(s) on water skis, or manipulation of a 
person or person(s) on water skis, or on a surf board, tube(s), rafts or other similar device behind a 
vessel. 


Waterway shall include all navigable water bodies to include the freshwater ponds, estuaries, 
bays, creeks and other navigable water bodies within the boundaries of the Town of 


Sandwich.

Vessel speed shall not exceed headway speed and no wake - wash shall be created on any 
freshwater pond not a Great Pond. 


Vessel speed shall not exceed headway speed and no wake — wash shall be created on the 
following Great Ponds: Lower Shawme Pond and Upper Shawme Pond, or other Great Pond 


of less than seventy-five (75) acres in size. Vessels operating on Peters Pond shall not 
exceed thirty-five (35) miles per hour. 


Vessel speed shall not exceed headway speed and no wake - wash shall be created in 
areas posted by the Town, within marked channels, nor within one hundred fifty (150) 
feet of individual bathers, divers, small vessels propelled by means other than 
machinery (e.g. rowboats, sailboats), mooring areas, public and private boat launch 
areas, floats, marinas, licensed docks and piers, vessels not underway, nor within a 
limited operation zone. To clearly designate the areas for boaters, swimmers, and law 
enforcement personnel, marker buoys are placed annually in appropriate locations 
around the perimeter of Peters Pond designating the shoreline safety zone or the 


limited operation zone. The area shoreward of these markers is designated as a “No 
Wake" zone. 


No vessel shall be operated at any time on any pond, or waterway in the Town ina 
negligent manner, or at a speed greater than is reasonable and proper having regard for the 
lives and safety of the public; the state of visibility; the traffic density; the maneuverability of 
the vessel; the state of wind, water and current; and the proximity of navigational hazards. 


Speed shall not exceed five (5) miles per hour, and no wake - wash shall be created in 
any portion of the Old Harbor estuary including Mill Creek, any portion of Scorton 
Creek, nor any area marked as a no wake zone.

Horsepower of internal combustion engines shall not exceed five (5) horsepower on any pond 
not a Great Pond; however, no internal combustion engines shall be operated on the Upper 
and Lower Shawme Ponds except for emergency watercraft or town-authorized maintenance 
vessels. An electric motor, commonly known as an electric trolling motor, may be used for 
propulsion on the Upper and Lower Shawme Ponds. 


Horsepower of internal combustion engines shall not exceed ten (10) horsepower on Pimlico 
Pond. 


Horsepower of internal combustion engines shall not exceed fifteen (15) horsepower on the 
following Great Ponds: Lawrence Pond; Triangle Pond; Spectacle Pond; Snake Pond.

centimeters (CC) on Peters Pond.

These quidelines shall be 
promulgated by the Board of Selectmen within one hundred twenty (120) days of the 
receipt of the approval of the Director of the Division of Law Enforcement and the 


Attorney General of the revisions to Chapter 9. This section shall expire December 31, 
2017. 


Notwithstanding the other provisions of Chapter 9 and recognizing that some long standing 
non-profit organizations have utilized various water bodies for instructional purposes, the 
Board of Selectmen may permit these non-profit organizations continued use of larger 
horsepower engines for transport or safety vessels, not to exceed fifty (50) horsepower, 
within set guidelines. These guidelines shall be promulgated by the Board of Selectmen 
within one hundred twenty (120) days of the receipt of the approval of the Director of the 
Division of Law Enforcement and the Attorney General of Chapter 9 and any revisions. The 
non-profit organization shall submit an application which is available at the Conservation 
Department. Following a public hearing on the application, the Board of Selectmen may issue 
a permit to allow the continued use of larger horsepower engines. Any permit issued shall 
remain in effect until revoked.. Violations of the permit conditions may be cause for 
revocation. 


Section 9.04 (5) shall not be enforced until the guidelines referenced in 9.04 (5) are 
promulgated by the Board of Selectmen.

Vessels shall not be operated on any freshwater pond or estuary, creek or river within the 
Town at greater than headway speed and create no wake - wash, between the hours of 


sunset to sunrise. 


No vessel shall be operated at any time on any pond or waterway in an overloaded 
condition. 


Motorboats and Personal Watercraft shall not be operated within a shoreline safety zone 
except for the purpose of launching or retrieving such vessel provided they remain outside of 
the designated swimming area(s), and operate at headway speed only within the shoreline 
safety zone. 


Personal Watercraft operation and water skiing is prohibited on Peters Pond, before 10:00 
AM, daily and after the hour of 7:00 PM or after sunset, whichever occurs first. 


Operation of personal watercraft, vessels engaged in water skiing, or vessels 
operating at greater than headway speed, within one hundred fifty (150) feet of bathers, 
divers, piers, docks, wharves, floats, sailboats, kayaks, canoes, rowboats, vessels not 
underway or any shore is prohibited. 


Personal Watercraft operation, at greater than headway speed, vessel operation at greater 


than headway speed and water skiing are prohibited on Peters Pond, when vision is 
unduly restricted by weather. 


No person shall operate a personal watercraft if such person is: 
a. Under the age of sixteen (16) or 


b. Sixteen (16) or Seventeen (17) year of age without first having received a safety 
certificate evidencing satisfactory completion of a training course in safe 
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operation conducted by the MA Environmental Police or other entity approved 
by the Director of the MA Environmental Police. 


Ci Towing a water skier, other device, a boat ora personal watercraft. 


d. Operating a personal watercraft in a negligent manner. Examples of negligent 
operation include, but are not limited to, the following: 


ip Unreasonable jumping, or attempting to jump the wake of another 
vessel 


ra Following or crossing within one hundred fifty (150) feet of another 


vessel. water skier, float or tube. 


sae Weaving through or against congested vessel traffic or speeding in 
restricted areas. 


4. Operating a personal watercraft in such a manner that endangers the 
life, limb or property of any person or the Town. 


(8) Vessels shall be limited to towing only one (1) water skier, raft, tube or other device at 
a time on any Pond within the Town. 


(9) Any vessel engaged in water skiing or towing shall be occupied by at least two (2) 
persons, one (1) who shall give their full attention to the operation of the boat and the 
other of whom shall give their full attention to the person or persons being towed. 


(10) All vessels on Peters Pond shall circulate around the Pond in a counterclockwise 
pattern at all times. 


(11) Vessel operators are responsible for their wake at all times. 


(12) Vessels shall not be moored to aids to navigation or requlatory buoy at any time. No 
person or persons shall willfully destroy, move, injure, deface, or remove any aid to 
navigation or requlatory buoy established or placed by the Town or other 
governmental entity. 


(13) No vessel shall operate on the waterways of the Town if the vessel is unregistered, if 
the vessel’s registration has expired or if the vessel fails to have functioning safety 
equipment on board, all as required under M.G.L. Ch. 90B and 323 CMR 1, 2 &4. 


(14) Pursuant to M.G.L. Ch. 90B, Sec. 8, no person or persons shall operate any vessel 
while such person is under the influence of intoxicating liquor or marijuana, narcotic 
drugs, depressant or stimulant substances as defined in M.G.L. Ch. 94C, or the vapors 
of glue. 


(15) Any swimmer more than 150 feet from the shoreline of Peters Pond shall be attended 
by a vessel. 


(16) Personal Watercraft powered by two (2) stroke engines are prohibited from operating 
on all ponds within the Town. 


Section 9.06 Scuba Diving 


(1) Any person SCUBA diving or group of SCUBA divers while swimming on or under the surface 
of the waters of Sandwich shall display for each diver or group of divers as a warning device 


147 


to boat operators, a diver’s flag, so called, constructed of rigidly supported material, at least 
twelve (12) inches by fifteen (15) inches in area of red background with a white diagonal 
stripe. Such diver’s flag shall be displayed on a boat or surface float and shall extend a 
minimum distance of three (3) feet from the surface of the water. Divers shall remain in an 
area within one hundred (100) feet of such displayed diver’s flag while at or near the surface 
of the water. A boat operator within sight of a diver’s flag shall proceed with caution and 
within a radius of one hundred (100) feet of such flag shall proceed at a speed not to exceed 
headway speed. 


Section 9.07 Removal of Hazards to Navigation. 


(1) No vessel, mooring or other object shall be abandoned, sunk or placed where it may 
constitute a hazard to navigation. 


(2) Any vessel, mooring or object constituting a hazard to navigation, and any vessel or 
object improperly secured, swamped, sunk, washed ashore or found in a restricted 
area, may be removed or relocated at the direction of the Director, or his assistants, 
Harbormaster or Assistant Harbormaster if corrective action is not taken after seventy 
two (72) hours' notice to the owner, or if the owner is unknown, after notice has been 
posted for the same period at the Town Clerk’s Office or on or near such vessel, 
mooring or object. The expense of such removal or relocation and liability incurred 
therefore shall be the responsibility of the owner. 


(3) Nothing in the above subsections shall restrict earlier action by the Director, Natural 
Resources Officer, Assistant Natural Resources Officer, Harbormaster, or Assistant

Section 9.08 Pollution 


(1) The discharge or disposal of oil, sewage, dead fish, fish parts, garbage, waste, rubbish or 
debris from vessels on or into the waters or onto the shores of the Town of Sandwich, is 
prohibited. 


Section 9.09 Fueling of Vessels 


(1) With the exception of transferring approved portable fuel tanks to open boats, all 


persons fueling vessels shall comply with the Board of Fire Prevention Requlations 
527 CMR 15.00 


Section 9.10 Floats and Moorings 


(1) Mooring or floats may not be placed on any waterway without first receiving approval 
of the Harbormaster or Assistant Harbormaster. 


Section 9.11 Regulations 
(1) The Board of Selectmen is authorized to prescribe rules and regulations to carry out 


the intent of this Bylaw. Failure by the Board of Selectmen to promulgate such rules or 
requlations shall not act to suspend or invalidate the effect of this Bylaw. Before 
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promulgating any rules and requlations pursuant to this Bylaw, the Board of 
Selectmen shall hold a public hearing on the proposed requlations. Such rules and 
requiations may define key terms and establish procedures for the specifications and 
placement of moorings, creation of speed zones and other activities that may occur on 
or adjacent to any of the navigable waters within the boundaries of the Town, which 
shall include all harbors, rivers, bays or ponds, and may establish restrictions, 
together with reasonable penalties for infractions thereof, for specified waters and 
boating appurtenances thereto. Such rules and requlations shall be consistent with 
both state and federal laws or requlations pertaining to the use and operation of boats 
and vessels upon or in such waters. 


Section 9.12 Enforcement

The provisions of this Bylaw shall be enforced by the Director, Assistant Director, Natural 
Resources Officer, Assistant Natural Resources Officers, the Harbormaster, Assistant 


Harbormasters, a Police Officer of the Town of Sandwich assigned to patrol Town 
waterways or a Sandwich Police Officer. 


All persons shall stop immediately when directed to do so by an officer empowered to enforce 
this Bylaw pursuant to this section. 


Any officer authorized to enforce the provisions of this bylaw who observes a vessel 
being used without personal flotation devices or other safety equipment required 
under this bylaw or which is in an overloaded or other unsafe condition and which, in 
their judgment, presents a substantial risk of injury or loss of life by the use of said 
motorboat or vessel, may terminate such use and direct the operator to take whatever 
immediate and corrective steps which are necessary for the safety of the persons 
aboard such motorboat or vessel, including, but not limited to, directing the operator 


to proceed to a mooring, dock, ramp, or be removed from the water and to remain 
there until such motorboat or vessel is deemed to be safe. 


Section 9.13 Penalties

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this Bylaw and refuses or neglects to obey the 
lawful and reasonable order of those empowered to enforce the same, or resists them in the 
discharge of their duties, shall be fined not more than three hundred ($300) dollars or in the 
case of non-criminal enforcement, fifty ($50) dollars for the first offense and two hundred 
($200) dollars for every violation, thereafter. Each day or portion thereof during which a 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense and each provision of the Bylaw 
violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


As an alternative to criminal prosecution, the Enforcing Agent may elect to utilize the non- 
criminal disposition procedure set forth in M.G.L. Chapter 40, Section 21D, as adopted by the 
Town of Sandwich. 


Section 9.14 Jurisdiction 


(1) 


Nothing contained herein shall be held or construed to supersede or conflict with or interfere 
with or limit jurisdiction of the United States Government with respect to the enforcement of 
the navigation, shipping, anchorage and associated laws of the United States, or any lawful 
regulation of the Massachusetts Division of Waterways, or the Division of Law Enforcement, 
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or to conflict with any laws or regulations of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Vessels 
operated by public safety agencies of the Town, State or the United States Government are 
exempt from complying with the provisions of this Bylaw. 


Section 9.15 Severability 


(1) The invalidity of any provision of this Bylaw or of any regulations promulgated thereunder 
shall not invalidate any other provision thereof.

Report of the 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT DEPARTMENT 


The Planning and Development Department is tasked with under- 
taking both short and long-term planning to protect the Town’s 
natural and cultural resources while also encouraging develop- 
ment and redevelopment in appropriate areas of the community. 
To ensure that all planning and development related activites are 
dealt with as expeditously and thoroughly as possible, the depart- 
ment works with both the Planning Board and the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, and often coordinates with the Health Department, 
Building Inspector, Engineering Department, and Natural Re- 
sources Department while working towards the goal of provid- 
ing reliable and exemplary customer service to town residents and 
businesses. 


The daily activities of the Planning Department are overseen by a 
dedicated staff of two full-time employees and one part time em- 
ployee. Marilyn Bassett, Sr. Administrative Asst., and Maureen 
Carty, part time Administrative Asst., provide the highest level of 
service to the public and ensure the land use boards and volunteer 
committees are kept abreast of all ongoing projects and planning 
activities. The Planning Board is currently chaired under the wise 
leadership of Joe Vaudo and enjoys the service and dedication of 
members Sarah Reagan, Hank Rakov, Bill Burbank, and Stan 
Torrey. This year, the Planning Board welcomed newcomer Liz 
Cotter to the Board and is greatly served by her legal knowledge. 
The Zoning Board of Appeals entered into the new year again, 
under the strong leadership of Woody Mitchell as chair and gains 
from the longstanding and much appreciated service of Bob Jens- 
en, Erik VanBuskirk, Chris Neevan and Jim Killion. The ZBA 
welcomed David Schrader to service of the Town as this past year, 
and said goodbye to longtime member Fred Watt who served for 
13 years, we all wish him the very best. The Planning Depart- 
ment is grateful for the continued outstanding stewardship of the 
Town’s Land Use Boards. 


Over this past year the department staff has worked on a variety 
of planning activites. Working in concert with town departments 
and other boards and committees, many of the Action Items in the 
LCP are continuing to be addressed or implemented. The Plan- 
ning and Development Department undertook an extensive effort 
with the support and assistance of the Planning Board to execute a 
town-wide rezoning effort to modernize the local land use bylaws 
to fully comply with state law, current and future growth trends 
and to improve language, definitions, use charts and the local per- 
mitting process. The fruits of these zoning change should begin to 
take shape in 2014 by easing or expediting permitting, addressing 
both economic development and preservation efforts and work- 
ing towards maintaining quality of life and property rights in the 
Town. This effort would not have been possible without the as- 
sistance of many members of Town staff, boards, committees and 
citizens willing to provide feedback, advice and guidance to help 
shape the local zoning bylaws. 


The Department also worked closely with the Cape Cod Com- 
mission on a_ variety of important projects. Chief among them 
was continued technical support and planning through the RESET 
process. This planning process partnership focuses on future build 
out and development plans at the South Sandwich Village Center 
as well as the Sandwich Industrial Park. The continued planning 


for growth and highest and best land use at South Sandwich Vi 
lage and in Sandwich Industrial Park remain a top priority for 
planning effort in Sandwich in accordance with the Local Co 
prehensive Plan and in being responsive to prospective develo 
ment and local business needs. 

In its regulatory role the Department continues to work with 
Planning Board and ZBA on a host of planning issues. Permittin 
for new development or business has begun to noticably reboun 
This past year, the Department assisted in permitting the Town 
first solar farm in Forestdale in addition to multiple new bus 
nesses in Sandwich Industrial Park and other locations throug 
the community. Several small subdivisions or housing lots hav 
been proposed and approved as Sandwich continues to inch clos 
towards full build out. 


In the coming year, a key priority shall be updating local doc 
ments and plans to meet the continually changing and growin 
needs of the community. The Department looks forward to upda’ 
ing the local signage bylaws and ordinance in partnership wi 
the Building Department. Also, the Planning and Developme 
Department will be working with other town staff on a recreatio 
al master plan at Sandwich Hollows Golf Course with the go 
of providing additional recreational and sports opportunities 
Sandwich Hollows. 


As always, a key goal of the Department is to conduct its dail 
business in an efficient and positive manner while making eve 
effort to streamline the permitting process and make that proces 
predictable for those seeking to do business in town. The Depart 
ment would like to thank all of the Town staff who make this e

‘wo thousand and thirteen (2013) was an active year for the Natu- 
al Resources Department (DNR) and the Town. 


e Town Beach barrier beach and adjacent areas experienced 
ificant erosion in the fall of 2012 and this winter due to the 
erity of not less than three (3) storms. Estimates of thirty (30) 
t of dune and shorefront were lost in portions of the beach 
rom Superstorm Sandy (2012) and the February 09 nor’easter 
MO). The Town and the Commonwealth anticipated the grav- 
of the damage from NEMO and issued emergency procedures 
d regulations prior to the onset of the storm. The department 
assisted the Emergency Management Department and the 
uilding Department with damage assessment to structures and 
oastal properties throughout and after the storm. Many access 
tairs on public and private properties were damaged or destroyed. 
Yamaged public access stairs at Town Neck Beach were re-built 
fore the start of the summer season. The department managed 
he issuance and compliance of 82 Emergency Permits issued by 
Zonservation Commission. We plan to install permanent protec- 
ive fencing along the dune system on the public portion of Town 
eck Beach in 2014. 


\ large number of anadromous fish passed through the Shawme 
ond system, this year, but less than what we witnessed in 2012. 
\pproximately forty-five hundred (4500) alewives and blueback 
1erring entered the Upper Shawme Pond. The Department contin- 
ies to utilize an electronic fish counter loaned to us by the MA Di- 
rision of Marine Fisheries. Local trained observers were also used

wer complaints were received by the office than in the past. 

patrol boat crew conducted four hundred twenty four (424) 
pections and issued one hundred fifty three (153) warnings for 
iolations of the Town bylaw and state law. A few of our newer 
NR staff attended a state boating law training session offered by 
the MA Environmental Police. Peters Pond, approximately one 
hundred twenty seven (127) acres in size, borders transient camp- 
grounds and a state managed boat ramp, where a large percentage 
of the craft launched are jet skis. New technology allows these 
craft to achieve higher speeds than ever, making their operation 
in the hands of a novice, dangerous. From our observations, these 
craft need further regulation to be safely operated on Town wa- 
terways, otherwise serious injury or death will result. The depart- 
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ment with the support of the administration and Board of Select- 
men forwarded a revision of the Town Boat Operations and Use 
of Waterways Bylaw to a Special Town Meeting in November to 
accomplish this goal. Unfortunately the article was indefinitely 
postponed. 


The DNR crew with help from the Sandwich High School Foot- 
ball Team planted three hundred (300) bags of quahogs in the Old 
Harbor estuary received from the Division of Marine Fisheries 
(DMF) Taunton River contaminated relay, in late May. We ap- 
peared to experience less predation by the seagull population this 
season. This may have been due to favorable water temperatures 
during the three (3) days of planting. We continued experiment- 
ing with oyster culture, rising, and remote set oysters (Crassostrea 
virginica) in a new cage system. The oysters were provided to 
the department at no cost through the Marine Program of the 
Cape Cod County Extension Service (CCCES). We have found 
the three (3) tiered tray system gives us better survival than the 
floating bag system we used in previous years. Portions of our 
trays were covered by sand carried into the estuary by the severe 
winter storms. Our 2012 year class seems to be surviving better 
than the 2011 year class. Growth appears to be even throughout 
the Old Harbor. Our main concern when we release the next group 
of adults is predation by birds and humans. I would like to take 
this opportunity to remind the public that the harvest of Oysters is 
prohibited throughout the town. 


The department appreciates many of our pet owner’s conscien- 
tious efforts in cleaning up after their pets on our public lands. 
Not only does this set a good example for our visitors, it improves 
overall water quality in our estuaries and ponds. A special thanks 
to Dr. Cory Blake of Oceanside Veterinary Hospital for her con- 
tinuous donation of ‘Mutt Mitts’ and dispensers at many of the 
town conservation lands. 


The department continued its long-standing relationship contract- 
ing with Massachusetts Audubon Society to provide plover and 
tern monitoring across our shores from April to August. This year 
due to the winter storm damage to the Town Neck Beach dunes 
and other high tide events, plover recruitment was lower than in 
past years. I continued to coordinate patrols at Town Neck Beach 
to provide a presence during the evening and night hours when il- 
legal activities are most likely to occur. Both programs are funded 
from the beach parking fees account. 


As mentioned in my previous Town Reports, the land area within 
Barnstable County has a high probability to experience outbreaks 
of wildfires, second only to Southern California. We continued 
implementation of the Wildland Fire Protection and Preparedness 
Plan for the Maple Swamp and Discovery Hill Town Lands Com- 
plex through the receipt of two (2) additional $10,000.00 grants 
from the Cape Cod Cooperative Extension of Barnstable County 
(CCCES). The focus of the project will be to continue mowing 
thirty (30) foot buffers along both sides of the existing roadway 
system creating a fire continuous fire break by removing the hori- 
zontal continuity of the woodland shrub layer. These grants will 
allow us to complete the third leg of Phase I and commence the 
first leg of Phase II. 


Additional improvements and upgrades continue to be made to 
various conservation land facilities. Our workampers continue 


to carry out a number of other maintenance projects and provide 
continuous onsite operations, maintenance, support and security. 
Our seasonal Deputy Natural Resource Officers (DNRO) com- 
pleted a number of projects, this year, along with the execution of 
our waterways patrol schedule and patrolling the town shellfish 
beds on a regular basis. Other projects completed include; main- 
tenance of our Conservation Lands trail head and trails; mainte- 
nance of parking areas, fields and roadways on other town lands; 
installation of seasonal protective fencing at Town Beach to pro- 
tect the plover and tern nests and habitat; maintenance of shellfish 
signs; and installation of our seasonal signage and buoys at our 
beaches and on our waterways. 


Our goals for the upcoming year include: revise the Animal Con- 
trol Bylaw; complete the design of the Ryder boardwalk, move 
forward with the dog park design, work with our consultant, the 
Woods Hole Group, with the ongoing design, permitting and 
funding for the Town Neck Beach beach re-construction project, 
update the department’s web site, continue public outreach on de- 
partmental issues, improve pet rabies and licensing compliance, 
complete the update and distribution of the Sandwich Conserva- 
tion Lands Map and continue operational and security improve- 
ments to town conservation lands and facilities. 


I would like to acknowledge the efforts of all my staff including 
Assistant DNR Director, David J. DeConto, Administrative As- 
sistant, Heidi Hawkins, Deputy ACOs John Pimental and Walter 
Fagnant and to the DACOs_ clerk, Kim Cavanaugh who works 
diligently to connect the townspeople with their missing pets and 
calm worried pet owners; our seasonal workampers and DNR 
staff for their hard work and continuous years of service, Police 
Chief, Peter Wack and his department; DPW Director, Paul Tilton; 
Emergency Management Director, Brian Gallant and his staff, 
Recreation Director, Guy Boucher, DPW Parks/Grounds Super- 
intendent, Dick Saline and his crew; the Facilities Department 
along with members of other town departments for the assistance 
they provide to us each year. Also, I would like to specifically 
recognize the support the Town has received from the State Shell- 
fish Biologist, J. Michael Hickey, Field Biologist, Neil Churchill, 
Anadromous Fisheries Biologist, Brad Chase and the rest of the 
staff at the DMF; DFW District Manager Jason Zimmer and _ his 
staff at the Mass Wildlife Southeast District office; our Ameri- 
Corps placement Ben Fairbank, who joined us in October and the 
AmeriCorps crew from the ‘West House’ for their assistance with 
various departmental projects.

Report of the 
ANIMAL CONTROL DIVISION 


Over the past year the Animal Control Division has continues t 
strive for excellence by providing professional services for th 
people and animals within the Town of Sandwich. 


Our two (2) part-time Deputy Animal Control Officers (DAC 
John Pimental and Walter Fagnant, Jr. have attended training co 
ferences and workshops to earn valuable certifications to help serv 
the town’s animals and owners. This past year they responded t 
a total of 938 calls including 776 calls regarding domestic anim 
emergencies, 146 calls regarding lost pets. They have assisted th 
Department of Natural Resources with 210 wildlife emergencie 


Please refrain from feeding stray animals and wildlife. Keep i 
mind, indirect feeding (i.e. Birdfeeders, improper storage of g 
bage, etc.) is an attraction to strays and wildlife, especially in th 
colder months. 


In April we assisted the Sandwich Lion’s Club in the operation o 
their rabies clinic. This annual event provides affordable service 
to the community and helps offset some of the costs that com 
with animal ownership. Rabies prevention starts with the anim 
owner. Protect yourself, your pet and our community by ensurin 
your pet’s vaccinations are up to date! 


With the assistance of the Town Clerk’s office, we saw an increas 
of over 697 dog licenses this year. This was due, in part, to th 
personal interaction of our Animal Control Division Clerk, Ki 
Cavanaugh and the DACOs informing dog owners of their respon 
sibilities to license their dogs. Licensing is important for man 
reasons, especially to reunite a lost pet with its owner. 


We expanded our affiliation with Oceanside Animal Hospital o 
Sandwich to assist us with various domestic emergencies in th 
event we cannot locate a pet’s owner. 


We continue to experience left behind or abandoned animals 
The economic slump is still affecting some pet owners and non 
profit animal assistance shelters across the state and throughou 
the country. This ripple effect has made it much more difficul 
finding space within non-profits and adopting pets into permanen 
homes. In each case of an unclaimed or abandoned animal w 
work to set up placements, during the holding period in order t 
maximize their chances of adoption. 


I would like this opportunity to thank the community for thei 
patience, assistance and support throughout the year.

respectfully submit my annual report for the 2013 boating sea- 
son. Our season went well and we continue to try to make the 
marina area a safe and enjoyable place for residents and visitors 
the marina. Our recreational and commercial slips were rented 
© capacity, but fuel sales and transient dockage decreased from 
2 previous year, a direct reflection of boaters’ unease with fuel 
yrices and the economy in general. 

During the spring of 2013, marina staff was busy building 150 
feet of new boat ramp floats at the ramp. The project, which re- 
jlaced floats built in 1991, was completed in house at a substantial 
savings. This completed our goal of all 300 feet of floats at the 
aunching ramp being of new construction by the spring of 2013. 
hese new floats will service thousands of boaters who use the 
‘amp annually for many years to come. 


he marina was also successful in completing a new float system 
ing the spring of 2013 which was installed to lease to vessels 
ised in canal operations. This project was stipulated in our new 
ease with the Army Corps of Engineers and was completed on 
ime and within budget. 
ing 2013, the marina continued with our never ending mainte- 
lance program. Our seasonal employees spent countless hours on 
he docks completing repairs and continuing to improve the land- 
scaping around the property. Informational pedestals have been 
nstalled around the property to better explain to visitors things 
hat go on at the marina and in the canal area. 
in the fall of 2013, I received permission from the Army Corps 
ind the Board of Selectmen to institute a waiting list fee. With 
dver 1100 names on the waiting list, I feel this will help make 
he list more realistic for people truly interested in a slip at the 
marina. This project is ongoing as we speak and customers have 
a deadline of January 13, 2014 to pay the yearly fee or be taken 
off the waiting list. It is my intention to re-open the waiting list as 
s00n as possible and lift the moratorium which has been in place 
since 2003. 
[In the coming year, the marina will be replacing its current office 
software program with a new software program. This will help 
streamline operations in the office and improve financial forms 
and procedures. 
astly we look forward to continued progress on a new marina 
office. The town has recently advertised and issued requests for 
qualifications to hire an architect and this process will continue 
into 2014. We have had positive meetings with the Army Corps of 
Engineers and look forward to finalizing a location and approxi- 
mate completion date in the coming year. 
In conclusion, I would like to extend my thanks to the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager Bud Dunham and especially Assistant 
Town Manager Doug Lapp who is a great help to me throughout 
the year. I also extend my sincere thanks to my own staff: Troy 
Lima, Trish Wojnar and Sharon Smith.

Report of the 
SANDWICH ECONOMIC INITIATIVE 
CORPORATION 


The Sandwich Economic Initiative Corporation (“SEIC”’) created 
by Special Legislation (2010), approved by the board of Select- 
men, Town Meeting, Massachusetts General Court and the Gov- 
ernor, is Sandwich’s economic development agency consisting of 
nine local residents. 


The Board had substantial membership changes in 2013 as a result 
of retirements and appointments by the Selectmen and Chamber 
of Commerce. Selectman Sue James, a College Professor,, was 
appointed to represent the Selectmen, and Joe Arnao, a local real 
estate professional was appointed by the Sandwich Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Dick Johnson, former Mayor of Taunton, is the New President. 
The Vice President is Ellen Spear, Director of Heritage Museums 
& Gardens, the largest cultural venue on Cape Cod. The Treasurer 
is Charles Ritch, who has 30 years of high level banking experi- 
ence as well as service on the board of Coastal Community Capi- 
tal. New members include Hank Tuohy, former Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, representing the retail sales sector. Tuohy de- 
veloped and owned TV and radio production properties for Sports 
Entertainment nationally, and was involved in the redevelopment 
of Downtown St. Petersburg, Florida; Ed Brabazon, a power plant 
developer whose company built the Sandwich Power Plant, and 
Mike Miller, former Sandwich Police Chief. The other reappoint- 
ed board member in 2013 is local developer/builder Stan Tor- 
rey. The board now meets at Heritage after being hosted for two 
years at the Riverview School by former board member Maureen 
Brennan, President of the Riverview School. 


The diversity and broad experience of the SEIC Board provides 
the essential elements that are needed to fulfill the Board’s com- 
mitment to develop an economic development strategy based on 
the recommendations included in the Local Comprehensive Plan 
(LCP) and vision set forth by the Board of Selectmen and Town 
Manager.

To maintain and stimulate economic opportunities that will pre- 
serve and enhance the quality of life within the Sandwich com- 
munity while creating an environment that will stimulate existing 
businesses to remain and expand in Sandwich while attracting 
new businesses that will expand the tax base and create new job 
opportunities and services.

The present priority of the SEIC is to lead in coordinating th 
work of our consultants and experienced board members, workin 
cooperatively with the town and Cape Cod Commission to neg 
tiate a successful agreement with the Tsakalos Reality Trust f 
the development of the SSVC, and to complete the Developme 
Agreement and Purchase and Sale by March 1, 2014. This woul 
include but not be limited to permitting strategies, the best or mo 
beneficial mix of uses, and ultimately continued work on a fisc 
impact analysis. The SEIC would also apply for a Massachusett 
Highway Grant in September 2014 to assist with roadway devel 
opment. 


With the establishment of the Cape Cod Commission’s Regiona 
Economic Strategy Executive Team for the Sandwich SSVC an 
Industrial area, the SEIC has been requested to continue its ef 
forts and support for the SSVC and provide a Business Plan fo 
the Sandwich Marina. The Business Plan has been completed an 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen (BOS) and Finance Commit 
tee. The BOS has moved ahead with the first phase of the busines: 
plan by hiring an engineer to evaluate the potential developmen 
of the town’s 23 acres located on the harbor. The SEIC has als 
met with the Harbor Master for input on the potential expansio1 
of commercial uses of the harbor. The SEIC has also prepared ; 
communication to the Army Corps of Engineers for an amend 
ment of the existing agreement for other commercial uses, primar 
ily for a commuter boat to Provincetown, whale watching tours 
and fishing trips. 


The SEIC also supported new zoning ordinances at Town Meet 
ing proposed by Nate Jones, Sandwich Town Planner. These or 
dinances are tools for development and will provide a catalyst fo 
new growth. 


SEIC invited and coordinated a presentation for MASS DE- 
OPMENT on October 24, 2013 to review economic develop- 
t opportunities in Sandwich. Marty Jones, Director of MASS 
VELOPMENT along with staff members attended the presen- 
ion which concluded with a lunch at the Pilot House and tour 
the sites for economic development. Also in attendance were 
sentatives from the offices of Rep. Bill Keating, Senate Pres- 
t Terry Murray, and local elected officials. Follow up meet- 
s will be held with MASS DEVELOPMENT IN 2014. 


e SEIC has developed a strategy for strengthening Sandwich’s 
base that will ultimately assist the Town in dealing with infra- 
cture needs. Sandwich is positioned to capitalize on its Cape 
‘od location with good industrial and commercial land still avail- 
le for development with new improved access to Route 6. This, 
dupled with a community attitude that is positive toward planful 
rowth will attract new companies to our community. Continued 
apport by the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager and residents 
ill enable the SEIC to continue to provide leadership and exper- 
se that will show results in 2 — 3 years.

Community Preservation Act funding includes the 3% 
property tax surcharge (formerly used for the Land Bank) as well 
as matching funds provided by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


Community Preservation Act funds may be appropriated for 
projects related to: preservation or acquisition of open space; 
historic preservation; creation or preservation of community 
housing (housing for persons with income at or below the area 
median income), and recreation.

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Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Sandwich: 


The Conservation Commission through the hard work and dedi- 
cation of the Natural Resources Department is responsible for: 
the review and permitting of projects subject to the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act and the Town of Sandwich Wetlands By- 
law, managing 1,500+ acres of conservation land, working with 
the Community Preservation Committee to preserve priority 
lands, and educating local citizens. 


In 2013 the Conservation Commission fulfilled its regulatory 
responsibilities under the Sandwich Wetlands Protection Bylaw, 
Chapter 7 and the Massachusetts Wetland Protection Act, MA 
General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40 by reviewing 6 Requests 
for Determination of Applicability’s, 36 Notice of Intents, 7 Re- 
quests to Amend existing Orders of Conditions and 30 Certificates 
of Compliance. Commission staff also evaluated 51 requests for 
Administrative Review permits for minor projects. As expected, 
based on the stable economic and housing market, the number of 
formal filings remained about the same from the previous year. 
Administrative Review permits however, continued to increase 
from the previous year confirming the usefulness of this process 
in saving time and money to the residents of Sandwich. The Com- 
mission also conducted numerous site reviews and consulted with 
other Town officials on regulatory and coastal and inland manage- 
ment issues. The Commission moved their meeting location to 
270 Quaker Meetinghouse Road in August of 2013. The Town 
Assessor’s Office moved into the old meeting room at 16 Jan 
Sebastian Drive at that time. 


Goals for 2014 include: 


Ongoing review of existing Sandwich wetlands regulations, 
policies, and guidelines and revise and update as needed 


Continue to focus on and improve enforcement of the wet- 
lands regulations and bylaws 


Continue public awareness and outreach 


Obtain land acquisition priorities and make

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Overall, thanks to the dedication and hard work of all its me 
bers, the Commission remains strong with a diverse and expe 
skills set in many areas. The full Commission is comprised of § 
full time and 3 associate members. With the addition of Don 
Barber as an associate member to the Board this past year, we c 
rently have 5 full and 2 associate members. There are curren 
2 vacancies for full time and 1 vacancy for an associate membe 
The Commission continues to seek conservation-minded citize 
who are willing to give time in the service of their community. 


Michael Zylich remains the Commission’s representative to 
Water Quality Advisory Board and Chris Sellstone remains as thi 
alternate representative, where they diligently continue to work t 
develop a Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan to a 
dress nutrient impacts to the groundwater and estuaries. Meliss 
Romano was appointed to serve on the Community Preservatio 
Committee as the board’s representative, where they continue t 
approve funding of a variety of exciting projects. 


We acknowledge the Board of Selectmen, and all other town d 
partments, officials and officers for their cooperation and help i 
2013. The Conservation Commission is especially grateful f 
the hard work and dedication of Mark S. Galkowski, Natural Re 
sources Director, David J. DeConto, Assistant Director of Natur. 
Resources and Heidi K. Hawkins, Administrative Assistant wh 
tirelessly carry out the daily workload of the Conservation Com 
mission. We would also like to thank the Ameri-Corp West Hous 
Crew and volunteers who have helped maintain our conservatio 
lands in the past year including those who served as workcamper 
for the Ryder Conservation area and the Oakcrest Cove recreatio 
area.

. lent scenarios, developed a “green infrastructure” siting tool as

Yormwater. In January 2013, the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
*tts directed the Cape Cod Commission to prepare an update to 
ie 1978 Area-wide Water Quality Management Plan for Cape 
Jod, a requirement under Section 208 of the federal Clean Water 
‘ct. The Commission subsequently developed a Program Work 
‘lan for the 208 Update and has embarked on that work plan. The 
‘ork plan has an ambitious set of tasks to complete within three 
ears, the bulk of which is to be completed in FY2014. The Com- 
lission and its consultants are tackling the technical analyses, 
lanning, financial, and public participation requirements for the 
08 Update simultaneously. Stakeholders are engaged in the pro- 
ram’s policy, affordability, financing, planning, and implementa- 
on issues, and in watershed- or basin-specific issues, needs as- 
2ssments, evaluation of alternatives, and evaluation of costs. The 
verall goal is to identify the most cost-effective, appropriately 
caled and phased solutions on a watershed-by-watershed basis, 
ocusing on the most severely impaired waters and the most easily 
nd affordably implemented solutions while maximizing the use 
f existing infrastructure. 


. Strategic Information Office — Related to this priority, this 
ear the Commission helped establish a governance committee. 
e Smarter Government Steering Committee then executed a 
ata-sharing agreement with Cape towns to collaborate on op- 
yortunities for digital regionalization and recommend potential 
egional solutions for services and products that increase govern- 
nental efficiency and decrease costs to taxpayers. One example 
activity is the development of an “ePermitting, Licensing, and 
aspection System” that is under development now. When fully 
mplemented, the online system will allow Cape Cod municipali- 
‘ies to issue and monitor permits, licenses, and inspections, with 
4 web-based portal for citizens and contractors. The system uses 
4 common technology infrastructure and software that can be ad- 
opted regionally but tailored to each town. 


3. Community Design Services — Related to this priority, this 
year the Commission managed a number of complex planning 
projects for which the staff provided community design services 
to Cape municipalities. Design services can focus on land use, 
streetscape, roadway, development patterns, transportation al- 
ternatives such as bicycle and pedestrian amenities, stormwater 
management, sustainable landscape design, and more. Design 
services are frequently integrated through Regional Economic 
Strategy Executive Team (RESET) assistance projects, which of- 
fer a multi-faceted, multi-disciplined approach to community and 
economic development planning. 


4. Economic Development — Related to this priority, the Commis- 
sion continued to pursue the implementation of priority projects 
that were identified in the Five-year (2009-2014) Comprehensive 
Economic Development Strategy (CEDS). This year the focus 
was On wastewater management planning in economic centers; 
continuation of the SmarterCape Initiative to promote the use of 
technology infrastructure that helps the region’s economy evolve 
from service-based to knowledge-based; and initial work on a 
comprehensive Cape Cod Canal area transportation study, which 
includes considering major congestion, safety, and community/ 
economic issues associated with the bridges and the rotaries. 


5. Regional Consensus — Related to this priority, the Commission 
coordinated a number of ongoing planning and policy-making en- 
deavors striving to achieve consensus across the region. In addi- 
tion to the activities mentioned above, the Commission embarked 
on a consensus-building update to the Joint Land Use Study 
(JLUS) for the Massachusetts Military Reservation and surround- 
ing communities. The US Department of Defense-funded plan- 
ning process between the military installation and the communi- 
ties of Bourne, Falmouth, Mashpee, and Sandwich aims to ensure 
that future community growth and development is consistent with 
the military training and operational missions and to help reduce 
the impacts of military operations on the adjacent land. The Com- 
mission also continued to help Cape communities prepare Multi- 
Hazard Mitigation Plans for FEMA certification and potential 
future funding. 


In addition to the Cape-wide regional services and programs that 
the Cape Cod Commission pursues each year (the highlights men- 
tioned above), each of the 15 municipalities in Barnstable County 
receives direct assistance from the Commission that is tailored to 
that community’s specific needs. Some highlights of Cape Cod 
Commission activities specific to the Town of Sandwich dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 2013 follow. 


PLANNING, COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, 
AND TECHNICAL SERVICES 


PLANNING AND TECHNICAL STAFF 


¢ The Commission’s planning and technical staff pursued an 
update to the Massachusetts Military Reservation (MMR) 
Joint Land Use Study (JLUS), including collecting and ana- 
lyzing data, plans, studies, shared-services agreements, and 
land use/zoning and buildout analyses. The staff convened 
meetings of policy and technical advisory committees, com- 
pleted a report on community-military partnerships, and held 


several workshops to identify potential shared-services op- 
portunities. Commission staff members are now completing 
initial feasibility studies for several potential shared services, 
and the staff will develop a model agreement and a final re- 
port by the end of September 2013. Online: www.capecod- 
commission.org/departments/planning/MMR 


The Commission’s GIS staff has provided locus maps for the 
JLUS Update project showing features such as owners/oc- 
cupants and land use, the boundary of Camp Edwards, pro- 
tected open space and energy projects, buildout potential, and 
location of 40B affordable housing sites near the study area. 
Cooperative work with the military base’s GIS staff resulted 
in a GIS layer that more closely matched the defined bound- 
ary of the Upper Cape Water Supply Reserve of the MMR. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING 


The Barnstable County HOME Consortium, coordinated by 
the Commission’s affordable housing staff specialist, made 
one down payment/closing cost loan totaling $6,343 to a low- 
income first-time homebuyer. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The Commission’s staff developed a scope of work with the 
town for a Regional Economic Strategy Executive Team (RE- 
SET) project that will begin in Fiscal Year 2014. The proj- 
ect involves an evaluation of development/redevelopment 
options within a study area that includes the industrial park, 
the South Sandwich Village area, the town-owned properties 
in South Sandwich, and the YMCA property. The Commis- 
sion will complete baseline research and a market analysis 
to determine existing and future demand for retail and office 
space. Three scenarios of possible future land use patterns 
will be presented, the first based on current zoning. The study 
will also include a fiscal impact analysis for each scenario to 
better predict taxes, levels of services, and types of taxpayers 
affected. The study will also include an impact analysis for 
transportation, water and natural resources, and the regional 
economy, and a regulatory analysis. A final report is expected 
later in FY2014.

The Commission’s water staff continues to support the town’ 
work on wastewater planning and solutions, including plan 
that accommodate economic development in the South Sand 
wich Village Center, a proposed 50-acre private developme 
that includes a public-private wastewater component. Th 
project is moving through the Massachusetts Environmen 
Policy Act (MEPA) process and the Cape Cod Commissio 
regulatory and development agreement process. The Com 
mission’s staff also has supported the town’s discussions wi 
the Massachusetts Military Reservation about the potenti 
use of the base’s wastewater infrastructure as a regional op 
tion with other Upper Cape towns. 


The Commission’s water staff conducted the annual Pon 
and Lake Stewardship (PALS) freshwater ponds water-quali 
ty sampling snapshot for Lawrence and Triangle ponds. 


The Commission’s GIS staff supported all of the above a 
necessary, including the RESET project through the use of 
Barnstable County LiDAR data from the Northeast LiDAR 
Project, which was funded by the NRCS and is being hosted 
by MassGIS. The GIS staff is using the county LiDAR data 
set to develop surfaces for the possible development of 3D 
imagery. Currently, this work is in support of potential devel- 
opment projects in so-called “Golden Triangle” area.

Sagamore Line Reinforcement Project, Western Segment, 
Phases I and II - The Cape Cod Commission approved a DRI 
with conditions on 2/28/13 for the proposed installation of 
23,000 feet of 20-inch diameter gas pipeline from the Spec- 
tra Energy Station west of Route 130, across Route 130, and 
along Service Road to Quaker Meetinghouse Road.

EVELOPMENT AGREEMENTS 

On 7/19/12, CCC approved the Tsakalos Realty Trust’s 
filing of a Notice of Intent to File a Development Agreement 
Application for the South Sandwich Village, a proposed 50- 
acre mixed-use village center off Route 130 and Cotuit Road. 
The proposal includes retail, office, and residential buildings, 
a community center, a sports complex, and a library, and will 
involve the redevelopment of three existing shopping plazas. 
The Massachusetts Environmental Policy Act (MEPA) office 
issued a certificate on the project’s Final Environmental Im- 
pact Report on 11/14/12. In July 2013, the CCC approved an 
extension to the period for filing a Development Agreement 
Application for another year.

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Report of the 
CAPE LIGHT COMPACT 


Cape Light Compact is an intergovernmental organization con- 
sisting of the 21 towns and 2 counties on Cape Cod and Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard. The Compact’s mission is to serve our 200,000 
customers through the delivery of proven energy efficiency pro- 
grams, effective consumer advocacy, competitive electricity sup- 
ply and green power options. 


POWER SUPPLY 

Many of the same factors that influenced New England’s elec- 
tricity prices in 2012 persisted in 2013. Most notably, the price 
of natural gas remained the most important driver of electricity 
prices, as the fuel used to produce more than half of the region’s 
electricity. While New England’s consumption of natural gas con- 
tinues to increase, both for generating electricity and for heating, 
as gas displaces oil, 2013 has not seen any new pipeline capacity 
into the region. As a result, despite relatively low and stable prices 
for natural gas in other parts of the country, the gas transmission 
bottleneck into New England has continued to push our prices 


up. 


So, what’s being planned to help relieve this constraint? First, ISO 
New England, the organization charged with operating the re- 
gion’s electrical grid, introduced a “Winter Reliability Program.” 
During particularly cold periods of winter 2012/2013, there were 
periods when, because of the increased use of natural gas for heat- 
ing, dual-fuel generators, or facilities that can burn natural gas or 
oil to generate electricity, were called on to produce electricity 
with oil, because of natural gas shortages. Unfortunately, many 
of these facilities did not have enough oil on site to operate when 
called upon, simply because of the substantial cost of carrying a 
large oil inventory. The Winter Reliability Program will pay these 
dual-fuelled units to stock up on oil, so they can operate if called 
upon. In theory, this should help the region avoid a shortage of 
natural gas during cold snaps in the 2013/2014 winter. 


Over the long term, most are looking to new or expanded natural 
gas pipelines into New England as the solution. There are chal- 
lenges here too however, and the region’s largest pipeline may 
not be expanded until the end of 2016. As a result, power supply 
prices in the first half of 2014 will increase substantially. We ex- 
pect these prices to come down somewhat in the second half of 
2014, but are not likely to fall below eight cents per kWh. 


In 2013, Cape Light Compact provided energy to residents and 
businesses in accordance with a competitive electricity supply 
contract negotiated by the Compact with ConEdison Solutions. 
As of the most recent count, the Compact had 7,140 electric ac- 
counts in the Town of Sandwich on its energy supply. Customers 
have a choice as to which power supplier they wish to engage, and 
are able to opt out of, and return to, the Compact’s supply at any 
time with no charge. The Compact encourages customers to par- 
ticipate in competitive electric markets, and to be well informed 
consumers. 
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CONSUMER ADVOCACY 

Since 1997, Cape Light Compact has advocated for the ratepaye 
of Cape Cod and Martha’s Vineyard at the local, state and federa 
level. This consumer advocacy has saved customers over $14 
million and the Compact is currently fighting to prevent an addi 
tional $20 million rate increase to residential customers.

Funding for the energy efficiency programs (i.e. energy audits 
for homes and businesses, rebates on the purchase of energy ef.

cents multiplied by the number of kilowatt hours used during the 
month) that appears on each customer’s electric bill.

The Cape Light Compact’s energy education program contin 
ues to support teacher training, materials, classroom presen 
tations and “energy carnivals” to all Sandwich public school 
as well as ongoing Energy Club activities at Forestdale School 
and energy education outreach efforts at the High School. The 
Compact would like to congratulate the Forestdale SPIT and 
SPARKS clubs and students from Sandwich High School’s 
Environmental Technology class on their state and national 
recognition awards for their work with energy education out- 
reach this past school year! As part of the recognition pro- 
gram, the students traveled to Washington DC to receive their 
award from the National Energy Education Development 
Project (NEED) and participated in the NEED Youth Awards 
Program along with students from throughout the country. 


Three Government projects in Sandwich were funded 
$62,118 to implement energy efficiency measures saving the 
town 81,443 kWh per year. Government entities include the 
Oak Ridge and Forestdale schools. The town received ener- 
gy efficiency incentives and technical assistance from Cape 
Light Compact and CLC vendors. The demonstration phase 
of the LED Streetlight Initiative was also funded in the Town. 
of Sandwich for the amount of $1,726, saving 4,062 kWh 
annually.

The Commonwealth provided $3 million to accom- 
lish this task with the condition that a draft plan be completed 
vithin 12 months.

“he Cape Cod Water Protection Collaborative recently reinstated 
nonthly Governing Board meetings and reconstituted its Techni- 
al Advisory Committee (TAC) to provide input into the 208 Plan 
Jpdate. The TAC was a key player in the review and shaping of 
he technologies matrix that formed the basis for the evaluation 
f appropriate management techniques. In addition, a Regulatory, 
egal, and Institutional (RLI) Work Group, with representation 
tom DEP, EPA, the Cape Cod Commission, the Army Corps of 
Ingineers and other State and Federal partners, will address the 
yotential need for regulatory reform and other challenges associ- 
ted with planning and implementation. Other ad hoc committees 
vill be established, as necessary. The Collaborative, through its 
3xecutive Director, is fully involved and engaged in this effort. 


The Commonwealth expects the 208 plan and its underlying anal- 
ysis to reflect the County’s focus on the individual watersheds of 
h embayment as the most logical management unit on which 
base water quality planning. It is widely expected that water- 
hed based planning will provide management solutions that are 
ess costly and require less infrastructure to be built than conven- 
ional planning efforts may recommend. 


e ongoing lawsuits between the Conservation Law Foundation, 
d the United State Environmental Protection Agency remain 
esolved as of this writing. The Collaborative continues to ac- 
tively monitor the progress of the litigation. 


Lastly, the Collaborative has maintained its practice of support- 
ing local planning and management efforts. The Collaborative 
has continued to provide third party consulting support in engi- 
neering and planning reviews and financial management to any 
town requesting such support. The majority of Cape towns have 
accessed this support and the budget to continue this program was 
expanded and increased in 2013.

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Report of the 
HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Sandwich Historical Commission was established by Town 
Meeting in 1971 and acts as the local branch of the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission. The SHC is a collaborative effort 
of seven volunteer members who are appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen to identify, preserve, develop, and protect the histori- 
cal assets of the town, including structures, burial grounds, 
monuments, natural features and other landmarks and sites of 
significant value to the town. 

The Commission was actively involved in the question of how 
to preserve and use the Sand Hill School/Clark-Haddad build- 
ing. At year’s end the SHC was seeking alternative uses for the 
building and the surrounding lot with the goal of finding the 
highest use for the property, consistent with the U. S. Secretary 
of State’s standards for historic preservation.

SANDWICH TOWN ARCHIVES 
HISTORICAL CENTER 


e Archives is located in the MacKnight Room of the Sandwich 
Public Library and is open Tuesday through Thursday from 9:20 
zm. to 4:30 p.m. for those wishing to research the history of 
Sandwich and the people who lived here. The Archives is open 
through the generous support of the Friends of the Archives (FOS- 
) which raises the funds to pay the salary of the archivist and to 
assist in the preservation of historical materials. 


The Archives has been visited in the past year by over 250 indi- 
yiduals, including those who happened to sign our guest book. 
The third grade classes from Sandwich schools visit during their 
curriculum concentration on the history of Sandwich, and a class 
from the Bridgeview Montessori School also spent some time re- 
searching Sandwich history. Various groups from Sandwich High 
School also carried on research projects this year. The Archivist 
also has answered queries by telephone, e-mail and snail mail for 
researchers, near and far, concerning family history for those with 
roots in Sandwich.

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


Overlooking the Lower Shawme Pond in the historic center of 
Sandwich, bordered by the newly renovated Town Hall, the Dex- 
ter Grist Mill was in full operation from late June to Columbus 
Day. This season The Mill ground nearly 3 tons of corn, selling 
it to local visitors and business from Sandwich to Provincetown 
alike; the corn meal was also packaged and sent as far as Califor- 
nia to fulfill its mail orders. 

Thomas Dexter built the Mill between 1640 and 1646. He was 
one of the original “Ten Men of Saugus” who settle Sandwich in 
1637. The Dexter family owned the Mill until 1700 when it was 
sold to Capt. Seth Pope. After remaining idle for many years, 
there was renewed interest in the Mill and a historical restora- 
tion began in 1961. All of the later additions on the site were 
removed and the Mill, still in its original location, was restored 
to a 17th century working grist mill. All the Mill’s machinery is 
the earliest type used in this country and is driven by water pow- 
er from Shawme Pond. Those who enjoy baking can purchase 
freshly ground cornmeal packaged in old fashioned cloth bags. 
This was the third season the Sandwich Recreation Depart- 
ment oversaw the operations at the Mill and its dedicated staff. 
Our millers worked hard day in and day out, grinding corn and 
educating the many visitors on how the Mill operates along with 
providing the history of the Mill and the Town of Sandwich. The 
Mill was host to hundreds of visitors from all over the country 
and world, and like in years past, welcomed the 3rd graders from 
the three Sandwich Elementary schools. 

I would like to thank all of the staff for their continued dedica- 
tion to the Town and the Dexter Grist Mill. Also, I would like to 
thank the Sandwich Facilities Department, Sandwich Chamber 
of Commerce, the Sandwich Museum coalition and Scenic Roots 
Garden Center.

It’s Cape Cod’s oldest house in Cape Cod’s oldest town. This 
“salt box” house located overlooking beautiful Shawme Pond 
is named after Captain Abraham Hoxie, a whaling captain who 
owned the house in the mid-1800’s. Prior to that, it had been 
owned by descendants of Rev. John Smith. The house dates back 
to the 1680-1690 period. It was acquired by the Town of Sand- 
wich and restored in 1959. It is truly representative of early colo- 
nial construction; it is a first period house. 

This was the third season; the Sandwich Recreation Department 
has overseen the operations and its dedicated docent staff. The 
Hoxie House was open to visitors and residents from the end of 
June until Columbus Day. Our docent staff is adept at providing 
tours to the diverse visitors who come through its doors. Whether 
their audience is a 3rd grade class from Sandwich Public Schools 
or visitors from another country; they are able to share their knowl- 
edge of the vibrant history of the Town, points of interest in the 
house and furnishings, along with and explanation of where some 
whimsical sayings from that period were derived. Our staff is 
friendly, informative, and entertaining; visitors leave with a smile 
and a better understanding of life in Colonial days.

OLD KING’S HIGHWAY REGIONAL 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


The Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District Act w 
passed by the Massachusetts legislature and signed into law j 
1973 (Chapter 470, as amended.) The purpose of the Act is t 
preserve and protect the buildings, settings, and places within th 
historic district, which includes portions of Sandwich, Barnstabl 
Dennis, Yarmouth, Brewster, and Orleans. Each member tow 
has a local Historic District Committee, and there is a Region 
Historic District Commission comprised of the chairs from eac 
town’s committee. The Sandwich Historic District includes al 
properties located between Route 6 and Cape Cod Bay, extendin 
from the town line with Bourne to the border of Barnstable. 


All exterior changes to a property, including new building con 
struction, additions/alterations and demolitions must receiv 
Sandwich Historic District Committee (SHDC) approval prior t 
the commencement of work. Approval is also required for sheds 
decks, window and door replacements, signs, retaining walls 
walk-ways, driveway paving, aprons, fences, and exterior pain 
colors. Upon approval, a Certificate of Appropriateness is issued 
For new building projects and large addition/alteration projec 
applicants are encouraged to come before the Committee infor 
mally to discuss project details prior to or during the design phas 
to get a sense for the design elements the Committee membe 
may find inappropriate for the site. These informal discussions 
held at the end of the scheduled public agenda items. All applica 
tions are reviewed at public hearings which are usually held on th 
second and fourth Wednesday evenings of each month, starting a 
6:30 PM. In August our meeting venue changed from the To 
Office Building located at 16 Jan Sebastian Drive to the Hum 
Services Building located at 270 Quaker Meeting Road, to mak 
room for our new neighbors, Assessing, who moved into Jan Se: 
bastian Drive the end of July. 


In January 2013, the SHDC appointed Patricia McArdle as Chair- 
person for the year. The other elected members of the 2013 com- 
mittee were William Collins, Barbara Shaner, and Andrew Jones. 
The Board of Selectman, in addition, appointed Betty Allen and 
Richard Alger as alternate SHDC members and Barry Hall as the 
Committee Builder/Architect member. At our November 26th 
SHDC Election, Betty Allen was elected a full member for a 
3-year unexpired term as well as Richard Alger being elected a 
full member for a 4-year term Lynda Haller (in May) and Terry 
Blake (in August) were appointed by the Board of Selectmen as 
alternate members. 


In 2013, the SHDC held hearings for 170 applications and 28 ex- 
emptions.

On behalf of our Committees, past and present, we would 
like to extend our sincere appreciation to the late Patricia McAr- 
dle, Barbara Shaner and Andrew Jones who served on our Com- 
mittee for many years.

From the Chief of Police, 


During 2013 the police department’s calls for service increased 
once again. While our staffing has remained level since 2001, we 
are focused on continuing to provide the best possible service td 
the community. 


This year two officers retired. Three new officers were hired to 
fill vacancies from the previous year; Jeffrey Brunelli, Michae 
Flannigan and Paul Grigorenko. Officer William Patton was pro 
visionally promoted to the rank of Sergeant. We are presently i 
the process of hiring two positions to fill 2013’s vacancies. 


We again offered our adult citizen academy and youth academ 
to the community. We held our second annual SPD Food Drive 
this summer. It exceeded last year’s event. The communities sup- 
port for our effort to stock the Sandwich Food Bank during the 
summer is greatly appreciated! We also hosted a Toys for Tots 
collection site. We partnered with the fire department, SHS and 
SHS’s SADD to present a mock OUI crash for the second time. 
The students in SADD did a great job bringing together a variety 
of resources to better educate their classmates about the dangers 
associated with drinking and driving. 


We continued to participate with the DEA’s Prescription Drug 
Collection initiative. This program is in addition to the 24/7 Pre- 
scription Drug Collection Container which is located within the 
department’s lobby. We encourage residents to dispose of any 
unused prescriptions within this container. It has been a true suc- 
cess since we obtained it from a grant in 2012. 


The department continues to be focused on being proactive in the 
area of narcotics investigations. In 2012 we added a narcotics 
canine to the department. This past year we assigned an officer to 
the Cape Cod Regional Narcotics Task Force. This officer work- 
ing collectively with our detectives and patrol officers has assisted 
the department in impacting the presence of illegal substances 
within our community. 


A great deal of time was focused on planning for a new building. 
The employees within the police department work in a building 
that was designed for 9 people. During the year we offered tours 
of the building. It is truly too small for a police department that 
processes nearly 20,000 calls for service and 700 arrests. Men 
and women continue to share a locker room and the unsecure 
makeup of the building is unsafe for processing prisoners. 


November the department held its second awards ceremony. A 
ber of officers were recognized for their efforts related to life 
ving, Outstanding service, community service and involvement 
ith the Boston Marathon Bombing. 


we move into the new year we have started the process to be- 
e accredited through the state. While a great number of new 
icies and procedures have been developed within the past three 
, this will standardize the department’s policies and proce- 
s with other law enforcement agencies around the state.

School Resource Officer Report 


The following is a summary of activities that have been accom- 
plished by the Sandwich Police Departments School Resource 
Officer, Christa Cabral, during the 2013-2014 school year. 


Officer Cabral attended the orientation for incoming High School 
freshmen and their parents in August. Orientation allowed Of- 
ficer Cabral to introduce herself as the School Resource Officer 
and explain what her goals and expectations are as the School 
Resource Officer and liaison to students, parents, faculty and ad- 
ministrative staff. Deputy Sheriff Shawn Cahill, of the Barnstable 
County Sherif’s office, also attended and together they addressed 
social media issues, bullying and harassment laws. In October 
they also presented a parent workshop on Internet and drug safety. 
This workshop is also being presented to all 6th, 7th and 8th grade 
students. 


Officer Cabral, along with Sandwich high school teacher Laura 
Carlyle, started an Introduction to Criminal Justice class at Sand- 
wich High School that has proven to be very popular among se- 
nior students. This class includes out of school field trips and 
many professional guest speakers. Officer Cabral also visited 
Human Relations and Health classes at SHS to discuss personal 
safety and healthy relationships. She also worked directly with 
the Barnstable District Attorney’s office with monthly round table 
meetings. During these meetings information is shared between 
police, schools and courts on issues of student safety. Officer 
Cabral also attended monthly meetings with Cape School Re- 
source Officer’s, as well as Upper Cape Tech, which added in the 
sharing of information across school districts. 


Officer Cabral co-chairs the Building Emergency Response Team 
(BERT) safety committee along with J.J. Burke of the Sandwich 
Fire Department. This committee addresses school safety con- 
cerns for both police and fire. Training with the BERT team mem- 
bers to assist in the event of an emergency is an ongoing process 
at all schools. She has assisted with lock down and fire drills in 
all of the public schools, including the Riverview School cam- 
pus. She attended specialized lock down training (A.L.I-C.E) this 
fall along with SHS Assistant Principal Rich Metropolis and will 
be making recommendations on how to increase school safety in 
Sandwich to the BERT safety team and school committee. Of- 
ficer Cabral, along with school administration and The Sandwich 
Citizens Police Academy Alumni Association, participated in a 
holiday outreach program enabling many students and families to 
receive financial assistance during the holidays. Officer Cabral is 
4 member of National Association of School Resource Officers. 


2013 Holiday Toy Drive 
DETECTIVE DIVISION 


The Detective Division consists of Detective Sergeant Terence 
Murphy, Detective Albert Robichaud and Detective/Court Officer 
Robert Brun. 


The Detective Division had a busy year investigating breaking and 
entering into homes even though there was a sharp decrease in this 
crime in 2013. Detective Robichaud continued to spend a majori- 
ty of his time investigating property crimes by following up leads, 
checking local pawn shops and speaking with other agencies in 
regards to stolen property. As an example, after a home was bro- 
ken into in East Sandwich, our detectives were able to identify the 
suspect, obtain a search warrant, and received a full confession. 
As a result of the investigation, the defendant received a sentenced 
to the House of Correction. Also in 2013 Sandwich Detectives 
provided valuable information to Barnstable Police which help 
them solve a bank robbery in their town. 


Once again in 2013, a lot of effort was focused on drug enforce- 
ment by detectives because there is a direct correlation between 
drug use and property crimes. The Sandwich Police drug interdic- 
tion unit was very active this year. The goal of the interdiction unit 
is to take a proactive approach to narcotic enforcement in effort 
to help keep Sandwich a safe place to live. Chief Wack assigned 
narcotic K-9 officer Matthew O’Brien and his partner “KODA” 
to the Cape Cod Drug Task Force. In his assignment, Officer 
O’Brien works daily with the State Police, Sheriff’s Department 
and the other Cape Police Department’s to fight the drug problem 
on Cape Cod. The proactive assignment of Officer O’Brien and 
his narcotic K-9 “KODA” greatly assists Sandwich Police in their 
continuous quest of taking drugs off the streets of Sandwich. 


Throughout the year, detectives investigated multiple sexual as- 
sault cases. The victims ranged from child to adult. Officer Chris- 
ta Cabral and Officer Lauren Gilrein assisted with these investiga- 
tions and working closely with Children’s Cove. Our detectives 
also investigated multiple stabbing incidents, motor vehicle 
break-ins, larcenies, shoplifting and identity thefts. With the help 
of the uniformed patrol division the Detective Division strives to 
provide the best possible services to the community. 
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Report of the 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit the annual report for the ye 
2013 for the Sandwich Fire Department. 


Fire, rescue and related incidents totaled 3,868 in 2013. This i 
cluded 2,610 medical calls, 118 fires and related incidents wi 
damages totaling $263,400.00 and 1,140 other emergencies, i 
cluding but not limited to: 149 hazardous incidents includin 
flammable or toxic chemical spills, power lines down, attempte 
arsons, fuel leaks, structures hit by lightning, assistance to oth 
agencies, and investigations. We averaged 10.6 emergencies 
day, with Saturday being our busiest day, and Thursday being th 
slowest. Our busiest hours are 8AM to 4PM = 48% of all call 
4PM to 12 Midnight = 36% of all calls, and Midnight to 8AM 
16% of all calls. 


Last year 63 or 77% of the structure fires were in residential occu 
pancies, with a dollar loss of $221,500.00 this was a sixteen pe 
cent increase from last year. Additionally, we treated three resi 
dents with injuries at structure fires last year. This underscores th 
need to properly locate and maintain smoke detectors. In 2006 
the Center for Disease Control released a grant funding progr 
for the State Department of Public Health in conjunction with th 
Massachusetts State Fire Marshal’s Office to offer free smoke de 
tectors to those Massachusetts residents who qualify. The qualifi 
cations are your home must have been constructed prior to 197 
and have battery operated smokes. If you qualify please contac 
the Sandwich Fire Department Fire Prevention Division to sched 
ule installation. 


We responded to 117 carbon monoxide incidents last year. Resi 
dents must not take chances with carbon monoxide; it is odorless 
tasteless and colorless and is easily overlooked. In many case 
it is the poor maintenance of heating system that has caused th 
problem, followed by vehicles running in attached garages. Ni : 
cole’s Law which requires that every dwelling, building or struc- 
ture including those owned by the Commonwealth, occupied in 
whole or in part for residential purposes that, (1) contain fossil 
fuel burning equipment or (2) incorporate closed parking within 
its structure, be equipped by the owner with approved carbon 
monoxide alarms. All residential properties were mandate to have 
installed CO alarms as of March 31, 2006. 


Emergency medical calls numbered 2,610 involving 2,746 pa- 
tients, of whom we transported 2,011 patients to area hospitals. 
Out of those 2,610 calls, 603 required more than one ambulance 
and 1,492 required Advanced Life Support. We responded to 
155 motor vehicle accidents and used the Jaws of Life and other 
heavy-rescue equipment to extricate numerous people. 


The Department’s 10 CPR/AED instructors taught 190 people 
in 30 Classes; including community/lay people, local Doctors, 
Nurses, Police, and Firefighters. Additionally, 452 blood pressure 
screenings were conducted between the Headquarters and Forest- 
dale stations. 


Fire Prevention conducted 791 inspections, issued 681 permits 
and reviewed numerous commercial and residential plans, visited 
numerous homes and businesses to answer questions, performed 
public, private, and school safety programs. 


he Sandwich Fire Department continued its Fire Prevention 

Hducation program last year by conducting a series of site visits, 

fectures and 12 school safety drills. The drills included fire alarm, 

sckdown and storm dismissal drills. The drills were conducted at

District 4 

‘includes power lines south to the Mashpee line and from Stowe 
Road east to the Barnstable town line had 262 medical calls, 11 
fires totaling $5,000.00 in damages, and 127 other emergencies 
for a total of 400 in this area, with average response times: Ambu- 
lance 10.00 min. Fire 10.5 min. 


District 5 

Includes all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal had 31 medical 
alls, 1 fire and 8 other emergencies for a total of 40 in this area, 
ith average response time to this district is 12.48 minutes. 


Mutual Aid 

As part of the county mutual aid agreement, assistance was pro- 
vided to other communities 70 times and we received their help 
194 times. The times we have multiple calls at once and no per- 
sonnel in either station, causes us to call for Mutual Aid. 


Of the 3,868 emergencies we responded to 1,508 or 39% occurred 
while another emergency was being handled. As the call volume 
steadily increases it can and does in some cases extend response 
times until off duty personnel can get to the stations. Many of the 
longer times are for incidents that happen when we have three or 
more calls at the same time, are on the outer edges of the town, 
non-emergency requests for assistance or when we went mutual 
aid to another community. The reason I mention this is because as 
we get more and more simultaneous calls we are going to need that 
third ambulance manned full time. The importance of response 
times is significant when you consider that the human brain suf- 
fers severe damage in only 4 to 6 minutes, making recovery very 
difficult at best. Response time also impacts residential fires, as a 
room will flash over consuming the entire contents in 2.5 minutes 
preventing escape. Response times in Sandwich suffer because of 
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poor station placement, no personnel in the East Sandwich station 
and the number of emergencies that come in at the same time as 
other emergencies. 


To meet the many and varied specialized needs presented to us 
at the various incidents 6,059 pieces of apparatus were needed, 
with the total number of 12,306 personnel responding to those 
incidents, much of which involves bringing additional personnel 
to complete vital tasks or relieve the first in crews. The volume 
and frequency of our incidents has a direct impact on our response 
times, the time from the receipt of the call to our arrival at the 
incident. 


Comprehensive Training of emergency response personnel is an 
ongoing major concern and need. The challenges that are thrown 
at emergency responders today are becoming more and more dif- 
ficult requiring specialized tools and techniques. Failure to prop- 
erly train our personnel will some day come back to haunt the 
community. This must be dealt with sooner rather than later. 


The Sandwich Fire Department sponsored a Citizens Fire Acad- 
emy; this was a 12-week course where residents of Sandwich 
learned about the Sandwich Fire Department. Residents are shown 
how the fire department operates, what equipment we have, and 
some of the services we provided to the town. I would encourage 
resident to call the Fire Department to see when the class is being 
offered and sign up. 


Exercises: 


The Sandwich Fire and Police Departments conducted a full scale 
school evacuation of the Henry T. Wing School in June 2013. The 
school was evacuated for a simulated natural gas leak and stu- 
dents and staff was transported to the Corpus Christi Parish Cen- 
ter which functions as the Town’s Family Reunification Center. 
A total of 725 students and staff were evacuated and transported 
back to the school in 90 minutes. The exercise is part of a series 
of yearly evacuation exercises conducted at each of the public 
schools in Sandwich. I want to thank Father George Harrison and 
the staff at Corpus Christi for providing invaluable assistance to 
the Town of Sandwich for school safety. I also would like to thank 
Mo Macleod of First Student Transportation and the bus drivers of 
the Sandwich School District for participating in the exercise. 


The Sandwich Fire and Police Departments participated in a sim- 
ulated home day care evacuation activity in June 2013. There 
were (3) licensed home day care facilities in Sandwich that evacu- 
ated their location and arrived at the home day care family reuni- 
fication center located at the Oak Crest Cove on Quaker Meet- 
inghouse Road. The drill was a success and will now become 
a yearly activity to strengthen our emergency preparedness and 
response. 


The Sandwich Fire Department along with all municipal depart- 
ments participated in a tabletop Hazardous materials exercise at 
the Sandwich Hollows Golf Course in October 2013. The exer- 
cise tested the town’s response capability to a hazardous materials 
incident and to work in conjunction with local, state and federal 
partners. 


As I stated before: A full time mechanic position is needed to 


safely and properly maintain the Fire Department’s apparatus. 
With nearly 4.5 million dollars in rolling stock alone, not includ- 


ing the several hundred thousand dollars of specialized equipment 
that is carried on all of the units, it is critical that the maintenance 
of that equipment get the proper attention of a full time mechanic. 
Without a proactive maintenance plan and in house repair per- 
son, higher out of town repair costs and longer down times are 
inevitable. While we are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who 
is knowledgeable and capable of doing much of the work, he is 
hampered by interruptions requiring his response on calls. Main- 
tenance and repairs are very time consuming on the larger special- 
ized fire and rescue equipment, making it difficult at best, for that 
member to handle during a shift that requires him to also respond 
to emergency calls. I strongly recommend that this become a full 
time position as soon as possible. 


As you know the Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from both 
old age and increased functions that must be carried out in them. 
None of our fire stations are insulated causing very high-energy 
costs. There is also a serious lack of space for every facet of 
our operation from office and medical supplies to vehicles and 
equipment. We have been cited by the State Ambulance Inspector 
for not having adequate space for the storage of our ambulance 
supplies, not having a decontamination area for our medical sup- 
plies, and not having an adequate oxygen storage area. Closets 
have been turned into offices with files and supplies placed in 
the attics, hallways and in the apparatus bays. Vehicles must be 
specially ordered to fit in the buildings adding to their cost. Sev- 
eral specialized pieces of equipment must be parked outside, or 
at other locations within the town, delaying response, especially 
during the winter months, and adding to maintenance costs. The 
East Sandwich Fire Station still remains unmanned and is of great 
concern. If you look at the number of fires in the East Sandwich 
district it ranks third in the town, and on some occasions residents 
call for our response and then complain that we took so long to 
get there. 


The community faces many critical challenges over the next few 
years with public safety one of the key issues. A third of the com- 
munity receives less than reasonable fire and ambulance response 
times and coverage. One fire station sits too far south to benefit 
the greater population and all are too small for our busy opera- 
tion. We are unable to store and maintain our equipment, sup- 
plies, and files, in a cost effective manner. Separate studies have 
recommended, along with the community asking for better Fire 
and Ambulance coverage. We will continue to try to accomplish 
this, while keeping in mind the fiscal effect this would have on the 
Town. I would also like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other 
town boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and vari- 
ous organizations of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue Departments, 
but most importantly the members of the Sandwich Fire Depart- 
ment and their families for their support and cooperation through- 
out the year. 


On a personal note, I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich 
for allowing me to be your fire chief for the past eight years, it 
truly has been a pleasure.

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Report of the 
FOREST WARDEN 


As Forest Warden, I respectfully submit my last annual report 
Forest Warden for the year 2013. Below is a break down of th 
activities of the Forest Warden’s department: 


Written seasonal burning permits issued: 5,061 

Daily burning permits issued: 4,012 

Cook permits issued: 1,326 

Agricultural permits issued: 81 

Burning without a permit: 38 

Burning permits out of control that required a fire department response: ] 
Burning permits which rekindled that required a fire department response 2 
Burning permits which required an investigation due to a concern 16 
Investigation of an outside odor of smoke: 14 

Woodland, brush, and grass fires: 18 

Cost and dollars lost in damage to woodland and exposures: $25,140.00 


Massachusetts provides an open burning season, however it has 
strict guidelines that must be adhered to, and everyone must ob- 
tain a permit from the fire department the day they would like 
to burn. Last year burning without a permit increased 10%. We 
do not have any discretion to expand the guidelines, change the 
hours, or extend the burning season. I ask that persons who wish 
to burn respect others and the law, as the right to burn brush is 
limited and not guaranteed. 


I would like to remind everyone that no fires are allowed on the 
beaches unless it is for cooking and then only if it meets stringent 
requirements. First a permit must be obtained from the fire depart- 
ment and you must follow the rules set by the Selectmen and the 
State. A copy of the rules will be given to you when you obtain 
a permit. 


The Fire Department should have three brush trucks, and we are 
still in the process of converting the military surplus vehicle that 
we obtained into a breaker when funds become available. The 
other two brush trucks are: a 1953 Studebaker, and a 1970 Kaiser. 
Both of these trucks were military surplus and it is getting more 
and more difficult to obtain parts for them. 


On the Upper Cape we have some of the largest contiguous tracks 
of natural woodlands, with much of it in and around Sandwich. 
Sandwich has the distinction of having two of the largest acreage. 
2,000 and 2,500 acre. Forest fires on Cape Cod in size, are second 
in the Northeast only to Plymouth. With the increase in the num- 
ber of homes and their proximity to the woods, the losses will be 
high without quick action. The types of vegetation and weather 
conditions, including ever changing winds, put Cape Cod in the 
top three in the United States for forest fire spread and severity. 
Rapid response to and the control of outside fires are imperative to 
prevent the major fires this town has experienced in the past. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectman, other town boards. 
departments, and committees, the citizens and organizations of 
Sandwich, other Fire Departments and especially the members of 
the Sandwich Fire Department and their families for their support 
and cooperation throughout the past eight years.

e building department consists of the building, electrical, 
lumbing and gas inspectors along with the staff to support each 
these functions. The department serves the town of Sandwich to 
sure the public safety in enforcement of all applicable building 
es, regulations and by-laws making certain that the buildings 
nder its jurisdiction are constructed and maintained safely. The 
uilding department also serves the administration and enforce- 
rent of the Protective Zoning By-Law, The Old King’s Highway 
istoric District Committee and the Architectural Access Board 
2gulations as well as other oversight as may be determined by the 
electmen or the Town Manager. 

he 8th Edition of the Building Code (2009 International Build- 
ig Code and the 2009 International Residential Code for One 
d Two-Family Dwellings) with the respective, proprietary Mas- 
achusetts Amendments continues to be in effect and will not 
hange until the 2015 Building Code cycle. The 2012 Interna- 
onal Energy Conservation Code was approved for use in Mas- 
husetts and will take effect on July 1, 2014; however, it will run 
oncurrently with the current Energy Code giving applicants for 
ilding permits the option to use either code through the July 1, 
014 date for mandatory compliance. 

\s in previous years the following chart will show building de- 
iartment activities over a period of years; there was a decrease in 
he amount of new single-family homes built during the year, but 
e combination of additions and alterations, and other permits 
creased over last year.

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Report of the 
FACILITIES DEPARTMENT 


The mission of the facilities department is to provide cost ef- 
fective maintenance repairs and improvements to Town Facili- 
ties and buildings. 2013 was another productive year for this 
department. Despite limited staff and rising cost of construction 
materials and labor, the department was able to complete numer- 
ous maintenance and construction projects. Below is a summary 
of some major accomplishments. 


*Human Services Building-Built reception area in the COA 
office, remodeled COA meeting space and Emergency Man- 
agement office. Added car port for COA vehicles. Replaced 
parking lot lights with energy efficient LED lights. Installed 
automatic door in medical equipment building. 

* Fire Station #3-Stripped and installed new roof shingles and 
exterior trim. 

* Town Hall Annex —Repaired the flood damage to the lower 
level and provided much needed file storage. Removed 
handicap ramp built and installed new ramp. Repaired 
chimneys exterior trim gutters downspouts and architectural 
window on front facade of the building.

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Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health and its Health Department strives to maintai 
programs to protect the public and environmental health, enfor 
and educate those state laws that authorizes the Health Depart 
ment to enforce such and to develop programs that will reflect th 
anticipated changes in Public and Environmental Health. 


The development of the Comprehensive Water Resources Man- 
agement Plan continued to be the focal point of the Health Depart- 
ment this past year. This is year two of a three year process for the 
development of the CWRMP. The Health Department is working 
closely with its consultant Wright-Pierce and the Water Quality 
Advisory Committee. The first year has been the development 
of Phase I which is the Needs Assessment. This year the WQAC 
completed Phase II which is comprised of the Alternatives Anal- 
ysis. The Alternatives Analysis looks at the existing conditions 
in the town and looks at alternatives by watershed to determine 
what wastewater options are best suited for each watershed. The 
Sandwich Health Department, the only Health Department in the 
Commonwealth to implement the MEP program is still awaiting 
the results from SMAST. The results of the MEP analysis will 
be utilized in the development of the CWRMP. The development 
of the CWRMP will allow the Town to determine Sandwich’s 
wastewater issues and how Sandwich’s wastewater affects the es- 
tuaries in Barnstable, Mashpee, and Falmouth. This process uti- 
lizes groundwater watersheds to model future impacts. The Town 
needs to review nitrogen issues affecting these embayment’s and 
determine a plan of action if needed to assist in nitrogen reduc- 
tion. This data will be utilized to determine how to address waste- 
water in the Town of Sandwich. To simply state that the Town of 
Sandwich requires sewering and wastewater treatment plants is 
premature and scientifically unfounded at this time. 


Meanwhile the Health Department and the Board of Health con- 
tinues to identify septic systems requiring upgrade and compli- | 
ance while educating the community of the need for proper sew- 
age treatment and disposal. 


The economy and resulting foreclosures has impacted the Health 
Department resulting in an increase of General Complaints and 
Housing Complaints. Foreclosures have resulted in abandoned 
dwellings or bank “takeovers” resulting in trash and debri in yards 
impacting abutting dwellings. This Department has responded to 
numerous complaints which take numerous man hours to track 
down contacts for bank owned properties. The second impact 
of the resulting foreclosures is the impact on the Health Depart- 
ment resulting from residents of foreclosed homes accessing 
rental properties. An increase in rental properties has resulted in 
an increase in the housing complaints, which the Department is 
responsible for enforcing through the State Minimum Standards 
for Human Habitation 105 CMR 410.000. The Health Department 
becomes involved with tenants and rental property owners which 
consumes a considerable amount of man hours. 


Board of Health member Doctor Francis Sheehan was appointed 
Animal Inspector by the Board of Health for the Town of Sand- 
wich as approved by the Massachusetts Department of Agricul- 
ture. This position is responsible for the inventory of large ani- 
mals. Dr. Sheehan completed the required barn inspections for 
the 2011 inventory period. The Board thanks Dr. Sheehan for his 
time and efforts. With the decline in the economy, the Health De- 
partment has seen an increase in “residential size chicken coops”. 
Residents have sought to be less dependent on purchasing food. 
The result of this is an increase in residents with 4-6 hens for eggs. 


though this has not created public health issues, there has been 
increase in noise complaints because of roosters. The Health 
partment ask that the citizens of the Town to be considerate of 
ir neighbors. 


e Board witnessed the election of Rebecca Lovell Scott to the 
oard of Health in May. The Board elected Sandra Lee Tompkins 
Chairman, Rebecca Lovell Scott as Vice Chair and Dr. Francis 
heehan as Clerk. The Board and Agent express their gratitude to 
e Assistant Health Agent Darren Meyer for his continued efforts 
nd professionalism. Additionally, Darren maintains a committed 
edule for timely permit approval and all efforts to assist the cit- 
ns. The Board also acknowledges the efforts by Tori Hall, the 
oards Secretary and managing all permitting issues, processing 
licenses and general questions with professionalism and ease.

Report of the 
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT DIRECTOR 


This was a busy year for Emergency Management. While we were 
spared the destruction of the storms that many of our neighboring 
areas were hit with, we still had issues that we handled. 


Shelters were opened three times, including the pet component 
piece. Scattered power outages throughout the town left some 
residents without electricity for a period of time. We worked with 
Nstar to coordinate critical infrastructure and priority restora- 
tions. 


Our staff participated in several drills and exercises with a variety 
of partner stakeholders. Evacuation exercises, regional hazardous 
material exercise, many communication drills and others tested 
our ability to handle situations that may arise. 


The Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan, Multi Hazard 
Management Plan among others were updated this year and sub- 
mitted to MEMA. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Deputy Direc- 
tor, Bill LaPine, Sean Grady, Randy Lewis, Jim Foley, Heather 
Gallant, Lois Wack, and Rich Donahue for all your help and vol- 
unteerism. 


Special thanks also go to Mark Galkowski for his untiring efforts 
and support of Emergency Management. Also, Chief Peter Wack, 
Chief George Russell and their staff deserve thanks.

Report of the 
SCHOOL SAFETY GROUP 


Two thousand and thirteen was a very busy year for the Sandwich 
School Safety Group with several activities and equipment pur- 
chases for the school district. The group authorized further por- 
table radio purchases so all Building Emergency Response Team 
(BERT) members would have radios as well as BERT vests. 


The group continued to focus on the issues of prevention, plan- 
ning, response and recovery. Fire Prevention Officer JJ Burke and 
School Resource Officer Christa Cabral conducted BERT team 
meetings with all schools in which included the annual first week 
of school fire drill. The group also conducted evacuation chair 
trainings with the Oak Ridge School staff. School Department 
Director of Nursing Carilyn Rains coordinated CPR training for 
teachers and staff in the district and to date, 46 personnel received 
CPR training during the 2013 calendar year. The group also pro- 
duced a School Safety Operations Manual for all command staff 
in the Town. Officer Cabral, Inspector Burke and Nurse Raines 
also held a Town Hall style meeting with the School District Bus 
Drivers to discuss safety and security. 


Lockdown drills and Fire Drills were conducted in each of the 
schools and safety checks were conducted at all schools looking 
at potential failure points in infrastructure that can be addressed 
in future budget cycles. Officer Christa Cabral and High School 
Asst Principal Richard Metropolis attended ALICE (Alert, Look- 
out, Inform, Counter, Evacuate) training in Chatham in Novem- 
ber 2013. The Sandwich School Safety Group may be looking to 
adopt portions of ALICE to implement in the School District’s 
Lockdown Protocol. 


Alan Hall, Director of Facilities for the Sandwich School District 
was instrumental in implementing the BE SAFE system at the 
Sandwich High School, which allows for first responders to re- 
ceive and validate critical information. Discussions are ongoing 
about adding several weather drills to the preparedness schedule 
for all schools. 


The group also wrote and conducted Operation Knight Life in 
conjunction with the School Athletic Department and coaches. 
The program included CPR/AED instruction followed by a mock 
cardiac arrest drill to test coaches and first responder’s ability to 
respond in a timely manner to a crisis on school grounds. This 
showed compliance with the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health’s School Emergency Medical Services Response Plan 
which the Sandwich School District is fully compliant as of Sep- 
tember 2013. We would like to thank the Sandwich School De- 
partment’s Director of Athletics Neil Murphy for his support with 
this endeavor. 


In June 2013, the Henry T. Wing School participated in a full 
school evacuation to the designated reunification center at the 
Corpus Christi Parish Center. The safety group led the team that 
evacuated 800 students to the site and returned them without in- 
cident. This was the first time the school has been evacuated and 
plans are for the Sandwich High School to participate in 2014. We 
would like to thank Father George Harrison and the staff at Corpus 
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Christi Parish for their continued support of school safety withi 
the town and for the participation of the High School BERT te 
who managed the evacuation site for the group. 


Looking toward the future the group will continue its mission o 
providing a safe and secure environment for all members of our 
school community by facilitating emergency training, identifying 
needed resources and collaborating with other community groups 
who can assist us in accomplishing this mission. 


Lastly, we would like to express our gratitude to the School Com- 
mittee, Board of Selectmen, School Department Administration, 
Town Manager, School Councils and community at large for their 
continued support of our efforts.

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Report of the 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS

The mission of the Department of Public Works is to maintain, 
preserve and protect the infrastructure and resources of the Town 
of Sandwich in the most efficient and effective manner. In order 
to fulfill this mission, the DPW strives to provide responsive and 
high quality public service to the residents of Sandwich. Each of 
the DPW departments plays a vital role in providing this service. 


2013 was a productive year for this Department. The DPW com- 
menced several significant infrastructure projects . throughout 
Town, ranging from minor sidewalk repairs to reconstruction of 
the drinking fountain plaza near Town Hall. A summary of DPW 
accomplishments and services are listed below. 


HIGHWAYS 

Public roads are the Town’s most valuable asset and deserve spe- 
cial attention on an annual basis. In order to provide safe roads 
for the travelling public, appropriate funds must be allocated for 
Town infrastructure. Unfortunately, due to rising costs and lim- 
ited funding, the DPW is not able to maintain roads as they have 
in the past. With the DPW’s sole pavement funding source com- 
ing from the State, another source must be sought to supplement 
the State funding. A Road Bond has been a topic of discussion for 
several years and is now at the forefront of Town priorities due to 
the deteriorating conditions of public roads, particularly subdivi- 
sion roads. The DPW continues to lobby for more funding from 
the State, but without guaranteed annual increases, supplement 
funding, such as a Road Bond, must be considered to cover rising 
infrastructure costs. 


Given the financial constraints, the DPW strives to maximize its 
resources by carefully implementing its on-going pavement man- 
agement plan. This plan entails proper planning to maintain, re- 
pair and reconstruct Sandwich’s 150 miles of public roads. Pay- 
ing treatments from this plan performed this past year include 
reclamation, milling, resurfacing and patching. 


The process of rehabilitating poor-conditioned roads is called 
pavement reclamation. The existing pavement and sub-grade are 
pulverized to create a homogeneous pavement base, which is then 


paved with a new surface. Pavement reclamation replaces the ol 
method of destruction, removal and replacement with new materi 
als. This saves on labor, fuel, equipment and most importantly 
natural resources by reusing the existing pavement. This proces 
was used on Boardley Road and Country Club Road. In orde 
to meet new State “Complete Street” policy standards to provid 
safer accommodations for bicyclists, Boardley Road was slightl 
widened to provide a safer shoulder and uniform width throughou 
the corridor. This method is applied to all reclaimed roads, wher 
appropriate and feasible. Special care is taken when widening t 
ensure shade trees and canopies are preserved and enhanced a 
part of this widening effort. 


Roads that are experiencing structural deficiencies but not in nee 
of base rehabilitation (e.g., reclamation), are good candidates fo 
cold planing and resurfacing. This process entails grinding (0 
milling) the distressed top layer of pavement and then resurfac 
ing the road with new asphalt. This treatment was performed o 
Harlow Road, South Sandwich Road and Tupper Road. 


Pothole patching, berm work, aprons and paving around drainag 
structures were also completed throughout Town. 


Sidewalks repairs were performed on Main Street and the Tuppe 
Road sidewalk was extended to Route 6A as part of an on-going 
plan to enhance pedestrian accessibility throughout Sandwich Vil- 
lage. 


Significant drainage projects were accomplished on George Gal- 
lant Road, Windsor Road, Tupelo Terrace, Old County Road, Har- 
low Road, Boardley Road and Tupper Road. 


The Department performed temporary repair of the Grist Mill wa- 
ter holding area, critical to the operation of the Grist Mill Water 
Wheel. Flow was restored to allow the Grist Mill to remain open 
during the peak tourist season. More permanent repairs to the 
holding areas and Grist Mill foundation are being evaluated. 


General maintenance performed by the highway crew included 
catch basin cleaning and repairs, clearing catch basin grates, pipe 
cleaning, street sweeping, sign construction and installation, road- 
side litter pick up, and various routine services to the residents. In 
total, the DPW responded to over 617 work order requests from 
the public. 


Two major storms, Winter Storm NEMO and a Nor’easter proved 
challenging for the DPW crews. Snow accumulations, tree dam- 
age and flooding required many hours of cleanup by the DPW. 
The significant tree damage during the storms resulted in over 
100 roads being inaccessible due to downed trees. The DPW con- 
tinued its debris cleanup well into the summer following these 
storms. The DPW thanks the residents for their patience during 
these severe storms. : 


SANITATION | 
The Sanitation Department completed its second year of the Pay- 
As-You-Throw (PAYT) program and first year under the Enter- 
prise Fund on July 1. The program continues to be successful as 
evidenced by numbers reported in the PAYT Year 2 Update. Solid 


aste continues to drop, down 50% compared to volumes prior to 
YT. Compared to recycling volumes prior to PAYT, commin- 
ed items (plastic, bottles, and cans) are up 72% and fiber (paper 
\d cardboard) is up 3.2%. Traffic volumes have decreased by 
16%, improving safety and flow through the facility as well as at 
e Route 130 DPW entrance. The total two-year solid waste cost 
oidance resulting from PAYT totals $280,000. 


anks go out to Gary Gray, newly appointed Sanitation Man- 
ager, and the entire Transfer Station crew for their efforts in tran- 
sitioning the public into this new system. Special thanks go to the 
sticker holders of Sandwich for their cooperation, understanding 
and patience as we fine-tuned this program over the course of two 
years. The recycling effort of the residents has been tremendous; 
the primary reason behind the success of the program. 


PARKS DEPARTMENT AND TREE WARDEN 

Many public trees were damaged during two significant storms 
this past winter. As is the policy during major storms, the DPW 
moved trees off the road to provide safe access to emergency ve- 
hicles and ultimately to the general travelling public. Following 
the storm, the DPW returned to cleanup trees and branches left 
on the roadside, pruning damaged limbs as necessary to improve 
aesthetics and ensure the health of the trees. 


The Department continued its general tree management plan by 
pruning and planting trees and clearing invasive undergrowth to 
preserve Sandwich’s public trees. Hazard trees were removed to 
ensure the safety of the pedestrians and motorists travelling on 
public roads and sidewalks. Thanks go out to volunteer Patrick 
Ellis, former DPW Superintendent and Tree Warden, for his as- 
sistance to the DPW related to the inspection, evaluation and man- 
agement of the public shade trees throughout Sandwich. 


The Town continued its aggressive program to brush and prune 
roadsides in an effort to maintain good sight distances and vertical 
clearance along roads while preserving valuable tree canopies. 


Our parks crew again demonstrated their ability to maintain our 
grounds in beautiful condition. The crew enthusiastically main- 
tained our flower beds, roadsides, cemeteries and numerous other 
highly visible public areas that are enjoyed by residents and visi- 
tors alike. In the tradition of Sandwich, the parks crew contin- 
ued to beautifully decorate the Town during the holiday seasons, 
including new displays to celebrate the Town’s upcoming 375th 
anniversary. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 

In 2013, the Town constructed approximately 3.3 miles of side- 
walk on Quaker Meetinghouse Road between Route 6A and Co- 
tuit Road. Funding was provided by a state grant through the 
“Massachusetts Department of Transportation. The Engineering 
Department provided construction administration and inspection 
services for the duration of the project. Engineering is working 
with MassDOT to improve the sidewalk within the State’s layout 
across Route 6 to complete this central pedestrian route. It is an- 
ticipated that this work will take place in 2014. 


Work was begun on renovations to the drinking fountain plaza 
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at Town Hall. Significant work was completed on the stone ma- 
sonry retaining walls within Mill Creek, one of the more chal- 
lenging components of this complex project. This work will also 
include a new pedestrian bridge over Mill Creek, relocation of the 
fountain within the plaza, and other elements. The Engineering 
Department is providing construction administration and inspec- 
tions. Construction is anticipated to be completed early in 2014. 


Construction of improvements at the Route 6 Exit 2 interchange 
(Route 130), and the Cotuit Road, Harlow Road, and South Sand- 
wich Road roundabout was completed. Traffic safety has long 
been problematic at these locations and the Department has ad- 
vocated for assistance implementing improvements. Funding and 
administration for both projects has been provided by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Transportation Highway Division and the 
Federal Highway Administration. 


The Engineering Department continued implementation of the 
Town’s Stormwater Management Plan as mandated by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA). This included educating 
the public and schools, adopting and enforcing regulations and 
improving drainage systems on public roads. EPA has indicated 
that a new permit may be issued in 2014 with substantial new re- 
quirements for sampling and management of stormwater runoff. 
The Department will assess the new permit when it is issued and 
advise the Town accordingly if additional budgetary or program- 
matic assistance will be needed. 


The Engineering Department assisted with planning and mainte- 
nance of Town roads and other infrastructure. Included were re- 
pairs to the Boardwalk which was heavily damaged in a Nor easter; 
pavement resurfacing of Boardley Road, Harlow Road, and South 
Sandwich Road; assistance with Chapter 90 road maintenance 
planning; assistance with coordination of winter maintenance op- 
erations; and numerous traffic safety assessments at various loca- 
tions. 


The Engineering Department assisted with development of sewer 
standards, adopted by the Town in anticipation of future growth. 
Review and construction inspection assistance was provided to 
the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals on various mat- 
ters. Technical support was also provided to Town departments 
in the form of GIS mapping, procurement assistance, and records 
research. 


I wish to thank all the Town Boards, Committees and Departments, 
particularly the Engineering Department, for their assistance and 
cooperation over the past year. I would like to commend all DPW 
employees for their tireless efforts and commitment to keep the 
Town of Sandwich safe and beautiful.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The program highlight of 2013 was Sandwich Reads Together’s 
choice of Any Given Day by Dennis Lehane. The celebrated nov- 
elist graciously accepted an invitation to visit Sandwich in May 
to meet and greet the fans of this work of historical fiction which 
takes place in early-twentieth century Boston and references the 
1919 Boston Police Strike, immigration, race relations and Babe 
Ruth’s Red Sox. Mr. Lehane entertained a filled to capacity town 
hall meeting room and spoke of the importance of libraries as the 
son of working class immigrants who saw books as a luxury. Le- 
hane got his first library card at the Uphams Corner branch of the 
Boston Public Library and learned, that you could take a book 
home on personal trust and responsibility and be fined only if you 
returned it late. The Tea Party calls that socialism. I call it the 
greatest good in the world. I stand before you because of libraries; 
so please support them. Write them a check if you can. Lehane 
spoke about his intensive historical research for his works and 
the voices of his characters. He graciously spent time answering 
questions and signing books for those in attendance. The Sand- 
wich Public Library is especially grateful for the efforts of the 
Sandwich Reads Together Committee and the financial support of 
the Sandwich Kiwanis Club’s Leverault Trust. 


Two significant articles were presented to voters at the May An- 
nual Town Meeting. The first was support of the Trustees gov- 
ernance of the library following a review of the Town Charter. 
Voters reaffirmed the importance of the elected Board of Trustees 
maintaining control of the policies and operations of the library. 
The second vote was to add additional funding to complete the re- 
placement of the library’s antiquated heating and cooling system, 
a project which should be completed in 2014 and will improve 
conditions at the library as well as being more cost effective. We 
are grateful for the support of voters who attended town meeting 
and supported these two initiatives. In addition, the library’s septic 
system was replaced. Our current standing on the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners Public Library Construction 
Grant list remains at second on the waiting list for construction of 
the South Sandwich Village Library at the Golden Triangle. 


We continue to provide library patrons with a vast array of digi- 
tal materials available for download on various devices. The li- 
brary provides downloadable e-books, magazines and music with 
150,000 items available. This year we launched Zinio, enabling 
access to 145 popular magazines including Consumer Reports 
and Newsweek complete with full text articles, images and links 
to media resources. We continue to meet the challenge of provid- 
ing digital content and resources to provide a 24/7 library to the 
community. 


The library continues to offer a variety of programming to meet 
the needs to many users from our Lap Babies Story Hour to Teen 
Writing and Acting Workshops to Book Discussion Groups. We 
are appreciative of our relationship with Titcomb’s Bookshop 
which enables us to host author visits which included Susan 
Branch, Thomas Mickey and Sally Gunning. One of the most 
well-received programs this year, as part of our History Talks 
series, was a visit from Sandwich Archeologist David Wheelock 
and property owner Tom Keyes discussing the archaeological dig 
on the 17th century Thomas Tobey house currently taking place 
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in Sandwich Village. 1,812 children participated in our Summ 
Reading Program, Dig Into Reading , and our weekly Wednesda 
evening family programming included animals, music and story 
telling. 

The library’s meeting rooms continue to be booked by communi 
groups, large and small. Demand for public meeting space result- 
ed in the creation of a conference room to accommodate smalle 
groups including writers’ groups, artists and the many subcom- 
mittees of the 375th Celebration. Our meeting rooms were uti- 
lized 742 times this year and provide a forum for public discourse 
and engagement as well as cultural entertainment. 


The Library Trustees began our 5- Year Strategic Planning process 
with the first two meetings held prior to the end of the year witha 
cross-section of community members providing their vision of the 
library’s role in the community. Marian Gurney was named Chair 
of the Trustees with Mark Wiklund serving as Vice-Chair and the 
Board welcomed Edwin (Ted) Scribner as a new member and ac- 
cepted the resignation of John McDonagh. 

On behalf of the Library Trustees, I would like to extend my 
appreciation to the library staff, the Friends of the Library, the 
Friends of the Sandwich Town Archives and the many volunteers 
and community members who contribute to the library through 
their time, financial resources and passion.

The Glass Town Cultural District Steering Committee completed 
its inaugural year in November, 2013 with the establishment of 
sponsorships with two of the town’s leading organizations, the 
375th Committee and First Night Sandwich. Donations were 
made possible by donations from the Sandwich Visitors Board, 
Friends of the Sandwich Public Library and Friends of Sandwich 
Town Hall. 


The Adams Arts Program supports projects that revitalize com- 
munities, create jobs, grow creative industries, and increase 
engagement in cultural activities by Massachusetts residents and 
visitors. The grant awarded the Cultural District $24,375 over a 
two-year period, with matching funds contributed by the Town 
of Sandwich, and contributions from the Sandwich Visitor Ser- 
vices Board, the Friends of Sandwich Public Library and Friends 
of Sandwich Town Hall. The award was announced in September 
and the steering committee is formalizing a long-range plan for 
the use of the funds.

Report of the 
WESTON MEMORIAL FUND 


The current Sandwich Public Library building opened in 1911. 
It was then known as the Weston Memorial Library. The 1911 
library building was made possible by a gift of Sophia and Wil- 
liam Weston. The Westons were Sandwich natives who had no 
children and wished to leave all of their property to the Town of 
Sandwich for a public library. The trust fund created by William’s 
will is today known as the Weston Memorial Fund. The Weston 
Memorial Fund has grown from $20,000 to $747,349 as of June 
30, 2013. The growth is attributable to a strong tradition of Sand- 
wich residents donating to the fund, and through the investment 
efforts of its trustees. Three trustees elected at our annual town 
elections manage the fund. Trustees transfer the annual income 
from the fund to the Sandwich Public Library to help pay for its 
operation. The fund’s principal is preserved and invested for the 
future. 


The Fund distributed $17,203.10 to the Town for library purposes 
for fiscal year 2013. This compares to $15,451 in fiscal year 2012. 
Continued low interest rates impacted our income and we expect 
this level of low interest income to prevail for the near future. 
The allocation of assets in the Fund reflects a balanced investment 
approach with long-term objectives of increasing the Fund value 
and income. The market value of the Fund was $747,349.27 as of 
June 30, 2013, compared to $655,913 as of June 30, 2012. When 
adjusted for contributions received, the total annual return was 
more than 16%. 


The challenge of creating income in a low-interest-rate environ- 
ment continues. Our conservative investment philosophy has 
dampened the downside of the fund assets relative to other indi- 
ces. We note that dividends currently provide more income than 
bonds — an historical anomaly. 
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The Trustees of the Sandwich Public Library help us coordina’ 
an annual appeal to residents of the Town. The annual appe 
donations are assigned to the Endowment Fund, which has gro 
to be the second largest component of the Weston Memorial Fund. 
We thank you and encourage everyone to make an annual do- 

nation to this important fund for the library. |

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Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority is an independent governmen- 
tal entity administered by a Board of Commissioners consisting 
of four members elected by the voters of Sandwich and a fifth 
member appointed by the Governor of the Commonwealth. 


The mission of the Sandwich Housing Authority is to provide safe 
and affordable housing for low and moderate income persons, en- 
courage self-sufficiency, and continuously pursue opportunities 
for the expansion of affordable housing units whenever financial 
or regulatory opportunities may exist. 


The Authority currently provides housing for families, senior 
citizens and people with special needs at properties located on 
George Fernandes Way and at Hansen Village on Tom’s Way. 


These properties include: 


28 units of state-funded Section 667 elderly housing 


8 units of state-funded Section 667 congregate housing 


13 units state-funded Section 705 family housing 


12 units of state-funded Section 689 
special needs housing 


3 units of CPC-funded rental housing 


The Authority also administers State and Federal rental vouchers 
which can be utilized at non-SHA rental properties throughout the 
area including: 


10 state-funded MRVP vouchers for low-income 
families and individuals 


20 state-funded AHVP vouchers for low-income 
& disabled individuals 


28 HUD Section 8 vouchers for low-income families 
and individuals. 


2013 was both a challenging and an exciting year for the Sand- 
wich Housing Authority. 

As with housing agencies across the Commonwealth, the SHA 
continued to see a growing demand which far exceeded its sup- 
ply of available housing. There were many bright spots, however, 
over the past year and the SHA is very appreciative to the Com- 
munity Preservation Committee and the members of Town Meet- 
ing for their continued confidence and support on two new afford- 
able housing initiatives. 


Sandwich RAP Program —Three Sandwich families now occupy 
homes that were acquired and renovated using a portion of the 
RAP funds which were approved by the Community Preservation 
Committee (CPC) and Town Meeting. Under this program, CPC 
funds are used by the SHA as a down payment to acquire and ren- 
ovate an existing housing unit for a qualified family. The income 
generated through the rental of the unit is then used to fund the 
monthly mortgage payment to a local bank. The SHA continues 
to review available properties and may acquire additional units in 
the future. 
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Expansion of George Fernandes Way -- The Authority contin : 
ues to work with its development team to create 24 new units off 
affordable housing on SHA-owned land adjacent to George Fer: 
nandes Way (GFW). The Community Preservation Committ 
originally awarded $1.85 million toward this project; as a result o 
the 2013 Fall Town Meeting, $450,000 of this award is now avail 
able to preserve the existing 12 units at GFW. This money will 
matched by a $450,000 grant that the Housing Authority receive 
under the Massachusetts Department of Housing and Communi 
Development (DHCD) High Leverage Asset Preservation Pro- 
gram (or HLAPP). 


South Sandwich Village---The Authority has been working with 
the Town of Sandwich and the selected developer of South Sand- 
wich Village to grant an easement through the Housing Author- 
ity’s property at 20 Tom’s Way (or better known as Hansen Vil- 
lage) to facilitate required road and sewer infrastructure. 


The Board of Commissioners would like to formally welcome 
Tobin Wirt who joined the Housing Authority Board as the Goy- 
ernor’s State Appointee in April 2013. The Board would also like 
to thank our Executive Director and Staff for all of their continued 
efforts during the year as well as their ability to find a positive side 
to almost every situation! 


The Authority would also like to thank Town Manager Bud Dun- 
ham, the Board of Selectmen, the Police & Fire Departments, the 
Department of Public Works, the Council on Aging, the Board 
of Health, the Town Planner and all the other town agencies for 
their continued assistance, cooperation and support throughout 
the year.

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ANDWICH PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


e Public Health Nursing Department continues to focus on its 
ission to provide services and information to the residents of 
Town of Sandwich which would assist them in maintaining/ 
improving the quality of their health. 


y plan for the year was to focus on vaccine preventable diseases 
and to work on disseminating information about tick borne dis- 
eases and the preventative measures available. 


The Sandwich Human Services Association began planning early 
in 2013 for the Sandwich Wellness Day which was held March 23, 
2013 in the Wing School. This department provided information 
on age based immunizations, tick-borne diseases, tick removers, 
and healthy eating as well as an opportunity to receive the Tdap 
(tetanus, diphtheria, acellular pertussis) vaccine, which is recom- 
mended by CDC as a one time dose for adults. I also organized 
County, VNA, and acupuncturist involvement. 


I began meeting in February with Larry Dapsis (County Ento- 
mologist) to begin planning for the Cape’s extended tick season. I 
also recruited Larry to present information at the Sandwich Well- 
ness Day. I met with managers from our local hardware stores to 
explore setting up small areas in the stores where I could place in- 
formation sheets on ticks, the diseases they cause, and preventative 
measures available. I also requested that items such as permethrin 
and deet be readily available close to the information areas. I pro- 
vided information to all residents accessing the services of this de- 
partment and placed packets of information in the library. Despite 
all of the above, Sandwich still had 155 cases of confirmed, sus- 
pect, or probable cases of tick borne diseases reported through the 
MassachusettsDisease Surveillance System. These are just the re- 
ported cases; actual cases are probably much more. Lyme disease 
was the most common but Babesiosis and Human Granulocytic 
Anaplasmosis were also reported among the tick borne diseases. 
Unfortunately, we have another tick which is inhabiting our area, 
the lone star tick. At this time, researchers are uncertain as to what 
this means for disease presentation and treatment but prevention 
is the same...permethrin on clothes and deet on skin. The Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health also reported cases of: 


Calicivirus/Norovirus 
Campylobacteriosis 

Giardiasis 

Hepatitis B 

Hepatitis C 

Influenza 

Listeriosis 

Salmonellosis 

Shiga toxin producing organism 
Varicella

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Massachusetts requires through General Laws, Chapter 111, sec- 
tions 6 and 7 that specified diseases are investigated by the local 
health department and reported back to the MDPH. In these situ- 
ations I am mandated by the state to follow-up with documented 
individuals and gather specified information to send back to the 
MDPH. 


Once again we have contracted with U. Mass. to bill insurance 
companies for us. We also have contracts with Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health, Medicare, and Mass Health in an effort 
to ensure, in most cases, no charge, easy accessability of CDC 
recommended vaccines to children and adults living in Sandwich. 
I continue to hold shot clinics the 2nd Tuesday of each month and 
gave 65 immunizations (Pneumovax, Hepatitis A, Mumps/Mea- 
sles/Rubella, Tetanus/Diphtheria/Acellular Pertussis, Zostavax 
(shingles), Varivax, and Menactra as well as the Mantoux test this 
past year. 


We have had 2 well attended adult flu clinics and 1 pediatric flu 
clinic and continue to immunize residents on a daily basis. The 
flu is just beginning to make an appearance on the Cape and there 
is still time to be immunized. The predominant A strain being 
cultured is HIN1 which is a component of this year’s vaccine. 


There were 216 walk-in visits and medical calls this year. Medical 
care remains similar to last year: dressing changes; skin checks; 
suture removal; wound care; medical questions; discussions with 
doctors; lawyers; elder services; family members, and the VNA. 
There were 136 blood pressure checks done in the office and at 
Shawme Heights and Hansen Village. 


There were 136 B12 intramuscular injections given both in the 
office and at home visits. This service requires a doctor’s order 
and is free for residents of Sandwich. I made 33 home visits for: 
medication assessments/refills; psychiatric issues; immunizations; 
acute illness assessments; and family concerns. 


The equipment shed, which houses durable medical equipment, 
(wheelchairs, walkers, commodes, canes, shower chairs and 
benches) continued to be active with 256 access points recorded. 
This service is free of charge for residents of Sandwich who may 
borrow from the shed from 8:30AM-4:30PM. 


I continue to be grateful for the professionalism, flexibility, and 
dependability of the registered nurses who readily volunteer their 
time to work at clinics. Many thanks to Maureen Schneider, Cathy 
Baker, Susan Selby, Carolyn Washburn, and Janice Wiehe. Also, 
thanks to Marilyn Bassett, Rosemary Rhodes, Gerry Selby, Patri- 
cia Young, Irene Papscy, Martha Johnson, Joanne Heatley, Joan 
Foley, Addie Finn and Rosemarie Fariello for providing the much 
appreciated administrative support for the clinics. 


I also wish to thank Jeannette Scales, Administrative Assistant, 
for working on all of our clinics and managing the office on a 
daily basis.

Report of The 
SANDWICH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The mission of the Council on Aging is to 1) advocate on behalf 
of Sandwich elders in addressing their needs by identifying and 
developing resources of assistance; 2) provide information, refer- 
ral, outreach, nutrition and health services, in cooperation with 
other Town Departments and area agencies; 3) enhance quality 
of life for seniors and the community by providing educational, 
recreation, cultural programs and activities; and 4) set policy for 
operation of the Council on Aging. 


Our senior citizen population (age 60+) is 5,686 (27% of the pop- 
ulation). We know there will continue to be a dramatic increase 


in the numbers of residents turning 60 — in 2023 the projected 
number is 9,576 — 45% of the population (based on numbers in 


2013 census). Your Council on Aging staff and Board of Direc- 
tors as well as our Friends of Sandwich Council on Aging are 
aware and concerned of this growth trend and will continue to 
advocate to ensure your Council on Aging is able to serve this 
growing population. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and well be- 
ing of our senior citizens and their families. Living independently 
and safely in one’s own home as long as possible is important to 
most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is crucial to that 
goal. We work closely with many local, state and federal agen- 
cies to leverage as much assistance as possible. We continue to 
try to meet the challenge to supplement funding cuts to programs 
that are important to senior citizens. Much of the help we receive 
comes from donations and the willingness of Sandwich citizens of 
all ages to help in so many ways. 


We provide programs to address outreach needs and/or concerns, 
information and referrals, advocacy for senior citizens and their 
family members. In FY 13, our Outreach Program assisted 322 
senior citizens plus assisted an additional 75 with applications for 
fuel assistance. We also assisted 171 community members under 
age 60 and provided fuel assistance intake assistance for 35 fami- 
lies age 59 and under in Fiscal 2013. 


As a service to community members of all ages, we continue to 
oversee the Global Petroleum Oil donation as well as continue to 
be an intake site for the State Fuel Assistance Program through 
South Shore Community Action. We encourage residents of any 
age struggling with heating bills to contact us at 508-888-4737 to 
inquire about program guidelines. 


Our Volunteer Program is crucial to our operation. Talented and 
dedicated volunteers deserve most of the credit for the success of 
the work of the Council on Aging. If you are interested in helping 
out please contact our Volunteer Coordinator at 508-888-4737. 
You do not have to be over age 60 to volunteer! Our volunteers 
make possible many programs such as: Reception Desk coverage, 
Seminars, Friendly Visitors, Handyman Repair Program, Tele- 
phone Reassurance, Intergenerational Programs, Transportation 
and our Newsletter collating. Our Board Members are also vol- 
unteers as are the Friends of Sandwich Council on Aging Board. 
In FY 13, our 93 volunteers gave 7,586 hours valued at $159,306. 
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Our volunteers are vital not only to the Council on Aging but to 
Sandwich residents. We honor them each year with a recognitio 
luncheon made possible with State Formula Grant funds. 


Our Transportation Program: The Council on Aging has two 
vehicles — 12 passenger van as well as a bus we received through a 
grant award from the Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority in Feb- 
ruary, 2010. We operate our passenger vans to transport seniors to 
medical appointments, grocery shopping, pharmacy, banks, area 
malls, and errands such as the library, town offices, hair dressers, 
barbers as well as to programs at the Council on Aging. We also 
transport to Sight Loss Support Group once a month. These pro- 
grams are possible through the generous donation of time by our 
van volunteers. The users of this service pay a donation to support 
this program and necessary maintenance costs. 


We also have volunteer drivers available to drive seniors to medi- 
cal appointments. This program is critical, as many seniors can 
no longer drive. 


The Town now funds a part-time (15 hour) driver to assist us to 
adequately provide for the transportation needs of elders who no 
longer (or should not) drive. 


Other Programs: We provide many social, educational and well- 
ness programs and we encourage you to explore our offerings. 


Staff or volunteers responded to 25,921 Telephone calls (22,382 
in FY12) for general information and referral, transportation, 
educational seminars, social programs, outreach requests, fuel as- 
sistance, financial assistance, health issues/screenings, and insur- 
ance counseling —SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs 
of Elders). 


Participation at our programs was 16,321 (12,951 FY 12) in areas 


such as our many classes, seminars, socials, day trips, luncheons, 
transportation to medical appointments, grocery shopping, ap- 
pointments for lawyers, tax preparation, health screenings, sup- 
port groups and wellness programs were handled during FY 13. 
Evening and Saturday fitness programs continue to be very popu- 
lar. 


THE NEWSLETTER: Our newsletter is published 10 months 
(December/January and July/August are combined) and is made 
possible with the support of local merchants who advertise in our 
Newsletter. We receive no town funds. They make possible the 
printing and mailing of our Newsletter (16,980 in FY 13) to 2,000+ 
businesses and residents. In order to save postage costs, we do en- 
courage receiving via e-mail. This Newsletter communicates the 
programs and services being offered at the Council on Aging as 
well as information on health, legal and financial issues.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH VETERANS’ SERVICES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Sandwich: 


The following report is of the activities of the Department of Vet- 
erans’ Services for Calendar Year 2013. Our duties are catego- 
rized in two basic areas: Benefits and Services. 


Commonwealth Low-income Benefits: 

This program is covered and authorized under Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 115. It provides financial assistance to 
honorably-discharged veterans who establish need and worthiness 
and are residents of the Town of Sandwich. During the year the 
Town, through our office, extended benefits to qualified veterans 
totaling $19,300 for housing, food, heat, medical and other related 
costs. The amount expended was reimbursed to the Town by the 
Commonwealth at a rate of 75% of total expenditures. 


Federal Benefits and Services: 

We assisted veterans and their dependents in obtaining federal, 
state and local benefits under the broad umbrella of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs. These services included payments for 
service-connected disabilities, pensions, education, medical, buri- 
al, medals and records. During the year, this office assisted in ob- 
taining over $4.3 million in cash payments for compensation and 
pensions for Sandwich veterans and their dependents. The federal 
monies greatly reduce pressure on the Commonwealth benefits. 


Our objective is to be a one-stop center for all of the benefit needs 
of both veterans and their spouses and our staff works very hard 
to meet that goal. We are anxious and willing to assist with claims 
and information for the full range of available services. 


We encourage any veteran or dependent of a veteran to contact 
us at 1-888-778-8701 Monday through Friday from 8:30 AM to 
4:30 PM. We can also schedule appointments in one of our of- 
fices, in the Town Hall, at your home or any location that is best 
for you. For the convenience of our Sandwich veterans, we also 
keep office hours at the Sandwich Council on Aging on Wednes- 
day afternoons.

Report of the 
CAPE COD REGIONAL 
TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Cape Cod Regional Transit Authority (CCRTA) has provid- 
ed in Sandwich 22,296 one-way passenger trips from July 2012 
through June 2013 (FY 13). 


CCRTA provided 217 general public clients in Sandwich with 
DART (Dial-a-Ride Transportation) service during FY13. These 
clients took a total of 15,857 one-way passenger trips during this 
time period. Total DART passenger trips in the fifteen towns of 
Cape Cod were 179,373 in FY12 compared to 200,536 in FY 13. 


CCRTA FY 13 records for the Boston Hospital Transportation ser- 
vice indicates 23 Sandwich residents took 139 one-way trips on 
this service. 


The fixed route Sandwich Line serves the towns of Sandwich, 
Bourne and Mashpee. A total of 5476 one-way trips originated in 
Sandwich for the Sandwich Line for the period for the period July 
2012 through June 2013; total ridership for the Sandwich Line for 
this period was 13,171. 


CCRTA supplied the Sandwich Council on Aging with one Mo- 
bility Assistance Program (MAP) vehicle that provided 963 rides 
from July 2012 to June 2013.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Forestdale School 

As of October Ist, the student population at Forestdale School 
stood at 703. In addition to a K-8 heterogeneous configuration of 
regular and special education students who attend regular educa- 
tion classrooms, Forestdale houses three district-wide Commu- 
nication Skills Development Special Education Programs. We 
implement a social skills development program in all grades. 
Teachers in grades K-5 implement Responsive Classroom and 
teachers in grades 6-8 implement Developmental Designs . Both 
programs teach skills in listening, speaking, respect, and caring, 
while incorporating the academic curriculum. In grades K-4, Sec- 
ond Steps Anti-bullying program is implemented and a bullying 
program from the Massachusetts Aggression Reduction Center 
(MARC) out of Bridgewater State University is implemented in 
grades 5-8. 


Forestdale teachers continue to use the Literacy Collaborative 
model for reading instruction and Writer’s Workshop for writ- 
ing instruction. The Everyday Math program continues in grades 
K-6. The Full Option Science System (FOSS) program is used 
for science in grades K-6. Grade 6 also uses the Science Educa- 
tion for Public Understanding Program (SEPUP). Both programs 
offer hands-on engaging activities to support learning and under- 
standing. 


Professional development continues to focus on English/language 
arts (ELA), mathematics, science, and inquiry based learning. 
Teachers work in grade level groups as well as cross grade levels 
district-wide on a monthly basis. Science work is focusing on the 
development of a district-wide science curriculum. ELA is de- 
veloping writing benchmarks that will be used across the district. 
This year, teachers in grades seven and eight received professional 
development in Project Based Learning (PBL) in preparation for 
STEM Academy. 


Students enjoy a wide variety of co-curricular classes during the 
school day which include art, music, physical education, and li- 
brary. Students also may avail themselves of opportunities after 
school such as intramural sports, drama, and art classes. World 
languages (French, Spanish, and Latin) are offered to students in 
grade seven and eight. 


Forestdale School begins the day with Music Everyday, a pro- 
gram brought to us from the Cape Cod Symphony. Each week 
a different composer is featured. Daily, students are read a short 
paragraph about the composer and one of his/her compositions. 
They then listen to the concerto or movement by that composer. 
Additionally, members from the symphony visit Forestdale and 
present a program that integrates classical music with education. 
In the spring, students learned about recycling, reusing, and re- 
ducing through music and musical instruments. 


We continue to bring extraordinary learning experiences to stu- 
dents. Some of these include AmeriCorps Water Festival for grade 
4 and 5 where students learn all about water and its properties; 
Yarmouth Minutemen re-enact aspects of the American Revolu- 
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tion for grade 5 students, Massachusetts Audubon and Wildlif 
Pasture Sanctuary provide exhibits on wildlife in the Cape C 
area for grade 2 students; and Geography Game Show is a pre 
sentation (questions and answers) by an individual who teache 
geography through drawing to students in grade 4, 6, and 7. 


Parents and the community support Forestdale students through 
volunteering in classrooms. The Forestdale PTA continues to be 
instrumental in funding enrichment programs, student field trips, 
and other festive events throughout the year. 


We are grateful for the community, parents, staff, and students 
at Forestdale School who work together each day on making the 
Forestdale School a positive and productive learning community. 


Oak Ridge School 

The Oak Ridge School serves a population of 726 students in kin- 
dergarten through grade 8 and has 76 full and part time staff with 
34 general education classrooms. Oak Ridge has developed a stu- 
dent leadership and recognition system that incorporates school 
service, scholarship, sportsmanship, and leadership and provides 
a system of awards for exemplary demonstration. Our grade 5-8 
Student Councils are very active in supporting class, school, and 
community activities and raising money for multiple charitable 
causes. 


This school has a dynamic PTA (with 100% teacher enrollment) 
that supports the work of our staff and students. Our teachers 
and parents bring evening activities for students and families in- 
cluding Family Math and Science Night, Family Movie Nights, 
a Holiday Fair, a Talent Show, and the Oak Ridge Idol as well 
as informational nights for parents. We also provide enrichment 
activities during the school day such as The Power of One Anti- 
bullying Production, author visits, and many field trips such as the 
Christa McAuliffe Challenger Center and Plimoth Plantation. 


Our strong home-school partnership contributes to a positive 
school environment and we are all working toward a common 
goal in the best interests of our children. Teachers and parents 
also participate in the Respect for Human Differences Committee 
comprised of parents and teachers who work diligently together 
to help students recognize and celebrate both their uniqueness and 
community, and empower students to support others in the world 
community. We also have an energetic School Advisory Council 
that meets regularly to support school initiatives and goals. 


With other K-8 schools in the district, the Oak Ridge School 
collaborates with Superintendent Canfield and administrators in 
aligning our school improvement efforts to carry out the district 
mission, vision, values and goals and in implementing the Com- 
mon Core Standards in all curriculum areas. Professional devel- 
opment in Project-Based Learning has been extensive this year as 
we ready our schools to open the STEM Academy for grades 7-8 
in the fall. Our schools have developed professional learning com- 
munities through our Curriculum Coordinators to examine cur- 
riculum data in ELA, math, and science to enhance teaching and 
learning. We are working diligently to map district curriculum. 


Our elementary schools provide on-going literacy professional 


velopment led by school-based literacy teachers and our ELA 
rdinators. We are dedicated Literacy Collaborative Schools 
ith three literacy teachers who insure students regularly engage 
guided reading, writing workshop and language and word study. 
dditionally each elementary school has two specially trained 
ading Recovery teachers to develop our emergent readers in 
des K-1. We also have two mathematics interventionists serv- 
all grade levels in each school and implement the response to 
intervention model to address individual student needs. 


Our K-8 schools offer Music, Physical Education, Art, and Li- 
classes for all students except those in the half-day kinder- 
garten program and a district-wide band program starting at grade 
4, Additionally, we offer French, Spanish and Latin for students 
in grades 7 and 8 daily as well as Chinese cultural enrichment in 
grades K-6. 


Our teachers are trained in and use the social competency pro- 
grams of Responsive Classroom and Developmental Designs 
that focus on the research based connection between social and 
emotional learning and academic success for all students. Our As- 
sistant Principals implement Bully Busters anti-bullying program 
and develop student leaders who then teach the program in class- 
rooms. 


Our schools also engage closely with the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments to enhance our Emergency Response through practicing 
multiple on-site evacuations and lockdowns, increasing security 
measures throughout the school, and providing additional safety 
information for substitute teachers, volunteers, and all parents. 


Our schools have Smartboards and Elmo document cameras in the 
majority of classrooms in the school. There is a dedicated Tech- 
nology Integration Specialist in each building to instruct teachers 
and students. Our schools offer both full and half day kindergar- 
ten programs and an Extended Day Program from 7:00 a.m. until 
6:00 p.m. daily. We provide clubs and activities such as Home- 
work, Chess and Scrabble Club and, for grade 7 and 8 students, 
intramural sports such as baseball, softball, basketball, soccer and 
field hockey. 


Henry T. Wing School 

The Henry T. Wing School provides a safe and respectful environ- 
ment for all students, staff, and volunteers. We strive to develop 
confident, enthusiastic, and high achieving learners. We support 
and challenge each student to become an engaged, active and re- 
sponsible citizen in an increasingly complex world. Fulfilling this 
mission for our K-8 school of 800 students is the shared responsi- 
bility of the school, home, and community. 


The Wing School has a very active PTA that supports the work of 
staff and students. The PTA helps support student activities and 
enrichment through their fundraising efforts. Additionally they 
provide a variety of support to the students and staff through their 
consistent volunteerism. There is also a strong home-school part- 
nership that contributes to a positive school environment and truly 
makes the Wing School a family. 


Students participate in a wide variety of extra-curricular activities 
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including, but not limited to, student council, ASLP, bingo nights, 
math counts, math club, band, chorus, dramatic performances, 
dance, grade 7 and 8 intramural sports, and service projects. Par- 
ents are kept up to date about events at the school through month- 
ly newsletters, our website, the Virtual Backpack, our Twitter ac- 
count and our Alert Now system. 


The Wing School staff regularly participates in professional de- 
velopment. This summer our grade 7 and 8 teachers participated 
in a week-long training on Project-Based Learning in preparation 
for the opening of the STEM Academy. All of our teachers par- 
ticipate in monthly professional development aligned with our 
on-going relationship with Lesley College and the Literacy Col- 
laborative Program. They also received bi-monthly professional 
development in either math or science that focuses on a deepened 
understanding of content standards and effective pedagogy. 


We have worked diligently this year to evaluate and revise some 
of our safety procedures and protocols at the Wing School. In 
partnership with the Wing leadership team, town safety officials 
and our PTA, we have made changes to our student drop-off/pick- 
up procedures along with the traffic flow around our building, re- 
sulting in increased safety and security for our students. 


The continued success of the Wing School is a result of well devel- 
oped relationships and a strong collaborative partnership between 
students, staff and parents. Each member positively contributes 
to a culture of support, trust and high expectations that define the 
Wing School Family. 


Sandwich High School 

The 2012-2013 school year was a year replete with satisfaction, 
pride, and most importantly forward progress towards our goals 
of providing a top flight 21st century education for our deserv- 
ing learners. Life at Sandwich High School is framed around its 
core values of Performance, Respect, Integrity, Dedication, and 
Excellence. Teachers have designed curriculum, instruction, and 
assessment around the school’s academic, social, and civic expec- 
tations. Students and parents are well versed in our core values 
and demonstrate not only awareness, but also a deep understand- 
ing of their application to all aspects of student life in academics, 
arts, and athletics. These core values have proved steadfast, as 
they have shaped the centrality of thought that guided Sandwich 
High School through an exciting year of affirmation, growth, and 
change. 


The opening date for the STEM Academy has been set for Sep- 
tember, 2014. This important decision put into place a well cho- 
reographed plan involving town officials, administrators, teachers, 
parents, students, and community members serving in advisory 
positions. Each group of stakeholders has brought forth meaning- 
ful and multi-faceted wisdom as we work together to ensure a suc- 
cessful opening. Since the summer of 2013, staff members have 
had the opportunity to engage in professional development in Proj- 
ect Based Learning developing new strategies for interdisciplin- 
ary instruction and authentic forms of assessment. The emphasis 
throughout all STEM planning has been on rigor, relevance, and 
relationships. Plans are well underway for expanded opportuni- 
ties in the arts and athletics for our STEM students as well. 


In the midst of all the energy and excitement that has defined the 
STEM planning year, Sandwich High School hosted its 2013 de- 
cennial accreditation visit from the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges (NEASC). The visit culminated a three year 
self study and lays the foundation for the next ten year cycle of 
continuous growth that has defined our journey at SHS! The vis- 
iting team was composed of 16 educators from throughout New 
England. Its members conducted a thorough and thoughtful ex- 
amination of evidence, assessed the prevalence of our core values 
in action, and met with teachers, students, parents, administra- 
tors, and town leaders. While the final report will not be delivered 
until the spring of 2014, the visiting team departed after provid- 
ing us with a very positive impression of their experience. It was 
clear from the start of the visit to its culmination that our students 
served as outstanding ambassadors of Blue Knight Pride leaving a 
lasting and positive impression on our guests! 


Another major change impacting all school districts throughout 
Massachusetts has been the roll out of the new Educator Evalua- 
tion tool. Thanks to our terrific technology team at SHS, teachers 
throughout the entire district have been well trained and supported 
as we work together to ensure a smooth transition to this statewide 
model which places increased emphasis on professional growth 
and collaboration. 


Sandwich High School continues its expansion of program offer- 
ings. Planning is underway for courses in computer programming 
both at the STEM Academy and at the high school. Our inau- 
gural year of Advanced Placement Economics is off to a strong 
start as is our new offering in Debate Theory. Plans for a SHS 
Debate Team are taking shape! All existing and new courses at 
Sandwich High School are vetted through the ATLAS curriculum 
mapping process providing consistency and emphasis on shared 
understandings. 


Student athletes continue to be a source of great pride as Sand- 
wich High School continued its unbroken record of winning the 
MIAA Sportsmanship Award. Our highly successful girls’ volley- 
ball team, girls’ soccer team, field hockey team and golf team kept 
the fans engaged deep into post season. Our music and theater 
programs continue to shine as record numbers of students per- 
formed in the fall production of Night of the Living Dead as well 
as Sandwich Soul, band and chorus. 


Against this backdrop of academic, athletic and artistic success, a 
dedicated group of teachers, called the Collaborative Design Team, 
continues to meet regularly to take care of the NEASC process 
and STEM transition working closely with the principal and su- 
perintendent to implement new programs and initiatives designed 
to provide our students with twenty first century skills. Sandwich 
High School continues to boast excellent test scores in MCAS, 
SAT, and AP testing. 90% of SHS grads advanced to higher edu- 
cation with graduates of the Class of 2013 attending some of the 
most prestigious colleges and universities in the country. 


In closing, feedback from our graduates provides us with the as- 
surances that Sandwich High School stands tall in its commitment 
to preparing students as lifelong learners imbued with a sense of 
responsibility to the global community. The town of Sandwich 
can take great pride in the accomplishments of its young people. 
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Special Education 

Within the special education department, staff has been working 
extremely hard throughout the district to meet the individual needs 
of all students being serviced on an IEP (Individualized Education | 
Program). 


Our School to Work program is in the second year at Sandwich 
High School to meet the social, emotional, academic and voca- 
tional needs of students. There are twelve students in the program 
and the academic and vocational success of students has been very 
rewarding. Providing a work experience embedded into the daily 
schedule has allowed students to be exposed to vocational inter- 
ests of students that may transform into careers beyond gradua- 
tion. The program has generated such interest that many students 
are hoping to enroll next year. The collaboration that has occurred 
with local business owners has been appreciated and rewarding as 
a school- community partnership. 


We have implemented many aspects of technology to provide ad- 
ditional access to educational programs which has been very suc- 
cessful at all grade levels-PreK-12. With the addition of iPADS, 
Smart boards, FM Systems, and software programs contributing 
to the instruction within each program, student growth at many 
levels has been remarkable. 


The Spinnaker Program is completing its fifth year of program 
implementation with extensive professional development being 
provided to service students with Autism and other related dis- 
abilities. The success of our students in this program has been 
outstanding and it has been wonderful to see the improved verbal 
communication and social skill development of all children. 


Within Sandwich High School we have added Reading Courses 
and Language Based offerings for students that will reinforce and 
provide interventions and strategies for both reading and written 
language. The Learning Center, Social Development Program, 
Life Skills Program, inclusion academic programs and itinerant 
services have provided a comprehensive model serving to meet 
the needs of all students with success. 


Social workers within the district have been providing valuable 
support for students in small groups, individual and whole class 
interventions regarding social skills, problem solving and strate- 
gies to promote the self esteem and confidence of all students. 


Extensive Professional Development has been provided for staff 
in the areas of IEP ( Individualized Education Program) goal writ- 
ing, specialized reading programs (Lexia, Edmark, Wilson, Read 
Naturally), Math Recovery, Speech and Language training for As- 
sistive Technology, Transition Planning and Social Skills. 


This past year we completed the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education’s six year audit-CPR (Coordinated Program 
Review) of Special Education, Civil Rights and English Language 
Learners. The outcomes in all areas were recognized with high 
regards and commendations from DESE. Our staff has much to 
be proud of, as validated in the results of this comprehensive au- 
dit. We are very fortunate to have the outstanding staff provide 
the high level of commitment and passion for students within the 
Sandwich Public schools. 


Facilities Department — Alan Hall 

I am proud to submit this report as an update on the Facilities of 
the Sandwich Public Schools. The Facilities Department has con- 
ducted several improvements over the past year. Below you will 
find a short list of some of the major improvements at each site. 
Along with the planned maintenance, last February the district 
suffered major damages caused by Blizzard NEMO. 


Some of the storm related issues included the High School’s 1974 
Generator along with the frozen Fire Suppression Sprinkler burst 
at the Oak Ridge School and substantial wind damage at the For- 
estdale and the High School Athletic field fencing. During the 
storm the High School was used as a Regional Shelter and the 
Custodial and Maintenance staff worked diligently to accommo- 
date all of their needs. 

In June the High School had a major underground Electrical Ser- 
vice failure. The Town’s Insurance provider assisted the district 
with the funds to make the necessary repairs. 


Also, with the suspension of the Sandwich Community School, 
the Sandwich Public Schools Facilities Department has taken on 
the responsibility for the scheduling and coordination of all inter- 
nal and external Facilities uses. Mimi Shorten, long-time Com- 
munity School employee, has transferred to the schools’ Facilities 
Department. 


We have also improved the Custodial supply ordering process by 
centralizing the purchases and warehousing them at Sandwich 
High School under the direction of the Assistant Director of Fa- 
cilities, Mr. Jamie Booth. The Facilities Department is also over- 
seeing the district’s school security. The two new staff members 
on that team make daily rounds to inspect all access and egress 
along with the perimeters of the facilities and grounds. 


I would like to thank each staff member of the Sandwich Public 
Schools Facilities Department for their hard work and dedication 
to the Sandwich Public Schools.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School foundation enroll- 
ment, as of October 1, 2012 consisted of one hundred thirty-eight 
(138) students from Bourne, one hundred fifty-six (156) from 
Falmouth, thirteen (13) from Marion, one hundred thirty-one 
(131) from Sandwich, and two hundred forty-eight (248) from 
Wareham. The school also has a full-time, self-sufficient adult 
Licensed Practical Nursing program. For several years now, the 
school remains enrolled beyond capacity with a large waiting list 
that continues to grow each year. As the success of quality ca- 
reer and technical education draws praise on regional, statewide, 
national, and even international fronts, the interest in attending 
Upper Cape Tech is increasing and the number of applicants who 
cannot be afforded the opportunity of a career and technical edu- 
cation due to our limited number of seats continues at an all-time 
high. 


School spirit has increased over the past several years as the en- 
rollment has increased. Participation in athletics and extra-cur- 
ricular activities is at an all time high. In just their second year 
as a varsity team, the UCT football team won the Division V Su- 
perbowl this year further increasing school spirit both within the 
school and within the five district towns. 


Upper Cape Tech continues to expand its offerings for adults and 
other out of school individuals. Adult tuition students, special- 
ized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer 
programs are additional to the 664-pupil school day enrollment. 
Upper Cape Tech continues to offer valuable cost-effective 
services to its communities via its day and evening programs. 
During this fiscal year 1,472 adult students were enrolled in 
evening courses. 


This fiscal year concluded with the near completion of a 
9,225-square-foot building designed to house the licensed practi- 


cal nursing program. The building was largely constructed by 
students and teachers and was funded by the profits from the 
LPN and adult education programs. It will be home to the full- 
time LPN program and will include four classrooms/labs and a 
child care center, as well as provide space for offices and stor- 
age. Additionally, a part-time evening program will be available 
to prospective students commencing in January of 2014. Other 
building projects this year included the start of construction of 
a greenhouse for the Horticulture program. The greenhouse will 
serve as a retail facility which will be open to the public, allow- 
ing students to learn about not only the cultivation of various 
plants and flowers, but also about conveying that information to 
the general public and providing customer service. 


Upper Cape Tech staff and students are able to undertake much 
of the maintenance of the building, along with monitoring the 
facility’s complex ventilation and heating, saving thousands of 
dollars in outside labor costs. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its apprecia- 
tion to the many advisory boards that assist us in developing 

and maintaining educational programs, various town and school 
officials who support our efforts, and school staff members. It 
is the combined effort of all of these individuals that has enabled 
the success of the school and its graduates for the benefit of our 
communities. We look forward to your continued support.
